I am reviewing the work Black God: The Afroasiatic Roots of the 
Jewish, Christian and Muslim Religions by Julian Baldick. In the 
introduction he makes this statement concerning the shared characteristics 
of gender in the Afroasiatic languages. He goes on to state: 


"Afroasiatic languages are characterized by an essential bipolarity of the 
masculine and feminine genders. Whereas in Indo-European languages the 
distribution of nouns between the genders is not particularly meaningful, in 
Afroasiatic languages it is extremely significant. Here, in general, the 
masculine gender expresses greatness, strength, prestige, and energy, and 
is used, for example, to designate a large house as opposed to a small one, 
or economically important animals such as cattle. The feminine gender 
expresses smallness, weakness, lack of prestige, and also passivity. Thus it 
is used to form dimunitives, and is employed small and economically 
unimportant animals like mice. The feminine gender is also characteristic of 
things which not only have a passive role in life but also result from some 
activity: 'share', ‘clothing’, 'corpse’, 'offspring', 'meat'. Not surprisingly, this 
is thought to reflect a social reality in which women are accorded a 
markedly inferior status. The religious significance will become clear when 
we see, in the religions of Afroasiatic speakers, a constant emphasis on 
bipolarity and in particular male-female opposition." 


Now when we compare this statement to the whole volume of Cheikh Anta 
Diop's work Cultural Unity of Black Africa where he essentially argues 
that what unites Black African cultures is its adherence to a matriarchal 
society, do they match? He notes the high respect and reverence among 


African people towards women which can also be seen in the power female 
deities have, as well as the role of women in economics and leadership in 
these respective communities. 


So comparing the two works, can it honestly be said that the Egyptian 
culture(s) honestly expressed the 'Afroasiatic' character as expressed by 
Mr. Baldick?

I am currently investigating some 
"leads" in trying to better understand just how Judaism, Christianity and 
Islam came into being; and more so why? Doing some preliminary 
investigations I am leaning towards the Jews not originally being Black 
people, precisely because of this Afro-Asiatic character described in the 
book. There is a paragraph in the introduction cited that the Egyptian 
somehow "doesn't fit the typical Afro-Asiatic milieu" so-to-speak. 


I am leaning towards a hypothesis that states Judaism and Christianity are 
in essence the result of a syncretism just like Codemble and Santaria. A 
practitioner of Ifa will immediately see the stories and the hidden messages 
in Christianity (i.e., Ogun|Akin - Cain[Qayin in Hebrew], Esu - Yeshua). 
However the greatest syncretism is in Islam and knowing the meaning 
behind the "characters" will reveal a lot about its African origins 
(Muhammad being "trained" by Bilal [babalawo], the 16 "tablets" of destiny 
[16 odus of Ifa - the wisdom of nature], Muhammad married to Fatima [Ifa- 
tima]). 


I hypothesize that the story lines are so different because they were trying 
to not point to an Egyptian origin of these concepts after the many invasions 
by foreign forces. In essence it is a way to preserve the knowledge in plain 
view: only accessible to initiated priests. I am aware of African ethnic 


groups who have changed their names and manners of being culturally for 
"security" reasons in various parts of Africa. The distrust is deep on the 
continent. Somehow these ancient traditions have been co-opted and all the 
hell that is being caused on the world stage are by foreigners who never 
completed initiation, who then taught a limited concept of these teachings 
based on their own cultural understanding (the violent, patriarchal "Afro- 
Asiatic" character). 


I am still working this out and seeing where it leads.

I am reviewing the work Black God: The Afroasiatic Roots of the 
Jewish, Christian and Muslim Religions by Julian Baldick. In the 
introduction he makes this statement concerning the shared characteristics 
of gender in the Afroasiatic languages. He goes on to state: 


"Afroasiatic languages are characterized by an essential bipolarity of the 
masculine and feminine genders. Whereas in Indo-European languages the 
distribution of nouns between the genders is not particularly meaningful, in 
Afroasiatic languages it is extremely significant. Here, in general, the 
masculine gender expresses greatness, strength, prestige, and energy, and 
is used, for example, to designate a large house as opposed to a small one, 
or economically important animals such as cattle. The feminine gender 
expresses smallness, weakness, lack of prestige, and also passivity. Thus it 
is used to form dimunitives, and is employed small and economically 
unimportant animals like mice. The feminine gender is also characteristic of 
things which not only have a passive role in life but also result from some 
activity: 'share', ‘clothing’, 'corpse’, 'offspring', 'meat'. Not surprisingly, this 
is thought to reflect a social reality in which women are accorded a 
markedly inferior status. The religious significance will become clear when 
we see, in the religions of Afroasiatic speakers, a constant emphasis on 
bipolarity and in particular male-female opposition." 


Now when we compare this statement to the whole volume of Cheikh Anta 
Diop's work Cultural Unity of Black Africa where he essentially argues 
that what unites Black African cultures is its adherence to a matriarchal 
society, do they match? He notes the high respect and reverence among 
African people towards women which can also be seen in the power female 
deities have, as well as the role of women in economics and leadership in 
these respective communities. 


So comparing the two works, can it honestly be said that the Egyptian

Rwandan Defense Forces Flown into Western Congo 

Defeated; Kabila Regime Under Siege on Multiple Fronts 

With the east of the Democratic Republic of Congo (DRC) engulfed in 
bloodshed and terrorism due to the secretive occupation and expansion by 
the 

Rwandan regime of Paul Kagame, Congo's President Joseph Kabila has 
reportedly requested an immediate emergency military intervention from 
Belgium to crush a growing rebellion sparked by resistance forces in the far 
western Congo. 


A rising alliance calling themselves 'The Resistance Patriots of Dongo' 
(Patriotes-R?stants de Dongo) has gained currency and recruits after 
Congolese people learned that the Dongo resistance forces were fighting 
against Rwandan Tutsi troops in the little frontier town of Dongo. 


Sources in Congo's capital Kinshasa report that an emergency 'crises' 
meeting was convened in Brussels on Friday, November 28, 2009, after a 
distress call was sent by Congo-Kinshasa President Hypolitt?anambe, 
known to 

the western world by his alias, Joseph Kabila Kabange. According to 
intelligence sources, the Belgian military attach?n Kinshasa has been 
instructed to lay the groundwork for the arrival of a detachment of elite 
Belgian Armed Forces (BAF) paratroopers as soon as possible, before 
mid-December. 


Sources in Kinshasa report that in mid-November President Joseph Kabila 
secretly airlifted a battalion of Rwandan Defense Forces (RDF) across 
Congo 

to put down the small rebellion. The operation involved multiple flights in 
November and was supported by the United Nations Observes Mission in 
Congo 

(MONUC) and the U.S. Africa Command (AFRICOM). The RDF forces, 
moved to 

Congo from Rwanda exclusively for the operation, were uniformed as 
FARDC 

troops. 


Pitched battles involving RDF occurred in past weeks on November 22-24 
and 

November 26-28 in the Dongo region. Along with RDF regulars, MONUC 
troops 

from the supposed international 'peacekeeping' mission have been fighting 
alongside Tutsi Rwandan soldiers infiltrated by Rwanda, with the Kabila 
government's support, into the national army, the Armed Forces of the DRC 


(FARDC). 


Equateur Province achieved a relative peace by 2004 and the majority of 
United Nations Observers Mission to Congo (MONUC) troops pulled out by 
2005. 

M?cins Sans Fronti?s (Doctors Without Borders), the humanitarian 
organization that had worked in Equateur Province from 1992, disregarded 
their own reports about the state of the health emergency and mortality in 
Equateur and abandoned the population in 2006. 


On December 2, 2009 the remote strategic airport town of Libenge, near 
the 

Central African Republic, fell to the new rebellion, which is expanding and 
spreading with foreign backing. Towns in Equateur Province have been 
falling 

one by one to the rebellion, sending Kinshasa's elites into a scramble on 
December 3 and President Kabila into a security panic. 


Now the entire Congo has been launched into a state of massive fear, 
warfare 

and insecurity--and the house of cards--propped up by western corporations 
and military--comes tumbling down. 


The international media has completely blacked out this story, reporting 
only an ethnic conflict over fishing rights. Faced with almost two months of 
suppressing information about the Dongo crisis in Equateur, MONUC is 
faced 

with the prospect of full disclosure--or launching another massive campaign 
of damage control and disinformation. 


MONUC HIDES EQUATEUR CONFLICT 


The Tutsi forces in the FARDC include infiltrated RDF and 'ex-'CNDP forces 
from the National Congress for the Defense of the People (CNDP), the 
extremist terrorist militia that sprouted out of the Kivu Provinces, but is 
heavily backed by Rwanda and infiltrated with thousands of extremist 
Tutsis. 


Thousands of CNDP militia forces were integrated into the FARDC military 
in 

2009, in a strategic maneuver championed by James Kabarebe and Paul 
Kagame 

and their U.S. and U.K. backers. These 'ex-'CNDP wear FARDC uniforms, 
with 

some units commanded by FARDC officers--whose loyalty might first be to 
Congo, and not Kabila--while others are commanded by 'ex-'CNDP officers 


serving Kabila but loyal to Rwanda. 


The CNDP is one of the pivotal causes of the massive destabilization of 
eastern Congo, along with the many other Rwandan and Ugandan interests 
maintained by the organized crime networks run out of Rwanda (Paul 
Kagame) 

and Uganda (Yoweri Museveni). The formal military integration process 
involving so-called 'ex'-CNDP forces is resented by many Congolese and 
Rwandan people as a logical step in the secret plan by Tutsi extremist 
forces to dominate both the Democratic Republic of Congo and the Great 
Lakes 

region. 


Rwandan Defense Forces are not exclusively Tutsis, but are controlled and 
highly regulated by the secret extremist Tutsi network maintained by Paul 
Kagame, James Kabarebe, and others of the 40 top war criminals indicted 
by 

the Spanish court on February 6, 2008. Much ado is made in the 
international 

press, based on propaganda cranked out by the Kigame regime and its 
supporters that Rwanda's is a power-sharing government, that Hutu-Tutsi 
reconciliation has been a huge and lasting success, and that the RDF and 
intelligence services are comprised of non-Tutsi. 


Anyone who remotely steps out of line, in or out of Rwanda, will 
immediately 

be targeted, accused of genocide revisionism, negationism or participation 
in 'the genocide’ itself. 


President Kabila reportedly asked Central Africa Republic (C.A.R.) president 
Francois Boziz?o intervene and flank the resistance forces through the 
remote frontier town of Zongo, DRC, also in Equateur Province, across the 
border from Bangui, the C.A.R. capital. The two presidents share a common 
enemy, Jean-Pierre Bemba and ex-forces of the Movement for the Liberation 
of 

Congo (MLC). Jean-Pierre Bemba is under arrest at the International 
Criminal 

Court, thanks to Boziz?nd Kabila, charged with war crimes in C.A.R. 


Boziz?s occupied with his own insurrections and guerilla insurgencies in 
C.A.R., having come to power by force in March 2003 coup d'etat against 
Ange-F?x Patass?C.A.R. president from 1993-2003. Patass?in exile in Togo, 
will clearly be an interested party in the Dongo rebellion, given Kabila's 
relations with Boziz?Military and intelligence from France, U.S. and Chad 
all meddle in C.A.R. 


Kabila is reportedly furious at Congo-Brazzaville and its President 
Sassou-Nguesso for allowing veteran rebel guerrillas to attack 
Congo-Kinshasa on its western Oubangi River frontier (see map). 


AN ALLIANCE ACROSS THE VAST CONGO 


The very first military intervention by U.N. Blue Helmets, anywhere, 
occurred in the Democratic Republic of Congo during the secession of 
Katanga 

Province (1960-63). The U.N. occupied Congo again in the 'Congo Crises’ 
(1964-66). Both occupations involved Belgian paratroopers and other 
western 

mercenaries. The Congolese people were shafted. 


These illegal foreign occupations by the ‘international community'--under 
the guise of the United Nations--served to insure western control of the 
diamond, copper, uranium and cobalt mines of Katanga and Kasai. Billed as 
‘peacekeeping’ operations, this misnomer set the stage for present day 
misunderstanding of the true MONUC role as an armed combatant 
protecting the 

corporate interests or predatory western capitalism. 


Now, fifty years later, following more than a century of 
Belgian-Anglo-American-Franco-Israeli big business profits and slavery in 
Congo--with ten million deaths under King Leopold (1885-1908), with a 
brutal 

Apartheid dispossession and military occupation under Belgian colonial rule 
(1908-1960), with countless deaths under the U.N. occupations of 1960 to 
1965, with tens of millions of deaths under the U.S. client state regime of 
Joseph Mobutu (1965-1996), with more than ten million deaths since the 
Pentagon-backed invasion of 1996--the Belgians are reportedly again 
planning 

to rescue their military client-partnership in Congo-Kinshasa. 


The elite Belgian paratroopers would be deployed first to Bangaboka 
Airport 
in Kisangani, in Congo's eastern Orientale Province. 


Kisangani is the site for the V.S. Naipal novel "A Bend in the River and the 
proverbial 'heart-of-darkness' outpost where Henry Morton Stanley 
organized 

the genocidal red-rubber and ivory pillage for Belgium's King Leopold. 
Today, western-owned plantations and logging companies reap their high 
profits through mass slavery of Congolese people in the Kisangani region. 


To conceal President Kabila's illegal Belgian intervention from 


international public opinion, Brussels, Kinshasa and MONUC plan to dress 
Belgian paratroopers as 'peacekeepers' to be deployed out of Kisangani as 
MONUC 'Blue Helmets' bound for Equateur and Dongo. 


The leaders of the rebellion in western Equateur Province have reportedly 
forged an alliance with other disaffected Congo-Kinshasa forces in the 
eastern Kivu provinces. This alliance is united against the Kabila regime 
and its allies, including MONUC and AFRICOM. 


Sources in Kinshasa report that the Patriotic Resistance Forces of Dongo 
now aligned with General Dunia, a Mai Mai leader operating against the 
T R of the RDF-FARDC-MONUC nexus in the Fizi and Barako areas 
i Kivu. 


Joseph Kabila is a black pawn in the great game by white foreigners and 
multinational corporations to control and plunder Central Africa. Like 
Congo's historic leaders Patrice Lumumba (1925-1961) and his paternal 
namesake, the former President Laurent Desir?abila (1939-2001), Joseph 
Kabila would quickly be assassinated if he diverged from the hidden agenda 
of western capital. 


Now however, internal hatreds and domestic disaffections threaten Joseph 
Kabila's regime. 


"What is happening now in Dongo [Equateur] is the beginning of something 
that no one will stop," said one Congolese intelligence insider on November 
25. "For sure, Kabila and his friends are sending Rwandan troops to kill 
people but the resistance movement says that Dongo will be the tomb of 
Rwandan troops and the beginning of the end of Kabila and his supporters. 
At 

this time, thousands of people--young Congolese men, ex-Mobutu fighters, 
Congolese FARDC--have joined the movement. I'm very sure that this Dongo 
movement was prepared for a long time." 


EXTREMIST TUTSIS BLEEDING CONGO DRY 


Many Congolese people have long since known that the president of their 
country has supported a secret extremist 'Tutsi' alliance that seeks to 
dominate Central Africa. His real name is Hypolitt?anambe, formerly a 
junior 

Rwanda Patriotic Front/Army (RPF/A) officer plucked from the Alliance of 
Democratic Forces for the Liberation of Congo-Zaire (AFDL) forces. 


It is widely supported that Joseph Kabila reported directly to RPF/A 
commanders James Kabarebe and Paul Kagame in the Pentagon-backed 
AFDL 

'rebellion' that overthrew President Joseph Mobutu in Zaire 
(Congo-Kinshasa); there are also claims that Kabila was a soldier in the 
RPF/A during the multiple genocides orchestrated by Kagame's extremist 
Tutsi 

RPF/A in Rwanda (1990-1994). 


"For us Congolese-Zairians, the boy is Rwandan Tutsi," explains Congolese 
intellectual Yaa-Lengi Ngemi. "Yes, [the assassinated president] Laurent 
Kabila lived in Dar es Salaam and had a business there. Hypollite 
Kanambe's 

Tutsi father was a close friend and business partner of Laurent Kabila." 


The term ‘extremist Tutsi’ applies only to the elite secretive organization, 
formerly the Rwandan Patriotic Front/Army (RPF/A) that exists in parallel 
with the parliamentary government of Rwanda. While some of the same 
people 

occupy both, the extremist Tutsis came to power through war crimes, 
crimes 

against humanity and genocide in Rwanda from 1990 to 1994, operating a 
secret terrorist network. 


The RPP/A killed everyone in its path, no matter their ethnicity: Hutu, 
Tutsi, or minority indigenous Twa people. The so-called 'Tutsi' RPF/A killed 
Tutsis in Rwanda during their four year invasion, and afterwards, because 
Major General Paul Kagame and General James Kabarebe and their 'exiled' 
Tutsi conspirators in Diaspora--dubbed the 'Jews of Africa’, a 'people 
without a homeland'--did not trust any Tutsis that stayed behind in Rwanda 
after Hutu President Juvenal Habyarimana came to power in 1973. 


The RPP/A also killed everyone in their path because their plan from the 
start was to eliminate as many people as possible, to depopulate Rwanda of 
the soon-to-be problematic landowners, businessmen, farmers and 
peasants--mostly the majority Hutu population, but also Tutsis--and 
repopulate Rwanda with Ugandans and Tutsis who had been living 
comfortably 

in Western countries. It was about big business, corruption and greed. 


Now, after more than fifteen years of massive western propaganda 
proclaiming 

an organized, systematic elimination of the Tutsi people by the Hutu leaders 
of the former Rwandan government, the official Rwanda genocide story has 
finally collapsed. A genocide revisioning is imperative and, given the 

recent acquittals at the International Criminal Tribunal on Rwanda (ICTR), 


between December 2008 and December 2009, it is well under way. 


In sharp contradistinction to the tired establishment refrain, the 
entrenched sacred narrative accusing the 'Hutu leadership’ of an 
‘organized’ 

and 'planned' genocide in the so-called 100 days of slaughter between April 
6 and July 1994--a narrative defined by victor's justice--were the countless 
acts of genocide committed through a spontaneous uprising of the Hutu 
masses. 


These were Hutu people who had been brutalized, disenfranchised, 
uprooted 

and forced from homes; people who had witnessed massacres and rapes of 
family members; people who were themselves the victims of brutal 
atrocities; 

people who knew of crematoriums and mass graves filled with their friends, 
families, and neighbors who were both Hutu and Tutsi. 


These were reportedly more than one million internally displaced Rwandan 
Hutus, people who had been terrorized by the RPF/A from October 1990 to 
April 1994, as it butchered its way into Rwanda; and possibly over one 
million Burundian refugees, Hutus who suffered massive reprisals in 
Burundi 

after the first civilian President, Melchior Ndadaye, a democratically 
elected Hutu, was assassinated by the Tutsi military in October 1993, and 
his successor, President Cyprien Ntaryamira, was assassinated on April 6, 
1994. 


On April 6, 1994, they responded to the extremist Tutsi onslaught with a 
vengeance. There was killing on all sides, that is not in dispute. This was 

a war, a bloody conflagration of horrors. But the numbers don't add up, the 
dead don't compute, the labels 'Tutsi' and 'Hutu' become circumspect. The 
propaganda story is quite different than the facts, and no one has yet to 
write a true and comprehensive account not biased by fear, interests, 
imperial arrogance or whiteness. 


After seizing power in July of 1994, the extremist Tutsi network continued 
to perpetrate atrocities, including massacres, assassinations, tortures and 
disappearances, and the network moved into Congo-Zaire in 1996 and 
persists 

in Rwanda and Congo to this day. The modus operandi of this terrorist 
structure is to perpetrate crimes and blames them on the victim 
populations. 


ELECTIONS SLOGANS & EMPTY PROMISES 


In the beginning, many Congolese supported President Kanambe, alias 
Kabila, 

ignoring his origins, hoping that he would share power, that he would 
develop the Congo, build roads and schools and, especially, that he would 
forestall and evict Ugandan and Rwandan agents, provocateurs, mining 
cartels 

and war criminals from the 1996-2001 war years.

fide experts on the Congo, Rwanda, Sudan and Uganda. They also advance 
military solutions over diplomatic or other peaceful solutions. 


William Jefferson Clinton's former national security insider John 
Prendergast is their leading cheerleader. There's a reason Prendergast is 
all over the news, appearing at colleges where ENOUGH and Raise Hope's 
advance publicity includes expensive color brochures and posters. 


"Already the Enough Project, an anti-genocide group based in Washington, 
and 

Eve Ensler, an American playwright who has been supporting Congolese 
women's 

projects for years through the organization V-Day, among others," wrote 
Jeffrey Gentleman in the recent New York Times article slamming the 
Congolese people for their own suffering, "have been urging Congress to 
pass 

legislation that would bar American companies from buying Congo's 
‘conflict 

minerals’, which include gold, tin and coltan, a metallic ore used in many 
cellphones and laptop computers. Several bills have been proposed." 


John Prendergast was the expert of choice for CBS 60 Minutes' 'Blood 
Minerals' broadcast, nationally televised in the United States on November

displace and neutralize all true international grass roots efforts to help 

the Congolese people take control of their own resources and future, and 
they cover for hidden western interests. 


Beholden to powerful western corporate interests, the most powerful 
originating from Belgium, the United States, Israel, Canada, Britain and 
Germany, but also including Australian, Japanese, South African and Dutch 
interests, the Kabila regime, backed by the MONUC military occupation and 
the U.N. Security Council, has delivered to the Congolese people one 
disappointment and outrage after another. 


EASTERN CONGO ABOUT TO EXPLODE TOO? 


A major source of ongoing conflict in the Kivus, General Bosco Ntaganda 
was 


rewarded in January 2009 for playing along with the Kabila-Kagame- 
MONUC 

charade of ‘arresting’ CNDP-RDF war criminal General Laurent Nkunda. To 
their credit, the U.N. Panel of Experts, in their recently 'leaked' report 

of November 2009, exposed the appointment of General Bosco Ntaganda as 
CNDP-FARDC commander, which Kagame and Kabila officially denied. 


General Ntanganda commanded CNDP-FARDC units responsible for 
massive war 

crimes under the joint 'Kimia' operations in the Kivus launched with 
MONUC 

backing in January 2009. Ntanganda is an insider and--if arrested and sent 
to the supposedly neutral ICC--he is purportedly a huge risk to Paul 
Kagame, 

James Kabarebe, Laurent Nkunda and Joseph Kabila. 


The International Criminal Court indicted General Bosco Ntanganda for war 
crimes committed in DRC in May 2008. The ICC is a political instrument 
used 

to selectively target certain individuals and militias, while ignoring more 
substantial state sanctioned actors like Paul Kagame, James Kabarebe, 
Yoweri 

Museveni or former U.S. national security council member Walter 
Kansteiner. 


Sources on Kinshasa report that General Ntanganda may imminently 
trigger a 

new war between CNDP and FARDC forces in the Kivus, with the blessing 
of 

Joseph Kabila and Paul Kagame, who seek to protect Ntanganda from the 
ICC. 


Given the recent secret infiltrations and sanctioned integrations of CNDP 
and RDF into FARDC units during 2008 and 2009, this would create havoc 
and 

trigger immense suffering, on top of the already unprecedented 
depopulation 

of the Great Lakes' people. 


General Ntanganda will likely create a new military faction, sources report, 
yet another acronym to confuse obtuse western foreign policy experts--yet 
another militia licensed to kill civilians in the soup of bloodshed, 
depopulation and impunity. 


REGIONAL ALLIANCES AND HATREDS 


In the DRC's ‘historic' rigged national elections of 2006, formalizing 

Joseph Kabila's 'presidency', millions of Congolese people supported MLC 
rebel leader Jean-Pierre Bemba, ignoring his murderous tryst with Ugandan 
strongman Yoweri Museveni, because they knew Kanambe--alias Joseph 
Kabila--was Rwandan. 


“During the [presidential] election the majority of the Congolese voted for 
Bemba," says Congolese human rights activist Yaa-Lengi Ngemi, "even 
though 

Congolese people knew that Bemba also killed Congolese as a stooge of 
Uganda 

. The choice was between a Congolese criminal and a foreigner, a Rwandan 
criminal. So they voted for the Congolese criminal, or 'mwana mboka' 
(native son)..." 


The elections rigging in Congo was multi-faceted, with all kinds of 
irregularities, and manipulations on all sides. The ‘international 
community’ backed the Kabila win. 


Bemba and Kabila unleashed their troops in deadly battles, also targeting 
civilians, in Kinshasa in March 2007. 


Since 1996 more than 10 million Congolese people have died across the 
vast 

country, with the current death toll in the eastern provinces alone at some 
1000 people per day. There are millions of refugees in the Great Lakes 
member states, and now more than 92,000 people are uprooted in western 
Congo 

due to recent fighting. 


During his brief tenure as president, Joseph Kabila tried to balance out 
power interests through a combination of bribery and brute force. He gave 
Paul Kagame's gang carte blanche over mining and land in the Kivu 
provinces. 

Extortion, racketeering, open occupations and secret infiltrations of 
Rwandan forces became the norm, and persisted in this pattern, to this day. 


In western Congo, home to Kinshasa, Kabila gave President Eduardo Dos 
Santos 

and Angola carte blanche over oil concessions in Bas Congo province in 
exchange for providing presidential security forces and to counterbalance 
extremist Tutsi expansionism out of Rwanda. In March 2009, DRC's oil 
minister Rene Isekemanga Nkeka accused Angola of stealing Congo's oil. 
Many 

Congolese parliamentarians resent Kabila's foreign alliances and can no 
longer be bribed into submission. 


The Angolans hate Kagame and the Rwandan Defense Forces (former 
RPF/A), and 

vise versa. The RPF/A teamed up with Angolan UNITA rebels fighting 
against 

President Dos Santos after the Angolans cornered and shamed RPF/A troops 
in 

Bas Congo during the war; the two armies also fought on opposing sides in 
Congo (1998-2001). 


Angola's Eduardo Dos Santos and Gabon's General Ali Bongo also cooperate 
with Congo-Brazzaville President Dennis Sassou-Nguesso. (Gabon's recently 
deceased dictator Omar Bongo was Sassou-Nguesso's son-in-law.) 


Next door to the vast Congo-Kinshasa, President Dennis Sassou-Nguesso in 
Congo-Brazzaville is one of Joseph Kabila's most enduring enemies. The 
Congo 

River separates the two presidents in Brazzaville and Kinshasa, and one of 
the Congo's largest tributaries, the Oubangi River, separates DRC's 
Equateur 

province, running its course northeast along the border of Congo- 
Brazzaville 

and then the Central African Republic. 


President Sassou-Nguesso was a close ally of Rwanda's former Hutu 
President 

Juvenal Habyarimana, apparently assassinated by the Tutsi extremist RPF/A 
‘Zero Network' on April 6, 1994, and he was friend and ally of Joseph 
Mobutu. 


MOBUTU SESE SEKO'S GHOSTS 


Brazzaville has harbored Mobutu's ex-Forces Arm? Za?ises (ex-FAZ) since 
1996-1997, and it harbors Rwandan elements that fled the AFDL genocide 
against Hutu refugees in Congo-Zaire (1996-1997). Sources suggest there 
are 

at least 300 ex-MLC and more than 10,000 ex-FAZ troops available for the 
Dongo rebellion. 


Rwandan refugees in Congo-Brazza include civilian survivors of the 1994 
exodus from Rwanda and the subsequent international war crimes 
committed by 

the Paul Kagame and James Kabarebe and their troops in DRC from 1996- 
1998. 

Uganda People's Defense Forces also helped hunt and massacre Hutu 


refugees. 


Congo-Brazzaville also supports the ex-Rwandan Armed Forces (ex-FAR) 
and 

their allies, the Forces for the Democratic Liberation of Rwanda (FDLR), 
providing a distant rear base for Congo operations directed at liberating 
Rwanda from the extremist Tutsis and the Kagame dictatorship. 


Thus many Rwandan refugees in Brazzaville are former liberation fighters 
hostile to the terrorist Kagame regime for its 'blame-the-victims' inversion 
of the Rwanda ‘genocide’ story and the mass murder of millions of Hutu 
people from 1990 to the present. 


As of 2005, the UN High Commission for Refugees (UNHCR) counted some 
59,000 

Congo-Kinshasa refugees in Congo-Brazzaville and more than 4000 
Congo-Kinshasa refugees in C.A.R. 


Sassou-Nguesso, Dos Santos, Ali Bongo and his father Omar, Mobutu, 
Habyarimana--all of these current and former Central African regimes 
align(ed) themselves with French and Israeli security and intelligence 
interests--and all seek to counter balance and limit Tutsi extremist 
expansionism in Central Africa backed by the Anglo-American alliance. 


Equateur Province is the site of major untapped petroleum reserves. 
Belgian, 

French, Portuguese, German and U.S. families and corporations control vast 
tracts of land being denuded by rapacious industrial logging. There are also 
western-owned plantations with modern day plantation slavery involving 
tens 

of thousands of Congolese people subject to terrorism by state paramilitary 
services. 


The outside world hears little or nothing about the western-owned logging 
and plantation concessions producing timber, coffee, cocoa, palm oil, and 
rubber through modern day slavery. Similarly, the immense untapped 
petroleum 

reserves beneath the Congo River basin and its rainforests in Equateur 
province remain undisclosed by western institutions--including World 
Wildlife Fund (WWF), USAID, and Care International--involved in 
possessing 

and depopulating these rainforest lands for western corporate interests that 
benefit through the Kabila regime. 


According to Congo researcher David Barouski, cassiterite (tin) mined from 
the bloody Kivu provinces in eastern Congo also passes through the 


networks 
of the plantations and logging interests in Equateur and Orientale. 


"Outside of Asia, Belgium is the primary importer of Congolese cassiterite. 
Sodexmines sells to SDE, located in Brussels and directed by Mr. Edwin 
Raes. 

SDE is a subsidiary of the U.S.-based Elwyn Blattner Group. Mr. Elwyn 
Blattner, who hails from Bayonne, N.J, owns several businesses in the 
Congo 

through his firm, African Holding Company of America. They include 
logging 

concessions, transportation, and palm oil plantations. The products [from] 
these businesses are also imported by SDE." 


The Elwyn Blattner Groupe has supported all sides in Congo's wars, 
bankrolling combatants, police, governors and officials who control the 
geographical areas where his interests are. The Blattner family--James, 
Elwyn, Daniel, David--began and expanded under Mobutu and are 
entrenched 

with the Kabila regime. 


ASSASSINS TARGET JOSEPH KABILA KANAMBE 


Recognizing the growing disaffection amongst his own military and 
intelligence services, President Kabila is surrounded by trusted elite 
Angolan Special Forces. 


Since Joseph Kabila came to power in 2001, the elite Guard R?blicaine (GR) 
controlled directly by the President outside the military chain of command 
or any civilian or judicial oversight, has been expanded to some 15,000 
elite, heavily armed forces deployed at all strategic locations around the 
country. Sources in the intelligence sector in Congo-Kinshasa claim that the 
GR is predominantly comprised of elite Angolan Special Forces, with a 
token 

number of Congolese to put a proper face on things. 


In 2005, it was reported that Kabila's closest security detail in the 
Presidential Guards was a detachment of 50 elite Zimbabwe Defense Forces 
under the command of Lt. Colonel Richard Sauta, a 5th dan (rank) Tae 
Kwan Do 

expert trained in North Korea. 


Kabila has also reportedly moved all ammunitions depots off Congolese 
FARDC 

military bases in Kinshasa, though Rwandan FARDC (‘ex'-CNDP) and 
Angolan 


troops remain heavily armed and supplied. 


Angolan troops backed Kabila during the deadly battle for Kinshasa against 
Jean-Pierre Bemba and MLC loyalists in March 2007. Enraged by MLC 
attacks 

that claimed some 23 Angolans, including a senior officer, the Angolan 
forces ruthlessly retaliated, causing massive civilian casualties thousands 
of bodies were collected and dumped in mass graves and in the Congo 
River. 

At the time, President Dos Santos convinced Congo-Brazzaville president 
Dennis Sassou-Nguesso to block ex-FAZ troops in Brazzaville from crossing 
the Congo River to join the MLC fight. 


This time, Sassou-Nguesso has allowed ex-FAZ and ex-MLC to cross the 
border 
and join the Dongo rebellion. 


Since March 2007, MLC forces that were captured or surrendered to 
MONUC 

after the deadly battle were detained by MONUC in Kinshasa 'for their own 
safety’. In past weeks, Kabila's loyalist forces in Kinshasa seized some of 
the MLC captives in military operations described by Kinshasa intelligence 
insiders as 'staged assaults. ' 


Sources claim that MONUC has collaborated with the Kabila security 
apparatus 

in their efforts to seize and eliminate MLC captives. These captives 
included some 150 former combatants, along with their wives and children. 
Reports from Kinshasa suggest that these MLC are being systematically 
eliminated in what amount to extrajudicial executions. 


"MONUC tried to get these MLC soldiers 'integrated' into the FARDC 
because 

they [MONUC] knew that Kabila would have them [MLC] killed," says an 
insider 

in Kinshasa. "In June, officers from MONUC wanted to transfer the Bemba 
MLC 

men in secret to Kabila. Bemba's men refused and took MONUC soldiers 
hostage 

and MONUC had to negotiate for their release. Now, Kabila's Presidential 
militia have forced the door and arrested Bemba soldiers. MONUC seemed 
to 

pretend not to know what was happening. We know that between 80 and 
103 

people from MLC have been arrested by the Presidential Guard." 


There have been massive arrests and illegal detentions of young men in 
Kinshasa and outlying areas in the past month. In the past week, Congolese 
newspapers reported that escaped prisoners had been shot. However, 
sources 

indicate that these 'escapees' were killed in prison. 


Such actions are routine for the Kinshasa security apparatus. Any time that 
Kabila suspects or discovers a coup, street children and young men are 
rounded up and detained, often involving intimidation and beatings, by the 
Presidential Guard. 


Sources in Kinshasa also say that Kabila's forces rounded up scores and 
possibly hundreds of young civilian men in Maluku, a former Jean-Pierre 
Bemba MLC stronghold some 70 kilometers from Kinshasa. Kabila is 
worried 

that an insurgency against him will come from Maluku. 


Kabila has good reason to be alarmed. There have been at least four serious 
coup attempts against Kabila over the past two years; two of these occurred 
in 2009. 


One recent unreported coup attempt occurred in Kinshasa on May 18, 2009 
at 

7:30 pm when Kabila was returning from Mbakana, reported to be the 
Kabila 

clan's privately fortified 'farm' security compound also some 70 kilometers 
from Kinshasa. 


When the presidential procession set off down the Boulevard de 30 Juin, 
Kinshasa's central artery, on May 18 a sniper, lying in ambush, opened fire 
on the presidential Mercedes Jeep at the intersection of Wangata Avenue. 
Kabila had switched vehicles and was riding in a Nissan Patrol like those 
used by members of parliament. Following the attack, Kabila ordered the 
systematic destruction of all the public kiosks and pavilions along the 
Boulevard de 30 Juin, and the indiscriminate round up and arrest of young 
men in Kinshasa. The attack reportedly involved five commandos. 


All media inside Congo were forbidden from reporting on the May coup 
attempt, reportedly on the personal orders of President Kabila. Several 
media outlets of the Congolese Diaspora reported the events. It is also true 
that 'coups' and ‘attacks' in Kinshasa have been staged by the Kabila 
government and by opposition as devices to manipulate public opinion or 
justify retaliatory action. 


In October 12, 2009, Colonel Floribert Bofate Lihamba was arrested in 
Lubumbashi, Katanga Province, the heart of Congo's most lucrative western 


mining operations, and transferred to a prison in Kinshasa. A top security 
agent in President Kabila's Presidential Guard R?blicaine (GR), anda 
former 

member of the Special Presidential Security Group (GSSP) under President 
Laurent Kabila, Col. Lihamba is accused of planning a coup d'etat. 


On October 21, 2009, President Kabila survived the second most recent 
attempted coup d'etat, another recent pivotal event in Congo unreported by 
the western press or Congolese media. Informed in advance of the 
impending 

attempt on his life, President Kabila had curtailed all public appearances 
and was reportedly again holed up with Angolan troops on his 'farm' 
security 

compound outside Kinshasa. 


According to Congolese intelligence sources, ex-Forces Arm? Za?ises (ex- 
FAZ) 

commandoes crossed the Congo River seeking to assassinate Kabila. The 
commandoes all reportedly originate from the Mobutu and Jean-Pierre 
Bemba 

strongholds around Gbadolite , in northwestern Equateur. 


The arrested officers include: four Majors (Yogo, Zwafunda, Mokwesa, 
Ngombo); five captains (Koli, Nzale, Gbaka, Kongawi, and Salakoso); nine 
lieutenants (Libanza, Masisi, Gerembaya, Mbuyi, Ndongala, Ngani, 
Kpdobere, 

Nzanzu and Sido); and four sergeants (Kongo, Dondo, Lisala, and Lite). 


"President Kabila is afraid of the ex-FAZ," says one Congolese source. "He 
is afraid of Ngbanda." 


One of the former President Mobutu's closest advisers, Honor?gbanda--the 
‘Terminator'--is also rumored to back the uprising in Dongo. Ngbanda held 
various positions under Mobutu, including Minster of the Interior, 
Ambassador to Israel and Head of the Mobutu's notorious SNIP, the 
National 

Intelligence and Protection Service (Service National d'Intelligence et de 
Protection). 


Honor?gbanda's ties to other Mobutu era big men likely include the Bongo 
family (Gabon) and Jewish-American diamond kingpin Maurice Templesman 
(United States), whose De Beers-affiliated diamond interests were partially 
displaced when the Kabila regime partnered with Israeli businessmen Dan 
Gertler and Benny Steinmetz. Gertler and Steinmetz cemented their 
interests 

in Congo-Kinshasa through former U.S. President G.W. Bush and former 


U.S. 
State Department official Jendayi Frazer. 


South Africa is home to several former high commanders from the former 
Mobutu regime of Zaire. Former Security Police Chief General Kpama 
Baramoto, 

former Special Forces Commander General Ngabale Nzimbi and former 
Zairean 

Defense Minister Admiral Mudima all now reside in South Africa and are 
clearly interested in overthrowing Joseph Kabila. 


In past weeks, Kabila has attempted to replace Congolese intelligence 
anai drawn from the CNDP, the extremist Tutsi terrorist network 
-EN This has stirred further anger amongst the Congolese members 
e FARDC and the National Intelligence Agency (ANR), Congo-Kinshasa's 
secret service. 


"The CNDP is a rebellion that Kagame used, and Kabila allowed, to infiltrate 
Rwandan soldiers into the Congolese [FARDC] army," reports an 
intelligence 

insider in Kinshasa. "These CNDP are described as Congolese Tutsis but 
they 

are Rwandans. The fact that Kabila tried to replace some members of secret 
services and [FARDC] army by people who came from CNDP [provoked] the 
anger 

of many in the Congolese army and intelligence services. Kabila will be 
captured or killed very soon. TRUST ME." 


RESISTANCE PATRIOTS OF DONGO 


In March 2009 the western press reported a 'tribal dispute' and 'ethnic 
clash over fishing rights' in the little western Congo outback town of 
Dongo. The dispute reportedly began between two different ethnic groups. 
However, the newly announced "Resistance Patriots of Dongo" claim that 
President Kabila's agents manipulated the parties of the dispute and 
thereby 

escalated armed hostilities. 


In October 2009 President Kabila and John Numbi--one of his top military 
advisers--dispatched FARDC troops under the command of General 
Benjamin 

Alongaboni to Dongo to negotiate peace with resistance forces. General 
Alongaboni, a Congolese son hailing from Equateur Province, and the first 


FARDC officer on the scene, secured a negotiated peace with Dongo area 
combatants. 


Soon after however, President Kabila sent RDF forces--in FARDC uniforms-- 
who 

enraged Congolese in the region and provoked hostilities by killing some 
local people and destroying the possibilities of peace negotiations. 


The Resistance Patriots of Dongo retaliated and FARDC under the command 
of 
General Alongaboni began defecting. 


Now President Kabila is uncertain who is with him and who is against him. 
All FARDC troops in the Democratic Republic of Congo are on full security 
alert, prevent from leaving the country or taking leaves of absence. 


General Benjamin Alongaboni and the few troops that did not defect to the 
resistance were moved to nearby Gemena military center where he is 
currently 

under surveillance by President Kabila's security and intelligence 
operatives. General Alongaboni is an Adjutant General to Kabila's trusted 
FARDC insider John Numbi, formerly the head of FARDC Air Forces and 
now 

Inspector General of the Police National Congolaise (CNP). 


Meanwhile, the 'Dongo Crises' has blossomed into a full-blown Congolese 
rebellion against international occupation forces and the powerful 
Kabila-Kagame clique. Over the past three weeks civilians and former 
combatants have been flooding into the remote Dongo region to join a 
growing 

rebellion against the now hated military regime of President Joseph Kabila 
and his western corporate business and military partners. 


Hundreds of Congolese Armed Forces (FARDC)--of ethnic Congolese origin-- 
have 

deserted and joined rebellion ranks with Congolese civilians and various 
military elements of past rebellions. The Resistance Patriots of Dongo is 
reportedly comprised of Congolese-FARDC deserters, former Forces Arm? 
Za?ises (ex-FAZ), and former MLC rebels. 


Thousands of ex-FAZ and elite troops of Mobutu's former Special 
Presidential 

Division (DSP) fled Congo-Kinshasa to Congo-Brazzaville between 1996 and 
1998 when the Pentagon-backed insurgency led by Rwanda and Uganda 
swept 

across the Congo (Zaire) and drove out Zaire's long-time strongman Joseph 


Desire Mobutu. 


Sources in Kinshasa say that President Kabila seeks to frame and accuse 
Mobutu's former intelligence chief Honor?gbanda and ex-MLC leader 
Jean-Pierre Bemba, who is already under arrest for war crimes at the 
International Criminal Court, in a propaganda ruse to justify the 
international intervention in Equateur and legitimize further military 
aggression by the Kabila-Kagame-MONUC nexus. 


Kabila hopes for strategic gain by claiming that the Dongo uprising is 
purely an MLC uprising. By convincing his white international patrons that 
the MLC is the problem, Kabila hopes to further purge his government and 
the 

country of MLC supporters. 


In September 2009, armed assailants shot up the residences of DRC 
Minister 

of Foreign Affairs Alexis Tambwe Mwamba and another minister, Olivier 
Kamitatu, both ex-MLC supporters who have joined Kabila, in a drive by 
shooting; other assassination attempts have also been reported. 


Sources in Kinshasa say Kabila's security apparatus staged these 
assassination attempts to create further international sympathy for Kabila, 
to discredit the MLC and manipulate the ICC proceedings against Jean- 
Pierre 

Bemba. Officials in Kinshasa have been threatened in response to fears that 
Jean-Pierre Bemba will wiggle and bribe his way out of the ICC war crimes 
charges and return to Congo. Given the highly political nature of the 
already corrupted ICC, the fear is not unfounded. 


President Kagame and President Yoweri Museveni have a long history of 
‘pseudo-operations' and 'false-flag operations' that blame and punish the 
victims after secret operations and atrocities that are actually committed 
by disguised RDF and UPDF soldiers. 


Joseph Kabila's goal might be to follow the example of his allies, Paul 
Kagame and the extremist Tutsis in Rwanda, by blaming all exactions, 
tortures, assassinations, massacres and organized plunder of Congo on the 
Dongo forces who are today fighting against western imperialism and its 
agents in Central Africa--in the person of Joseph Kabila. President Paul 
Kagame's success in this conspiracy is evident in the many awards he has 
received, for his absolute terrorism in service to western interests, with 
the coup de gr? being Rwanda's acceptance into the Commonwealth of 
Nations 

last week. 


Congolese people everywhere were outraged by the eastern Congo FARDC 
military operations with RDF and UPDF forces early in 2009, but Kabila and 
partners heaped one insult on top of another by airlifting RDF across Congo 
to the far western Equateur to attempt to crush the Dongo resistance. 


MONUC and AFRICOM supported the RDF airlift operations. 


The Kabila government has reportedly agreed to base AFRICOM out of the 
remote east-central Congo River city of Kisangani, also the site of a secret 
U.S. military-intelligence ‘fusion cell’ linking Uganda, Rwanda, Congo-K in 
a tripartite cooperation agreement focused on minerals and mining. The 
details of the 'base' are unknown, but Kisangani will likely be one of 
AFRICOM's many 'lily-pad' bases. 


AFRICOM LURKING IN THE WINGS 


AFRICOM currently has cooperative security location agreements, 
commonly 

known as 'lily pad' operating agreements with a dozen African nations 
stretching from Algeria on the Mediterranean to Zambia and Botswana in 
southern Africa. The U.S. Seventeenth Air Force's contingency and crisis 
planning and response team had already visited four African nations 
through 

April 2009 to carry out airfield surveys, with plans to visit seven more 
nations by September 30. 


In January 2009, AFRICOM delivered four 200 hp Yamaha outboard engines 
to 

RDF marines in Gisenyi, Rwanda. The RDF maritime regiment was formed 
in 

1995--"in response to Rwanda's genocide," according to AFRICOM, "to 
control 

[Rwanda's] water border with the Democratic Republic of Congo and 
prevent 

the infiltration of genocidal forces from the Congo." 


In May 2009, Brigadier General Mike Callan, vice commander of the new 
AFRICOM Air Forces AFRICA (U.S. Seventeenth Air Force), met with RDF 
Chief 

James Kabarebe--an internationally indicted war criminal--and Rwandan Air 
Force commanders in Kigali for talks focused on turning tiny Rwanda into 
central and east Africa's leading ‘air hub' for both military and civilian 

air traffic. 


Bound for the Dongo rebellion in mid-November RDF crossed from Gisenyi, 
Rwanda to Goma, DRC, and were then flown from Goma to Kamina Air Base 


in 

Katanga, a military transport hub used for the Belgo-American-U.N. 
mercenary 

occupations during the Katanga secession (1960-63) and 'Congo Crises' 
(1964-67). The RDF battalion was next flown to Bandundu Province and 
from 

there they joined President Kabila at his 'farm' security compound outside 
Kinshasa. 


The RDF troops were reportedly next moved to the 42-acre campus of the 
U.S. 

Embassy-affiliated American School in Kinshasa (TASOK), near the 
notorious 

Camp Tshatshi military base, and then flown to Gemena airport in Equateur. 


The Colonel Tshatshi Military Camp in Kinshasa hosts the defense 
department 

and the Chiefs of Staff central command headquarters of the FARDC. The 
TASOK 

Campus was used for RDF troops because they would not be welcome 
amongst 

Congolese-FARDC at Camp Tshatshi. 


There were at least three round trips in some legs of the RDF flight plan 
reportedly using both MONUC and Hewa Bora Airlines, an airline 70% 
owned by 

Belgian arms trafficker Philippe de Moerloose. In the 'leaked' November 
2009 

U.N. Panel of Experts Report on Illegal Exploitation in the Congo, Philippe 
De Moerloose and Hewa Bora Airlines were named for weapons shipments 
from 

Sudan to Congo in violation of the International Arms Embargo on the DRC. 


De Moerloose supplies Kabila with Presidential jets and other toys. 


“Nobody in the Congo was aware of this operation except Kabila and John 
Numbi," says one insider in Kinshasa. "Everyone was surprised to see 
Rwandan 

troops enter Kivu [Goma] from Rwanda. When the speaker of the Congolese 
parliament, Vital Kamhere, criticized the operation, President Kabila pushed 
for his resignation." 


Former DRC Air Force Commander John Numbi is reported to be Kabila's 
main 

link to Rwandan military officials Paul Kagame and the indicted war 
criminal 


James Kabarebe. John Numbi, currently the Inspector General of the 
Congolese 

National Police, is a regular visitor to Kigali and described as ‘one of 
Congo's most dangerous men’. 


John Numbi reportedly orchestrated the joint military operations between 

E that began in January 2009. The main overt military campaigns 
‘Umoja Wetu,' a joint operation between FARDC and RDF, and the 'Kimia I’ 
pee II' operations, which were FARDC operations supported by MONUC. 


"Just before the joint operation 'Umoja Wetu' [RDF General] James 
Kabarebe 

met Joseph Kabila in Kinshasa, and they have spoken in secret," says one 
Congolese insider. "Nobody knows what they talked about. The real story is 
that Rwanda took the opportunity to secretly inject at least 4000 and maybe 
as many as 10,000 Rwandan soldiers into the FARDC army." 


Congolese FARDC troops deployed by Kabila to the Dongo area refused to 
fight 

and instead defected to the rebel cause rather than kill their Congolese 
brothers and sisters for the private enrichment of foreigners and the 
pro-Rwanda alliance of Kabila and Kagame. Thus President Kabila has been 
forced to deploy to Dongo only those FARDC units comprised exclusively of 
‘ex'-CNDP Tutsi units loyal to Rwanda. 


By mid-November 2009 international humanitarian agencies began 
reporting 

thousands of refugees flooding across the Congo River to Congo-Brazzaville, 
with 54,000 now in Congo-Brazzaville and 38,000 IDPs in Congo by 
December 1, 

according to the United Nations High Commission for Refugees (UNHCR). 


The Resistance Patriots of Dongo are claiming to have inflicted high 
casualties on the RDF-MONUC-FARDC forces dispatched to Dongo and 
surrounding 

areas. Several towns have been taken, lost, and retaken in pitched battles 
against RDF-MONUC-FARDC forces. 


While the conflict in Equateur slowly escalated from March to October, and 
deteriorated quickly after that, MONUC's press and information corps have 
been mute about the rebellion. 


All official channels deny the presence of RDF troops, or that RDF troops 


fought in Equateur. Several very small media outlets are also reporting the 
RDF presence, their sources appearing to be connected with the Resistance 
Patriots of Dongo movement. 


MONUC issued one tiny press report on November 26, after resistance 
forces 

shot up a MONUC helicopter that flew to Dongo to resupply the 
RDF-MONUC-FARDC ground troops. Five of the 25 to 30 personnel on 
board were 

injured, and the pilot took off and flew the chopper to Congo-Brazza. None 
of the personnel (or their nationalities) aboard the MONUC chopper was 
identified. 


A short western media propaganda blurb circulated by Agence France- 
Presse 

attempted to discredit the rebellion and cover for MONUC's involvement in 
open military aggression against Congolese people. Titled "Armed group 
claims firing at UN chopper in DRC," the AFP blurb also confirmed the 
Resistance Patriots of Dongos' strike against a MONUC helicopter. 


"In their confused statement," AFP wrote, November 26, 2009, "the 
Patriots-Resistance [of Dongo] alleged that Rwandan occupation forces 
were 

in the region and they denounced the 'complicity' of MONUC ‘with the 


Mafia-like imperialists’. 


"Dongo was attacked on October 29 and 30 by a group from the Lobala 
community (also known as the Enyele), which targeted the Bamboma (or 
Boba) 

community," the AFP reported. "Both sides have frequently disputed the 
fishing resources of the region. The violence, which has since spread to 
other villages, left at least 100 dead, mainly in Dongo, who were either 
hacked with machetes or shot, while a number drowned trying to cross the 
Oubangi river, which marks the border with the Congo Republic 
[Brazzaville]." 


The AFP not only decontextualized the conflict, describing it as purely 
tribal, they also framed it as ruthless savage Africans killing with 
machetes. The MONUC chopper apparently was attacked on November 26. 
There 

was no mention of the major battles that occurred between foreign forces 
on 

November 22-24 or November 26-28. 


On December 3, 2009, the Dongo resistance forces intercepted a tugboat 
pulling two big barges carrying 2,500 tons of arms and ammunition 


destined 

for Dongo RDF-MONUC-FARDC forces. The commander of the FARDC 
operations 

involved in moving the weapons, Colonel Nyav, was killed during the 
clashes; 

Nyav had previously been commanding RDF-MONUC-FARDC troops at 
Dongo. The 

ethnic Congolese FARDC under Col. Nyav's command jubilantly defected to 
the 

resistance after seizing the boat and weapons. 


Also on December 3, the strategic Congolese airport town of Libenge fell 
into the hands of the Resistance Patriots of Dongo. The resistance forces 
now control the towns of Dongo, Libenge, all the territory located along 
Oubangi River, the localities of Bomongo, Kutu, Kungu, Saba-Saba, Buburu 
and 

the Catholic mission of Bokonzi. 


The Resistance Patriots of Dongo next plan to take Mbandaka, the major 
administrative city on the Congo River--and the end of the line for 
thousands of Hutu refugee women and children executed in cold blood by 
the 

RPF/A and the AFDL on the banks of the Congo River there in 1997. 


"We take the engagement before God and before all the Congolese to topple 
the puppet regime currently in place in Kinshasa," the November 26 
resistance statement added, according to the AFP. 


DONGO WAR NOT CONNECTED TO EASTERN CONGO? 


"The helicopter was delivering supplies to peacekeepers recently deployed 
to 

the town of Dongo," reported Reuters, basing their "news" report on 
MONUC 

Public Information Officer Madnodje Mounoubai. Reuters reported "around 
20 

Ghanaian peacekeepers" deployed by MONUC in Dongo. 


"The fighting is not related to the simmering conflict in the mineral-rich 
eastern borderlands," Reuters wrote, "where the army--backed by 
thousands of 

peacekeepers--are attempting to stamp out local, Rwandan, and Ugandan 
rebels." 


On December 3, 2009 Belgian newspapers La Libre Belgique and RTLM 
reported 


that Belgium's Foreign Minister Steven Vanackere and Defense Minister 
Pieter 

De Crem had responded to the communiqu?f the Resistance Patriots of 
Dongo, 

circulated on the Internet on December 1, which warned Belgium and 
Kinshasa 

that the resistance knew of the secret plan to dispatch paratroopers to 
Kisangani. The two Belgian ministries issued a joint communiqu?enying the 
operation "with the biggest firmness." 


According to Kinshasa sources, the MONUC-uniformed Belgians would be 
flown 

from Kisangani, Orientale Province, to Equateur Probvince's northwestern 
frontier city of Gbadolite, the stronghold of former President Mobutu and 
the Bemba family, Jean-Pierre and father Saolona (1942-2009), and then to 
Gemena airport near Dongo. 


Soon after the Resistance Patriots of Dongo forces occupied the frontier 
city of Libenge, President Kabila dispatched 600 elite FARDC commandos 
trained by 60 Belgian Armed Forces instructors in Kindu Province. As of 
December 5, Libenge remained under siege, with civilians fleeing to escape 
the massive battle. 


Sources in Kinshasa on December 5 report "massive violent fighting in 
Libenge and Gemena areas," involving 1000 Congolese National Police 
(PNC) 

and 100 Ghanaian MONUC troops and two MONUC helicopter gunships. 
MONUC 

sources in Kisangani indicate that two additional MONUC helicopter 
gunships 

are 'standing by’ for possible immediate deployment to Equateur. 


The MONUC 'peacekeeping' in Congo is a one billion dollar a year 
operation. 


The recently 'leaked' United Nations Group of Experts Report provides 
evidence of direct PNC involvement in contraband activities involving 
Rwandan Defense Forces in eastern Congo. The U.N. experts investigated 
the 

frequent and suspicious undocumented flights of a white Mi-8 helicopter 
leased on 27 January 2009 to the Congolese National Police through John 
Numbi, the head of the PNC. Numbi managed the joint RDF-MONUC- 
FARDC military 

operations (‘Umoja Wetu') in eastern DRC begun in January 2009, along 
with 

Major General James Kaberebe, the army chief of Rwanda.

"I 
would not have raised the issue with the Secretary of State if | did not 
believe it was correct." 

On Monday, Long's group hand-delivered a letter to the Secretary of State 
office saying that its review of voting information from the Nov. 3 Atlanta 
election showed that "a significant number of votes, 1,314, were cast from 
addresses that no longer exist." The group then asked the office to 
determine whether ineligible voters cast ballots in the Dec. 1 run-off election 
in which Kasim Reed defeated Mary Norwood by 714 votes after 
Wednesday's recount to see if ineligible voters could have swayed the 
election. 

On Wednesday, Long, a Norwood supporter, said her group had 
misunderstood the data and mistakenly believed that the 1,314 registered 
voters who had addresses at now defunct housing projects and apartment 
complexes had actually voted when in fact few had. Her husband, state Rep. 
Ralph Long, was the only elected official to endorse Norwood. 

She blamed the error on not understanding that the report -- called a credit- 
for-voting report -- that the secretary of state provided of voting participation 
in the Nov. 3 election was a list of all the registered voters in Fulton County 
and not list of only those who voted. The report -- called a credit for voting 
report -- tracks voting participation and says which registered voters voted in 
which election. 


"That explains the discrepancy, " she said, 

Fulton County's election chief, Barry Garner, said his investigation on the 
questioned addresses showed that 33 people had voted and said his office 
would determine if they were eligible voters who were still Atlanta residents. 
He said the people who are determined to have an inactive address will be 
taken off the active voter list. 

The citizens' group, however, still wants to see whether any ineligible voters 
cast ballots in the run-off. 

"This is a serious issue and it goes beyond who becomes our next mayor," 
Long said. "We need to have confidence in the electoral process regardless 
of whose side you are on.

A recount in the race for Atlanta mayor confirmed lawyer Kasim Reed as 
winner on Wednesday after an election that exposed a racial fault line in one 
of the leading cities in the U.S. Southeast. 

City councilwoman Mary Norwood, who would have become the citys first 
white mayor since 1974, picked up just one vote in the recount she had 
requested. 

She finished 714 votes behind Reed with some 84,000 votes cast, Fulton 
Countys election office said. 

Reed was declared the winner of the December 1 run-off and announced his 
priorities would include selecting a new police chief and shoring up city 
finances. 

Voting mirrored Atlantas demographics, with Reed running up big numbers 
in the south and west, which are majority black and include some of the citys 
poorest neighborhoods. 

Norwoods support base was in mainly white northern council districts, which 
include some of the citys richest suburbs. Like many U.S. cities, Atlantas 
metropolitan area spreads far beyond the city limits. 

Both candidates avoided playing up race during the campaign, instead 
presenting themselves as outsiders best qualified to restore city finances 
and fight rising crime. 

Major U.S. corporations such as Coca-Cola, Delta Airlines and UPS are based 
in Atlanta. 

For decades, civic leaders have credited part of the citys prosperity on its 
ability to navigate potential racial divisions and its status as home of the civil 
rights movement and birthplace of Martin Luther King.

Igbinedion versus Prostitutes

In spite of stiff opposition, Governor Lucky Igbinedion of Edo State signs 
into law a bill which stipulates harsh penalties for practitioners of sex trade 
and their sponsors 


Queen Imotanyi Omoruyi, 25, used to be a hairdresser before she travelled 
to Italy two years ago for prostitution. Omoruyi, who had nothing before her 
trip seems to have hit it big in the sex trade. She has reportedly bought two 


houses in GRA and off Ekenwa Road, all in Benin City, Edo Stae 


However, Omoruyi, will not be able to enjoy the fruits of her hard labour 
peacefully. Queen" as Omoruyi is popularly called by her friends, came back 
in January with a strange ailment. One of her friends, who wishes 
anonymity, told Newswatch September 13, in Benin: Queen has been sick 
since her return. Her relatives are looking after her. The worse thing is that 
she has no child to inherit all she has laboured for. She said that Omoruyis 
illness has deteriorated and now she is paralysed from waist down. She 
cannot walk. She is hospitalised at Suyi Hospital, a private hospital in 
Benin, she said. Her friend fears that Omoruyi is dying of AIDS. 


Florence, 35, lies in bed at her home. She is one of many victims of the 
AIDS epidemic that is forecast to cripple the country's economy as millions 
die. 

Although nurses at Suyi hospital told Newswatch that they did not have any 
patient bearing such identity, Emmanuel Idemili, a Benin-based medical 
doctor, explained that Omoruyis paralysis could be as a result of AIDS/HIV 
infection, which breaks down the immune system, exposing one to different 
illnesses. 


Omoruyis plight paints a vivid picture of the risk anaverage Bini female who 
embraces prostitution is exposed to. Prostitution abroad is now a fad in 
Benin City. Many young girls and some parents from almost all the Bini 
households embrace it as an easy way of earning hard currency not minding 
the risk involved. This apparent moral decay has generated wide concern 
among some custodians of culture in the city as well as the Edo state 
government. It has also elicited bad publicity for Edo state, whose indigenes 
make up 98 percent of the prostitutes deported from abroad. This apparent 
bad publicity has led to a statewide campaign against prostitution and 
trafficking of females from Edo State. 


In its determination to confront the problem frontally, government has 
wielded its big stick on sex trade barons and sponsors. About 13 barons or 
sponsors said to be involved in trafficking of women were arrested between 
November 1999 and May 2000. Those arrested in November are Patience 
Evboumwan, Gafaru Tijani, Barry Iyobosa Etiosa, Gibson Igbe and 
Christopher Ogbadan. In March this year, the police arrested Mary 
Uhuamwangho, Eshohen lIyoha,Cecilia Uhuamwangho, Victor Omobude and 
Lucky Bright Enadeghe. Three persons arrested in May were Arala Osula, a 
Bini chief, Mary Osula and Packer Ikopa. They were charged to court. 


Apart from arrest and prosecution of baron/sponsors, government has come 
out with a law which makes prostitution an offence in Edo State. Lucky 
Igbinedion, governor of Edo State, on Monday, September 11, signed the 
bill into law. The law cited as the Criminal Code (Amendment) Law 2000, 


amended some of the provisions of the criminal code law cap. 48 laws of 
Bendel State 1976 as applicable to Edo State. The new law forbids any 
person from sponsoring a girl or woman by giving her any financial, 
physical or material assistance to enable her travel out of Nigeria for the 
purpose of becoming a prostitute or to carry out any immoral act. 


It stipulates that any person, who administers any oath on a woman or girl 
or performs any fetish ritual to enable her to travel out of Nigeria for the 
purpose of becoming a prostitute or to have unlawful carnal knowledge with 
any person, is guilty of an offence. On conviction such a person will be 
sentenced to imprisonment for ten years or to pay a fine of N500,000 or 
both. 


Any female person who knowingly offers herself for the purpose of 
prostitution or carry out any immoral act within or outside Nigeria, shall be 
guilty of an offence and shall be liable on conviction to an imprisonment for 
two years or pay a fine of N20,000. Similarly, any man who patronises any 
woman in an act capable of being called prostitution is guilty of an offence 
and liable on conviction to two years imprisonment or to a fine of N10,000. 
Any woman who lures or induces any male with gratification for the purpose 
of having carnal knowledge with her is guilty of an offence and if convicted 
is liable to two years imprisonment or a fine of N10,000 or both. 


For those who lure or induce women into prostitution, a prison term of 10 
years or a fine of N500,000 awaits them if they are found guilty of the 
offence. In addition, they will forfeit any property acquired through 
prostitution to the state. The law also provides for a five-year imprisonment 
for any male person who is guilty of an offence of misdemeanour. A similar 
offence carried two years imprisonment in the old law. 


The passing of the executive-sponsored bill by the State House of Assembly 
is the climax of a two-year campaign by both international and local 
pressure groups and concerned private individuals who continuously raised 
alarm on the scourge of prostitution in the state. They include several non- 
governmental organisations, NGOs, the Nigerian embassy in Italy, the 
Benin monarch, Oba Erediauwa, the Nigerian police, churches and Eki 
Igbinedion, the governors wife, who is presently in the fore-front of the 
campaign against prostitution. The groups made serious representations to 
the House of Assembly stressing the need for the law and a concerted 
action by government to rid the state of the evil of prostitution. 


Matthew Egbadon, speaker of the House of Assembly, told Newswatch that 
he got a letter from the Nigerian ambassador to Italy stating that out of 

about 10,000 prostitutes in that country, 80 percent of them were from Edo 
State. On February 7, 2000, the wife of the governor, who initiated the Idia 
Renaissance last year to tackle prostitution and other social ills in the state, 


carried her war to the Italian embassy, Lagos. There, she held a meeting 
with Giovanni Germano, the ambassador and Sabina Vetere, visa officer. 
Present at the meeting were some officials of Idia Renaissance including 
R.I. Olotu, permanent secretary, ministry of womens affairs and social 
development, Benin, representatives of TAMPEP, an NGO based in Torino, 
Italy. 


Germano spoke against prostitution and trafficking of women and how his 
home government felt on the issue. He said that in 1999, there were about 
28,000 Nigerians resident in Italy out of which 15,000 possessed valid 
documents. The ambassador said most Nigerians entered Italy through 
Ghana, Togo and specifically through Spain and Morocco. He said the 
biggest African population in Italy were Nigerians and underscored the 
need to ensure that all hands were on deck to help curb prostitution and 
human trafficking and possibly to rehabilitate all its victims. 


Vetere also stressed the need for Edo State government, particularly the 
registry department of Oredo local government council to work hand-in- 
hand with the Italian government in the issuance of marriage certificates to 
ensure that falsification of marriage documents was minimised. 


Oredo local government is considered the most endemic in the illicit trade. 
Omede Osazuwa, cultural co-ordinator of TAMTEP, also informed the 
meeting that there exist a syndicate based in Togo, France, Spain and 
Burkina Faso, which specialised in the sale of different passports which 
Nigerian prostitutes used to enter Italy illegally.

While surveys show sex among 
the young is widespread and HIV/AIDS is spreading, Africa's most populous 
country still struggles with straight talk about sex, health workers say. 
HIV/AIDS prevalence rates have risen to 5.4 percent of the adult population, 
passing the point at which the epidemic spreads into the general 
population, according to the latest survey published in December 1999. The 
government has been criticized for doing too little to alert people to the 
danger of HIV/AIDS and to promote safe sex. 

The wife of the governor also travelled to Torino, Italy, to explore the 
possibility of cooperation between Idia Renaissance and the Edo State 
government on the one hand and the provincial authorities on the other 
towards combating female trafficking. She also canvassed support for the 
plan of action drawn up by Idia Renaissance to fight the social ills from the 
roots. Igbinedion used the opportunity to enlighten the Torino authorities, 
and by extension, the international community, on the vigorous measures 
already adopted by the Edo State government in tackling the problem in 
order to erase the erroneous impression that Edo State is tacitly 
encouraging the vice. 


Other objectives of her trip were to contribute to the overall effort to 
improve the nations image abroad and to advocate tougher sanctions by the 
Italian authorities against known traffickers other than the counter- 
productive measures of indiscriminate deportation of the victims of the 
trade. While in Italy, she met and counselled some of the prostitutes who 
renounced their old ways for a better life. 


Apart from Idia Renaissance, Edo Cultural Association also raised an alarm 
over the sex trade. On September 14, 1998, the association wrote to Oba of 
Benin on the festering issue of prostitution in Edol and. The letter said 
prostitution had become a ravaging fire spreading from city to city, village 
to village and house to house in Edo State. There is practically no home in 
Edoland without a girl being sent to Belgium, Holland, Spain, England and 
especially this country, Italy it said. 


The letter cited the often-quoted, well-researched statistics in Italian press, 
saying Nigerian prostitutes accounted for 50 percent of all foreign nationals 
(Albanians, Croats, other Africans, the Poles etc.) It said that amongst 
Nigerian prostitutes, 90 percent came from Edo State. That means for every 
10 Nigerian prostitutes killed by assassins, AIDS, or other job hazards, Edo 
women stand nine chances of being victims. This is no exaggeration, it said. 


The association observed that the trend had so degenerated that children of 
14 to 20 years of age were being lured away from schools to face the high 
risk of sexually transmitted diseases, AIDS, assassins, and even freezing 
winter in Italy in search of money. Women now desert their matrimonial 
homes with a few months old babies. Some men deliberately send their 
wives. Parents sign for their daughters to join the slave boat. We could go 
on and on," it said. 


The association said prostitution in Italy was at its most dangerous form, 
adding that Edo people in Italy had become the butt of caustic humour by 
other Nigerians. The association recalled its recent meeting with T.S.O. 
Olumoko, the Nigerian charge d affaires in Italy who insisted that Edo State 
was not the poorest in Nigeria. Your people are not the poorest in Nigeria; 
other Nigerian women who choose to stay in Nigeria carry their poverty 
with dignity. How is it that most of your women came here to use 
themselves to make money...Please do something about this ugly situation... 
My wife is a Bini woman, she is ashamed..., Olumoko was quoted as saying. 
The association then pleaded with the royal father to do something, 
pledging to supply the necessary back-up information to assist in stemming 
the tide of local and international prostitution. 


The embassy of Ni-geria in Italy and A.J. Ojomo, assistant inspector-general 
of police, D department, also drew the Obas attention to the odious practice 


of Bini women in their respective letters dated October 2, 1998 and March 
30, 1999. Olumoko stressed that Nigerian women were being ridiculed and 
brought into disrepute in diplomatic circles in Italy. Any black woman is 
seen as a Nigerian prostitute. Many respectable women, including wives of 
diplomatic personnel have been propositioned and embarrassed in this 
manner, he said, stressing an urgent need to tackle the menace from the 
source as outlined in the Edo Cultural Associations letter. 


The Oba of Benin took several actions to tackle the problem. First, he 
replied the inspector-general of police, on April 5, 1999, saying he was 
shocked to hear the initial reaction of his chiefs. According to him, the 
chiefs almost in unison said their efforts to eradicate prostitution were 
likely to yield no result because many parents now live in affluence from the 
money their daughters sent to them from overseas. The chiefs position was 
based on the fact that many young females returned from abroad to buy 
undeveloped plots of land and houses. This, the Oba said, became 
phenomenal with the result that those who did not wish their houses to be 
sold overnight now inscribe on the walls of their houses, This House is Not 
For sale. He described the situation as very serious, adding that it had 
brought degradation to Nigerian womanhood. He said he was glad that the 
police now want to take it up. 


The second action the Oba took was the decision to recruit Afamat Nigeria 
Limited, information managers and image makers to handle the image of his 
majesty. Afamats duty was to study the problem and fashion out preventive 
and curative measures to solve the problem. 


Afamat proffered wide range measures covering political, socio-economic to 
cultural means of curbing the scourge. Among other things, it 
recommended that the syndicates, who are part and parcel of life in Benin 
must be sought out and punished. It said the greatest share of blame should 
go to the family/parents who put pressure on their children to debase 
societal values for mundane things and outrightly failed to impart old values 
that sustained society in the past. It becomes imperative for traditional 
sanctions, including curse to be meted out as punishment to those who 
debase Benin values by taking young men and women to prostitute in Italy 
and other countries, Afamat said. 


For those who are already there, Afamat recommended that they must be 
brought back, adding: There should be invocation of certain curses on 
parents who after necessary counselling still send their children to Italy for 
this shameful act. As a matter of fact, such families and parents owe society 
apology and must seek forgiveness from God and the ancestors. Afamat 
dismissed poverty as a justification for prostitution and observed that 
wealthy Benin indigenes were reluctant to invest in their kingdom because 
of the fear of ruin by their own people. As much as this is true, one must 


stress that the future of Benin people is in their own hands and they must 
strenuously and painstakingly re-chart their destiny . 


Afamats position paper, Newswatch gathered, was tabled at a meeting the 
Oba of Benin called in his pal-ace to discuss the deportation of young Bini 
men and women from Italy. Present at the meeting were some Bini chiefs 

and leaders of thought. 


At the end of deliberation, the meeting issued a communique condemning 
the role of persons who sponsor the young girls abroad. Among other 
things, the meeting noted that the sponsors and individuals who accumulate 
wealth from the on-going sex-slave trade might want to employ their ill- 
gotten wealth for legal action to obstruct the repatriation of the prostitutes 
under the pretext of protecting individual freedom and fundamental human 
rights. 


The chiefs urged government to take necessary action, including providing 
legal backing for the repatriation of the prostitutes to protect the waning 
image of the state and reputation of the country abroad. This, it said, would 
also protect the interest of the general public that might bear the brunt of 
the sexually transmittable diseases imported into the country by the 
prostitutes when they return home. What can be done immediately is to 
stop further movement of our young people abroad for prostitution so that 
only those with genuine need and who are admitted by host countries for 
education, self-improvement and gainful employment may be permitted to 
leave these shores, it said. 


Against this backdrop, the House of Assembly had no option but to succumb 
to pressure to enact the new law on prostitution. The law did not scale 
through without dissentng voices which Egbadon described as normal in 
any democracy. The House felt it ought to do something, if only to check 
this and also redeem the image of this state that has been so soiled in this 
direction, Egbadon said. 


The law on prostitution is not completely new. From the State House of 
Assemblys point of view, there is no vacuum in the existing laws on this 
matter. For instance, a look at Chapter 21 of the criminal code, law of 
Bendel state applicable in Edo state, shows that there are copious 
provisions on offences against morality of which prostitution is one of them. 
What the House did by enacting this new law was to fortify the existing 
provisions by providing harsh punishments for would-be offenders. 


The only addition is that there was no provision for those who were in 
charge of sponsoring some of these ladies abroad. So we now made 
provision for those who sponsor girls or women by giving them financial, 
physical or material assistance to enable them travel out, he said. Egbadon 


added: We also found out from those who were repatriated that there were 
times they were made to subscribe to some fetish rituals in order to protect 
and hide their identity before they are taken out. So we have also made 
provisions for such people. 


Igbinedion says the difference between the old and new laws lies in the 
penalties. The penalty was not stiff enough. The penalty is stiffer now. 
Sentences are stiffer. The awareness is more, the governor said. He added 
that the collective resolve to fight the ill is more now, citing an instance of 
some youths, who paid him a solidarity visit hours after he signed the law. 
Parents, even the children themselves are coming to say we dont want to 
get ourselves involved, he enthused. 


Igbinedion is greatly worried that many of the Bini girls deported from Italy 
are HIV carriers. Although the police in Edo state confirmed that eight girls 
out of the 81 deportees between 1998 and 2000 tested HIV positive, 
statistics from a prominent private hospital in Benin city shows that there is 
a rapid spread of HIV/AIDS infections in the state. 


Out of 910 persons screened in the hospital in the past two years, 99 
persons were found to be HIV positive. This figure represents more than 10 
percent of the study population. Of this number, 717 persons were female, 
representing 77 percent of the affected. This implies that out of every 
10,000 persons in Edo state, at least 1,000 will be HIV positive. 


This figure is unacceptably very high, said Idemili, a medical doctor. 
Although the statistics was not that of a comprehensive study, he could still 
say that the incidence of HIV infection was quite on the increase not just in 
Benin but in Nigeria. Unless appropriate machinery and massive campaign 
is waged against the spread/menace of HIV infection, this figure may be 
doubled within the next few years, Idemili warned. 


Igbinedion says that part of what the state government is doing is to 
educate the public on the dangers of prostitution and attendant sexually 
transmitted diseases. We even want to educate them that what they are 
doing is not the best. Really, they dont even know because they are enticed 
to say that they are going to fashion school, catering school, etc. First of all, 
we want to educate them that where they are going is not where they are 
going to achieve a goal. They are going to be sold off as sex slaves and 
sometimes they end up sleeping with animals and things like that. So its a 
very terrible thing, Igbinedion said. 


In spite of the noble in-tentions of the government, there is strong 
opposition to the law. The general fear amongst the populace is that when 
the prostitutes come back, they would surely constitute a social nuisance 
with no jobs for them. This, invariably, would increase crime wave which 


had gone down since the advent of the sex trade. 


Johnson Omo-Idubor, a taxi driver, warned: Remember that the notorious 
Anini was from this state. There are many more hardened criminals who are 
still around in this state who have managed to keep their claws in check 
because they are enjoying the windfalls from their sisters or mothers who 
send them dollars from abroad. He is certain that the reign of terror would 
begin again when the ladies who are their source of livelihood for now are 
repatriated from abroad with no alternative source of income to fall back 
on. 


Even before the governor signed the bill, a cartel that is responsible for 
trafficking in women mounted serious negative propaganda against it. The 
cartel resorted to blackmail and propaganda to rubbish the image of top 
ranking government officials by portraying them as hypocrites. 


Igbinedion said resistance to the law is not significant and not one that is 
worth taking note of. Egbadon agreed. He said that the members of the 
cartel had not the courage to come out in the open to challenge the 
government. But from what we are hearing and seeing, they are working 
underground inciting the people against the government by telling all sorts 
of lies, even blackmailing functionaries of government, he said. 


Egbadon cited a recent rumour making rounds in Benin that the governor 
had impregnated one of the members of staff of a private television station 
in the state. This wild and unsubstantiated allegation came about just after 
they knew that this law was about to be passed and assented to by the 
governor, he said. 


The speaker said it was very nauseating for people to go to that extent of 
blackmailing individuals. We are aware that they have also mapped out 
several other methods to harass functionaries of government, particularly at 
the level of chief executive, the wife and may be the leadership of the House 
of Assembly, he said. 


By these actions and rumours, the cartel is questioning what moral 
justification the governor has to fight prostitutes when he himself is 
engaged in a similar business even when there is no basis for it. It can be 
very nauseating. But as I said, the government is resolved on the matter. 
The law has been signed. And as the governor said after signing the bill into 
law, the government will mobilise all the machinery at its disposal to ensure 
that the law is implemented to the letter, the speaker said. 


Surprisingly, one of the opponents of the new law is Michael Edo Ogie, 
special assistant to Sherry Igbinedion, deputy chairman of the Igbinedion 
Educational Centre, Benin, and wife of the governors father. In a widely 


publicised personal letter to the governor before the bill was signed, Ogie 
described the governments action as sheer hypocrisy and threatened to go 
public with his fight if the governor dare to sign the bill into law. 


Ogie also said that the law was a denial of the human rights of those 
involved in the sex trade. But when Newswatch met Ogie in Benin 
September 14, he described his letter as hasty. Mumbling and fumbling for 
the right words, Ogie outrightly denied that he or any member of his family 
was benefiting from the illicit trade. He said his initial position on the law 
was due to an erroneous belief that the law was too draconian. Ogie, who is 
now regretful, apologised to the governor, his wife and members of the 
Igbinedion family for any harm his letter must have caused them. 


Another critic, who is a Benin-based lawyer, cynically waved off the law 
saying Igbinedion was playing to the gallery by signing it. He added that 
Igbinedion signed the bill into law to please his wife who claims she is 
fighting prostitution, the oldest profession in the world. 


The worst opposition to the law appears to come from the market women, 
who are battle-ready to do physical damage to anybody who steps into their 
territory to preach against prostitution. Newswatch was fore-warned at the 
palace of the Oba of Benin to be very careful in raising the issue with the 
market women, who are very antagonistic and emotional on the issue. The 
womens anger is premised on ignorance and their belief that some one in 
government wants to deny them of their garri. 


There is also the wrong notion amongst the women that government is 
advising foreign governments to repatriate their children home. Many of the 
market women who talked to Newswatch on the issue said the government 
was wrong in doing so. One of the women, whose three daughters are based 
in Italy, told Newswatch that there was nothing wrong in young unmarried 
women sleeping with the opposite sex. What is wrong and what the Bini 
culture abhors is married women committing adultery, the woman said. 


There is also a serious political undertone to the position of women on the 
issue of prostitution. Newswatch gathered that for any party to win an 
election in the state, it must have the active support of the market women. 
Some political pundits predict prostitution, which was never a campaign 
issue during the 1998 elections, would feature in future electioneering 
campaigns. 


Abu Audu, a contractor and a PDP stalwart in Isako west local government 
area of Edo State, thinks that the governments stand on the issue would 
affect the party badly as other parties would use it against them. "Those 
enacting the law may not view it the way I am doing. Those benefitting from 
the trade sees it as a determined effort to close their only means of 


livelihood. Government should not have started with signing the bill. It 
should have done a massive awareness campaign first. Passing of the bill 
would have come last, Audu said. 


But Mike Ehima, chairman of the Oredo local government, says there is no 
time that you will bring that bill even in the next ten years, that people will 
say that it is right. This, he explains, is because dealers make a lot of money 
from the sex trade. This matter has been on for a long time. It is 
unfortunate that it will be after this government has gone that the glory will 
come. It is so unfortunate, he says. 


Ehima does not think that the signing of the bill will cost the PDP the next 
election. It is not a matter of winning an election. I wouldnt say because I 
want to win election I would destroy my people. I wouldnt say because the 
party must win the next election, I must do what is seemingly right in their 
eyes, even if it is not right. Its a matter of doing what is right. Its a matter of 
doing what is good for the people. I believe that some people, majority of 
them will see the goodness in it, Ehima says. He insists that even if 
government leaves everybody to be a prostitute, the PDP may still not win if 
it is predestined not to win. We keep praying to God to give us the best 
government, thats the truth of the matter. If God knows that I will not be 
effective, I will not be productive in the next election and I so desire to 
return here, God will never allow it. And it will never happen," Ehima says. 


It will be unforgiven to destroy our people in order to win election. Who will 
do the voting if the people are destroyed? ...People should not believe that 
because we are doing programmes like this they should not vote for us. 
They should look at the merits and demerits very objectively to determine 
who should get their votes, he said. 


Ehima is of the view that the government means well for the people. The 
government of PDP wants the very best for the people in all areas. We dont 
want to create a very healthy economy, a good economy for a sick people. 
We dont want to build good roads for a sick people, he said. 


Ehima recalled that the current resistance to the law was akin to the 
peoples behaviour when the then government tried to fight against 
Planwell, a finance company that defrauded a lot of people in the state 
before being distressed. According to him, the government that fought 
against Planwell came and left before people realised their mistake. 
Planwell went underground. Everybody lost. 


He added: We must be criticised. In life there are two things to it: you must 
have negative, you must have positive. Thats how it is. So dont expect that 
everybody will talk so well of it. But I want to say to you that in no too 
distant time, people will hail this decision. 


There is no doubt that the fight against prostitution in Edo State is going to 
be a long drawn out battle. But will the current PDP government in Edo 
State win it before the next election? Ehima says even if it cannot be a 100 
percent victory, the government will win to a point. We will win the battle 
up to an enviable point. At the end of the day, we may not win outright 
considering the tenure of this government. But at a point people will say 
that government really tried, we can now see the message they are passing 
to us. 


The prostitutes are already getting the message that government means 
serious business in enforcing the law. Newswatch last week visited 
notorious red light zones in Benin, especially the Ugbague street, which 
harbours brothels and the Motel Benin Plaza Road both in the day and at 
night to assess the impact of the new law. The areas, which used to be very 
boisterous were unusually quiet. 


Yekini Jimoh, the new commissioner of police, in Benin, told Newswatch 
that they were determined to enforce the law by constantly raiding the 
prostitutes and charging them to court. On trafficking of women and 
sponsors, he said: If it comes to our knowledge, we will make arrest and 
investigate. 


The government has also put in place measures to rehabilitate prostitutes 
and provide employment as a means of deterring youths from being lured 
into social vices. Igbinedion says his people have a history of pride, of 
culture, of tradition and the state government was doing all within its power 
to put in place legal avenues of making money. We are setting up skill 
acquisition centres, creating industries, creating the conducive environment 
and atmosphere for people to come and invest here. We are still talking to 
people to come. The cocoa cola plant is the biggest in Africa, it will employ 
a lot of people, Igbinedion said. 


He also said the government would recapitalise the New Nigerian Bank, 
reactivate Bendel Insurance, privatise the moribund Okpila Cement 
Company and fertiliser plant all of which will employ a lot of people. He said 
the stadium would be refurbished and upgraded so that youths can engage 
in physical activities. The government has also set up a micro-credit loan 
scheme to give loans to graduates of skill acquisition centres to enable them 
start their business. 


There are a lot of opportunities and avenues. The educational facilities are 
being upgraded. I dont see any resistance to the law. Rather, I see that they 
are going to start having a sense of pride because I dont think there is any 
child or any parent that wants to show to the world that his children or 
daughter is a prostitute. So at the end of the day, if money is what they 


want, we are trying to create a lot of legal means for them to make a 
livelihood," Igbinedion said.

Female Trafficking and International Prostitution

The shameful deportation of young Nigerian women from Italy and other 
European countries is fast becoming an international past time. The last 
happened about a month ago when 125 ladies were loaded out of Italy and 
flown straight to Nigeria. The Italian authorities, as always, did not deport 
the unfortunate women just to spite Nigeria. The authorities there have 
clearly not seen any good in accommodating a bunch of female aliens, most 
of whom might be illegal and engaged in the socially disturbing trade of 
prostitution. 


The logical thing to do is to send them back to base as frequently as 
possible. That way, if the women must remain a social embarrassment, it 
should be a problem for the Nigerian government to sort out but definitely 
not any foreign government. To say therefore, that we have a real problem 
on our hands will only amount to stating the obvious. We can only add that 
the earlier we realise this problem and approach it beyond mere statements 
of aspirations, the better for the whole country. Female trafficking and 
international prostitution are ugly realities. Even uglier is the fact that 
Nigeria is again topping the international chart in these oddities. 


This is no news. The disturbing irony is that everybody is aware of the 
situation yet the approach to reach a solution has, inexplicably, refused to 
be concerted. The issue it seems to me, is being looked upon more as a 
problem of Edo State. This disposition perhaps derives from the fact that a 
good number of the deportees each time claim that they are from the state. 
It was indeed reported that 110 out of the 125 ladies deported last month, 
were from Edo State. And as soon as the ladies touched down at the 
Murtala Mohammed International Airport in Lagos, news got to me in Benin 
City to come over and collect "my people." 


I sent an aide who however could not come with them because they resisted 
being moved to our rehabilitation centre - The Edo State Skill Acquisition 
centre - in Benin-City. Since we do not conscript persons into the centre, we 
allowed the ladies to express their free will. In fact, they went violent in an 


attempt to resist any forced directive on them at the Police CID 
Headquarters, Alagbon Close Ikoyi Lagos where they were temporarily 
camped. 


Before I digress too far, let me correct that the twin problem of female 
tracking and international prostitution involving Nigerian women is a 
national malady. The state-of-origin approach is most misleading. For one, 
this classification we find so convenient to do starts and ends in Nigeria. 
Outside there in Europe, it is the image of Nigeria not Edo State or any 
other state for that matter, that is at stake. What we do in Edo State 
through the Idia Renaissance and Skills Acquisition Centre should therefore 
be taken rightly as our modest contribution to the national efforts at finding 
a solution to a national problem. 


Let me confess however that recent developments concerning this issue 
have rekindled great hope in me. I refer specifically to the passage of the 
anti-trafficking bill by the House of Representatives in June. I was 
particularly happy because I was part of the delegation led by the wife of 
the Vice-President, and founder of Women Trafficking and Child Labour 
Eradication Foundation (WOTCLEF) Mrs. Titi Abubakar that presented the 
bill to the legislators last year. Given the enormity of the subject, it is my 
hope that the Senate will facilitate this good move already taken by the 
lower house so that the bill will translate within the shortest time possible 
to a law that will adequately tackle this problem that is becoming hydra- 
headed. Already, there exists a law in Edo State that makes human 
trafficking and prostitution of any kind, local or international, punishable 
offences. 


Also encouraging is the Federal Government renewed interest in the 
matter. Mr. Musa Elayo, Minister of State for Justice who is also the 
Chairman of the Presidential Committee on Human Trafficking and Child 
Labour, appears adequately worried. He was reported the other day as 
saying that no fewer than 50 Nigerian girls who travelled abroad are 
deported back home every week by the host countries. It should be 
emphasized here for purposes of clarity that foreign governments do not 
send back Nigerian women who engaging legitimate business and leave 
decent lives in such countries. No country will be comfortable assuming the 
toga of a haven for international prostitutes. Which is why the persistent 
deportation of Nigerian women identified as prostitutes in Europe and 
elsewhere can never be faulted. 


Mr. Ela yo lamented that the problem of female trafficking and international 
prostitution was not abating in spite of government efforts at tackling it. 
This is sad. But more painful is the attitude of traffickers and barons who 
appear determined to frustrate officiate efforts at stopping this new form of 
slave trade. Slavery was abolished long ago in the 19th century when the 


world recognised after about 300 years of practising same, that the 
institution of slavery was most inconsistent with natural and sound moral 
laws. It is therefore most disturbing to see at this age and time, men and 
women who still yield to this ungodly practice by luring young persons into 
prostitution and forced labour. 


As at today, about 90 per cent of prostitutes in Italy and other parts of 
Europe are said to be foreigners and Nigerians constitute a large chunk of 
this percentage. A report released recently by the US State Department 
mentioned Nigeria as among 19 countries of the world which are not doing 
enough to stem the problem of human trafficking. These are not 
complimentary remarks. They only reveal that whatever efforts we claim to 
have made in respect of the matter at hand are just not enough. Early this 
year, efforts at reaching the barons yielded some fruits when some four men 
were charged at a Magistrate Court in Lagos with procuring girls for 
prostitution. Just as it was equally cheering to hear in April that men of the 
State Security Service stopped 10 teenage girls from being taken across the 
Nigerian border into neighbouring countries for prostitution and slave 
labour. Also in April, security men reportedly arrested a 12-man syndicate 
as they were 

preparing documents to move some procured victims via Morocco to Italy. 
In March, the Immigration Service arrested three traffickers and set free 12 
victims at the Borno/Katsina border post. These efforts are commendable. 
But there is still more to be done. 


To those young ladies who willingly submit themselves to be taken to 
Europe for prostitution, they should be reminded that the plea of poverty 
and hunger does not mitigate the gravity of the offence of defiling the 
female body as the temple of God. 


These ladies, investigations have shown, are driven more by greed and 
indolence than necessity. They are easily taken in by stories that travelling 
to Europe bestows automatic wealth. And since many do not want to work 
before pleasure, they walk so easily into the traps of these traffickers and 
barons. 


It is not poverty, for instance, that will compel a lady to have sex with a dog. 
It is sheer depravity of the highest order. The other day, my friend, wife of 
the Benue State Governor, Mrs. Regina Akume was reported to have walked 
into the embarrassing scene of a group of ladies having sex with a dog 
inside a stationary vehicle. What do you say to that? For the lure of filthy 
lucre, our young women are now prepared to desecrate the natural 
taxonomy and allow a cross breed between humans and animals! Humanity 
should be saved of this abomination. 


We have been saying so much on this ugly issue of female trafficking and 


international prostitution. Time has come to do so much. An international 
conference on the subject is billed for Abuja between August 1 and 3, 2002. 
About 35 countries from Africa, Asia and Europe and NGOs from around the 
world are being expected. This provides another beautiful opportunity to 
talk, articulate strategies and act decisively thereafter. 


At the risk of repeating myself, I want to stress again that human trafficking 
and international prostitution is far larger than Edo State. This explains why 
we are often overstretched and burdened coping with deportees in our 
Skills Acquisition Centre. For now, facilities at the centre can only care for 
limited number of inmates usually not extending more than 200 at any given 
time. The enrollment pressure is more than ~ 1000 per cent higher. To cope 
therefore, we need generous Federal and International assistance to expand 
our facilities far beyond the state they are now. 


There are other NGOs outside idia Renaissance that are deeply involved in 
tackling this problem at different levels. Chief Mrs. Stella Obasanjo's Child 
Care Trust and Chief Mrs. Titi Atiku Abubakar's WOTCLEF to mention but 
these major two are in the forefront. My appeal therefore is for the Federal 
Government and even international donor agencies to identify all 
organisations that are genuinely committed to the eradication of all forms of 
abuse of the human dignity and treat them as partners in the fight against 
human trafficking, child abuse and international prostitution.

"EVERY noble work is at first impossible" thus wrote Thomas Caryle. It is 
difficult to tell precisely when female trafficking gained prominence. There 
appears most chroniclers situate it between the years 1988 and 1989. This 
was also about the time of the historic events swept through Africa and 
Eastern Europe, leaving in their wake huge debris such as the collapse of 
dictatorships, the disintegration of the Soviet Union, weak economies, 
unemployment and mass exodus in search of a more ordered existence. 
Nigeria was affected rather indirectly through the emergence of a prostrate 
economy. 


Before female trafficking, however, there was the upsurge in criminality 
manifested in incidents of drugs trading and advance fee frauds as well as 
exodus of the nation's intelligentsia to more fulfilling work conditions. All of 
these were adequately reported in the mass media. The gravity of the issues 


involved and their implications for national progress were effectively 
articulated. But female trafficking is not being reported as a criminal 
activity of a transnational syndicate with influential links. For several in the 
established media, the debate is still at the very elementary level of whether 
the young girls whose future is being mortgaged are economic adventurers 
or prostitutes by choice. Some familiar headlines are: 'Dissuading Bini girls 
from the oldest profession’ (Pointer November 14, 1999); '37 Prostitutes 
deported from Togo' (Vanguard July 5, 2000) ‘Prostitution: Envoy writes 
Delta House' (The Nigerian Observer, July 6, 2000); 

‘Prostitution: Delta girls flood Italy' (Vanguard July 6, 2000); "Eight Edo 
girls test HIV-positive" (Vanguard 3 August 2000). Highlights such as these 
tend to whet the appetite for the sensational and by the same measure blur 
our appreciation of the tragedy of huge proportions which female trafficking 
represents. 


A publication by the Public Affairs Section of the U.S. Embassy dated April 
6, 2000, estimates that over one million women and children are trafficked 
around the world each year. Over 50,000 of

Thank you for your response Dr. Winters. I am currently investigating some 
"leads" in trying to better understand just how Judaism, Christianity and 
Islam came into being; and more so why?

So comparing the two works, can it honestly be said that the Egyptian 
culture(s) honestly expressed the 'Afroasiatic' character as expressed by 
Mr. Baldick? When we see deities such as Hathor, Neith, Aset, etc., does the 
practice of the Egyptians match that of the Jew or Muslim traditions in 
which women are secondary? Wouldn't these characteristics as expressed 
by Baldick closely match that of the Northern Cradle as expressed by Diop 
and not the Southern Cradle? What do you think?

A recount in the race for Atlanta mayor confirmed lawyer Kasim Reed as 
winner on Wednesday after an election that exposed a racial fault line in one 
of the leading cities in the U.S. Southeast. 

City councilwoman Mary Norwood, who would have become the citys first 
white mayor since 1974, picked up just one vote in the recount she had 
requested. 

She finished 714 votes behind Reed with some 84,000 votes cast, Fulton 
Countys election office said. 

Reed was declared the winner of the December 1 run-off and announced his 
priorities would include selecting a new police chief and shoring up city 
finances. 

Voting mirrored Atlantas demographics, with Reed running up big numbers 
in the south and west, which are majority black and include some of the citys 
poorest neighborhoods. 

Norwoods support base was in mainly white northern council districts, which 


include some of the citys richest suburbs. Like many U.S. cities, Atlantas 
metropolitan area spreads far beyond the city limits. 

Both candidates avoided playing up race during the campaign, instead 
presenting themselves as outsiders best qualified to restore city finances 
and fight rising crime. 

Major U.S. corporations such as Coca-Cola, Delta Airlines and UPS are based 
in Atlanta. 

For decades, civic leaders have credited part of the citys prosperity on its 
ability to navigate potential racial divisions and its status as home of the civil 
rights movement and birthplace of Martin Luther King.

Controversy 

The details of the case involving Cooke's death are 
still in dispute. The official police record states 
that Cooke was shot dead by Bertha Franklin, the 
manager of the Hacienda Motel, where Cooke had checked 
in earlier that evening. Franklin claimed that Cooke 
had broken into the manager's office-apartment in a 
rage, wearing nothing but a shoe and a sports coat 
demanding to know the whereabouts of a woman who had 
accompanied him to the hotel. Franklin said that the 
woman was not in the office and that she told Cooke 
this, but the enraged Cooke did not believe her and 
violently grabbed her, demanding again to know the 
woman's whereabouts. According to Franklin, she 
grappled with Cooke, the two of them fell to the floor, 
and she then got up and ran to retrieve her gun. She 
Said that she then fired at Cooke in self-defense, 
because she feared for her life. Cooke was struck once 
in the torso, and according to Franklin, he exclaimed, 
"Lady, you shot me," before mounting a last charge at 
her. She said that she beat him over his head with a 


broomstick before he finally fell, mortally wounded by 
the gunshot. 

According to Franklin and to the motel's owner, Evelyn 
Carr, they had been on the telephone together at the 
time of the incident. Thus, Carr claimed to have 
overheard Cooke's intrusion and the ensuing conflict 
and gunshots. Carr called the police to request that 
they go to the motel, informing them that she believed 
a shooting had occurred. 

A coroner's inguest was convened to investigate the 
incident. The woman who had accompanied Cooke to the 
motel was identified as Elisa Boyer, who had also 
called the police that night shortly before Carr did. 
Boyer had called the police from a telephone booth near 
the motel, telling them she had just escaped from being 
Kidnapped. 

Boyer told the police that she had first met Cooke 
earlier that night and had spent the evening in his 
company. She claimed that after they left a local 
nightclub together, she had repeatedly requested that 
he take her home, but that he instead took her against 
her will to the Hacienda Motel. She claimed that once 
in one of the motel's rooms, Cooke physically forced 
her onto the bed and that she was certain he was going 
to rape her. According to Boyer, when Cooke stepped 
into the bathroom for a moment, she quickly grabbed her 
clothes and ran from the room. She claimed that in her 
haste, she had also scooped up most of Cooke's clothing 
by mistake. She said that she ran first to the 
manager's office and knocked on the door seeking help. 
However, she said that the manager took too long in 
responding, so, fearing Cooke would soon be coming 
after her, she fled the motel altogether before the 
manager ever opened the door. She claimed she then put 
her own clothing back on, hid Cooke's clothing away and 
went to the telephone booth from which she called the 
police. 

Boyer's story is the only account of what happened 
between the two that night. However, her story has long 


been called into question. Inconsistencies between her 
version of events and details reported by other 
witnesses, as well as circumstantial evidence (e.g., 
cash that Cooke was reportedly carrying was never 
recovered, and Boyer was soon after arrested for 
prostitution) ,“*! invited speculation that Boyer may 
have gone willingly to the motel with Cooke and then 
Slipped out of the room with Cooke's clothing in order 
to rob him, rather than to escape an attempted rape. !® 
MAS. 

Ultimately, such questions were deemed to be beyond the 
scope of the inquest,/®! whose purpose was to establish 
the circumstances of Franklin's role in the shooting, 
not to determine exactly what had happened between 
Cooke and Boyer preceding that. Boyer's leaving the 
motel room with almost all of Cooke's clothing, 
regardless of exactly why she did so, combined with the 
fact that tests showed Cooke was inebriated at the 
time, provided what inquest jurors deemed a plausible 
explanation for Cooke's bizarre behavior and state of 
dress, as reported by Franklin and Carr. This 
explanation, together with the fact that Carr's 
testimony corroborated Franklin's version of events, 
and the fact that police officials testified that both 
Boyer and Franklin had passed lie detector tests, ‘lle! 
was enough to convince the coroner's jury to accept 
Franklin's explanation that it was a case of 
justifiable homicide. With that verdict, authorities 
officially closed the case on Cooke's death, @4 
However, some of Cooke's family and supporters have 
rejected not only Boyer's version of events but also 
Franklin's and Carr's. They believe that there was a 
conspiracy to murder Cooke and that the murder took 
place in some manner entirely different from 
Franklin's, Boyer's, and Carr's official accounts, 8&2!

Mr. Aaron, a legal representative for dozens of Black men who allegedly 
were sexually abused by Catholic priests while in their teens, is leading the 
charge on behalf of his clients, who claim the religious hierarchy was slow 
to respond to their complaints, and once responding, were uneven in their 
dispensation of financial compensation and subsequent counseling services 
that were made available to White victims. 

Somebody had to help these guys, Atty. Aaron told The Final Call I think 
that I would die if I didn't. 

For the last nine years, Atty. Aaron has worked on behalf of at least 50 
Black victims of pedophiles. Some say the abuse began when they were as 
young as age nine. 


David Nolan, now 42, said his sordid tale of sexual abuse by a Catholic 
priest began when he was 13 years old. He said the priest used his position 
of authority and power to have sex with dozens of young boys at will, and 
seemingly without fear of punishment. 

We put them (priests) on pedestals almost to the point where I thought they 
were more than superhuman in a sense, said Mr. Nolan. At one time, Mr. 
Nolan tried to tell, however, when he went to the Chicago Police, they 
called him a liar and laughed at him. Scared with no resources and no 
protection, Mr. Nolan's victimizer forced him to recant. Even after many 
complaints by members of the congregation, his victimizer was transferred 
to a bigger church on Chicago's Southside. 


No one cares about young Black boys being molested, but I'm reading in the 
news everyday how holy hell is being raised by White victims being sexually 
abused, said Mr. Nolan, who said a young male relative was also sexually 
abused by the same priest. 


Reginald Montgomery's nightmare of abuse also began at age 13, when he 
was homeless after being kicked out of the house. He looked up to his priest 
as a father figure, until one evening the priest told him he could sleep 
upstairs in the rectory. The seemingly benevolent priest came and woke him 
up. 

I felt somebody rubbing on me. Mr. Montgomery said when he opened his 
eyes, He was standing there in his underwear. He just did what he wanted. I 
tried to get him off me, but he was stronger then me. He actually raped me, 
said Mr. Mongtomery. 


David Clohessy, national director of the Survivors Network of those Abused 
by Priests (SNAP), said the guarded and mysterious nature of the inner- 
workings of the Catholic Church throughout history were key factors 


creating an atmosphere where priests could engage in this type of sexual 
abuse, almost at will. 


For centuries the (Catholic) Church hierarchy has been a rigid, secretive, all 
male monarchy and remains so today; that is the crux of the crisis right 
there, said Mr. Clohessy. With virtually no checks and balances, you have 
almost limitless power in the hands of a few secretive men. That alone is a 
recipe for disaster, he added. 


According to their website, SNAP is the nation's oldest and largest support 
group for clergy abuse victims. 


For its part, the Roman Catholic Church has acknowledged this problem, 
with an intensified effort and focus over the last two decades in which a 
number of institutional controls have been put in place. 

According to officials from the Roman Catholic Archdiocese of Chicago, 
every effort is being made to resolve cases of sexual abuse involving priests 
in order to right the wrongs of the past, no matter how long ago the abuse 
occurred. 


In an exclusive interview with The Final Call at the administrative offices of 
the Catholic Archdiocese of Chicago on Nov. 13, John O'Malley, director of 
the Legal Services Department, while acknowledging that institutional 
racism and bias exists, categorically denied there was inequity in the 
treatment of Black and White victims of abuse by Catholic priests that were 
a part of the Chicago Archdiocese. 

It's not true, said Mr. O'Malley, adding that he had spoken several times 
with Atty. Aaron regarding allegations of racial disparity. 


The first was that Blacks receive less in settlements than Whites; that's not 
true. The second is Blacks are demeaned in the process; that's not true. And 
the third is (Black) people are offered less in counseling services than White 
people; that's not true. None of those three allegations are true, said Mr. 
O'Malley. 


Cases are unique, they are individual and they are based on a lot of 
circumstances, Mr. O'Malley added. 


At the time of The Final Call interview, no official numbers were available, 
Mr. O'Malley said he looked into the charges made by Atty. Aaron's clients 
and said he was disappointed that the race issue has continuously been 
raised. He challenged Atty. Aaron to identify the financial disparity in the 
records of those clients who have received financial settlements. 


However, on November 20, the Roman Catholic Archdiocese of Chicago 
delivered a report to The Final Call complied by the law firm Pugh, Jones, 


Johnson and Quant. According to the report, there was no evidence of racial 
discrimination during the review or settlement process. 

It has never been an Archdiocesan practice to compile statistics about 
abuse claims based on race or ethnicity. However, it felt compelled to do so 
when these allegations were made, read the statement from the Chicago 
Archdiocese. 


The outside investigators found no evidence in determining monetary 
settlements. They also found no evidence to suggest that the review and 
settlement process differed based on race. 

In the 27-page report, the law firm did indicate that the perception of 
having been demeaned is disproportionately felt by African-American 
claimants. This was attributed to the fact that a quarter of the claims 
brought by Blacks were against a cleric who is a member of the Benedictine 
Order of St. Procopius Abbey. According to the law firm, it employed a 
deposition-style statement in its evaluation and settlement process that 
differs from the process used by the Chicago Archdiocese. Any other 
differences in settlement amounts were attributed to race neutral factors. 


A crisis in the Catholic Church 


In 2002 the powerful United States Conference of Catholic Bishops 
(USCCB), the governing leadership body comprised of the Catholic 
hierarchy nationwide, established a Charter for the Protection of Children 
and Young People to address allegations of sexual abuse of minors by 
Catholic clergy. According to the organization, the charter also contains 
guidelines for accountability, reconciliation, healing, and the prevention of 
future abuse. 


The late Pope John Paul II, in an April 
23, 2002 address to the Cardinals of 
the U.S. and officers of the USCCB, 
said the sexual abuse of young people 
is by every standard wrong and rightly 
considered a crime by society; it is 
also an appalling sin in the eyes of 
God. 

In his message at Washington 
Nationals Stadium on April 17, 2008 
to the Catholic faithful, Pope Benedict 
XVI addressed challenges facing the Catholic Church regarding pedophilia 
within Catholic clergy. 


No words of mine could describe the pain and harm inflicted by such abuse, 
said the pope. It is important that those who have suffered be given loving 
pastoral attention. Nor can I adequately describe the damage that has 


occurred within the community of the Church, he added. 

In a 2004 letter written by Francis Cardinal George to all of the parishes 
within the Chicago Archdiocese, he wrote, The Church is called to be holy; 
for our sanctification, Christ died. The Church has saints, but each saint is a 
reformed sinner. The sins of each harm us all. Each day I pray for those who 
have been sexually abused by priests of the Archdiocese. No matter when or 
how that abuse occurred, terrible harm, spiritual and psychological and 
sometimes physical, was inflicted. I pray also for the priests who have to 
face the Lord and his people as well as themselves. In 1990, Francis 
Cardinal George was appointed a Bishop by then Pope John Paul II and 
served on the West Coast. In 1997, he was named Archbishop of Chicago. 
Francis Cardinal George, also serves as president of the USCCB, a position 
he has held since 2007. 


In Mr. Clohessy's view, the words as well as the collective actions of the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy are largely public relations, however, 
representatives from the Church say that transparency, and a continuous 
outreach effort is being made to right the wrongs of the past. 


Large financial settlements 

Media reports of financial settlements awarded to victims of sexual abuse 
by Catholic priests are heard daily with dollar figures climbing into the 
millions. 

As a Case in point, the Archdiocese of Chicago has paid out millions in 
financial settlements to victims of sexual misconduct and abuse involving 
priests over the years. 

According to their 2008 annual report, the Archdiocese of Chicago paid out 
$11 million in fiscal year 2008, $8.6 million in fiscal year 2007 and $17.7 
million in fiscal year 2006. For the period covering fiscal years 2001 
through 2007, the Archdiocese of Chicago paid a total of $64.7 million for 
settlements of sexual misconduct, related legal expenses and other costs 
related to direct victim assistance, according to financial reports. 


On August 12, 2008, the Archdiocese of Chicago announced a $12.675 
million financial settlement to be paid to 16 victims of sexual abuse by 
eleven Catholic priests and as recently as July 21, 2009, announced another 
$3.9 million financial settlement to be paid to six victims of sexual abuse 
involving four former Catholic priests between 1970 and 1986. 


Mr. Clohessy says despite the large financial settlements, the Roman 
Catholic Church is not being financially crippled and the filings by various 
U.S. Catholic dioceses seeking Chapter 11 bankruptcy protection in 
advance of civil trials are simply used as part of the cover-up strategy. 
Seeking Chapter 11 bankruptcy protection halts action in civil lawsuits and 
bars the filing of new suits while the church reorganizes its finances. 
Wilmington, Delaware, Davenport, Iowa, Spokane, Washington, San Diego, 


California and Tucson, Arizona are just some of the dioceses that used 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy to allegedly shield themselves from claims by 
victims. 


The common denominator is they all filed for bankruptcy on the eve of a 
trial at which the bishop was going to have to take the witness stand and 
put his hand on that Bible, and face tough questions in open court about 
what he did, said Mr. Clohessy. The bottom line is what the bishops fear is 
their own complicity (being) scrutinized and they will do anything to 
prevent that, even if it means seeking bankruptcy protection, he added. 


Black Catholics in the U.S. 

It would not be unusual if an image of a Black person did not immediately 
come to mind when thinking of adherents to Catholicism. The vast majority 
of Catholics in Chicago are White and Latino, and the same is true 
nationwide. 


The Chicago Archdiocese serves a little over 2.3 million Catholics, of those, 
approximately 90,000 or 4 percent are Black. 


According to the Department of Communications for the USCCB, there are 
a little over 68 million Catholics in the U.S., and of those, 3 million are 
Black. Of the 195 archdioceses and dioceses in the U.S., only six are led by 
Black Bishops. There are 41,489 diocesan and religious order priests in the 
U.S., with only 250 being Black. Of 16 Cardinals in the U.S., none are Black. 


Similar to findings that rogue police officers with numerous complaints are 
often stationed in neighborhoods largely populated by Blacks and Latinos 
who lack economic and political power, and despite denials from the 
Catholic Church, a similar dynamic appears to be at work with offending 
Catholic priests finding themselves quietly transferred to parishes in Black 
and Latino neighborhoods. 

The sad fact is they are less inclined to tell if abuse occurred, less inclined 
to be believed if they do report it, distrustful of law enforcement and more 
trusting of religious authorities, said Mr. Clohessy. 

People coming forward to talk about being abused by priests is a difficult 
thing, said Mr. O'Malley. Priests are trust figures in their lives like a parent 
or a family member and talking about that is hard, so I would not speak 
harshly of anyone who said it was a difficult process, he added. 


This is true racism in America, said Mr. Nolan. We found out that the 
Catholic Church doesn't have love for young Black Catholics. 

We were young devout Black Catholics who cared about God, who were 
good kids, not in gangs, not in trouble, but this man took our innocence and 
they helped cover it up.

In the mid-eighties Stewart had submitted her 
manuscript to an ad placed by the Wachowski Brothers, requesting 
new sci-fi works.. 

According to court documentation, an FBI investigation discovered 
that more than thirty minutes had been edited from the original 
film, in an attempt to avoid penalties for copyright infringement. 
The investigation also stated that 'credible witnesses employed at 


Warner Brothers came forward, claiming that the executives and 
lawyers had full knowledge that the work in question did not 
belong to the Wachowski Brothers.' These witnesses claimed to 
have seen Stewart's original work and that it had been 'often used 
during preparation of the motion pictures.' The defendants tried, on 
several occasions, to have Stewart's case dismissed, without 
SUCCESS. 

Stewart has confronted skepticism on all sides, much of which 
comes from Matrix fans, who are strangely loyal to the Wachowski 
Brothers. One on-line forum, entitled Matrix Explained has an 
entire section devoted to Stewart. Some who have researched her 
history and writings are open to her story. 


Others are suspicious and mocking. ‘It doesn't bother me,' said 
Stewart in a phone interview last week, 'I always knew what was 
true.’ 


Some fans, are unaware of the case or they question its legitimacy, 
due to the fact that it has received little to no media coverage.

‘The reason you have not seen any of this in the media is because 
Warner Brothers parent company is AOL-Time Warner.... this 
GIANT owns 95 percent of the media... let me give you a clue as to 
what they own in the media business... New York Times 
papers/magazines, LA Times papers/magazines, People Magazine, 
CNN news, Extra, Celebrity Justice, Entertainment Tonight, HBO, 
New Line Cinema, DreamWorks, Newsweek, Village Roadshow and 
many, many more! They are not going to report on themselves. 
They have been suppressing my case for years. ' 

Fans who have taken Stewart's allegations seriously, have found 
eerie mythological parallels, which seem significant in a case that 
revolves around the highly metaphorical and symbolic Matrix 
series. Sophia, the Greek goddess of wisdom has been referenced 
many times in speculation about Stewart. In one book about the 
Goddess Sophia, it reads, "The black goddess is the mistress of web 
creation spun in her divine matrix.'

'My whole to the world is about God and 
good and about choice, about spirituality over 'technocracy'.' 

If Stewart represents spirituality, then she truly has prevailed over 
the 'technocracy' represented in both the Terminator and the 
Matrix, and now, ironically, by their supposed creators. 

Stewart is currently having discussions with CBS about a possible 
exclusive story and has several media engagements in the near 
future to nationally publicize her victory.

I am reviewing the work Black God: The Afroasiatic Roots of the 
Jewish, Christian and Muslim Religions by Julian Baldick. In the 
introduction he makes this statement concerning the shared characteristics 
of gender in the Afroasiatic languages. He goes on to state: 


"Afroasiatic languages are characterized by an essential bipolarity of the 
masculine and feminine genders. Whereas in Indo-European languages the 
distribution of nouns between the genders is not particularly meaningful, in 
Afroasiatic languages it is extremely significant. Here, in general, the 
masculine gender expresses greatness, strength, prestige, and energy, and 
is used, for example, to designate a large house as opposed to a small one, 
or economically important animals such as cattle. The feminine gender 
expresses smallness, weakness, lack of prestige, and also passivity. Thus it 
is used to form dimunitives, and is employed small and economically 
unimportant animals like mice. The feminine gender is also characteristic of 
things which not only have a passive role in life but also result from some 
activity: 'share', ‘clothing’, 'corpse’, 'offspring', ‘meat’.

RAND Corporation Blueprint for Militarized Stability Police 
Force

The RAND Corporation, one of the most fecund research arms of the Military- 
Industrial -Homeland Security Complex, has released a study entitled A 
Stability Police Force for the United States: Justification and Creating U.S. 


Capabilities. (**click on link to view pdf document**) 

The SPFOR (to use the inevitable acronym) would be a hybrid military/law 
enforcement unit created within the U..S. Marshals Service (USMS) for use in 
a range of tasks such as crowd and riot control, special weapons and tactics 
(SWAT), and investigations of organized criminal groups both abroad, in UN- 
directed multilateral military operations, and at home, as dictated by the 
needs of the Regime. 

Initially as small as 26,000 personnel, the SPFORs size could be increased by 
augmenting it with additional federal, state, or local police from the United 
States as necessary. 

The RAND study, which was conducted for the U.S. Armys Peacekeeping and 
Stability Operations Institute, recommended using the Marshals Service 


rather than the US Armys Military Police as host for the SPFOR in order to 
avoid conflicts with the Posse Comitatus Act, which forbids (albeit in principle 
more than in practice) the domestic use of the military as a law enforcement 
body. 

The USMS hybrid option provides an important nondeployed mission for the 
force: augmenting state and local agencies, many of which currently suffer 
from severe personnel shortages, states the report without explaining how 
the SPFOR could at once augment those under-manned agencies while at the 
same time being augmented by them if necessary. 

That little lapse in logic is one of several indications that the reports authors 
werent so much addressing a problem as making a case for a preordained 
solution in this case, creating the vanguard of a militarized internal security 
force. 

Building the SPFOR within the Marshals Service would place it where its 
members can develop the needed skills under the hybrid staffing option, 
summarizes the document. Furthermore, the USMS has the broadest law 
enforcement mandate of any U.S. law enforcement agency. [This model] 
provides significant domestic policing and homeland security benefits by 
providing thousands of additional police officers across the United States. 
(Emphasis added.) 

Back in 1961, the U.S. Government produced a document entitled Freedom 
From War that envisioned the creation of a globe-spanning United Nations 
Peace Force that would work in collaboration with a militarized internal 
security force in each country. Since that time, critics of the UN have 
anticipated the day when foreign peacekeepers would be assigned to police 
American streets and, if necessary, confiscate privately owned firearms. 
While the monstrosity headquartered on the East River is a proper target of 
our scorn and hostility, the new RAND study underscores the fact that if 
peacekeepers end up patrolling American streets, they probably wont be 
foreigners in blue berets, but homegrown jackboots commanded by 
Washington.

I haven't checked the whole book as of yet. What seems to be the pattern of 
many authors who claim they have found the origins of the "language" is 
that they seem to forget that it was a lingua franca and that many groups 
contributed to the "language." Rarely do you see a systems analysis 


between a wide range of African languages to see if the words are infact 
inherited by sheer nature of being related. Some have even attempted to 
assert that one or two languages can fully explain the Egyptian. Some of the 
terms in many of the vocabularies can only be explained by way of 
agglutination, while others share a two or three consonat root cluster. For 
instance: 


FORGIVENESS 


Arabic gafara "forgive" [g-f-r] 

Yoruba foriji "forgive" [f-r-j] (metathesis of the Arabic above, with the g/j 
alternation common within Semetic) 

Arabic kafara "to cover, to hide" [k-f-r] 

Hebrew kapar "to atone" [k-p-r] 

Aramaic kepar "to wash away, to rub off" [k-p-r] 

Egyptian krp "to scrape out" (an inscription metathesis of the Yoruba and 
Arabic above) 

Yoruba pare "to rub off" [k-p-r] (you can also say kpare) 


As can be seen, all of these words are built off the same consonental root 
which suggest a rubbing off, to wash, to wipe off stain, blemish or sin, which 
expands to the concept of forgiveness. As a result, we can conclude that this 
root cluster system is an inherent innovation within the language family. So 
if the author is claiming that the Mayan, Egyptian and Nahuatl languages 
belong to the same language family, can he demonstrate these types of 
relationships between the languages. 


Also can the vocabulary be broken down, without resorting to folk 
etymology, into logical components. For instance the ancient Egyptian word 
gnbtw is not one word: it is two. Ki-swahili and other Bantu languages break 
it down into geni (other) batu (people). If the language under examination 
cannot breakdown the terms into logical component parts, but neighboring 
languages can, then this is a loan word in the language that cannot break it 
down into its parts. This may not always be the case as communities of 
memory can forget. But there would be evidence of the separate terms in 
their vocabulary to check if this is true. 


Therefore, I would love to see if he would address these types of issues in 
his book. If the majority of the language matches are in fact "trade" words, 
then there might be evidence for contact. I might get it just as a reference 
at least. I have to be able to address everyone's claims in the near future.

We also know that the Mande languages are a substratum language in many 
Mexican languages. The work of Leo Wiener, African and the Discovery of 
America, has highlighted the influence of the Mande on the cultural and 
religious terms of the Mexican languages. Add to this the work of 
Homburger who has show a genetic relationship between Coptic and the 
Mande family explains the clase relationship between Egyptian and the 
Mexican group. This relationship is probably via Mande ( Malinke-Bambara) 
family .

International drug cartels have abandoned the US dollar 
for high denomination euros to launder millions in 
illegal profits, Europol has revealed. The gangs no 
longer use $100 bills because 500 notes the largest 
denomination of euro take up less room when 
transporting large amounts of cash across the world. 
In a single consignment on a British Airways plane 
bound for London from the United States, US police 
found 11m worth of drug profits in 500 bills. The 
Colombian and Mexican cartels' conversion to the 
European currency is even acknowledged in popular 
culture: American rapper Jay-Z's video for his single, 
Blue Magic, features a suitcase full of 500 notes as he 
sings about "the kilo business". 
Rob Wainwright, director of Europol, said last week 
police forces across continental Europe were tracking 
the movements of smuggled and laundered euros and had 
traced much of it back to large drug gangs. 
"We have seen examples of high denomination notes 
hidden in cereal packets, tyres, concealed compartments 
in lorries, and so on," he said. 
The scale of the smuggling operation was revealed in 
figures from the Colombian National Directorate. Only 
$300,000 worth of euros were declared as entering 
Colombia between January and June 2007, but over $551m 
in euros left the country. Once in Europe, the notes 
can be exchanged for dollars.

New Evidence Provides An 
Alternative Route ‘Out Of Africa' 


For Early Humans 


ScienceDaily (Oct. 15, 2008) The widely held belief that the Nile valley was 
the most likely route out of sub-Saharan Africa for early modern humans 
120,000 year ago is challenged in a new paper in the Proceedings of the 
National Academy of Sciences. 


A team led by the University of Bristol shows that wetter conditions reached 
a lot further north than previously thought, providing a wet 'corridor' 
through Libya for early human migrations. The results also help explain 
inconsistencies between archaeological finds. 


While it is widely accepted that modern humans originated in sub-Saharan 
Africa 150-200 thousand years ago, their route of dispersal across the 
hyper-arid Sahara remains controversial. The Sahara covers most of North 
Africa and to cross it on foot would be a serious undertaking, even today 
with the most advanced equipment. 


Well-documented evidence shows there was increased rainfall across the 
southern part of the Sahara during the last interglacial period (130-170 


thousand years ago). The Bristol University team, with collaborators from 
the universities of Southampton, Oxford, Hull and Tripoli (Libya), 
investigated whether these wetter conditions had reached a lot further 
north than previously thought. 


Anne Osborne, lead author on the paper said: "Space-born radar images 
showed fossil river channels crossing the Sahara in Libya, flowing north 
from the central Saharan watershed all the way to the Mediterranean. 
Using geochemical analyses, we demonstrate that these channels were 
active during the last interglacial period. This provides an important water 
course across this otherwise arid region." The critical 'central Saharan 
watershed’ is a range of volcanic mountains formerly considered to be the 
limit of this wetter region. 


The researchers measured the isotopic composition of snail shells taken 
from two sites in the fossil river channels and from the shells of planktonic 
microfossils in the Mediterranean. Despite being hundreds of kilometres 
from the volcanic rocks in the mountains of the Saharan watershed, these 
Shells had a distinctly volcanic 'signature', very different from the other 
rocks surrounding the sites. Water flowing from these volcanic mountains is 
the only possible source of this signature. 


Dr Derek Vance, senior author on the paper, added: "The study shows, for 
the first time, that monsoon rains fed rivers that extended from the Saharan 
watershed, across the northern Sahara, to the Mediterranean Sea. These 
corridors rivalled the Nile Valley as potential routes for early modern 
human migrations to the Mediterranean shores." 


The similarities between Middle Stone Age artefacts in places like Chad and 
the Sudan, with those of Libya, strongly support this theory. "We now need 
to focus archaeological fieldwork around the large drainage channels and 
palaeo-lakes to test these ideas" said Nick Barton, a contributor to the 
project from the University of Oxford.

Fastest Food Inflation Since Riots Means Milk Up 39% (Update1)

Dec. 14 (Bloomberg) -- Falling production in commodities from rice to milk 
is bad news for just about everyone except investors. 


Rice may surge 63 percent to $1,038 a metric ton from $638 on Philippine 
imports and a shortage in India, a Bloomberg survey of importers, exporters 
and analysts showed. The U.S. government says nonfat dry milk may jump 
39 percent next year, and JPMorgan Chase & Co. forecasts a 25 percent 
gain for sugar. Global food costs jumped 7 percent in November, the most 
since February 2008, four months before reaching a record, according to 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organization. 


Farm prices this year lagged behind copper futures that doubled and oils 57 
percent increase. A recovery from the worst recession since World War II 
would spur food demand and boost costs for buyers of commodities 
including milk processor Dean Foods Co. while increasing the number of 
hungry people that the UN says now exceeds 1 billion. 

Agricultural commodities will be a great investment in the next three to five 
years, said Oliver Kratz, who manages $10 billion as head of Global 
Thematic Strategy investments at Deutsche Bank AGs DB Advisors in New 
York, including $3 billion in agriculture. For those who cant afford to pay 
more for food, theres the painful risk of hunger, he said. 

Expanding populations and higher incomes are boosting consumption in 
China and India. Chinas milk demand is recovering after domestic supplies 
were tainted with melamine, a chemical used in making plastics that killed 
at least six babies and sickened almost 300,000 children. Droughts in India 
and Argentina and typhoons in the Philippines have reduced output. 
Food-Price Risk 

Inventories are extremely low in a number of grains markets, Barclays 
Capital said Dec. 10. The prospect of a further bout of food-price inflation in 
2010 cannot be ruled out since many of the factors that contributed to 
higher prices in 2007 and 2008 are still a feature. 

Stockpiles of corn and rice will drop before the 2010 harvest for the first 
time in three years, U.S. Department of Agriculture data show. The 
International Sugar Organization forecasts a second straight global supply 
deficit in the year through September 2010, and the USDA predicts stores 
of the sweetener will drop to the lowest level since 1995. 

Pork, Poultry 


Wholesale-pork prices in the U.S. are up 27 percent this year, heading for 
the first annual gain since 2004, as farmers hurt by two years of losses cut 
the domestic breeding herd to the smallest level since the USDA started 
collecting the data in 1964. Chicken output is sliding in the U.S., where the 
number of eggs placed into incubators each week is headed to the lowest 
quarterly average since 2002. 


The tendency for food prices is up, its not down, Unilever Chief Executive 
Officer Paul Polman said Dec. 11 in a Bloomberg Television interview in 
Copenhagen. Rotterdam- and London-based Unilever, the largest consumer- 
product company after Procter & Gamble Co. in Cincinnati, makes Lipton 
tea, Hellmanns mayonnaise and Bertolli sauces. We need to be sure that we 
have the food supply, that we dont waste, and that we continue to get 
increasingly efficient means to get that food to the consumers, Polman said. 
The risk of accelerating prices may be muted by healthy gains in 
inventories, including wheat, according to the FAO. Supplies in warehouses 
are enough to meet about 23 percent of global demand, compared with 19 
percent two years ago, the FAO said last week. Inventories are far more 
comfortable than during last years crisis, the UN agency said. 

More Wheat Supply 


Global wheat stockpiles on May 31 are expected to jump 17 percent to an 
eight-year high of 190.9 million metric tons, after production last year 
reached a record 682 million tons, the USDA said Dec. 10. 


Food costs jumped to a record in June 2008 as wheat, corn, rice, oats, 
soybeans, animal feed and cooking oil reached the highest prices ever. 
Indonesia, Argentina and India restricted trade to protect supplies, 
according to the UN. Shortages sparked about 60 riots from Haiti to the 
Philippines before the global credit crisis and recession sent prices 
plunging. 

Global economic recovery means there is increasing pressure on food prices 
to rise, Nomura International Plc said in a report. Volatility in price and 
supply are with us for the predictable future, according to Josette Sheeran, 
the executive director of the UNs World Food Program. Risk is the new 
normal when it comes to food. 


Economic Growth Seen 


The global economy will expand 3.1 percent in 2010 as more than $2 trillion 
in stimulus combined with demand in Asia pulls the world out the recession, 
the Washington-based International Monetary Fund said on Oct. 1. 

The U.S. will expand 2.6 percent next year, compared with a contraction of 
2.5 percent in 2009, according to the median of estimates from 83 
economists in a Bloomberg survey. Chinas growth will accelerate to 9.4 
percent next year from 8.5 percent in 2009, a Bloomberg survey of 31 
economists showed. 

Some food supplies already are falling. Global production of rice, the staple 
for more than half the world, has lagged behind demand in four of the past 


eight years, USDA data show. Rising consumption is expected to erode 
stockpiles by 41 percent to 85.9 million tons in the 2009-2010 marketing 
year, down from a record 146.7 million in 2001-2002, the USDA forecasts. 
Rice may exceed $1,000 a ton as dry El Nino weather, caused by a warming 
of sea waters in the equatorial Pacific Ocean, shrinks output and the 
Philippines and India boost imports, according to Sarunyu Jeamsinkul, the 
deputy managing director at Asia Golden Rice Ltd. in Thailand, the largest 
exporting nation. 

Rice, Corn, Soybeans 

The Thai rice price may soar to last years record of $1,038 a ton, according 
to the highest estimate in a Bloomberg survey last month of 10 importers, 
exporters and analysts in Vietnam, Thailand, India, Singapore and Pakistan. 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. said Dec. 3 that corn and soybeans will rally 
through 2011. Corn will reach $4.75 a bushel next year and $5 in 2011 on 
higher demand for fuels made from the grain, the bank said. Soybeans may 
reach $11 a bushel in the next 12 months and average $12 a bushel in 2011, 
Goldman said. 

Decatur, Illinois-based Archer Daniels Midland Co., the second-largest U.S. 
producer of corn-based ethanol behind Poet LLC, reported a 53 percent 
drop in quarterly profit last month on tighter supplies of soybeans it 
processes into animal feed and cooking oil. 

In the sweeteners and starches business, Archer Daniels Midlands profit 
more than tripled to $194 million, partly because of higher selling prices 
and reduced costs for corn, which fell from last years record. Archer 
Daniels gained 14 percent since the end of June to $30.49 in New York 
trading. 

Milk Supplies 

U.S. manufacturers stockpiles of nonfat dry milk fell to 90.1 million pounds 
on Oct. 31, 47 percent lower than a year earlier and less than half of what 
they were in June, the USDA said Dec. 4. Domestic production this year is 
down 8.2 percent, including a 27 percent drop in October, as farmers culled 
dairy herds to end a surplus, government data show. 

The price of nonfat dry milk, used in baking products and baby formula, will 
rise to an average of $1.275 a pound next year from 92 cents, and cheese 
will increase 28 percent, the USDA said on Dec. 10. Processed and fluid 
milk will jump 31 percent to $16.75 per 100 pounds, the USDA said. 

Weve been through the boom and then the bust, and it looks like were going 
to have another boom, said Michael Harvey, an international analyst at 
Melbourne-based Dairy Australia, a trade group. 

Milk output will fall 4 percent in Australia in 2009-2010. New Zealands 
production slipped 2 percent in the first three months of its season, and 
Brazils supply dropped 4 percent to 5 percent through July, Dairy Australia 
said in a report. 


Westpac Forecast 


Milk-powder prices may gain more than 20 percent to exceed $4,000 a ton 
early next year, said Westpac Banking Corp., Australias second-largest 
bank. Whole milk powder for February delivery rose to a 16-month high of 
$3,523 a ton at auction, Fonterra, the worlds largest dairy exporter, said on 
Dec. 2. 

Dean Foods, the largest U.S. milk processor, said Nov. 2 that fourth-quarter 
profit may fall more than analysts expected, to at least 36 cents a share, 
because of rising raw-milk costs. Chief Executive Officer Gregg Engles told 
investors that prices, which will climb through next year, probably wont 
surpass the records set in 2007 and 2008. Since Oct. 30, shares of Dallas- 
based Dean are down 5.4 percent at $17.25 in New York. 

Global sugar supplies will remain tight for the first half of 2010, JPMorgan 
Chase said. Theres a material risk that prices for March and May will jump 
28 percent to 30 cents a pound, Tobin Gorey, the banks global commodity 
strategist, wrote in a report dated Dec. 10. Sugar for March delivery in New 
York increased 6.6 percent last week to close at 24 cents a pound on Dec. 
11. 

Palm Oil, Food Output 


Palm oil, the worlds most-used cooking oil, may soar to 3,000 ringgit ($882) 
a ton by March as El Nino parches crops in Asia, said_Dorab Mistry, director 
of Godrej International Ltd., one of Indias biggest edible-oil buyers, on Dec. 
4. Palm-oil futures for February delivery closed at 2,530 ringgit on Dec. 11 
in Kuala Lumpur. Production may drop next year, he said. 

Food output will need to rise 70 percent in the next four decades as the 
global population expands to 9.1 billion in 2050 from 6.8 billion, the FAO 
estimates. Seven nations in sub- Saharan Africa, the worlds most famine- 
prone region, will see per-capita income fall next year, according to the UN, 
fueling an increase in hunger, which the organization now estimates affects 
1.02 billion people. 

The politicians had best be able to at least feed their populations or theyre 
going to have uprisings, said Jeffrey Saut, chief investment strategist at 
Raymond James & Associates in St. Petersburg, Florida, which manages 
$220 billion. One of the first things, other than clean water and a toilet, that 
people want when their per capita income rises is food.

Fastest Food Inflation Since Riots Means Milk Up 39% (Update1)

Dec. 14 (Bloomberg) -- Falling production in commodities from rice to milk 
is bad news for just about everyone except investors. 

Rice may surge 63 percent to $1,038 a metric ton from $638 on Philippine 
imports and a shortage in India, a Bloomberg survey of importers, exporters 
and analysts showed. The U.S. government says nonfat dry milk may jump 
39 percent next year, and JPMorgan Chase & Co. forecasts a 25 percent 
gain for sugar. Global food costs jumped 7 percent in November, the most 
since February 2008, four months before reaching a record, according to 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organization. 

Farm prices this year lagged behind copper futures that doubled and oils 57 
percent increase. A recovery from the worst recession since World War II 
would spur food demand and boost costs for buyers of commodities 
including milk processor Dean Foods Co. while increasing the number of 
hungry people that the UN says now exceeds 1 billion. 

Agricultural commodities will be a great investment in the next three to five 
years, said Oliver Kratz, who manages $10 billion as head of Global 
Thematic Strategy investments at Deutsche Bank AGs DB Advisors in New 
York, including $3 billion in agriculture. For those who cant afford to pay 
more for food, theres the painful risk of hunger, he said. 

Expanding populations and higher incomes are boosting consumption in 
China and India. Chinas milk demand is recovering after domestic supplies 
were tainted with melamine, a chemical used in making plastics that killed 
at least six babies and sickened almost 300,000 children. Droughts in India 
and Argentina and typhoons in the Philippines have reduced output. 
Food-Price Risk 

Inventories are extremely low in a number of grains markets, Barclays 
Capital said Dec. 10. The prospect of a further bout of food-price inflation in 
2010 cannot be ruled out since many of the factors that contributed to 


higher prices in 2007 and 2008 are still a feature. 

Stockpiles of corn and rice will drop before the 2010 harvest for the first 
time in three years, U.S. Department of Agriculture data show. The 
International Sugar Organization forecasts a second straight global supply 
deficit in the year through September 2010, and the USDA predicts stores 
of the sweetener will drop to the lowest level since 1995. 

Pork, Poultry 

Wholesale-pork prices in the U.S. are up 27 percent this year, heading for 
the first annual gain since 2004, as farmers hurt by two years of losses cut 
the domestic breeding herd to the smallest level since the USDA started 
collecting the data in 1964. Chicken output is sliding in the U.S., where the 
number of eggs placed into incubators each week is headed to the lowest 
quarterly average since 2002. 

The tendency for food prices is up, its not down, Unilever Chief Executive 
Officer Paul Polman said Dec. 11 in a Bloomberg Television interview in 
Copenhagen. Rotterdam- and London-based Unilever, the largest consumer- 
product company after Procter & Gamble Co. in Cincinnati, makes Lipton 
tea, Hellmanns mayonnaise and Bertolli sauces. We need to be sure that we 
have the food supply, that we dont waste, and that we continue to get 
increasingly efficient means to get that food to the consumers, Polman said. 
The risk of accelerating prices may be muted by healthy gains in 
inventories, including wheat, according to the FAO. Supplies in warehouses 
are enough to meet about 23 percent of global demand, compared with 19 
percent two years ago, the FAO said last week. Inventories are far more 
comfortable than during last years crisis, the UN agency said. 

More Wheat Supply 

Global wheat stockpiles on May 31 are expected to jump 17 percent to an 
eight-year high of 190.9 million metric tons, after production last year 
reached a record 682 million tons, the USDA said Dec. 10. 

Food costs jumped to a record in June 2008 as wheat, corn, rice, oats, 
soybeans, animal feed and cooking oil reached the highest prices ever. 
Indonesia, Argentina and India restricted trade to protect supplies, 
according to the UN. Shortages sparked about 60 riots from Haiti to the 
Philippines before the global credit crisis and recession sent prices 
plunging. 

Global economic recovery means there is increasing pressure on food prices 
to rise, Nomura International Plc said in a report. Volatility in price and 
supply are with us for the predictable future, according to Josette Sheeran, 
the executive director of the UNs World Food Program. Risk is the new 
normal when it comes to food. 

Economic Growth Seen 

The global economy will expand 3.1 percent in 2010 as more than $2 trillion 
in stimulus combined with demand in Asia pulls the world out the recession, 
the Washington-based International Monetary Fund said on Oct. 1. 

The U.S. will expand 2.6 percent next year, compared with a contraction of 
2.5 percent in 2009, according to the median of estimates from 83 


economists in a Bloomberg survey. Chinas growth will accelerate to 9.4 
percent next year from 8.5 percent in 2009, a Bloomberg survey of 31 
economists showed. 

Some food supplies already are falling. Global production of rice, the staple 
for more than half the world, has lagged behind demand in four of the past 
eight years, USDA data show. Rising consumption is expected to erode 
stockpiles by 41 percent to 85.9 million tons in the 2009-2010 marketing 
year, down from a record 146.7 million in 2001-2002, the USDA forecasts. 
Rice may exceed $1,000 a ton as dry El Nino weather, caused by a warming 
of sea waters in the equatorial Pacific Ocean, shrinks output and the 
Philippines and India boost imports, according to Sarunyu Jeamsinkul, the 
deputy managing director at Asia Golden Rice Ltd. in Thailand, the largest 
exporting nation. 

Rice, Corn, Soybeans 

The Thai rice price may soar to last years record of $1,038 a ton, according 
to the highest estimate in a Bloomberg survey last month of 10 importers, 
exporters and analysts in Vietnam, Thailand, India, Singapore and Pakistan. 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. said Dec. 3 that corn and soybeans will rally 
through 2011. Corn will reach $4.75 a bushel next year and $5 in 2011 on 
higher demand for fuels made from the grain, the bank said. Soybeans may 
reach $11 a bushel in the next 12 months and average $12 a bushel in 2011, 
Goldman said. 

Decatur, Illinois-based Archer Daniels Midland Co., the second-largest U.S. 
producer of corn-based ethanol behind Poet LLC, reported a 53 percent 
drop in quarterly profit last month on tighter supplies of soybeans it 
processes into animal feed and cooking oil. 

In the sweeteners and starches business, Archer Daniels Midlands profit 
more than tripled to $194 million, partly because of higher selling prices 
and reduced costs for corn, which fell from last years record. Archer 
Daniels gained 14 percent since the end of June to $30.49 in New York 
trading. 

Milk Supplies 

U.S. manufacturers stockpiles of nonfat dry milk fell to 90.1 million pounds 
on Oct. 31, 47 percent lower than a year earlier and less than half of what 
they were in June, the USDA said Dec. 4. Domestic production this year is 
down 8.2 percent, including a 27 percent drop in October, as farmers culled 
dairy herds to end a surplus, government data show. 

The price of nonfat dry milk, used in baking products and baby formula, will 
rise to an average of $1.275 a pound next year from 92 cents, and cheese 
will increase 28 percent, the USDA said on Dec. 10. Processed and fluid 
milk will jump 31 percent to $16.75 per 100 pounds, the USDA said. 

Weve been through the boom and then the bust, and it looks like were going 
to have another boom, said Michael Harvey, an international analyst at 
Melbourne-based Dairy Australia, a trade group. 

Milk output will fall 4 percent in Australia in 2009-2010. New Zealands 
production slipped 2 percent in the first three months of its season, and 


Brazils supply dropped 4 percent to 5 percent through July, Dairy Australia 
said in a report. 

Westpac Forecast 

Milk-powder prices may gain more than 20 percent to exceed $4,000 a ton 
early next year, said Westpac Banking Corp., Australias second-largest 
bank. Whole milk powder for February delivery rose to a 16-month high of 
$3,523 a ton at auction, Fonterra, the worlds largest dairy exporter, said on 
Dec. 2. 

Dean Foods, the largest U.S. milk processor, said Nov. 2 that fourth-quarter 
profit may fall more than analysts expected, to at least 36 cents a share, 
because of rising raw-milk costs. Chief Executive Officer Gregg Engles told 
investors that prices, which will climb through next year, probably wont 
surpass the records set in 2007 and 2008. Since Oct. 30, shares of Dallas- 
based Dean are down 5.4 percent at $17.25 in New York. 

Global sugar supplies will remain tight for the first half of 2010, JPMorgan 
Chase said. Theres a material risk that prices for March and May will jump 
28 percent to 30 cents a pound, Tobin Gorey, the banks global commodity 
strategist, wrote in a report dated Dec. 10. Sugar for March delivery in New 
York increased 6.6 percent last week to close at 24 cents a pound on Dec. 
11. 

Palm Oil, Food Output 

Palm oil, the worlds most-used cooking oil, may soar to 3,000 ringgit ($882) 
a ton by March as El Nino parches crops in Asia, said_Dorab Mistry, director 
of Godrej International Ltd., one of Indias biggest edible-oil buyers, on Dec. 
4. Palm-oil futures for February delivery closed at 2,530 ringgit on Dec. 11 
in Kuala Lumpur. Production may drop next year, he said. 

Food output will need to rise 70 percent in the next four decades as the 
global population expands to 9.1 billion in 2050 from 6.8 billion, the FAO 
estimates. Seven nations in sub- Saharan Africa, the worlds most famine- 
prone region, will see per-capita income fall next year, according to the UN, 
fueling an increase in hunger, which the organization now estimates affects 
1.02 billion people.

Last week, scientists announced that the human gene pool seems to include 
DNA from Neanderthals. That suggests that humans interbred with their 
primate cousins at some point before the Neanderthals went extinct about 
30,000 years ago. Could we mate with other animals today? 


Probably not. Ethical considerations preclude definitive research on the 
subject, but it's safe to say that human DNA has become so different from 
that of other animals that interbreeding would likely be impossible. Groups 
of organisms tend to drift apart genetically when they get separated by 
geographical barriersone might leave to find new food sources, or an 
earthquake could force them apart. When the two groups come back into 
contact with each other many, many years later, they may each have 
evolved to the point where they can no longer mate. 


In general, two types of changes prevent animals from interbreeding. The 
first includes all those factorscalled "pre-zygotic reproductive isolating 
mechanisms"that would make fertilization impossible. After so many 
generations apart, a pair of animals might look so different from one 
another that they're not inclined to have sex. (If we're not even trying to 
mate with monkeys, we'll never have half-human, half-monkey babies.*) If 
the animals do try to get it on despite changed appearances, incompatible 
genitalia or sperm motility could pose another problem: A human 
spermatozoon may not be equipped to navigate the reproductive tract of a 
chimpanzee, for example. 


The second type of barrier includes "post-zygotic reproductive isolating 
mechanisms," or those factors that would make it impossible for a hybrid 
animal fetus to grow into a reproductive adult. If a human were indeed 
inclined and able to impregnate a monkey, post-zygotic mechanisms might 
result in a miscarriage or sterile offspring. The further apart two animals 
are in genetic terms, the less likely they are to produce viable offspring. At 
this point, humans seem to have been separate from other animals for far 
too long to interbreed. We diverged from our closest extant relative, the 
chimpanzee, as many as 7 million years ago. (For comparison, our apparent 
tryst with the Neanderthals occurred less than 700,000 years after we split 
off from them.) 


Researchers haven't pinned down exactly which mechanisms prevent 
interbreeding under most circumstances. Some closely related species can 
mate even if they have different numbers of chromosomes. Przewalski's 
horse, for example, has 33 pairs of chromosomes instead of the 32 most 
horses have, but it can interbreed with regular equines anywaythe offspring 
takes the average and ends up with 65 chromosomes. 


Neanderthals weren't our ancestors’ only dalliance with other primates. 
“Pre-humans" and "pre-chimpanzees" interbred and gave birth to hybrids 
millions of years ago. In the 1920s, Soviet dictator Joseph Stalin sent an 
animal-breeding expert to Africa in hopes of creating an army of half-man, 
half-monkey soldiers. Attempts both to inseminate women with monkey 
sperm and impregnate female chimpanzees with human sperm failed. 


That doesn't mean that tales of humans interbreeding with other animals 
haven't endured. Rumored animal-human crosses from the past few 
hundred years have included a man-pig, a monkey-girl, and a porcupine 
man.

Mummy thought to be Queen Seshestet found in Egypt

CAIRO (Reuters) - Egyptian archaeologists have found the remains of a mummy thought to 
be that of Queen Seshestet, the mother of a pharaoh who ruled Egypt in the 24th century 
BC, the government said on Thursday. 

After five hours spent lifting the lid of a sarcophagus in a pyramid discovered south of 
Cairo last year, they found a skull, legs, pelvis, other body parts wrapped in linen, and 
ancient pottery, the government's antiquities department said. 

They also found gold wrappings which would have been put on the fingers of the 
mummified person. Grave robbers ransacked the burial chamber in ancient times and stole 
the other objects. 

"Although they did not find the name of the queen buried in the pyramid, all the signs 
indicate that she is Seshestet, the mother of King Teti, the first king of the Sixth Dynasty," 
chief archaeologist Zahi Hawass said in a statement. 

Teti ruled Egypt for at least 10 years around the year 2300 BC and is buried nearby. While 
archaeologists have found many royal mummies from ancient Egypt, most of them are 
from the New Kingdom, which began 500 years after Teti's time.

LONDON (Reuters) - Nearly a million people die from malaria each year because they 
cannot afford the most effective treatment and instead often buy old drugs to which the 
malaria parasite has become resistant, researchers said on Monday. 

Artemisinin combination therapy, or ACT, drugs made by firms such as Novartis and Sanofi- 
Aventis can cost as much as 65 times the daily minimum wage in some African countries, 
according to a study of 6 high-risk nations by Populations Services International Malaria. 
ACTs can cost up to $11 to patients buying over the counter, while older drugs to less 
effective drugs cost just $0.30 cents. 

"With most people accessing anti-malarial medication through the private sector, price 
becomes a critically important barrier," said Desmond Chavasse, director of PSI. 

"A full course of an adult treatment of ACT can be up to 65 times the minimum daily wage. 
This provides an overpowering incentive (for patients) to make the wrong anti-malarial 
choice." 

Malaria is a potentially deadly disease transmitted via mosquito bites. Children account for 
about 90 percent of the deaths in the sub-Saharan Africa and parts of Asia -- the worst 
affected areas. 

Chavasse was speaking to reporters from Nairobi, where he was at an international malaria 
conference to present a study called ACTwatch -- a research project by PSI and the London 
School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine on the malaria drugs market across 6 sub- 
Saharan African countries and Cambodia. 

The study -- designed to provide baseline data to allow experts to judge a planned drug 
subsidy scheme being offered in 11 nations -- looked at availability, pricing and volumes 
for 23,000 malaria treatments sourced from 20,000 outlets. 

In most countries, ACTs make up only 5 to 15 percent of the total volume of anti-malarials 
on the market, it found. 

According to PSI, the majority of malaria endemic countries changed their treatment 
policies about three years ago to favor giving ACT drugs in the face of widespread malaria 
resistance to older monotherapy medicines. 

But Chavasse said despite this, ACT availability can still be as low as 20 percent in public 
sector health clinics. 

Malaria experts hope a $225 million Affordable Medicines Facility for malaria (AMFm) 
subsidy scheme launched in April by the Global Fund to fight AIDS, Tuberculosis and 
Malaria will drastically cut the price of ACTs in poorer nations. 

The plan is being offered to Benin, Cambodia, Ghana, Kenya, Madagascar, Uganda, Nigeria, 
Rwanda, Senegal, Tanzania and Niger, to try to cut ACT prices to about $0.20 to $0.50 
cents.

As a young trader at the time, I had the privilege of 
being on the ground floor of FX trading from the very 
Start. 


These days, Im still trading. But I spend the majority 
of my time on the phone with my contacts all over the 
world trying to gauge where the currency markets are 
heading next. 


That brings me to my topic for this Christmas week 


Over the next three days, I want to introduce you to 
three currencies that are poised to rally hard in 2010. 
All three currencies share some common traits. First, 
they are still undervalued at current values, and will 
offer some spectacular trading opportunities next year. 


Secondly, all three of these currencies have something 
in common with those currencies of long-gone gold- 
Standard era. Like those pre-1971 currencies, all three

Of course, there is no such thing as a gold-backed 
currency anymore. The most recent gold-backed currency 


was the Swiss franc, and they gave up their gold 
Standard back in 2002. 


No, the closest thing we have to gold-backed currencies 
are the few nations that rely on gold exports to fuel 
their economy. Once you find an economy that thrives on 
its gold exports, you can usually count on that 
countrys currency rising and falling with the price of 
gold as well. 


There is really no better example of this type of gold- 
backed currency than the Australian dollar. 


This currency has already had an amazing run-up in the 
Last few months. But the Australian dollar has plenty 
of room to appreciate next year. 


Just the fact that the Australian dollar tends to rise 
and fall with gold works in its favor. Gold is the 
traditional inflation hedge, and while I dont expect to 
see inflation anytime soon, I still believe gold will 
continue to rise as the dollar falls next year.

At the Same Time, Australia Continues to Hike Rates 
Gold aside for a moment, the Australian dollar is an 
incredible play based on interest rates alone. The 
Reserve Bank of Australia raised its interest rate in 
December to 3.75%. That was their third interest rate 
hike ina row. 


So it stands, Reserve Bank of Australia: three hikes. 
Most other major central banks: zero. 


This means the Australian dollar now enjoys and 
incredible yield differential with the low-yielding 
dollar, euro, Japanese yen, and pound. In other words, 
the Aussies have the upper hand in global trading. 


And traders are noticing. Theyre already pouring money 

into the Australian dollar to secure a higher return on 
their capital. This is likely to continue into 2010 as 

the long-term dollar decline resumes. 


So in short, the Australian dollar has both higher gold 
prices and a strong central bank backing its value. In 
my mind, this currency has plenty of room to appreciate 
further into next year. I would recommend you start 
buying now.

Fastest Food Inflation Since Riots Means Milk Up 39% (Updatel1)

Dec. 14 (Bloomberg) -- Falling production in commodities from rice to milk 
is bad news for just about everyone except investors. 

Rice may surge 63 percent to $1,038 a metric ton from $638 on Philippine 
imports and a shortage in India, a Bloomberg survey of importers, exporters 
and analysts showed. The U.S. government says nonfat dry milk may jump 
39 percent next year, and JPMorgan Chase & Co. forecasts a 25 percent 
gain for sugar. Global food costs jumped 7 percent in November, the most 
since February 2008, four months before reaching a record, according to 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organization. 

Farm prices this year lagged behind copper futures that doubled and oils 57 
percent increase. A recovery from the worst recession since World War II 
would spur food demand and boost costs for buyers of commodities 
including milk processor Dean Foods Co. while increasing the number of 
hungry people that the UN says now exceeds 1 billion. 

Agricultural commodities will be a great investment in the next three to five 
years, said Oliver Kratz, who manages $10 billion as head of Global 
Thematic Strategy investments at Deutsche Bank AGs DB Advisors in New 
York, including $3 billion in agriculture. For those who cant afford to pay 
more for food, theres the painful risk of hunger, he said. 

Expanding populations and higher incomes are boosting consumption in 
China and India. Chinas milk demand is recovering after domestic supplies 
were tainted with melamine, a chemical used in making plastics that killed 
at least six babies and sickened almost 300,000 children. Droughts in India 
and Argentina and typhoons in the Philippines have reduced output. 
Food-Price Risk 

Inventories are extremely low in a number of grains markets, Barclays 
Capital said Dec. 10. The prospect of a further bout of food-price inflation in 
2010 cannot be ruled out since many of the factors that contributed to 
higher prices in 2007 and 2008 are still a feature. 

Stockpiles of corn and rice will drop before the 2010 harvest for the first 
time in three years, U.S. Department of Agriculture data show. The 
International Sugar Organization forecasts a second straight global supply 
deficit in the year through September 2010, and the USDA predicts stores 
of the sweetener will drop to the lowest level since 1995. 

Pork, Poultry 

Wholesale-pork prices in the U.S. are up 27 percent this year, heading for 
the first annual gain since 2004, as farmers hurt by two years of losses cut 


the domestic breeding herd to the smallest level since the USDA started 
collecting the data in 1964. Chicken output is sliding in the U.S., where the 
number of eggs placed into incubators each week is headed to the lowest 
quarterly average since 2002. 

The tendency for food prices is up, its not down, Unilever Chief Executive 
Officer Paul Polman said Dec. 11 in a Bloomberg Television interview in 
Copenhagen. Rotterdam- and London-based Unilever, the largest consumer- 
product company after Procter & Gamble Co. in Cincinnati, makes Lipton 
tea, Hellmanns mayonnaise and Bertolli sauces. We need to be sure that we 
have the food supply, that we dont waste, and that we continue to get 
increasingly efficient means to get that food to the consumers, Polman said. 
The risk of accelerating prices may be muted by healthy gains in 
inventories, including wheat, according to the FAO. Supplies in warehouses 
are enough to meet about 23 percent of global demand, compared with 19 
percent two years ago, the FAO said last week. Inventories are far more 
comfortable than during last years crisis, the UN agency said. 

More Wheat Supply 

Global wheat stockpiles on May 31 are expected to jump 17 percent to an 
eight-year high of 190.9 million metric tons, after production last year 
reached a record 682 million tons, the USDA said Dec. 10. 

Food costs jumped to a record in June 2008 as wheat, corn, rice, oats, 
soybeans, animal feed and cooking oil reached the highest prices ever. 
Indonesia, Argentina and India restricted trade to protect supplies, 
according to the UN. Shortages sparked about 60 riots from Haiti to the 
Philippines before the global credit crisis and recession sent prices 
plunging. 

Global economic recovery means there is increasing pressure on food prices 
to rise, Nomura International Plc said in a report. Volatility in price and 
supply are with us for the predictable future, according to Josette Sheeran, 
the executive director of the UNs World Food Program. Risk is the new 
normal when it comes to food. 

Economic Growth Seen 

The global economy will expand 3.1 percent in 2010 as more than $2 trillion 
in stimulus combined with demand in Asia pulls the world out the recession, 
the Washington-based International Monetary Fund said on Oct. 1. 

The U.S. will expand 2.6 percent next year, compared with a contraction of 
2.5 percent in 2009, according to the median of estimates from 83 
economists in a Bloomberg survey. Chinas growth will accelerate to 9.4 
percent next year from 8.5 percent in 2009, a Bloomberg survey of 31 
economists showed. 

Some food supplies already are falling. Global production of rice, the staple 
for more than half the world, has lagged behind demand in four of the past 
eight years, USDA data show. Rising consumption is expected to erode 
stockpiles by 41 percent to 85.9 million tons in the 2009-2010 marketing 
year, down from a record 146.7 million in 2001-2002, the USDA forecasts. 
Rice may exceed $1,000 a ton as dry El Nino weather, caused by a warming 


of sea waters in the equatorial Pacific Ocean, shrinks output and the 
Philippines and India boost imports, according to Sarunyu Jeamsinkul, the 
deputy managing director at Asia Golden Rice Ltd. in Thailand, the largest 
exporting nation. 

Rice, Corn, Soybeans 

The Thai rice price may soar to last years record of $1,038 a ton, according 
to the highest estimate in a Bloomberg survey last month of 10 importers, 
exporters and analysts in Vietnam, Thailand, India, Singapore and Pakistan. 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. said Dec. 3 that corn and soybeans will rally 
through 2011. Corn will reach $4.75 a bushel next year and $5 in 2011 on 
higher demand for fuels made from the grain, the bank said. Soybeans may 
reach $11 a bushel in the next 12 months and average $12 a bushel in 2011, 
Goldman said. 

Decatur, Illinois-based Archer Daniels Midland Co., the second-largest U.S. 
producer of corn-based ethanol behind Poet LLC, reported a 53 percent 
drop in quarterly profit last month on tighter supplies of soybeans it 
processes into animal feed and cooking oil. 

In the sweeteners and starches business, Archer Daniels Midlands profit 
more than tripled to $194 million, partly because of higher selling prices 
and reduced costs for corn, which fell from last years record. Archer 
Daniels gained 14 percent since the end of June to $30.49 in New York 
trading. 

Milk Supplies 

U.S. manufacturers stockpiles of nonfat dry milk fell to 90.1 million pounds 
on Oct. 31, 47 percent lower than a year earlier and less than half of what 
they were in June, the USDA said Dec. 4. Domestic production this year is 
down 8.2 percent, including a 27 percent drop in October, as farmers culled 
dairy herds to end a surplus, government data show. 

The price of nonfat dry milk, used in baking products and baby formula, will 
rise to an average of $1.275 a pound next year from 92 cents, and cheese 
will increase 28 percent, the USDA said on Dec. 10. Processed and fluid 
milk will jump 31 percent to $16.75 per 100 pounds, the USDA said. 

Weve been through the boom and then the bust, and it looks like were going 
to have another boom, said Michael Harvey, an international analyst at 
Melbourne-based Dairy Australia, a trade group. 

Milk output will fall 4 percent in Australia in 2009-2010. New Zealands 
production slipped 2 percent in the first three months of its season, and 
Brazils supply dropped 4 percent to 5 percent through July, Dairy Australia 
said in a report. 

Westpac Forecast 

Milk-powder prices may gain more than 20 percent to exceed $4,000 a ton 
early next year, said Westpac Banking Corp., Australias second-largest 
bank. Whole milk powder for February delivery rose to a 16-month high of 
$3,523 a ton at auction, Fonterra, the worlds largest dairy exporter, said on 
Dec. 2. 

Dean Foods, the largest U.S. milk processor, said Nov. 2 that fourth-quarter 


profit may fall more than analysts expected, to at least 36 cents a share, 
because of rising raw-milk costs. Chief Executive Officer Gregg Engles told 
investors that prices, which will climb through next year, probably wont 
surpass the records set in 2007 and 2008. Since Oct. 30, shares of Dallas- 
based Dean are down 5.4 percent at $17.25 in New York. 

Global sugar supplies will remain tight for the first half of 2010, JPMorgan 
Chase said. Theres a material risk that prices for March and May will jump 
28 percent to 30 cents a pound, Tobin Gorey, the banks global commodity 
strategist, wrote in a report dated Dec. 10. Sugar for March delivery in New 
York increased 6.6 percent last week to close at 24 cents a pound on Dec. 
11. 

Palm Oil, Food Output 

Palm oil, the worlds most-used cooking oil, may soar to 3,000 ringgit ($882) 
a ton by March as El Nino parches crops in Asia, said_Dorab Mistry, director 
of Godrej International Ltd., one of Indias biggest edible-oil buyers, on Dec. 
4. Palm-oil futures for February delivery closed at 2,530 ringgit on Dec. 11 
in Kuala Lumpur. Production may drop next year, he said. 

Food output will need to rise 70 percent in the next four decades as the 
global population expands to 9.1 billion in 2050 from 6.8 billion, the FAO 
estimates. Seven nations in sub- Saharan Africa, the worlds most famine- 
prone region, will see per-capita income fall next year, according to the UN, 
fueling an increase in hunger, which the organization now estimates affects 
1.02 billion people. 

The politicians had best be able to at least feed their populations or theyre 
going to have uprisings, said Jeffrey Saut, chief investment strategist at 
Raymond James & Associates in St. Petersburg, Florida, which manages 
$220 billion. One of the first things, other than clean water and a toilet, that 
people want when their per capita income rises is food.

Probably the largest-ever slave graveyard, containing the mortal 
remains of some 10,000 young Africans, has been found on the 
mid-Atlantic island of St .Helena. Many of the bodies were those 
of children, who died between 1840 and 1874.

Ironically, most of the victims of the 19th-century slave trade had 
been taken there not by slave traders, but by British Royal Navy 
patrols hunting slavers, following the abolition of slavery in 
Britain in 1807. The captured ships were taken to the island after 
the slavers were arrested and the young African slaves liberated. 


For many, freedom came too late. Many were already dead as a 
result of the inhuman conditions they had been exposed to, 
packed together in the fetid holds of the ships, enduring heat, 
hunger and thirst, and many died soon after their arrival at 
Ruperts Valley, near the capital, Jamestown. 
St. Helena, famous as the island where Napoleon was exiled and 
later died (he was subsequently re-buried in France,) was the 
headquarters of the Royal Navys West Africa Squadron. 
Tragically, smallpox, dysentery and other communicable diseases 
killed many of the liberated slaves, who were already weak from 
their ordeal. Most had been en route to Cuba, Brazil the United 
States and other parts of the New World from slave depots in 
Africa, before being rescued by the Royal Navy. 
The website quoted an observer from 1861, who described the 
dreadful conditions he found on a slave ship that had just landed: 
The whole deck, as I picked my way from end to end, in order to 
avoid treading on them, was thickly strewn with the dead, dying 
and starved bodies of what seemed to me a species of ape that I 
had never seen before.. Yet these miserable, helpless objects 
being picked up from the deck and handed over the ships side, 
one by one, living, dying and dead alike, were really human 
beings. Their arms were worn down to about the size of a 
walking stick. Many died as they were passed from the ship to 
the boat, but there was no time to separate the living from the 
dead. 
Dr Andrew Pearson, an archaeologist working for the 
Department of International Development, led the dig. Saying 


the discovery would advance understanding of the 19th-century 
European and American slave trade, he added: 

It will also bring a voice to a forgotten people who died in limbo, 
in a place physically and conceptually between freedom and 
Slavery. 

The bones of some of those discovered will be analyzed in Britain 
for specific details of diseases. Pearson says the analysis will be 
complete next May and published by the Council for British 
Archaeology.

Halfway between the decaying slave forts of West Africa and the 
overgrown plantations of the New World, on the tiny island of St 
Helena, archaeologists have uncovered one of the largest slave 
graveyards anywhere in the world. 


The bones of some 10,000 young Africans lie buried in the rocky 
valleys of this isolated British territory in the South Atlantic, 
victims of the ruthless trade that Britain dominated in the 18th 
century but fought to suppress after the abolition of slavery. 


A team of British archaeologists uncovered the first graves last 
year after preparation had begun to build an access road to the 
site of the planned new airport on St Helena. 


The bodies, many of them children, were discovered where they 
had been buried after being brought to St Helena between 1840 
and 1874 by Royal Navy patrols hunting the slavers. The 
captured ships were forced into the island where the traders 
were arrested and their victims liberated. By then, however, 


many were already dead in the fetid holds where they had been 
packed together for the long journey. 


Many of the survivors also died soon after they were brought to 
Ruperts Valley, near the capital Jamestown. It was used as a 
treatment and holding depot by the navys West Africa Squadron. 
Smallpox, dysentery and other diseases claimed many of those 
who had endured hunger, thirst and the terrible conditions below 
decks. 


The discovery of so many bones is of enormous importance in 
researching the history of slavery. Few graves have been found 
of captives who died before they were sold in Cuba, Brazil, the 
United States and other parts of the New World. The find may 
stimulate fresh emotional debate, especially in the US and other 
countries involved in the slave trade until the mid-19th century. 


The excavations raise very sensitive issues, not least on St 
Helena itself. The island, a vital staging post on the route to 
India, was governed for almost 200 years by the East India 
Company, and slaves were used there until long after Britain 
outlawed the slave trade in 1807. Many St Helenians are 
themselves descendants of these early slaves, who remained on 
the island after they were freed, and there is some reluctance to 
acknowledge that most people can trace their origins partly to 
slavery as well as to the early British settlers and labourers 
brought in from the far corners of the British Empire. 


The dig was led by Dr Andrew Pearson, an archaeologist working 
on behalf of the Department for International Development and 
the environmental consultantcy Aecom. He said the discovery 
will advance understanding of the 19th-century slave trade and 
the political machinations behind its abolition. It will also bring a 
voice to a forgotten people who died in limbo, in a place 
physically and conceptually between freedom and slavery. 


Some 325 skeletons have been excavated. They are now being 
examined by a research team in Jamestown to determine their 
age, sex, life history and cause of death. So far, the vast majority 


have been males, with a significant proportion of children or 
young adults, some less than a year old. Often buried in groups, 
the individuals were occasionally interred with personal effects, 
jewellery and fragments of clothing, as well as a few metal tags 
and artefacts that relate to their enslavement and subsequent 
rescue. The dry conditions have led to extremely high levels of 
preservation and hair has been found on some skulls. 


Evidence of disease or malnutrition is easy to establish. Bone 
specialists osteologists can also detect fractures, trauma, 
osteoarthritis and other conditions. Many of the young captives 
appear to have had a hard-working life before being shipped out 
of Africa. Between 1840 and 1850, 15,000 Africans were landed 
on St Helena, of whom nearly 5,000 died. The liberation centre 
did not finally close until 1874. 


Further research will be carried out in Britain, using, for 
example, isotope analysis to trace the signature in the bones left 
by groundwater. This may help to pinpoint some of the captives 
origins. No one in the 19th century, however, could tell where 
the slaves came from. Naval officers could not speak their tribal 
languages, and it was hard to repatriate them to their homeland. 


Some of the most striking evidence of their origins, however, 
comes from their teeth. Most had front teeth filed in particular 
tribal patterns either as an M or an inverted U or with a V notch 
cut into their front incisors. Some of the patterns were made by 
chipping at the teeth with stones. Often the result was infection 
and terrible abcesses, which left marks on the jawbones. 
Anthropologists may be able to relate tooth patterns to the 
customs of certain tribes. 


The excavation in summer 2008 took 10 weeks. All the graves 
were found in a swath stretching a few feet on either side of 
where the airport road will run. Thousands more skeletons still 
lie in Ruperts Valley, but no more digs are planned, as there is no 
intention to disturb the other graves. A decision is pending 
whether the bodies will be reburied in Ruperts Valley, or placed 
within an ossuary close to their original place of burial. 


An observer in 1861 described the terrible scene when a slave 
ship landed at Ruperts. The whole deck, as I picked my way from 
end to end, in order to avoid treading on them, was thickly 
strewn with the dead, dying and starved bodies of what seemed 
to me a species of ape that I had never seen before. Yet these 
miserable, helpless objects being picked up from the deck and 
handed over the ships side, one by one, living, dying and dead 
alike, were really human beings. Their arms were worn down to 
about the size of a walking stick. Many died as they were passed 
from the ship to the boat, but there was no time to separate the 
living from the dead. 


The only consolation to those whose ancestors suffered such 
Belsen-like conditions is that most traders tried to keep the 
captives fed and fit enough to fetch good prices at the slave 
markets in America. The journey in sailing ships across the 

Atlantic took weeks, and if most had died there would have been 
little profit for the slavers. 


The Royal Navys West Africa Squadron was based in St Helena 
and Ascension Island, settled by Britain in only 1815. It was an 
arduous and dangerous job catching the slavers, especially as 
warships rarely fired on the elusive traders for fear of killing the 
captives. There were too few warships to patrol an enormous 
stretch of coast, and most were slower than the fast American- 
built vessels used by the traders.. Only when steam warships 
were used did the navy really gain a decisive advantage. 


Dr Pearson said the analysis of the bones will be completed by 
next May and the findings published by the Council for British 
Archaeology.

Rice may surge 63 percent to $1,038 a metric ton from $638 on Philippine 
imports and a shortage in India, a Bloomberg survey of importers, exporters 
and analysts showed. The U.S. government says nonfat dry milk may jump 
39 percent next year, and JPMorgan Chase & Co. forecasts a 25 percent 
gain for sugar. Global food costs jumped 7 percent in November, the most 
since February 2008, four months before reaching a record, according to 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organization. 


Farm prices this year lagged behind copper futures that doubled and oils 57 
percent increase. A recovery from the worst recession since World War II 
would spur food demand and boost costs for buyers of commodities 
including milk processor Dean Foods Co. while increasing the number of 
hungry people that the UN says now exceeds 1 billion. 

Agricultural commodities will be a great investment in the next three to five 
years, said Oliver Kratz, who manages $10 billion as head of Global 
Thematic Strategy investments at Deutsche Bank AGs DB Advisors in New 
York, including $3 billion in agriculture. For those who cant afford to pay 
more for food, theres the painful risk of hunger, he said. 

Expanding populations and higher incomes are boosting consumption in 
China and India. Chinas milk demand is recovering after domestic supplies 
were tainted with melamine, a chemical used in making plastics that killed 
at least six babies and sickened almost 300,000 children. Droughts in India 
and Argentina and typhoons in the Philippines have reduced output. 
Food-Price Risk 

Inventories are extremely low in a number of grains markets, Barclays 
Capital said Dec. 10. The prospect of a further bout of food-price inflation in 
2010 cannot be ruled out since many of the factors that contributed to 
higher prices in 2007 and 2008 are still a feature. 

Stockpiles of corn and rice will drop before the 2010 harvest for the first 
time in three years, U.S. Department of Agriculture data show. The 
International Sugar Organization forecasts a second straight global supply 
deficit in the year through September 2010, and the USDA predicts stores 
of the sweetener will drop to the lowest level since 1995. 

Pork, Poultry 

Wholesale-pork prices in the U.S. are up 27 percent this year, heading for 
the first annual gain since 2004, as farmers hurt by two years of losses cut 
the domestic breeding herd to the smallest level since the USDA started 
collecting the data in 1964. Chicken output is sliding in the U.S., where the 
number of eggs placed into incubators each week is headed to the lowest 
quarterly average since 2002. 

The tendency for food prices is up, its not down, Unilever Chief Executive 
Officer Paul Polman said Dec. 11 in a Bloomberg Television interview in 
Copenhagen. Rotterdam- and London-based Unilever, the largest consumer- 
product company after Procter & Gamble Co. in Cincinnati, makes Lipton 
tea, Hellmanns mayonnaise and Bertolli sauces. We need to be sure that we 
have the food supply, that we dont waste, and that we continue to get 
increasingly efficient means to get that food to the consumers, Polman said. 
The risk of accelerating prices may be muted by healthy gains in 
inventories, including wheat, according to the FAO. Supplies in warehouses 
are enough to meet about 23 percent of global demand, compared with 19 
percent two years ago, the FAO said last week. Inventories are far more 
comfortable than during last years crisis, the UN agency said. 

More Wheat Supply 

Global wheat stockpiles on May 31 are expected to jump 17 percent to an 


eight-year high of 190.9 million metric tons, after production last year 
reached a record 682 million tons, the USDA said Dec. 10. 

Food costs jumped to a record in June 2008 as wheat, corn, rice, oats, 
soybeans, animal feed and cooking oil reached the highest prices ever. 
Indonesia, Argentina and India restricted trade to protect supplies, 
according to the UN. Shortages sparked about 60 riots from Haiti to the 
Philippines before the global credit crisis and recession sent prices 
plunging. 

Global economic recovery means there is increasing pressure on food prices 
to rise, Nomura International Plc said in a report. Volatility in price and 
supply are with us for the predictable future, according to Josette Sheeran, 
the executive director of the UNs World Food Program. Risk is the new 
normal when it comes to food. 

Economic Growth Seen 

The global economy will expand 3.1 percent in 2010 as more than $2 trillion 
in stimulus combined with demand in Asia pulls the world out the recession, 
the Washington-based International Monetary Fund said on Oct. 1. 

The U.S. will expand 2.6 percent next year, compared with a contraction of 
2.5 percent in 2009, according to the median of estimates from 83 
economists in a Bloomberg survey. Chinas growth will accelerate to 9.4 
percent next year from 8.5 percent in 2009, a Bloomberg survey of 31 
economists showed. 

Some food supplies already are falling. Global production of rice, the staple 
for more than half the world, has lagged behind demand in four of the past 
eight years, USDA data show. Rising consumption is expected to erode 
stockpiles by 41 percent to 85.9 million tons in the 2009-2010 marketing 
year, down from a record 146.7 million in 2001-2002, the USDA forecasts. 
Rice may exceed $1,000 a ton as dry El Nino weather, caused by a warming 
of sea waters in the equatorial Pacific Ocean, shrinks output and the 
Philippines and India boost imports, according to Sarunyu Jeamsinkul, the 
deputy managing director at Asia Golden Rice Ltd. in Thailand, the largest 
exporting nation. 

Rice, Corn, Soybeans 

The Thai rice price may soar to last years record of $1,038 a ton, according 
to the highest estimate in a Bloomberg survey last month of 10 importers, 
exporters and analysts in Vietnam, Thailand, India, Singapore and Pakistan. 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. said Dec. 3 that corn and soybeans will rally 
through 2011. Corn will reach $4.75 a bushel next year and $5 in 2011 on 
higher demand for fuels made from the grain, the bank said. Soybeans may 
reach $11 a bushel in the next 12 months and average $12 a bushel in 2011, 
Goldman said. 

Decatur, Illinois-based Archer Daniels Midland Co., the second-largest U.S. 
producer of corn-based ethanol behind Poet LLC, reported a 53 percent 
drop in quarterly profit last month on tighter supplies of soybeans it 
processes into animal feed and cooking oil. 

In the sweeteners and starches business, Archer Daniels Midlands profit 


more than tripled to $194 million, partly because of higher selling prices 
and reduced costs for corn, which fell from last years record. Archer 
Daniels gained 14 percent since the end of June to $30.49 in New York 
trading. 

Milk Supplies 

U.S. manufacturers stockpiles of nonfat dry milk fell to 90.1 million pounds 
on Oct. 31, 47 percent lower than a year earlier and less than half of what 
they were in June, the USDA said Dec. 4. Domestic production this year is 
down 8.2 percent, including a 27 percent drop in October, as farmers culled 
dairy herds to end a surplus, government data show. 

The price of nonfat dry milk, used in baking products and baby formula, will 
rise to an average of $1.275 a pound next year from 92 cents, and cheese 
will increase 28 percent, the USDA said on Dec. 10. Processed and fluid 
milk will jump 31 percent to $16.75 per 100 pounds, the USDA said. 

Weve been through the boom and then the bust, and it looks like were going 
to have another boom, said Michael Harvey, an international analyst at 
Melbourne-based Dairy Australia, a trade group. 

Milk output will fall 4 percent in Australia in 2009-2010. New Zealands 
production slipped 2 percent in the first three months of its season, and 
Brazils supply dropped 4 percent to 5 percent through July, Dairy Australia 
said in a report. 

Westpac Forecast 

Milk-powder prices may gain more than 20 percent to exceed $4,000 a ton 
early next year, said Westpac Banking Corp., Australias second-largest 
bank. Whole milk powder for February delivery rose to a 16-month high of 
$3,523 a ton at auction, Fonterra, the worlds largest dairy exporter, said on 
Dec. 2. 

Dean Foods, the largest U.S. milk processor, said Nov. 2 that fourth-quarter 
profit may fall more than analysts expected, to at least 36 cents a share, 
because of rising raw-milk costs. Chief Executive Officer Gregg Engles told 
investors that prices, which will climb through next year, probably wont 
surpass the records set in 2007 and 2008. Since Oct. 30, shares of Dallas- 
based Dean are down 5.4 percent at $17.25 in New York. 

Global sugar supplies will remain tight for the first half of 2010, JPMorgan 
Chase said. Theres a material risk that prices for March and May will jump 
28 percent to 30 cents a pound, Tobin Gorey, the banks global commodity 
strategist, wrote in a report dated Dec. 10. Sugar for March delivery in New 
York increased 6.6 percent last week to close at 24 cents a pound on Dec. 
11. 

Palm Oil, Food Output 

Palm oil, the worlds most-used cooking oil, may soar to 3,000 ringgit ($882) 
a ton by March as El Nino parches crops in Asia, said_Dorab Mistry, director 
of Godrej International Ltd., one of Indias biggest edible-oil buyers, on Dec. 
4. Palm-oil futures for February delivery closed at 2,530 ringgit on Dec. 11 
in Kuala Lumpur. Production may drop next year, he said. 

Food output will need to rise 70 percent in the next four decades as the 


global population expands to 9.1 billion in 2050 from 6.8 billion, the FAO 
estimates. Seven nations in sub- Saharan Africa, the worlds most famine- 
prone region, will see per-capita income fall next year, according to the UN, 
fueling an increase in hunger, which the organization now estimates affects 
1.02 billion people. 

The politicians had best be able to at least feed their populations or theyre 
going to have uprisings, said Jeffrey Saut, chief investment strategist at 
Raymond James & Associates in St. Petersburg, Florida, which manages 
$220 billion. One of the first things, other than clean water and a toilet, that 
people want when their per capita income rises is food.

Fastest Food Inflation Since Riots Means Milk Up 39% (Update1)

Dec. 14 (Bloomberg) -- Falling production in commodities from rice to milk 
is bad news for just about everyone except investors. 

Rice may surge 63 percent to $1,038 a metric ton from $638 on Philippine 
imports and a shortage in India, a Bloomberg survey of importers, exporters 
and analysts showed. The U.S. government says nonfat dry milk may jump 
39 percent next year, and JPMorgan Chase & Co. forecasts a 25 percent 
gain for sugar. Global food costs jumped 7 percent in November, the most 
since February 2008, four months before reaching a record, according to 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organization. 


Farm prices this year lagged behind copper futures that doubled and oils 57 
percent increase. A recovery from the worst recession since World War II 
would spur food demand and boost costs for buyers of commodities 
including milk processor Dean Foods Co. while increasing the number of 
hungry people that the UN says now exceeds 1 billion. 

Agricultural commodities will be a great investment in the next three to five 
years, said Oliver Kratz, who manages $10 billion as head of Global 
Thematic Strategy investments at Deutsche Bank AGs DB Advisors in New 
York, including $3 billion in agriculture. For those who cant afford to pay 
more for food, theres the painful risk of hunger, he said. 

Expanding populations and higher incomes are boosting consumption in 
China and India. Chinas milk demand is recovering after domestic supplies 
were tainted with melamine, a chemical used in making plastics that killed 
at least six babies and sickened almost 300,000 children. Droughts in India 
and Argentina and typhoons in the Philippines have reduced output. 
Food-Price Risk 

Inventories are extremely low in a number of grains markets, Barclays 
Capital said Dec. 10. The prospect of a further bout of food-price inflation in 
2010 cannot be ruled out since many of the factors that contributed to 
higher prices in 2007 and 2008 are still a feature. 

Stockpiles of corn and rice will drop before the 2010 harvest for the first 
time in three years, U.S. Department of Agriculture data show. The 
International Sugar Organization forecasts a second straight global supply 
deficit in the year through September 2010, and the USDA predicts stores 
of the sweetener will drop to the lowest level since 1995. 

Pork, Poultry 

Wholesale-pork prices in the U.S. are up 27 percent this year, heading for 
the first annual gain since 2004, as farmers hurt by two years of losses cut 
the domestic breeding herd to the smallest level since the USDA started 
collecting the data in 1964. Chicken output is sliding in the U.S., where the 
number of eggs placed into incubators each week is headed to the lowest 
quarterly average since 2002. 

The tendency for food prices is up, its not down, Unilever Chief Executive 
Officer Paul Polman said Dec. 11 in a Bloomberg Television interview in 
Copenhagen. Rotterdam- and London-based Unilever, the largest consumer- 
product company after Procter & Gamble Co. in Cincinnati, makes Lipton 
tea, Hellmanns mayonnaise and Bertolli sauces. We need to be sure that we 
have the food supply, that we dont waste, and that we continue to get 
increasingly efficient means to get that food to the consumers, Polman said. 
The risk of accelerating prices may be muted by healthy gains in 
inventories, including wheat, according to the FAO. Supplies in warehouses 
are enough to meet about 23 percent of global demand, compared with 19 
percent two years ago, the FAO said last week. Inventories are far more 
comfortable than during last years crisis, the UN agency said. 

More Wheat Supply 

Global wheat stockpiles on May 31 are expected to jump 17 percent to an 


eight-year high of 190.9 million metric tons, after production last year 
reached a record 682 million tons, the USDA said Dec. 10. 

Food costs jumped to a record in June 2008 as wheat, corn, rice, oats, 
soybeans, animal feed and cooking oil reached the highest prices ever. 
Indonesia, Argentina and India restricted trade to protect supplies, 
according to the UN. Shortages sparked about 60 riots from Haiti to the 
Philippines before the global credit crisis and recession sent prices 
plunging. 

Global economic recovery means there is increasing pressure on food prices 
to rise, Nomura International Plc said in a report. Volatility in price and 
supply are with us for the predictable future, according to Josette Sheeran, 
the executive director of the UNs World Food Program. Risk is the new 
normal when it comes to food. 

Economic Growth Seen 

The global economy will expand 3.1 percent in 2010 as more than $2 trillion 
in stimulus combined with demand in Asia pulls the world out the recession, 
the Washington-based International Monetary Fund said on Oct. 1. 

The U.S. will expand 2.6 percent next year, compared with a contraction of 
2.5 percent in 2009, according to the median of estimates from 83 
economists in a Bloomberg survey. Chinas growth will accelerate to 9.4 
percent next year from 8.5 percent in 2009, a Bloomberg survey of 31 
economists showed. 

Some food supplies already are falling. Global production of rice, the staple 
for more than half the world, has lagged behind demand in four of the past 
eight years, USDA data show. Rising consumption is expected to erode 
stockpiles by 41 percent to 85.9 million tons in the 2009-2010 marketing 
year, down from a record 146.7 million in 2001-2002, the USDA forecasts. 
Rice may exceed $1,000 a ton as dry El Nino weather, caused by a warming 
of sea waters in the equatorial Pacific Ocean, shrinks output and the 
Philippines and India boost imports, according to Sarunyu Jeamsinkul, the 
deputy managing director at Asia Golden Rice Ltd. in Thailand, the largest 
exporting nation. 

Rice, Corn, Soybeans 

The Thai rice price may soar to last years record of $1,038 a ton, according 
to the highest estimate in a Bloomberg survey last month of 10 importers, 
exporters and analysts in Vietnam, Thailand, India, Singapore and Pakistan. 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. said Dec. 3 that corn and soybeans will rally 
through 2011. Corn will reach $4.75 a bushel next year and $5 in 2011 on 
higher demand for fuels made from the grain, the bank said. Soybeans may 
reach $11 a bushel in the next 12 months and average $12 a bushel in 2011, 
Goldman said. 

Decatur, Illinois-based Archer Daniels Midland Co., the second-largest U.S. 
producer of corn-based ethanol behind Poet LLC, reported a 53 percent 
drop in quarterly profit last month on tighter supplies of soybeans it 
processes into animal feed and cooking oil. 

In the sweeteners and starches business, Archer Daniels Midlands profit 


more than tripled to $194 million, partly because of higher selling prices 
and reduced costs for corn, which fell from last years record. Archer 
Daniels gained 14 percent since the end of June to $30.49 in New York 
trading. 

Milk Supplies 

U.S. manufacturers stockpiles of nonfat dry milk fell to 90.1 million pounds 
on Oct. 31, 47 percent lower than a year earlier and less than half of what 
they were in June, the USDA said Dec. 4. Domestic production this year is 
down 8.2 percent, including a 27 percent drop in October, as farmers culled 
dairy herds to end a surplus, government data show. 

The price of nonfat dry milk, used in baking products and baby formula, will 
rise to an average of $1.275 a pound next year from 92 cents, and cheese 
will increase 28 percent, the USDA said on Dec. 10. Processed and fluid 
milk will jump 31 percent to $16.75 per 100 pounds, the USDA said. 

Weve been through the boom and then the bust, and it looks like were going 
to have another boom, said Michael Harvey, an international analyst at 
Melbourne-based Dairy Australia, a trade group. 

Milk output will fall 4 percent in Australia in 2009-2010. New Zealands 
production slipped 2 percent in the first three months of its season, and 
Brazils supply dropped 4 percent to 5 percent through July, Dairy Australia 
said in a report. 

Westpac Forecast 

Milk-powder prices may gain more than 20 percent to exceed $4,000 a ton 
early next year, said Westpac Banking Corp., Australias second-largest 
bank. Whole milk powder for February delivery rose to a 16-month high of 
$3,523 a ton at auction, Fonterra, the worlds largest dairy exporter, said on 
Dec. 2. 

Dean Foods, the largest U.S. milk processor, said Nov. 2 that fourth-quarter 
profit may fall more than analysts expected, to at least 36 cents a share, 
because of rising raw-milk costs. Chief Executive Officer Gregg Engles told 
investors that prices, which will climb through next year, probably wont 
surpass the records set in 2007 and 2008. Since Oct. 30, shares of Dallas- 
based Dean are down 5.4 percent at $17.25 in New York. 

Global sugar supplies will remain tight for the first half of 2010, JPMorgan 
Chase said. Theres a material risk that prices for March and May will jump 
28 percent to 30 cents a pound, Tobin Gorey, the banks global commodity 
strategist, wrote in a report dated Dec. 10. Sugar for March delivery in New 
York increased 6.6 percent last week to close at 24 cents a pound on Dec. 
11. 

Palm Oil, Food Output 

Palm oil, the worlds most-used cooking oil, may soar to 3,000 ringgit ($882) 
a ton by March as El Nino parches crops in Asia, said_Dorab Mistry, director 
of Godrej International Ltd., one of Indias biggest edible-oil buyers, on Dec. 
4. Palm-oil futures for February delivery closed at 2,530 ringgit on Dec. 11 
in Kuala Lumpur. Production may drop next year, he said. 

Food output will need to rise 70 percent in the next four decades as the 


global population expands to 9.1 billion in 2050 from 6.8 billion, the FAO 
estimates. Seven nations in sub- Saharan Africa, the worlds most famine- 
prone region, will see per-capita income fall next year, according to the UN, 
fueling an increase in hunger, which the organization now estimates affects 
1.02 billion people. 

The politicians had best be able to at least feed their populations or theyre 
going to have uprisings, said Jeffrey Saut, chief investment strategist at 
Raymond James & Associates in St. Petersburg, Florida, which manages 
$220 billion. One of the first things, other than clean water and a toilet, that 
people want when their per capita income rises is food.

Fastest Food Inflation Since Riots Means Milk Up 39% (Update1)

Dec. 14 (Bloomberg) -- Falling production in commodities from rice to milk 
is bad news for just about everyone except investors. 

Rice may surge 63 percent to $1,038 a metric ton from $638 on Philippine 
imports and a shortage in India, a Bloomberg survey of importers, exporters 
and analysts showed. The U.S. government says nonfat dry milk may jump 
39 percent next year, and JPMorgan Chase & Co. forecasts a 25 percent 
gain for sugar. Global food costs jumped 7 percent in November, the most 
since February 2008, four months before reaching a record, according to 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organization. 

Farm prices this year lagged behind copper futures that doubled and oils 57 
percent increase. A recovery from the worst recession since World War II 
would spur food demand and boost costs for buyers of commodities 
including milk processor Dean Foods Co. while increasing the number of 
hungry people that the UN says now exceeds 1 billion. 

Agricultural commodities will be a great investment in the next three to five 
years, said Oliver Kratz, who manages $10 billion as head of Global 
Thematic Strategy investments at Deutsche Bank AGs DB Advisors in New 
York, including $3 billion in agriculture. For those who cant afford to pay 
more for food, theres the painful risk of hunger, he said. 

Expanding populations and higher incomes are boosting consumption in 
China and India. Chinas milk demand is recovering after domestic supplies 
were tainted with melamine, a chemical used in making plastics that killed 
at least six babies and sickened almost 300,000 children. Droughts in India 
and Argentina and typhoons in the Philippines have reduced output. 
Food-Price Risk 

Inventories are extremely low in a number of grains markets, Barclays 
Capital said Dec. 10. The prospect of a further bout of food-price inflation in 
2010 cannot be ruled out since many of the factors that contributed to 
higher prices in 2007 and 2008 are still a feature. 

Stockpiles of corn and rice will drop before the 2010 harvest for the first 
time in three years, U.S. Department of Agriculture data show. The 
International Sugar Organization forecasts a second straight global supply 
deficit in the year through September 2010, and the USDA predicts stores 
of the sweetener will drop to the lowest level since 1995. 

Pork, Poultry 

Wholesale-pork prices in the U.S. are up 27 percent this year, heading for 
the first annual gain since 2004, as farmers hurt by two years of losses cut 


the domestic breeding herd to the smallest level since the USDA started 
collecting the data in 1964. Chicken output is sliding in the U.S., where the 
number of eggs placed into incubators each week is headed to the lowest 
quarterly average since 2002. 

The tendency for food prices is up, its not down, Unilever Chief Executive 
Officer Paul Polman said Dec. 11 in a Bloomberg Television interview in 
Copenhagen. Rotterdam- and London-based Unilever, the largest consumer- 
product company after Procter & Gamble Co. in Cincinnati, makes Lipton 
tea, Hellmanns mayonnaise and Bertolli sauces. We need to be sure that we 
have the food supply, that we dont waste, and that we continue to get 
increasingly efficient means to get that food to the consumers, Polman said. 
The risk of accelerating prices may be muted by healthy gains in 
inventories, including wheat, according to the FAO. Supplies in warehouses 
are enough to meet about 23 percent of global demand, compared with 19 
percent two years ago, the FAO said last week. Inventories are far more 
comfortable than during last years crisis, the UN agency said. 

More Wheat Supply 

Global wheat stockpiles on May 31 are expected to jump 17 percent to an 
eight-year high of 190.9 million metric tons, after production last year 
reached a record 682 million tons, the USDA said Dec. 10. 

Food costs jumped to a record in June 2008 as wheat, corn, rice, oats, 
soybeans, animal feed and cooking oil reached the highest prices ever. 
Indonesia, Argentina and India restricted trade to protect supplies, 
according to the UN. Shortages sparked about 60 riots from Haiti to the 
Philippines before the global credit crisis and recession sent prices 
plunging. 

Global economic recovery means there is increasing pressure on food prices 
to rise, Nomura International Plc said in a report. Volatility in price and 
supply are with us for the predictable future, according to Josette Sheeran, 
the executive director of the UNs World Food Program. Risk is the new 
normal when it comes to food. 

Economic Growth Seen 

The global economy will expand 3.1 percent in 2010 as more than $2 trillion 
in stimulus combined with demand in Asia pulls the world out the recession, 
the Washington-based International Monetary Fund said on Oct. 1. 

The U.S. will expand 2.6 percent next year, compared with a contraction of 
2.5 percent in 2009, according to the median of estimates from 83 
economists in a Bloomberg survey. Chinas growth will accelerate to 9.4 
percent next year from 8.5 percent in 2009, a Bloomberg survey of 31 
economists showed. 

Some food supplies already are falling. Global production of rice, the staple 
for more than half the world, has lagged behind demand in four of the past 
eight years, USDA data show. Rising consumption is expected to erode 
stockpiles by 41 percent to 85.9 million tons in the 2009-2010 marketing 
year, down from a record 146.7 million in 2001-2002, the USDA forecasts. 
Rice may exceed $1,000 a ton as dry El Nino weather, caused by a warming 


of sea waters in the equatorial Pacific Ocean, shrinks output and the 
Philippines and India boost imports, according to Sarunyu Jeamsinkul, the 
deputy managing director at Asia Golden Rice Ltd. in Thailand, the largest 
exporting nation. 

Rice, Corn, Soybeans 

The Thai rice price may soar to last years record of $1,038 a ton, according 
to the highest estimate in a Bloomberg survey last month of 10 importers, 
exporters and analysts in Vietnam, Thailand, India, Singapore and Pakistan. 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. said Dec. 3 that corn and soybeans will rally 
through 2011. Corn will reach $4.75 a bushel next year and $5 in 2011 on 
higher demand for fuels made from the grain, the bank said. Soybeans may 
reach $11 a bushel in the next 12 months and average $12 a bushel in 2011, 
Goldman said. 

Decatur, Illinois-based Archer Daniels Midland Co., the second-largest U.S. 
producer of corn-based ethanol behind Poet LLC, reported a 53 percent 
drop in quarterly profit last month on tighter supplies of soybeans it 
processes into animal feed and cooking oil. 

In the sweeteners and starches business, Archer Daniels Midlands profit 
more than tripled to $194 million, partly because of higher selling prices 
and reduced costs for corn, which fell from last years record. Archer 
Daniels gained 14 percent since the end of June to $30.49 in New York 
trading. 

Milk Supplies 

U.S. manufacturers stockpiles of nonfat dry milk fell to 90.1 million pounds 
on Oct. 31, 47 percent lower than a year earlier and less than half of what 
they were in June, the USDA said Dec. 4. Domestic production this year is 
down 8.2 percent, including a 27 percent drop in October, as farmers culled 
dairy herds to end a surplus, government data show. 

The price of nonfat dry milk, used in baking products and baby formula, will 
rise to an average of $1.275 a pound next year from 92 cents, and cheese 
will increase 28 percent, the USDA said on Dec. 10. Processed and fluid 
milk will jump 31 percent to $16.75 per 100 pounds, the USDA said. 

Weve been through the boom and then the bust, and it looks like were going 
to have another boom, said Michael Harvey, an international analyst at 
Melbourne-based Dairy Australia, a trade group. 

Milk output will fall 4 percent in Australia in 2009-2010. New Zealands 
production slipped 2 percent in the first three months of its season, and 
Brazils supply dropped 4 percent to 5 percent through July, Dairy Australia 
said in a report. 

Westpac Forecast 

Milk-powder prices may gain more than 20 percent to exceed $4,000 a ton 
early next year, said Westpac Banking Corp., Australias second-largest 
bank. Whole milk powder for February delivery rose to a 16-month high of 
$3,523 a ton at auction, Fonterra, the worlds largest dairy exporter, said on 
Dec. 2. 

Dean Foods, the largest U.S. milk processor, said Nov. 2 that fourth-quarter 


profit may fall more than analysts expected, to at least 36 cents a share, 
because of rising raw-milk costs. Chief Executive Officer Gregg Engles told 
investors that prices, which will climb through next year, probably wont 
surpass the records set in 2007 and 2008. Since Oct. 30, shares of Dallas- 
based Dean are down 5.4 percent at $17.25 in New York. 

Global sugar supplies will remain tight for the first half of 2010, JPMorgan 
Chase said. Theres a material risk that prices for March and May will jump 
28 percent to 30 cents a pound, Tobin Gorey, the banks global commodity 
strategist, wrote in a report dated Dec. 10. Sugar for March delivery in New 
York increased 6.6 percent last week to close at 24 cents a pound on Dec. 
11. 

Palm Oil, Food Output 

Palm oil, the worlds most-used cooking oil, may soar to 3,000 ringgit ($882) 
a ton by March as El Nino parches crops in Asia, said_Dorab Mistry, director 
of Godrej International Ltd., one of Indias biggest edible-oil buyers, on Dec. 
4. Palm-oil futures for February delivery closed at 2,530 ringgit on Dec. 11 
in Kuala Lumpur. Production may drop next year, he said. 

Food output will need to rise 70 percent in the next four decades as the 
global population expands to 9.1 billion in 2050 from 6.8 billion, the FAO 
estimates. Seven nations in sub- Saharan Africa, the worlds most famine- 
prone region, will see per-capita income fall next year, according to the UN, 
fueling an increase in hunger, which the organization now estimates affects 
1.02 billion people. 

The politicians had best be able to at least feed their populations or theyre 
going to have uprisings, said Jeffrey Saut, chief investment strategist at 
Raymond James & Associates in St. Petersburg, Florida, which manages 
$220 billion. One of the first things, other than clean water and a toilet, that 
people want when their per capita income rises is food.

BEIJING (Reuters) - Lonely this Christmas? Spare a thought for Beijing's billionaires. 
The country's economic boom over the last three decades may have generated a clutch of 
super-wealthy Chinese, but it has not guaranteed all of them love. 

Last Sunday, a privileged group of 21 single billionaires and 22 single women attended what 


state media called one of the Chinese capital's most expensive parties ever -- a match- 
making ball with tickets costing 100,000 yuan ($14,650) a head. 

The 21 billionaires were all registered members of Golden Bachelors, a Shanghai-based 
match-making agency dedicated to helping wealthy Chinese men and women find their 
potential better half, which also organized the event. 

"It's very hard for billionaires to meet women they want to marry because they have been so 
career-oriented during the earlier stages of their lives," Golden Bachelor media director Xiao 
Pu told Reuters. 

"They use our agency to filter through suitable partners according to their physical 
appearance, personality, level of education, level of income and family background," she 
added. 

Some of the 22 ladies hoping to meet the billionaire of their dreams were also registered 
with the agency, while a lucky few were scouted to attend for free by the agency's "love 
hunters," or won tickets at beauty pageants sponsored by the agency. 

"Every girl has the right to pursue happiness," a 22-year-old surnamed Dai who is studying 
at a Nanjing arts university told the China Daily. 

"| just want to avoid the problems | may be forced to face before falling in love." 

The newspaper said that the bachelorettes, dressed in exquisite ball gowns, sang, danced 
and even cooked their way into the lonely men's hearts during a talent show at the ball. 
China's number of known dollar billionaire has now reached 130, higher than any other 
country bar the United States, according to the 2009 Hurun report. 

Similar high-end match-making agencies and parties have also sprung up in other Chinese 
boomtown cities such as Shenzhen and Shanghai. 

Xiao said she was delighted with the success of the event, adding that 80 percent of the 
couples who attended the inaugural ball went on agency-organized dates to Beijing 
restaurants and cultural sites the following day. 

"Many couples even took their own initiatives to fit in a few extra-special dates outside of 
the itineraries we planned for them," she said.

> Many of you who live or grew up in Black communities 
in the United States have probably heard of "Watch 
Night Services," the gathering of the faithful in 
churches on New Year's Eve. But are you aware of its 
history? The service usually begins anywhere from 7 
p.m. To 10 p.m. and ends at 

midnight with the entrance of the New Year. 

> Some folks come to church first, before going out to 
celebrate. For others, church is the only New Year's 
Eve event. Like many others, I always assumed that 
Watch Night Service was a fairly standard Christian 
religious service -- made a bit more Afro-Centric 
because that's what happens when elements of 
Christianity become linked with the Black Church 
Still, it was obvious that predominately White 
Christian churches did not include Watch Night Service 
on their calendars, but focused instead on Christmas 
Eve programs... In fact, there were instances where 
clergy in mainline denominations wondered aloud about 
the propriety of African Americans linking a religious 
service 

to a secular holiday like New Year's Eve. 

> However, there is a reason for the importance of New 
Year's Eve services in African American congregations. 
The Watch Night Services in Black communities that we 
celebrate today can be traced back to gatherings across 
the South on December 31, 1862, Known at that time as, 
"Freedom's Eve." On that night, Blacks came together in 
churches and private homes all across the nation, 
anxiously awaiting news that the Emancipation 
Proclamation had actually become law. 

> Then, at the stroke of midnight, it became January 1, 


1863, and all slaves in the Confederate States were 
declared legally free. When 

the news was received, there were prayers, shouts and 
songs of joy throughout the South as people fell to 
their knees and thanked God. 

> Ever since, Black folks have traditionally gathered 
in churches annually on New Year's Eve, praising God 
for bringing us safely through another year, but many 
do not realize the historic value. 

> It's been 145 years since that first Freedom's Eve 
and many of us were never taught the African American 
history of the Watch Night Service, but tradition still 
brings us together at this time every year to celebrate 
“how we thought wegot over."

Fastest Food Inflation Since Riots Means Milk Up 39% (Update1)

Dec. 14 (Bloomberg) -- Falling production in commodities from rice to milk 
is bad news for just about everyone except investors. 

Rice may surge 63 percent to $1,038 a metric ton from $638 on Philippine 
imports and a shortage in India, a Bloomberg survey of importers, exporters 
and analysts showed. The U.S. government says nonfat dry milk may jump 
39 percent next year, and JPMorgan Chase & Co. forecasts a 25 percent 
gain for sugar. Global food costs jumped 7 percent in November, the most 
since February 2008, four months before reaching a record, according to 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organization. 

Farm prices this year lagged behind copper futures that doubled and oils 57 
percent increase. A recovery from the worst recession since World War II 
would spur food demand and boost costs for buyers of commodities 


including milk processor Dean Foods Co. while increasing the number of 
hungry people that the UN says now exceeds 1 billion. 

Agricultural commodities will be a great investment in the next three to five 
years, said Oliver Kratz, who manages $10 billion as head of Global 
Thematic Strategy investments at Deutsche Bank AGs DB Advisors in New 
York, including $3 billion in agriculture. For those who cant afford to pay 
more for food, theres the painful risk of hunger, he said. 

Expanding populations and higher incomes are boosting consumption in 
China and India. Chinas milk demand is recovering after domestic supplies 
were tainted with melamine, a chemical used in making plastics that killed 
at least six babies and sickened almost 300,000 children. Droughts in India 
and Argentina and typhoons in the Philippines have reduced output. 
Food-Price Risk 

Inventories are extremely low in a number of grains markets, Barclays 
Capital said Dec. 10. The prospect of a further bout of food-price inflation in 
2010 cannot be ruled out since many of the factors that contributed to 
higher prices in 2007 and 2008 are still a feature. 

Stockpiles of corn and rice will drop before the 2010 harvest for the first 
time in three years, U.S. Department of Agriculture data show. The 
International Sugar Organization forecasts a second straight global supply 
deficit in the year through September 2010, and the USDA predicts stores 
of the sweetener will drop to the lowest level since 1995. 

Pork, Poultry 

Wholesale-pork prices in the U.S. are up 27 percent this year, heading for 
the first annual gain since 2004, as farmers hurt by two years of losses cut 
the domestic breeding herd to the smallest level since the USDA started 
collecting the data in 1964. Chicken output is sliding in the U.S., where the 
number of eggs placed into incubators each week is headed to the lowest 
quarterly average since 2002. 

The tendency for food prices is up, its not down, Unilever Chief Executive 
Officer Paul Polman said Dec. 11 in a Bloomberg Television interview in 
Copenhagen. Rotterdam- and London-based Unilever, the largest consumer- 
product company after Procter & Gamble Co. in Cincinnati, makes Lipton 
tea, Hellmanns mayonnaise and Bertolli sauces. We need to be sure that we 
have the food supply, that we dont waste, and that we continue to get 
increasingly efficient means to get that food to the consumers, Polman said. 
The risk of accelerating prices may be muted by healthy gains in 
inventories, including wheat, according to the FAO. Supplies in warehouses 
are enough to meet about 23 percent of global demand, compared with 19 
percent two years ago, the FAO said last week. Inventories are far more 
comfortable than during last years crisis, the UN agency said. 

More Wheat Supply 

Global wheat stockpiles on May 31 are expected to jump 17 percent to an 
eight-year high of 190.9 million metric tons, after production last year 
reached a record 682 million tons, the USDA said Dec. 10. 

Food costs jumped to a record in June 2008 as wheat, corn, rice, oats, 


soybeans, animal feed and cooking oil reached the highest prices ever. 
Indonesia, Argentina and India restricted trade to protect supplies, 
according to the UN. Shortages sparked about 60 riots from Haiti to the 
Philippines before the global credit crisis and recession sent prices 
plunging. 

Global economic recovery means there is increasing pressure on food prices 
to rise, Nomura International Plc said in a report. Volatility in price and 
supply are with us for the predictable future, according to Josette Sheeran, 
the executive director of the UNs World Food Program. Risk is the new 
normal when it comes to food. 

Economic Growth Seen 

The global economy will expand 3.1 percent in 2010 as more than $2 trillion 
in stimulus combined with demand in Asia pulls the world out the recession, 
the Washington-based International Monetary Fund said on Oct. 1. 

The U.S. will expand 2.6 percent next year, compared with a contraction of 
2.5 percent in 2009, according to the median of estimates from 83 
economists in a Bloomberg survey. Chinas growth will accelerate to 9.4 
percent next year from 8.5 percent in 2009, a Bloomberg survey of 31 
economists showed. 

Some food supplies already are falling. Global production of rice, the staple 
for more than half the world, has lagged behind demand in four of the past 
eight years, USDA data show. Rising consumption is expected to erode 
stockpiles by 41 percent to 85.9 million tons in the 2009-2010 marketing 
year, down from a record 146.7 million in 2001-2002, the USDA forecasts. 
Rice may exceed $1,000 a ton as dry El Nino weather, caused by a warming 
of sea waters in the equatorial Pacific Ocean, shrinks output and the 
Philippines and India boost imports, according to Sarunyu Jeamsinkul, the 
deputy managing director at Asia Golden Rice Ltd. in Thailand, the largest 
exporting nation. 

Rice, Corn, Soybeans 

The Thai rice price may soar to last years record of $1,038 a ton, according 
to the highest estimate in a Bloomberg survey last month of 10 importers, 
exporters and analysts in Vietnam, Thailand, India, Singapore and Pakistan. 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. said Dec. 3 that corn and soybeans will rally 
through 2011. Corn will reach $4.75 a bushel next year and $5 in 2011 on 
higher demand for fuels made from the grain, the bank said. Soybeans may 
reach $11 a bushel in the next 12 months and average $12 a bushel in 2011, 
Goldman said. 

Decatur, Illinois-based Archer Daniels Midland Co., the second-largest U.S. 
producer of corn-based ethanol behind Poet LLC, reported a 53 percent 
drop in quarterly profit last month on tighter supplies of soybeans it 
processes into animal feed and cooking oil. 

In the sweeteners and starches business, Archer Daniels Midlands profit 
more than tripled to $194 million, partly because of higher selling prices 
and reduced costs for corn, which fell from last years record. Archer 
Daniels gained 14 percent since the end of June to $30.49 in New York 


trading. 

Milk Supplies 

U.S. manufacturers stockpiles of nonfat dry milk fell to 90.1 million pounds 
on Oct. 31, 47 percent lower than a year earlier and less than half of what 
they were in June, the USDA said Dec. 4. Domestic production this year is 
down 8.2 percent, including a 27 percent drop in October, as farmers culled 
dairy herds to end a surplus, government data show. 

The price of nonfat dry milk, used in baking products and baby formula, will 
rise to an average of $1.275 a pound next year from 92 cents, and cheese 
will increase 28 percent, the USDA said on Dec. 10. Processed and fluid 
milk will jump 31 percent to $16.75 per 100 pounds, the USDA said. 

Weve been through the boom and then the bust, and it looks like were going 
to have another boom, said Michael Harvey, an international analyst at 
Melbourne-based Dairy Australia, a trade group. 

Milk output will fall 4 percent in Australia in 2009-2010. New Zealands 
production slipped 2 percent in the first three months of its season, and 
Brazils supply dropped 4 percent to 5 percent through July, Dairy Australia 
said in a report. 

Westpac Forecast 

Milk-powder prices may gain more than 20 percent to exceed $4,000 a ton 
early next year, said Westpac Banking Corp., Australias second-largest 
bank. Whole milk powder for February delivery rose to a 16-month high of 
$3,523 a ton at auction, Fonterra, the worlds largest dairy exporter, said on 
Dec. 2. 

Dean Foods, the largest U.S. milk processor, said Nov. 2 that fourth-quarter 
profit may fall more than analysts expected, to at least 36 cents a share, 
because of rising raw-milk costs. Chief Executive Officer Gregg Engles told 
investors that prices, which will climb through next year, probably wont 
surpass the records set in 2007 and 2008. Since Oct. 30, shares of Dallas- 
based Dean are down 5.4 percent at $17.25 in New York. 

Global sugar supplies will remain tight for the first half of 2010, JPMorgan 
Chase said. Theres a material risk that prices for March and May will jump 
28 percent to 30 cents a pound, Tobin Gorey, the banks global commodity 
strategist, wrote in a report dated Dec. 10. Sugar for March delivery in New 
York increased 6.6 percent last week to close at 24 cents a pound on Dec. 
11. 

Palm Oil, Food Output 

Palm oil, the worlds most-used cooking oil, may soar to 3,000 ringgit ($882) 
a ton by March as El Nino parches crops in Asia, said_Dorab Mistry, director 
of Godrej International Ltd., one of Indias biggest edible-oil buyers, on Dec. 
4. Palm-oil futures for February delivery closed at 2,530 ringgit on Dec. 11 
in Kuala Lumpur. Production may drop next year, he said. 

Food output will need to rise 70 percent in the next four decades as the 
global population expands to 9.1 billion in 2050 from 6.8 billion, the FAO 
estimates. Seven nations in sub- Saharan Africa, the worlds most famine- 
prone region, will see per-capita income fall next year, according to the UN, 


fueling an increase in hunger, which the organization now estimates affects 
1.02 billion people. 

The politicians had best be able to at least feed their populations or theyre 
going to have uprisings, said Jeffrey Saut, chief investment strategist at 
Raymond James & Associates in St. Petersburg, Florida, which manages 
$220 billion. One of the first things, other than clean water and a toilet, that 
people want when their per capita income rises is food.

> The History: At the stroke of midnight on December 
31, 1862, the new year was ushered in ... and at 12:01 


AM, on January 1, 1863, 

> ALL SLAVES IN THE CONFEDERATE STATES WERE DECLARED

> Many of you who live or grew up in Black communities 
in the United States have probably heard of "Watch 
Night Services," the gathering of the faithful in 
churches on New Year's Eve. But are you aware of its 
history? The service usually begins anywhere from 7 
p.m. To 10 p.m. and ends at midnight with the entrance 
of the New Year. 

> Some folks come to church first, before going out to 
celebrate. For others, church is the only New Year's 


Eve event. Like many others, I always assumed that 
Watch Night Service was a fairly standard Christian 
religious service -- made a bit more Afro-Centric 
because that's what happens when elements of 
Christianity become linked with the Black Church 

Still, it was obvious that predominately White 
Christian churches did not include Watch Night Service 
on their calendars, but focused instead on Christmas 
Eve programs... In fact, there were instances where 
clergy in mainline denominations wondered aloud about 
the propriety of African Americans linking a religious 
service to a secular holiday like New Year's Eve. 

> However, there is a reason for the importance of New 
Year's Eve services in African American congregations. 
The Watch Night Services in Black communities that we 
celebrate today can be traced back to gatherings across 
the South on December 31, 1862, Known at that time as, 
"Freedom's Eve." On that night, Blacks came together in 
churches and private homes all across the nation, 
anxiously awaiting news that the Emancipation 
Proclamation had actually become law. 

> Then, at the stroke of midnight, it became January 1, 
1863, and all slaves in the Confederate States were 
declared legally free. When the news was received, 
there were prayers, shouts and songs of joy throughout 
the South as people fell to their knees and thanked 
God. 

> Ever since, Black folks have traditionally gathered 
in churches annually on New Year's Eve, praising God 
for bringing us safely through another year, but many 
do not realize the historic value. 

> It's been 145 years since that first Freedom's Eve 
and many of us were never taught the African American 
history of the Watch Night Service, but tradition still 
brings us together at this time every year to celebrate 
"how we thought wegot over."

Billionaires wonder if money can buy love

BEIJING (Reuters) - Lonely this Christmas? Spare a thought for Beijing's billionaires. 

The country's economic boom over the last three decades may have generated a clutch of 
super-wealthy Chinese, but it has not guaranteed all of them love. 

Last Sunday, a privileged group of 21 single billionaires and 22 single women attended what 
state media called one of the Chinese capital's most expensive parties ever -- a match- 
making ball with tickets costing 100,000 yuan ($14,650) a head. 

The 21 billionaires were all registered members of Golden Bachelors, a Shanghai-based 
match-making agency dedicated to helping wealthy Chinese men and women find their 
potential better half, which also organized the event. 

"It's very hard for billionaires to meet women they want to marry because they have been so 
career-oriented during the earlier stages of their lives," Golden Bachelor media director Xiao 
Pu told Reuters. 

"They use our agency to filter through suitable partners according to their physical 
appearance, personality, level of education, level of income and family background," she 
added. 

Some of the 22 ladies hoping to meet the billionaire of their dreams were also registered 
with the agency, while a lucky few were scouted to attend for free by the agency's "love 
hunters," or won tickets at beauty pageants sponsored by the agency. 

"Every girl has the right to pursue happiness," a 22-year-old surnamed Dai who is studying 
at a Nanjing arts university told the China Daily. 

"| just want to avoid the problems | may be forced to face before falling in love." 

The newspaper said that the bachelorettes, dressed in exquisite ball gowns, sang, danced 
and even cooked their way into the lonely men's hearts during a talent show at the ball. 
China's number of known dollar billionaire has now reached 130, higher than any other 
country bar the United States, according to the 2009 Hurun report. 

Similar high-end match-making agencies and parties have also sprung up in other Chinese 
boomtown cities such as Shenzhen and Shanghai. 

Xiao said she was delighted with the success of the event, adding that 80 percent of the 
couples who attended the inaugural ball went on agency-organized dates to Beijing 
restaurants and cultural sites the following day. 

"Many couples even took their own initiatives to fit in a few extra-special dates outside of 
the itineraries we planned for them," she said.

Fastest Food Inflation Since Riots Means Milk Up 39% (Update1)

Dec. 14 (Bloomberg) -- Falling production in commodities from rice to milk 
is bad news for just about everyone except investors. 

Rice may surge 63 percent to $1,038 a metric ton from $638 on Philippine 
imports and a shortage in India, a Bloomberg survey of importers, exporters 
and analysts showed. The U.S. government says nonfat dry milk may jump 
39 percent next year, and JPMorgan Chase & Co. forecasts a 25 percent 
gain for sugar. Global food costs jumped 7 percent in November, the most 
since February 2008, four months before reaching a record, according to 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organization. 

Farm prices this year lagged behind copper futures that doubled and oils 57 
percent increase. A recovery from the worst recession since World War II 
would spur food demand and boost costs for buyers of commodities 
including milk processor Dean Foods Co. while increasing the number of 
hungry people that the UN says now exceeds 1 billion. 

Agricultural commodities will be a great investment in the next three to five 


years, said Oliver Kratz, who manages $10 billion as head of Global 
Thematic Strategy investments at Deutsche Bank AGs DB Advisors in New 
York, including $3 billion in agriculture. For those who cant afford to pay 
more for food, theres the painful risk of hunger, he said. 

Expanding populations and higher incomes are boosting consumption in 
China and India. Chinas milk demand is recovering after domestic supplies 
were tainted with melamine, a chemical used in making plastics that killed 
at least six babies and sickened almost 300,000 children. Droughts in India 
and Argentina and typhoons in the Philippines have reduced output. 
Food-Price Risk 

Inventories are extremely low in a number of grains markets, Barclays 
Capital said Dec. 10. The prospect of a further bout of food-price inflation in 
2010 cannot be ruled out since many of the factors that contributed to 
higher prices in 2007 and 2008 are still a feature. 

Stockpiles of corn and rice will drop before the 2010 harvest for the first 
time in three years, U.S. Department of Agriculture data show. The 
International Sugar Organization forecasts a second straight global supply 
deficit in the year through September 2010, and the USDA predicts stores 
of the sweetener will drop to the lowest level since 1995. 

Pork, Poultry 

Wholesale-pork prices in the U.S. are up 27 percent this year, heading for 
the first annual gain since 2004, as farmers hurt by two years of losses cut 
the domestic breeding herd to the smallest level since the USDA started 
collecting the data in 1964. Chicken output is sliding in the U.S., where the 
number of eggs placed into incubators each week is headed to the lowest 
quarterly average since 2002. 

The tendency for food prices is up, its not down, Unilever Chief Executive 
Officer Paul Polman said Dec. 11 in a Bloomberg Television interview in 
Copenhagen. Rotterdam- and London-based Unilever, the largest consumer- 
product company after Procter & Gamble Co. in Cincinnati, makes Lipton 
tea, Hellmanns mayonnaise and Bertolli sauces. We need to be sure that we 
have the food supply, that we dont waste, and that we continue to get 
increasingly efficient means to get that food to the consumers, Polman said. 
The risk of accelerating prices may be muted by healthy gains in 
inventories, including wheat, according to the FAO. Supplies in warehouses 
are enough to meet about 23 percent of global demand, compared with 19 
percent two years ago, the FAO said last week. Inventories are far more 
comfortable than during last years crisis, the UN agency said. 

More Wheat Supply 

Global wheat stockpiles on May 31 are expected to jump 17 percent to an 
eight-year high of 190.9 million metric tons, after production last year 
reached a record 682 million tons, the USDA said Dec. 10. 

Food costs jumped to a record in June 2008 as wheat, corn, rice, oats, 
soybeans, animal feed and cooking oil reached the highest prices ever. 
Indonesia, Argentina and India restricted trade to protect supplies, 
according to the UN. Shortages sparked about 60 riots from Haiti to the 


Philippines before the global credit crisis and recession sent prices 
plunging. 

Global economic recovery means there is increasing pressure on food prices 
to rise, Nomura International Plc said in a report. Volatility in price and 
supply are with us for the predictable future, according to Josette Sheeran, 
the executive director of the UNs World Food Program. Risk is the new 
normal when it comes to food. 

Economic Growth Seen 

The global economy will expand 3.1 percent in 2010 as more than $2 trillion 
in stimulus combined with demand in Asia pulls the world out the recession, 
the Washington-based International Monetary Fund said on Oct. 1. 

The U.S. will expand 2.6 percent next year, compared with a contraction of 
2.5 percent in 2009, according to the median of estimates from 83 
economists in a Bloomberg survey. Chinas growth will accelerate to 9.4 
percent next year from 8.5 percent in 2009, a Bloomberg survey of 31 
economists showed. 

Some food supplies already are falling. Global production of rice, the staple 
for more than half the world, has lagged behind demand in four of the past 
eight years, USDA data show. Rising consumption is expected to erode 
stockpiles by 41 percent to 85.9 million tons in the 2009-2010 marketing 
year, down from a record 146.7 million in 2001-2002, the USDA forecasts. 
Rice may exceed $1,000 a ton as dry El Nino weather, caused by a warming 
of sea waters in the equatorial Pacific Ocean, shrinks output and the 
Philippines and India boost imports, according to Sarunyu Jeamsinkul, the 
deputy managing director at Asia Golden Rice Ltd. in Thailand, the largest 
exporting nation. 

Rice, Corn, Soybeans 

The Thai rice price may soar to last years record of $1,038 a ton, according 
to the highest estimate in a Bloomberg survey last month of 10 importers, 
exporters and analysts in Vietnam, Thailand, India, Singapore and Pakistan. 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. said Dec. 3 that corn and soybeans will rally 
through 2011. Corn will reach $4.75 a bushel next year and $5 in 2011 on 
higher demand for fuels made from the grain, the bank said. Soybeans may 
reach $11 a bushel in the next 12 months and average $12 a bushel in 2011, 
Goldman said. 

Decatur, Illinois-based Archer Daniels Midland Co., the second-largest U.S. 
producer of corn-based ethanol behind Poet LLC, reported a 53 percent 
drop in quarterly profit last month on tighter supplies of soybeans it 
processes into animal feed and cooking oil. 

In the sweeteners and starches business, Archer Daniels Midlands profit 
more than tripled to $194 million, partly because of higher selling prices 
and reduced costs for corn, which fell from last years record. Archer 
Daniels gained 14 percent since the end of June to $30.49 in New York 
trading. 

Milk Supplies 

U.S. manufacturers stockpiles of nonfat dry milk fell to 90.1 million pounds 


on Oct. 31, 47 percent lower than a year earlier and less than half of what 
they were in June, the USDA said Dec. 4. Domestic production this year is 
down 8.2 percent, including a 27 percent drop in October, as farmers culled 
dairy herds to end a surplus, government data show. 

The price of nonfat dry milk, used in baking products and baby formula, will 
rise to an average of $1.275 a pound next year from 92 cents, and cheese 
will increase 28 percent, the USDA said on Dec. 10. Processed and fluid 
milk will jump 31 percent to $16.75 per 100 pounds, the USDA said. 

Weve been through the boom and then the bust, and it looks like were going 
to have another boom, said Michael Harvey, an international analyst at 
Melbourne-based Dairy Australia, a trade group. 

Milk output will fall 4 percent in Australia in 2009-2010. New Zealands 
production slipped 2 percent in the first three months of its season, and 
Brazils supply dropped 4 percent to 5 percent through July, Dairy Australia 
said in a report. 

Westpac Forecast 

Milk-powder prices may gain more than 20 percent to exceed $4,000 a ton 
early next year, said Westpac Banking Corp., Australias second-largest 
bank. Whole milk powder for February delivery rose to a 16-month high of 
$3,523 a ton at auction, Fonterra, the worlds largest dairy exporter, said on 
Dec. 2. 

Dean Foods, the largest U.S. milk processor, said Nov. 2 that fourth-quarter 
profit may fall more than analysts expected, to at least 36 cents a share, 
because of rising raw-milk costs. Chief Executive Officer Gregg Engles told 
investors that prices, which will climb through next year, probably wont 
surpass the records set in 2007 and 2008. Since Oct. 30, shares of Dallas- 
based Dean are down 5.4 percent at $17.25 in New York. 

Global sugar supplies will remain tight for the first half of 2010, JPMorgan 
Chase said. Theres a material risk that prices for March and May will jump 
28 percent to 30 cents a pound, Tobin Gorey, the banks global commodity 
strategist, wrote in a report dated Dec. 10. Sugar for March delivery in New 
York increased 6.6 percent last week to close at 24 cents a pound on Dec. 
11. 

Palm Oil, Food Output 

Palm oil, the worlds most-used cooking oil, may soar to 3,000 ringgit ($882) 
a ton by March as El Nino parches crops in Asia, said_Dorab Mistry, director 
of Godrej International Ltd., one of Indias biggest edible-oil buyers, on Dec. 
4. Palm-oil futures for February delivery closed at 2,530 ringgit on Dec. 11 
in Kuala Lumpur. Production may drop next year, he said. 

Food output will need to rise 70 percent in the next four decades as the 
global population expands to 9.1 billion in 2050 from 6.8 billion, the FAO 
estimates. Seven nations in sub- Saharan Africa, the worlds most famine- 
prone region, will see per-capita income fall next year, according to the UN, 
fueling an increase in hunger, which the organization now estimates affects 
1.02 billion people. 

The politicians had best be able to at least feed their populations or theyre 


going to have uprisings, said Jeffrey Saut, chief investment strategist at 
Raymond James & Associates in St. Petersburg, Florida, which manages 
$220 billion. One of the first things, other than clean water and a toilet, that 
people want when their per capita income rises is food.

BEIJING (Reuters) - Lonely this Christmas? Spare a thought for Beijing's billionaires. 

The country's economic boom over the last three decades may have generated a clutch of 
super-wealthy Chinese, but it has not guaranteed all of them love. 

Last Sunday, a privileged group of 21 single billionaires and 22 single women attended what 
state media called one of the Chinese capital's most expensive parties ever -- a match- 
making ball with tickets costing 100,000 yuan ($14,650) a head. 

The 21 billionaires were all registered members of Golden Bachelors, a Shanghai-based 


match-making agency dedicated to helping wealthy Chinese men and women find their 
potential better half, which also organized the event. 

"It's very hard for billionaires to meet women they want to marry because they have been so 
career-oriented during the earlier stages of their lives," Golden Bachelor media director Xiao 
Pu told Reuters. 

"They use our agency to filter through suitable partners according to their physical 
appearance, personality, level of education, level of income and family background," she 
added. 

Some of the 22 ladies hoping to meet the billionaire of their dreams were also registered 
with the agency, while a lucky few were scouted to attend for free by the agency's "love 
hunters," or won tickets at beauty pageants sponsored by the agency. 

"Every girl has the right to pursue happiness," a 22-year-old surnamed Dai who is studying 
at a Nanjing arts university told the China Daily.

The newspaper said that the bachelorettes, dressed in exquisite ball gowns, sang, danced 
and even cooked their way into the lonely men's hearts during a talent show at the ball.

Ghana's Mills sourns Christmas hampers on graft fears

ACCRA (Reuters) - Ghana's President John Atta Mills is refusing to accept traditional 
Christmas gifts such as hampers this year because they may be efforts to corrupt him, a 
spokesman said on Thursday. 

It is common practice in Ghana for individuals and businesses to send hampers packed with 
gifts to friends and people in authority during the festive season. 

While some gifts signify traditional sharing, others are given out in appreciation of past or 
future favors -- something Mills's government has vowed to stamp out since he became 
leader of a nation set to become Africa's next oil producer in 2010. "He has made it clear 
that it was not his disposition to accept Christmas hampers and other gifts," said 
presidential spokesman Mahama Ayariga, adding that disappointed gift-bearers had handed 
some presents out to presidential staff instead. 

"(Mills's) disposition is that you never know what is in the mind of the giver of the gift, so it's 
always better not to accept them," Ayariga said. 

Mills, who assumed office in January on a pledge to wage a "relentless war" against 
corruption, is generally regarded, even by his critics, as a modest leader and not corrupt, 
compared to his predecessors. 

However, his present-snubbing was not praised by everyone. 

Vitus Azeem, the head of Ghana Integrity Initiative, the local chapter of Transparency 
International, said the president's actions would do little in stemming corruption among 
fellow government officials. 

"His Campaign would have been more meaningful if he had given out specific directives to 
his ministers and other top officials to also turn away the hampers and the goats driven to 
their homes and offices," said Azeem. 

Opposition to the president's initiative also came from James Agbagana, a traditional chief, 
who warned that he was going too far with his anti-corruption drive as he might destroy the 
Ghanaian tradition of hospitality in the process. 

Ghana is seen as one of West Africa's most attractive investment destinations, largely due to 
political stability and the prospects of oil starting to flow in 2010 from its Jubilee oil field, 
which is estimated to hold some 1.8 billion barrels. 

Given the negative impact of oil in other oil-producing nations in West and Central Africa, 
Ghanaians are watchful of the impact on corruption, once the coffers start swelling with 
petro-dollars.

Last Sunday, a privileged group of 21 single billionaires and 22 single women attended what 
state media called one of the Chinese capital's most expensive parties ever -- a match- 
making ball with tickets costing 100,000 yuan ($14,650) a head.

If so, what is your take? | just received my copy in the mail and have read the first three 
chapters. I have some issues with some of the information thus far and here is 
just one of my issues. 


I want to post an excerpt from his book that I have an issue with. Here is 
what Dr. Muhammad (2009:114-117): 


[QUOTE] What are some of these Semetic elements within Egyptian 
religion?

American sociologist, historian and former chair of Standfords African 
American Studies program, Sr. Clair Drake, in his landmark work, Black 
Folks Here and There, suggests that Rah is perhaps a solar god from 
Mesopotamia. Rahs eastern origin seems confirmed by the Egyptian 
sources. 


In Papyrus Boulag (17, II, 5) Amun-Re, the Sun God, was called the 
Beautiful-of-face, who comes (from) Ta-Neter. We Have demonstrated that 
Ta-Neter is Afrabia. We have here what appears to be an acknowledgment 
of Rahs Afrabian derivation. But the Semetic solar deity was not named 
Rah, it was Alah. We know that certain early hieroglyphics originally had 
Semitic values that were later Egyptianized. Rahs hieroglyph no doubt 
conceals a Semitic original. The following is the hieroglyph for Rah. 


The disk, stroke and crouching figure are all determinatives. The only 
glyphs with phonetic value are thus:

The first glyph, the open mouth, is the Egyptian r, but it also doubles as 1 
when translating or transliterating foreign words that include an 1. Because 
Old Egyptian did not posses an | phonetic value, when receiving foreign 
words that do, the foreign | is converted to the Egyptian <mouth glyph>. 
The second glyph, the forearm transliterated as a, is a strong guttural sound 
like Arabic ayn or ah sound, equivalent to the Proto-Semitic, ah. Rahs name 
thus possesses the same two phonemes as does the name fo the Semitic 
solar deity, al. Underneat the hieroglyphic Rah is no doubt the Semitic 
(a)lah. 


Rah had a female complement, Rat. Like the Arabic al-Lah and al-Lat, the 
goddesses name is created simply by adding the feminine marker to the 
gods name: 


Allah = Rah, Allat = Rat

The Egyptian reality matches the Nilo-Saharan/Niger-Kordofanian reality.

Fastest Food Inflation Since Riots Means Milk Up 39% (Update1)

Dec. 14 (Bloomberg) -- Falling production in commodities from rice to milk 
is bad news for just about everyone except investors. 

Rice may surge 63 percent to $1,038 a metric ton from $638 on Philippine 
imports and a shortage in India, a Bloomberg survey of importers, exporters 
and analysts showed. The U.S. government says nonfat dry milk may jump 
39 percent next year, and JPMorgan Chase & Co. forecasts a 25 percent 
gain for sugar. Global food costs jumped 7 percent in November, the most 
since February 2008, four months before reaching a record, according to 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organization. 

Farm prices this year lagged behind copper futures that doubled and oils 57 
percent increase. A recovery from the worst recession since World War II 
would spur food demand and boost costs for buyers of commodities 
including milk processor Dean Foods Co. while increasing the number of 
hungry people that the UN says now exceeds 1 billion. 

Agricultural commodities will be a great investment in the next three to five 
years, said Oliver Kratz, who manages $10 billion as head of Global 
Thematic Strategy investments at Deutsche Bank AGs DB Advisors in New 
York, including $3 billion in agriculture. For those who cant afford to pay 
more for food, theres the painful risk of hunger, he said. 

Expanding populations and higher incomes are boosting consumption in 
China and India. Chinas milk demand is recovering after domestic supplies 


were tainted with melamine, a chemical used in making plastics that killed 
at least six babies and sickened almost 300,000 children. Droughts in India 
and Argentina and typhoons in the Philippines have reduced output. 
Food-Price Risk 

Inventories are extremely low in a number of grains markets, Barclays 
Capital said Dec. 10. The prospect of a further bout of food-price inflation in 
2010 cannot be ruled out since many of the factors that contributed to 
higher prices in 2007 and 2008 are still a feature. 

Stockpiles of corn and rice will drop before the 2010 harvest for the first 
time in three years, U.S. Department of Agriculture data show. The 
International Sugar Organization forecasts a second straight global supply 
deficit in the year through September 2010, and the USDA predicts stores 
of the sweetener will drop to the lowest level since 1995. 

Pork, Poultry 

Wholesale-pork prices in the U.S. are up 27 percent this year, heading for 
the first annual gain since 2004, as farmers hurt by two years of losses cut 
the domestic breeding herd to the smallest level since the USDA started 
collecting the data in 1964. Chicken output is sliding in the U.S., where the 
number of eggs placed into incubators each week is headed to the lowest 
quarterly average since 2002. 

The tendency for food prices is up, its not down, Unilever Chief Executive 
Officer Paul Polman said Dec. 11 in a Bloomberg Television interview in 
Copenhagen. Rotterdam- and London-based Unilever, the largest consumer- 
product company after Procter & Gamble Co. in Cincinnati, makes Lipton 
tea, Hellmanns mayonnaise and Bertolli sauces. We need to be sure that we 
have the food supply, that we dont waste, and that we continue to get 
increasingly efficient means to get that food to the consumers, Polman said. 
The risk of accelerating prices may be muted by healthy gains in 
inventories, including wheat, according to the FAO. Supplies in warehouses 
are enough to meet about 23 percent of global demand, compared with 19 
percent two years ago, the FAO said last week. Inventories are far more 
comfortable than during last years crisis, the UN agency said. 

More Wheat Supply 

Global wheat stockpiles on May 31 are expected to jump 17 percent to an 
eight-year high of 190.9 million metric tons, after production last year 
reached a record 682 million tons, the USDA said Dec. 10. 

Food costs jumped to a record in June 2008 as wheat, corn, rice, oats, 
soybeans, animal feed and cooking oil reached the highest prices ever. 
Indonesia, Argentina and India restricted trade to protect supplies, 
according to the UN. Shortages sparked about 60 riots from Haiti to the 
Philippines before the global credit crisis and recession sent prices 
plunging. 

Global economic recovery means there is increasing pressure on food prices 
to rise, Nomura International Plc said in a report. Volatility in price and 
supply are with us for the predictable future, according to Josette Sheeran, 
the executive director of the UNs World Food Program. Risk is the new 


normal when it comes to food. 

Economic Growth Seen 

The global economy will expand 3.1 percent in 2010 as more than $2 trillion 
in stimulus combined with demand in Asia pulls the world out the recession, 
the Washington-based International Monetary Fund said on Oct. 1. 

The U.S. will expand 2.6 percent next year, compared with a contraction of 
2.5 percent in 2009, according to the median of estimates from 83 
economists in a Bloomberg survey. Chinas growth will accelerate to 9.4 
percent next year from 8.5 percent in 2009, a Bloomberg survey of 31 
economists showed. 

Some food supplies already are falling. Global production of rice, the staple 
for more than half the world, has lagged behind demand in four of the past 
eight years, USDA data show. Rising consumption is expected to erode 
stockpiles by 41 percent to 85.9 million tons in the 2009-2010 marketing 
year, down from a record 146.7 million in 2001-2002, the USDA forecasts. 
Rice may exceed $1,000 a ton as dry El Nino weather, caused by a warming 
of sea waters in the equatorial Pacific Ocean, shrinks output and the 
Philippines and India boost imports, according to Sarunyu Jeamsinkul, the 
deputy managing director at Asia Golden Rice Ltd. in Thailand, the largest 
exporting nation. 

Rice, Corn, Soybeans 

The Thai rice price may soar to last years record of $1,038 a ton, according 
to the highest estimate in a Bloomberg survey last month of 10 importers, 
exporters and analysts in Vietnam, Thailand, India, Singapore and Pakistan. 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. said Dec. 3 that corn and soybeans will rally 
through 2011. Corn will reach $4.75 a bushel next year and $5 in 2011 on 
higher demand for fuels made from the grain, the bank said. Soybeans may 
reach $11 a bushel in the next 12 months and average $12 a bushel in 2011, 
Goldman said. 

Decatur, Illinois-based Archer Daniels Midland Co., the second-largest U.S. 
producer of corn-based ethanol behind Poet LLC, reported a 53 percent 
drop in quarterly profit last month on tighter supplies of soybeans it 
processes into animal feed and cooking oil. 

In the sweeteners and starches business, Archer Daniels Midlands profit 
more than tripled to $194 million, partly because of higher selling prices 
and reduced costs for corn, which fell from last years record. Archer 
Daniels gained 14 percent since the end of June to $30.49 in New York 
trading. 

Milk Supplies 

U.S. manufacturers stockpiles of nonfat dry milk fell to 90.1 million pounds 
on Oct. 31, 47 percent lower than a year earlier and less than half of what 
they were in June, the USDA said Dec. 4. Domestic production this year is 
down 8.2 percent, including a 27 percent drop in October, as farmers culled 
dairy herds to end a surplus, government data show. 

The price of nonfat dry milk, used in baking products and baby formula, will 
rise to an average of $1.275 a pound next year from 92 cents, and cheese 


will increase 28 percent, the USDA said on Dec. 10. Processed and fluid 
milk will jump 31 percent to $16.75 per 100 pounds, the USDA said. 

Weve been through the boom and then the bust, and it looks like were going 
to have another boom, said Michael Harvey, an international analyst at 
Melbourne-based Dairy Australia, a trade group. 

Milk output will fall 4 percent in Australia in 2009-2010. New Zealands 
production slipped 2 percent in the first three months of its season, and 
Brazils supply dropped 4 percent to 5 percent through July, Dairy Australia 
said in a report. 

Westpac Forecast 

Milk-powder prices may gain more than 20 percent to exceed $4,000 a ton 
early next year, said Westpac Banking Corp., Australias second-largest 
bank. Whole milk powder for February delivery rose to a 16-month high of 
$3,523 a ton at auction, Fonterra, the worlds largest dairy exporter, said on 
Dec. 2. 

Dean Foods, the largest U.S. milk processor, said Nov. 2 that fourth-quarter 
profit may fall more than analysts expected, to at least 36 cents a share, 
because of rising raw-milk costs. Chief Executive Officer Gregg Engles told 
investors that prices, which will climb through next year, probably wont 
surpass the records set in 2007 and 2008. Since Oct. 30, shares of Dallas- 
based Dean are down 5.4 percent at $17.25 in New York. 

Global sugar supplies will remain tight for the first half of 2010, JPMorgan 
Chase said. Theres a material risk that prices for March and May will jump 
28 percent to 30 cents a pound, Tobin Gorey, the banks global commodity 
strategist, wrote in a report dated Dec. 10. Sugar for March delivery in New 
York increased 6.6 percent last week to close at 24 cents a pound on Dec. 
11. 

Palm Oil, Food Output 

Palm oil, the worlds most-used cooking oil, may soar to 3,000 ringgit ($882) 
a ton by March as El Nino parches crops in Asia, said_Dorab Mistry, director 
of Godrej International Ltd., one of Indias biggest edible-oil buyers, on Dec. 
4. Palm-oil futures for February delivery closed at 2,530 ringgit on Dec. 11 
in Kuala Lumpur. Production may drop next year, he said. 

Food output will need to rise 70 percent in the next four decades as the 
global population expands to 9.1 billion in 2050 from 6.8 billion, the FAO 
estimates. Seven nations in sub- Saharan Africa, the worlds most famine- 
prone region, will see per-capita income fall next year, according to the UN, 
fueling an increase in hunger, which the organization now estimates affects 
1.02 billion people. 

The politicians had best be able to at least feed their populations or theyre 
going to have uprisings, said Jeffrey Saut, chief investment strategist at 
Raymond James & Associates in St. Petersburg, Florida, which manages 
$220 billion. One of the first things, other than clean water and a toilet, that 
people want when their per capita income rises is food.

Obatala, like Ra (ALA) is the "creator" "god". This is an inherent feature in 
Black African languages, not an import from Semitic. So how would he 
explain RA (ALA) in Yoruba? Did the Black Asian Semites introduce them as 
well? 


The Yoruba cognate for Allah as God however is OLU or OLUWA. Again, 
inherent terms not loan words.

Has anyone read Dr. Wesley Muhammad's book Black Arabia and the African Origins of 
Islam? 


If so, what is your take? | just received my copy in the mail and have read the first three 
chapters. I have some issues with some of the information thus far and here is 
just one of my issues. 


I want to post an excerpt from his book that I have an issue with. Here is 
what Dr. Muhammad (2009:114-117) : 


[QUOTE] What are some of these Semetic elements within Egyptian 
religion? The English Egyptologist and Assyriologist informs us, differing 
with his mentor: 


We find no trace of Sun-worship inthe religious beliefs of the Neolithic 
Egyptians. It is the old veneration of the sacred animalsthat are so 
characteristically Egyptianthe sun-god invaded from the EastHe bore a 
Semetic name (Ra) 


Nor did Egyptologist Elise J. Baumgartel, in her examination of Predynastic 
cultures, find any evidence of sun-worship. Renowned American 
archaeologist, biblical scholar and linguist William Foxwell Albright made 
an important remark in his study, Notes on Egypto-Semetic Etymology: 


The Egyptian Religion is the syncresis of African totemism and animism 
with Semitic nature worshipsuch divine names as [Ra], Amun, Ptah, Min, 
etc. are almost certainly Semetic. 


While such terms as totemism animism and nature worship are dated and 
inappropriate not to say inaccurate descriptions of African and Semitic 
religious traditions, the larger point appears sound: the sun-god of Egypt is 
an eastern deity with a Semitic name. 


American sociologist, historian and former chair of Standfords African 
American Studies program, Sr. Clair Drake, in his landmark work, Black 
Folks Here and There, suggests that Rah is perhaps a solar god from 
Mesopotamia. Rahs eastern origin seems confirmed by the Egyptian 
sources. 


In Papyrus Boulag (17, II, 5) Amun-Re, the Sun God, was called the 
Beautiful-of- face, who comes (from) Ta-Neter. We Have demonstrated that 
Ta-Neter is Afrabia. We have here what appears to be an acknowledgment 
of Rahs Afrabian derivation. But the Semetic solar deity was not named 
Rah, it was Alah. We know that certain early hieroglyphics originally had 
Semitic values that were later Egyptianized. Rahs hieroglyph no doubt 
conceals a Semitic original. The following is the hieroglyph for Rah. 


The disk, stroke and crouching figure are all determinatives. The only 
glyphs with phonetic value are thus: 


<;image of mouth + arm glyphs> 


The first glyph, the open mouth, is the Egyptian r, but it also doubles as 1 
when translating or transliterating foreign words that include an 1. Because 
Old Egyptian did not posses an | phonetic value, when receiving foreign 
words that do, the foreign | is converted to the Egyptian <mouth glyph>. 
The second glyph, the forearm transliterated as a, is a strong guttural sound 
like Arabic ayn or ah sound, equivalent to the Proto-Semitic, ah. Rahs name 
thus possesses the same two phonemes as does the name fo the Semitic 
solar deity, al. Underneat the hieroglyphic Rah is no doubt the Semitic 
(a)lah. 


Rah had a female complement, Rat. Like the Arabic al-Lah and al-Lat, the 
goddesses name is created simply by adding the feminine marker to the 
gods name: 


Allah = Rah, Allat = Rat

So here are my issues: 1) Ta-Neter (the land of the ancestors) being in 
Arabia and 2) Ra being an import from Arabia by Black Arabs or other wise. 


The question becomes how does Ra become an "import" from Arabia when 
they have the terminology inherent in their own language for Ra as the sun? 
Not only that, it has cognates with other Black African languages. Observe 
the difference:

The Egyptian reality matches the Nilo-Saharan/ Niger-Kordofania n reality. 
Again, Egypt didn't have to import anything from Arabia as the term is 
inherit in the language and thus why the deity is associated with the sun in 
Egyptian cosmology. 


So again, the question becomes how was Ra an import when the Semitic 
word for sun doesn't match that for the rest of Black Africa, including the 
Egyptian? Because you do not see predynastic figures of "ra" as a "sun-god" 
does that mean that there wasn't any reference to the sun as Ra, which was 
later personified as such? 


In my interactions with living African traditions, the sun is NEVER 
worshiped and when the sun is referenced, it is not the sun they are talking 
about, it is always the power of the sun as a symbol or they refer to the 
emanation of light rays in relation to creation: as all things are a form of 
light. Thus why Ra is the "creator" God. 


This same creative power of light is stil present in the Yoruba system of Ifa 
as ALA (white light) and in the name OBATALA (king of white light). 
Obatala, like Ra (ALA) is the "creator" "god". This is an inherent feature in 
Black African languages, not an import from Semitic. So how would he 
explain RA (ALA) in Yoruba? Did the Black Asian Semites introduce them as 
well? 


The Yoruba cognate for Allah as God however is OLU or OLUWA. Again, 
inherent terms not loan words.

Fastest Food Inflation Since Riots Means Milk Up 39% (Update1)

Dec. 14 (Bloomberg) -- Falling production in commodities from rice to milk 
is bad news for just about everyone except investors. 

Rice may surge 63 percent to $1,038 a metric ton from $638 on Philippine 
imports and a shortage in India, a Bloomberg survey of importers, exporters 
and analysts showed. The U.S. government says nonfat dry milk may jump 
39 percent next year, and JPMorgan Chase & Co. forecasts a 25 percent 
gain for sugar. Global food costs jumped 7 percent in November, the most 
since February 2008, four months before reaching a record, according to 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organization. 

Farm prices this year lagged behind copper futures that doubled and oils 57 
percent increase. A recovery from the worst recession since World War II 
would spur food demand and boost costs for buyers of commodities 
including milk processor Dean Foods Co. while increasing the number of 
hungry people that the UN says now exceeds 1 billion. 

Agricultural commodities will be a great investment in the next three to five 
years, said Oliver Kratz, who manages $10 billion as head of Global 
Thematic Strategy investments at Deutsche Bank AGs DB Advisors in New 
York, including $3 billion in agriculture. For those who cant afford to pay 
more for food, theres the painful risk of hunger, he said. 

Expanding populations and higher incomes are boosting consumption in 
China and India. Chinas milk demand is recovering after domestic supplies 
were tainted with melamine, a chemical used in making plastics that killed 
at least six babies and sickened almost 300,000 children. Droughts in India 
and Argentina and typhoons in the Philippines have reduced output. 


Food-Price Risk 

Inventories are extremely low in a number of grains markets, Barclays 
Capital said Dec. 10. The prospect of a further bout of food-price inflation in 
2010 cannot be ruled out since many of the factors that contributed to 
higher prices in 2007 and 2008 are still a feature. 

Stockpiles of corn and rice will drop before the 2010 harvest for the first 
time in three years, U.S. Department of Agriculture data show. The 
International Sugar Organization forecasts a second straight global supply 
deficit in the year through September 2010, and the USDA predicts stores 
of the sweetener will drop to the lowest level since 1995. 

Pork, Poultry 

Wholesale-pork prices in the U.S. are up 27 percent this year, heading for 
the first annual gain since 2004, as farmers hurt by two years of losses cut 
the domestic breeding herd to the smallest level since the USDA started 
collecting the data in 1964. Chicken output is sliding in the U.S., where the 
number of eggs placed into incubators each week is headed to the lowest 
quarterly average since 2002. 

The tendency for food prices is up, its not down, Unilever Chief Executive 
Officer Paul Polman said Dec. 11 in a Bloomberg Television interview in 
Copenhagen. Rotterdam- and London-based Unilever, the largest consumer- 
product company after Procter & Gamble Co. in Cincinnati, makes Lipton 
tea, Hellmanns mayonnaise and Bertolli sauces. We need to be sure that we 
have the food supply, that we dont waste, and that we continue to get 
increasingly efficient means to get that food to the consumers, Polman said. 
The risk of accelerating prices may be muted by healthy gains in 
inventories, including wheat, according to the FAO. Supplies in warehouses 
are enough to meet about 23 percent of global demand, compared with 19 
percent two years ago, the FAO said last week. Inventories are far more 
comfortable than during last years crisis, the UN agency said. 

More Wheat Supply 

Global wheat stockpiles on May 31 are expected to jump 17 percent to an 
eight-year high of 190.9 million metric tons, after production last year 
reached a record 682 million tons, the USDA said Dec. 10. 

Food costs jumped to a record in June 2008 as wheat, corn, rice, oats, 
soybeans, animal feed and cooking oil reached the highest prices ever. 
Indonesia, Argentina and India restricted trade to protect supplies, 
according to the UN. Shortages sparked about 60 riots from Haiti to the 
Philippines before the global credit crisis and recession sent prices 
plunging. 

Global economic recovery means there is increasing pressure on food prices 
to rise, Nomura International Plc said in a report. Volatility in price and 
supply are with us for the predictable future, according to Josette Sheeran, 
the executive director of the UNs World Food Program. Risk is the new 
normal when it comes to food. 

Economic Growth Seen 

The global economy will expand 3.1 percent in 2010 as more than $2 trillion 


in stimulus combined with demand in Asia pulls the world out the recession, 
the Washington-based International Monetary Fund said on Oct. 1. 

The U.S. will expand 2.6 percent next year, compared with a contraction of 
2.5 percent in 2009, according to the median of estimates from 83 
economists in a Bloomberg survey. Chinas growth will accelerate to 9.4 
percent next year from 8.5 percent in 2009, a Bloomberg survey of 31 
economists showed. 

Some food supplies already are falling. Global production of rice, the staple 
for more than half the world, has lagged behind demand in four of the past 
eight years, USDA data show. Rising consumption is expected to erode 
stockpiles by 41 percent to 85.9 million tons in the 2009-2010 marketing 
year, down from a record 146.7 million in 2001-2002, the USDA forecasts. 
Rice may exceed $1,000 a ton as dry El Nino weather, caused by a warming 
of sea waters in the equatorial Pacific Ocean, shrinks output and the 
Philippines and India boost imports, according to Sarunyu Jeamsinkul, the 
deputy managing director at Asia Golden Rice Ltd. in Thailand, the largest 
exporting nation. 

Rice, Corn, Soybeans 

The Thai rice price may soar to last years record of $1,038 a ton, according 
to the highest estimate in a Bloomberg survey last month of 10 importers, 
exporters and analysts in Vietnam, Thailand, India, Singapore and Pakistan. 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. said Dec. 3 that corn and soybeans will rally 
through 2011. Corn will reach $4.75 a bushel next year and $5 in 2011 on 
higher demand for fuels made from the grain, the bank said. Soybeans may 
reach $11 a bushel in the next 12 months and average $12 a bushel in 2011, 
Goldman said. 

Decatur, Illinois-based Archer Daniels Midland Co., the second-largest U.S. 
producer of corn-based ethanol behind Poet LLC, reported a 53 percent 
drop in quarterly profit last month on tighter supplies of soybeans it 
processes into animal feed and cooking oil. 

In the sweeteners and starches business, Archer Daniels Midlands profit 
more than tripled to $194 million, partly because of higher selling prices 
and reduced costs for corn, which fell from last years record. Archer 
Daniels gained 14 percent since the end of June to $30.49 in New York 
trading. 

Milk Supplies 

U.S. manufacturers stockpiles of nonfat dry milk fell to 90.1 million pounds 
on Oct. 31, 47 percent lower than a year earlier and less than half of what 
they were in June, the USDA said Dec. 4. Domestic production this year is 
down 8.2 percent, including a 27 percent drop in October, as farmers culled 
dairy herds to end a surplus, government data show. 

The price of nonfat dry milk, used in baking products and baby formula, will 
rise to an average of $1.275 a pound next year from 92 cents, and cheese 
will increase 28 percent, the USDA said on Dec. 10. Processed and fluid 
milk will jump 31 percent to $16.75 per 100 pounds, the USDA said. 

Weve been through the boom and then the bust, and it looks like were going 


to have another boom, said Michael Harvey, an international analyst at 
Melbourne-based Dairy Australia, a trade group. 

Milk output will fall 4 percent in Australia in 2009-2010. New Zealands 
production slipped 2 percent in the first three months of its season, and 
Brazils supply dropped 4 percent to 5 percent through July, Dairy Australia 
said in a report. 

Westpac Forecast 

Milk-powder prices may gain more than 20 percent to exceed $4,000 a ton 
early next year, said Westpac Banking Corp., Australias second-largest 
bank. Whole milk powder for February delivery rose to a 16-month high of 
$3,523 a ton at auction, Fonterra, the worlds largest dairy exporter, said on 
Dec. 2. 

Dean Foods, the largest U.S. milk processor, said Nov. 2 that fourth-quarter 
profit may fall more than analysts expected, to at least 36 cents a share, 
because of rising raw-milk costs. Chief Executive Officer Gregg Engles told 
investors that prices, which will climb through next year, probably wont 
surpass the records set in 2007 and 2008. Since Oct. 30, shares of Dallas- 
based Dean are down 5.4 percent at $17.25 in New York. 

Global sugar supplies will remain tight for the first half of 2010, JPMorgan 
Chase said. Theres a material risk that prices for March and May will jump 
28 percent to 30 cents a pound, Tobin Gorey, the banks global commodity 
strategist, wrote in a report dated Dec. 10. Sugar for March delivery in New 
York increased 6.6 percent last week to close at 24 cents a pound on Dec. 
11. 

Palm Oil, Food Output 

Palm oil, the worlds most-used cooking oil, may soar to 3,000 ringgit ($882) 
a ton by March as El Nino parches crops in Asia, said_Dorab Mistry, director 
of Godrej International Ltd., one of Indias biggest edible-oil buyers, on Dec. 
4. Palm-oil futures for February delivery closed at 2,530 ringgit on Dec. 11 
in Kuala Lumpur. Production may drop next year, he said. 

Food output will need to rise 70 percent in the next four decades as the 
global population expands to 9.1 billion in 2050 from 6.8 billion, the FAO 
estimates. Seven nations in sub- Saharan Africa, the worlds most famine- 
prone region, will see per-capita income fall next year, according to the UN, 
fueling an increase in hunger, which the organization now estimates affects 
1.02 billion people. 

The politicians had best be able to at least feed their populations or theyre 
going to have uprisings, said Jeffrey Saut, chief investment strategist at 
Raymond James & Associates in St. Petersburg, Florida, which manages 
$220 billion. One of the first things, other than clean water and a toilet, that 
people want when their per capita income rises is food.

Has anyone read Dr. Wesley Muhammad's book Black Arabia and the African Origins of 
Islam? 


If so, what is your take? I just received my copy in the mail and have read the first three 
chapters. I have some issues with some of the information thus far and here is 
just one of my issues. 


I want to post an excerpt from his book that I have an issue with. Here is 
what Dr. Muhammad (2009:114-117) : 


[QUOTE] What are some of these Semetic elements within Egyptian 
religion? The English Egyptologist and Assyriologist informs us, differing 
with his mentor: 


We find no trace of Sun-worship inthe religious beliefs of the Neolithic 
Egyptians. It is the old veneration of the sacred animalsthat are so 
characteristically Egyptianthe sun-god invaded from the EastHe bore a 
Semetic name (Ra) 


Nor did Egyptologist Elise J. Baumgartel, in her examination of Predynastic 
cultures, find any evidence of sun-worship. Renowned American 
archaeologist, biblical scholar and linguist William Foxwell Albright made 
an important remark in his study, Notes on Egypto-Semetic Etymology: 


The Egyptian Religion is the syncresis of African totemism and animism 
with Semitic nature worshipsuch divine names as [Ra], Amun, Ptah, Min, 
etc. are almost certainly Semetic. 


While such terms as totemism animism and nature worship are dated and 
inappropriate not to say inaccurate descriptions of African and Semitic 
religious traditions, the larger point appears sound: the sun-god of Egypt is 
an eastern deity with a Semitic name. 


American sociologist, historian and former chair of Standfords African 
American Studies program, Sr. Clair Drake, in his landmark work, Black 
Folks Here and There, suggests that Rah is perhaps a solar god from 
Mesopotamia. Rahs eastern origin seems confirmed by the Egyptian 
sources. 


In Papyrus Boulag (17, II, 5) Amun-Re, the Sun God, was called the 
Beautiful-of- face, who comes (from) Ta-Neter. We Have demonstrated that 
Ta-Neter is Afrabia. We have here what appears to be an acknowledgment 
of Rahs Afrabian derivation. But the Semetic solar deity was not named 
Rah, it was Alah. We know that certain early hieroglyphics originally had 
Semitic values that were later Egyptianized. Rahs hieroglyph no doubt 
conceals a Semitic original. The following is the hieroglyph for Rah. 


The disk, stroke and crouching figure are all determinatives. The only 
glyphs with phonetic value are thus: 


<;image of mouth + arm glyphs> 


The first glyph, the open mouth, is the Egyptian r, but it also doubles as 1 
when translating or transliterating foreign words that include an 1. Because 
Old Egyptian did not posses an | phonetic value, when receiving foreign 
words that do, the foreign | is converted to the Egyptian <mouth glyph>. 
The second glyph, the forearm transliterated as a, is a strong guttural sound 
like Arabic ayn or ah sound, equivalent to the Proto-Semitic, ah. Rahs name 
thus possesses the same two phonemes as does the name fo the Semitic 
solar deity, al. Underneat the hieroglyphic Rah is no doubt the Semitic 
(a)lah. 


Rah had a female complement, Rat. Like the Arabic al-Lah and al-Lat, the 


goddesses name is created simply by adding the feminine marker to the 
gods name: 


Allah = Rah, Allat = Rat 
[/QUOTE] 


So here are my issues: 1) Ta-Neter (the land of the ancestors) being in 
Arabia and 2) Ra being an import from Arabia by Black Arabs or other wise. 


The question becomes how does Ra become an "import" from Arabia when 


they have the terminology inherent in their own language for Ra as the sun? 
Not only that, it has cognates with other Black African languages. Observe 
the difference:

The Egyptian reality matches the Nilo-Saharan/ Niger-Kordofania n reality. 
Again, Egypt didn't have to import anything from Arabia as the term is 
inherit in the language and thus why the deity is associated with the sun in 
Egyptian cosmology. 


So again, the question becomes how was Ra an import when the Semitic 
word for sun doesn't match that for the rest of Black Africa, including the 
Egyptian? Because you do not see predynastic figures of "ra" as a "sun-god" 
does that mean that there wasn't any reference to the sun as Ra, which was 
later personified as such? 


In my interactions with living African traditions, the sun is NEVER 
worshiped and when the sun is referenced, it is not the sun they are talking 


about, it is always the power of the sun as a symbol or they refer to the 
emanation of light rays in relation to creation: as all things are a form of 
light. Thus why Ra is the "creator" God. 


This same creative power of light is stil present in the Yoruba system of Ifa 
as ALA (white light) and in the name OBATALA (king of white light). 
Obatala, like Ra (ALA) is the "creator" "god". This is an inherent feature in 
Black African languages, not an import from Semitic. So how would he 
explain RA (ALA) in Yoruba? Did the Black Asian Semites introduce them as 
well? 


The Yoruba cognate for Allah as God however is OLU or OLUWA. Again, 
inherent terms not loan words.

Ghana's Mills sourns Christmas hampers on graft fears

ACCRA (Reuters) - Ghana's President John Atta Mills is refusing to accept traditional 
Christmas gifts such as hampers this year because they may be efforts to corrupt him, a 
spokesman said on Thursday. 

It is common practice in Ghana for individuals and businesses to send hampers packed with 
gifts to friends and people in authority during the festive season. 

While some gifts signify traditional sharing, others are given out in appreciation of past or 
future favors -- something Mills's government has vowed to stamp out since he became 
leader of a nation set to become Africa's next oil producer in 2010. "He has made it clear 
that it was not his disposition to accept Christmas hampers and other gifts," said 
presidential spokesman Mahama Ayariga, adding that disappointed gift-bearers had handed 
some presents out to presidential staff instead. 

"(Mills's) disposition is that you never know what is in the mind of the giver of the gift, so it's 
always better not to accept them," Ayariga said. 

Mills, who assumed office in January on a pledge to wage a "relentless war" against 
corruption, is generally regarded, even by his critics, as a modest leader and not corrupt, 
compared to his predecessors. 

However, his present-snubbing was not praised by everyone. 

Vitus Azeem, the head of Ghana Integrity Initiative, the local chapter of Transparency 
International, said the president's actions would do little in stemming corruption among 
fellow government officials. 

"His campaign would have been more meaningful if he had given out specific directives to 
his ministers and other top officials to also turn away the hampers and the goats driven to 
their homes and offices," said Azeem. 

Opposition to the president's initiative also came from James Agbagana, a traditional chief, 
who warned that he was going too far with his anti-corruption drive as he might destroy the 
Ghanaian tradition of hospitality in the process. 

Ghana is seen as one of West Africa's most attractive investment destinations, largely due to 
political stability and the prospects of oil starting to flow in 2010 from its Jubilee oil field, 
which is estimated to hold some 1.8 billion barrels. 

Given the negative impact of oil in other oil-producing nations in West and Central Africa, 
Ghanaians are watchful of the impact on corruption, once the coffers start swelling with 
petro-dollars.

Dec. 14 (Bloomberg) -- Falling production in commodities from rice to milk 
is bad news for just about everyone except investors. 

Rice may surge 63 percent to $1,038 a metric ton from $638 on Philippine 
imports and a shortage in India, a Bloomberg survey of importers, exporters 
and analysts showed. The U.S. government says nonfat dry milk may jump 
39 percent next year, and JPMorgan Chase & Co. forecasts a 25 percent 
gain for sugar. Global food costs jumped 7 percent in November, the most 
since February 2008, four months before reaching a record, according to 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organization. 

Farm prices this year lagged behind copper futures that doubled and oils 57 
percent increase. A recovery from the worst recession since World War II 
would spur food demand and boost costs for buyers of commodities 
including milk processor Dean Foods Co. while increasing the number of 
hungry people that the UN says now exceeds 1 billion. 

Agricultural commodities will be a great investment in the next three to five 
years, said Oliver Kratz, who manages $10 billion as head of Global 
Thematic Strategy investments at Deutsche Bank AGs DB Advisors in New 
York, including $3 billion in agriculture. For those who cant afford to pay 
more for food, theres the painful risk of hunger, he said. 

Expanding populations and higher incomes are boosting consumption in 
China and India. Chinas milk demand is recovering after domestic supplies 
were tainted with melamine, a chemical used in making plastics that killed 
at least six babies and sickened almost 300,000 children. Droughts in India 
and Argentina and typhoons in the Philippines have reduced output. 
Food-Price Risk 

Inventories are extremely low in a number of grains markets, Barclays 
Capital said Dec. 10. The prospect of a further bout of food-price inflation in 
2010 cannot be ruled out since many of the factors that contributed to 
higher prices in 2007 and 2008 are still a feature. 

Stockpiles of corn and rice will drop before the 2010 harvest for the first 
time in three years, U.S. Department of Agriculture data show. The 
International Sugar Organization forecasts a second straight global supply 
deficit in the year through September 2010, and the USDA predicts stores 
of the sweetener will drop to the lowest level since 1995. 

Pork, Poultry 

Wholesale-pork prices in the U.S. are up 27 percent this year, heading for 
the first annual gain since 2004, as farmers hurt by two years of losses cut 


the domestic breeding herd to the smallest level since the USDA started 
collecting the data in 1964. Chicken output is sliding in the U.S., where the 
number of eggs placed into incubators each week is headed to the lowest 
quarterly average since 2002. 

The tendency for food prices is up, its not down, Unilever Chief Executive 
Officer Paul Polman said Dec. 11 in a Bloomberg Television interview in 
Copenhagen. Rotterdam- and London-based Unilever, the largest consumer- 
product company after Procter & Gamble Co. in Cincinnati, makes Lipton 
tea, Hellmanns mayonnaise and Bertolli sauces. We need to be sure that we 
have the food supply, that we dont waste, and that we continue to get 
increasingly efficient means to get that food to the consumers, Polman said. 
The risk of accelerating prices may be muted by healthy gains in 
inventories, including wheat, according to the FAO. Supplies in warehouses 
are enough to meet about 23 percent of global demand, compared with 19 
percent two years ago, the FAO said last week. Inventories are far more 
comfortable than during last years crisis, the UN agency said. 

More Wheat Supply 

Global wheat stockpiles on May 31 are expected to jump 17 percent to an 
eight-year high of 190.9 million metric tons, after production last year 
reached a record 682 million tons, the USDA said Dec. 10. 

Food costs jumped to a record in June 2008 as wheat, corn, rice, oats, 
soybeans, animal feed and cooking oil reached the highest prices ever. 
Indonesia, Argentina and India restricted trade to protect supplies, 
according to the UN. Shortages sparked about 60 riots from Haiti to the 
Philippines before the global credit crisis and recession sent prices 
plunging. 

Global economic recovery means there is increasing pressure on food prices 
to rise, Nomura International Plc said in a report. Volatility in price and 
supply are with us for the predictable future, according to Josette Sheeran, 
the executive director of the UNs World Food Program. Risk is the new 
normal when it comes to food. 

Economic Growth Seen 

The global economy will expand 3.1 percent in 2010 as more than $2 trillion 
in stimulus combined with demand in Asia pulls the world out the recession, 
the Washington-based International Monetary Fund said on Oct. 1. 

The U.S. will expand 2.6 percent next year, compared with a contraction of 
2.5 percent in 2009, according to the median of estimates from 83 
economists in a Bloomberg survey. Chinas growth will accelerate to 9.4 
percent next year from 8.5 percent in 2009, a Bloomberg survey of 31 
economists showed. 

Some food supplies already are falling. Global production of rice, the staple 
for more than half the world, has lagged behind demand in four of the past 
eight years, USDA data show. Rising consumption is expected to erode 
stockpiles by 41 percent to 85.9 million tons in the 2009-2010 marketing 
year, down from a record 146.7 million in 2001-2002, the USDA forecasts. 
Rice may exceed $1,000 a ton as dry El Nino weather, caused by a warming 


of sea waters in the equatorial Pacific Ocean, shrinks output and the 
Philippines and India boost imports, according to Sarunyu Jeamsinkul, the 
deputy managing director at Asia Golden Rice Ltd. in Thailand, the largest 
exporting nation. 

Rice, Corn, Soybeans 

The Thai rice price may soar to last years record of $1,038 a ton, according 
to the highest estimate in a Bloomberg survey last month of 10 importers, 
exporters and analysts in Vietnam, Thailand, India, Singapore and Pakistan. 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. said Dec. 3 that corn and soybeans will rally 
through 2011. Corn will reach $4.75 a bushel next year and $5 in 2011 on 
higher demand for fuels made from the grain, the bank said. Soybeans may 
reach $11 a bushel in the next 12 months and average $12 a bushel in 2011, 
Goldman said. 

Decatur, Illinois-based Archer Daniels Midland Co., the second-largest U.S. 
producer of corn-based ethanol behind Poet LLC, reported a 53 percent 
drop in quarterly profit last month on tighter supplies of soybeans it 
processes into animal feed and cooking oil. 

In the sweeteners and starches business, Archer Daniels Midlands profit 
more than tripled to $194 million, partly because of higher selling prices 
and reduced costs for corn, which fell from last years record. Archer 
Daniels gained 14 percent since the end of June to $30.49 in New York 
trading. 

Milk Supplies 

U.S. manufacturers stockpiles of nonfat dry milk fell to 90.1 million pounds 
on Oct. 31, 47 percent lower than a year earlier and less than half of what 
they were in June, the USDA said Dec. 4. Domestic production this year is 
down 8.2 percent, including a 27 percent drop in October, as farmers culled 
dairy herds to end a surplus, government data show. 

The price of nonfat dry milk, used in baking products and baby formula, will 
rise to an average of $1.275 a pound next year from 92 cents, and cheese 
will increase 28 percent, the USDA said on Dec. 10. Processed and fluid 
milk will jump 31 percent to $16.75 per 100 pounds, the USDA said. 

Weve been through the boom and then the bust, and it looks like were going 
to have another boom, said Michael Harvey, an international analyst at 
Melbourne-based Dairy Australia, a trade group. 

Milk output will fall 4 percent in Australia in 2009-2010. New Zealands 
production slipped 2 percent in the first three months of its season, and 
Brazils supply dropped 4 percent to 5 percent through July, Dairy Australia 
said in a report. 

Westpac Forecast 

Milk-powder prices may gain more than 20 percent to exceed $4,000 a ton 
early next year, said Westpac Banking Corp., Australias second-largest 
bank. Whole milk powder for February delivery rose to a 16-month high of 
$3,523 a ton at auction, Fonterra, the worlds largest dairy exporter, said on 
Dec. 2. 

Dean Foods, the largest U.S. milk processor, said Nov. 2 that fourth-quarter 


profit may fall more than analysts expected, to at least 36 cents a share, 
because of rising raw-milk costs. Chief Executive Officer Gregg Engles told 
investors that prices, which will climb through next year, probably wont 
surpass the records set in 2007 and 2008. Since Oct. 30, shares of Dallas- 
based Dean are down 5.4 percent at $17.25 in New York. 

Global sugar supplies will remain tight for the first half of 2010, JPMorgan 
Chase said. Theres a material risk that prices for March and May will jump 
28 percent to 30 cents a pound, Tobin Gorey, the banks global commodity 
strategist, wrote in a report dated Dec. 10. Sugar for March delivery in New 
York increased 6.6 percent last week to close at 24 cents a pound on Dec. 
11. 

Palm Oil, Food Output 

Palm oil, the worlds most-used cooking oil, may soar to 3,000 ringgit ($882) 
a ton by March as El Nino parches crops in Asia, said_Dorab Mistry, director 
of Godrej International Ltd., one of Indias biggest edible-oil buyers, on Dec. 
4. Palm-oil futures for February delivery closed at 2,530 ringgit on Dec. 11 
in Kuala Lumpur. Production may drop next year, he said. 

Food output will need to rise 70 percent in the next four decades as the 
global population expands to 9.1 billion in 2050 from 6.8 billion, the FAO 
estimates. Seven nations in sub- Saharan Africa, the worlds most famine- 
prone region, will see per-capita income fall next year, according to the UN, 
fueling an increase in hunger, which the organization now estimates affects 
1.02 billion people. 

The politicians had best be able to at least feed their populations or theyre 
going to have uprisings, said Jeffrey Saut, chief investment strategist at 
Raymond James & Associates in St. Petersburg, Florida, which manages 
$220 billion. One of the first things, other than clean water and a toilet, that 
people want when their per capita income rises is food.

I wouldnt be so quick to dismiss the work or the overall contention of the 
work as he is not the first scholar to note the African origins of the earliest 
people of Arabia. He rightfully cites Chiekh Anta Diop, Wayne Chandler, 
Runoko Rashidi and Ivan Van Sertima on these facts. I am not disputing 
that. As Diop notes in African Origins of Civilization (pgs, 126-7) is that: 


The ancient religion (of ancient Arabia) was of Kushite originIt would 
remain the same until the advent of Islamall of the elements necessary for 
the blossoming of Islam were in place more than 1000 years before the 
birth of Mohammad. Islam would appear as a purification of Sabaeanism by 
the Messenger of God. 


His book, in many ways, supports some of the contentions of Dr. Winters in 
regards to the cultural continuity of the Kushites in Arabia going down into 
India. Unlike Winters, however, he doesnt include the Africans of the now 
Sahara. 


What I am seeking clarity on is whether the system as an organized religion 
of Islam was created by African people and if it is an African religion 
because black people created it, or that it actually fits into an African 
character? In other words, what makes Islam comparable to any of the 
major African systems? 

In regards to Ra being introduced into Egypt, he cites authors who state not 
until the 3rd dynasty. My issue with this is, as I have demonstrated, the 
term RA is not an import into Egypt. The actual depictions make it clear 
that RA is associated with the sun which has the same name. RA, as the sun, 
is an inherited term, that matches other Black African languages around 
Egypt and far reaching parts of Africa. This term for the sun does NOT exist 
in the so-called Semitic languages. 


His work is lacking in African scholarship. The only African scholars he

However, I had an opportunity briefly to discuss with him some questions in 
regards to his book prior to me receiving his book. I asked these questions:

I ask my questions starting around 1 hour and 2 minutes 


His answer to the first series of questions was that he is defining Islam 
based on the veneration of ALLAH as supreme being and because of the 
rituals surrounding the visits of pilgrims to the KaBa. I also asked him what 
is the difference between the White Arab Islam and the Indigenous Black 
Arab Islam and his answer was that Islam went from Pro-Black, Anti-White 
to Pro-White, Anti-Black. So in other words, nothing changed except the 
perpetrators of racism. However, upon reading the book he is stating that 
the change, when Mohammad came about, was a reform movement. At this 
period Mohammad went to war with other black Arab Muslims to get rid of 
the other deities that were being worshipped to bring back the true worship 
of ALLAH as the supreme being. 


This is problematic in this wise: if that is all that changed, that means all of 
the issues people have with Islam are legitimate regardless of Black or 
White because people have a problem with the culture of Islam regardless 
of phenotype. This means prior to Mohammad, women were still secondary 
citizens and they promoted slavery (as he states when he says the Blacks 
enslaved the Whites). He will argue that Ta-Meri had slaves, which is true, 
but he cant argue that the slavery was sanctioned by the God of the 
Egyptians: only that one, maybe two had enslaved in a particular deities 
(and we can rightfully argue ancestors) name. That is different than a 
religious sponsored slavery like the Pope did with Christianity. 


So basically there is no difference between White Arab Islam and Black 
Arab Islam other than the getting rid of Allat and the daughters/sons of 
Allah and Allat as patron deities in the pantheon. If anything, this is where 
the true African character lies and this is when it ceased to be African. I still 
have to finish the book so I can discuss more after that, but again, you can 


listen to the dialogue and I would be more than happy to discuss further my 
issues with certain aspects of this book.

Ghana's Mills sourns Christmas hampers on graft fears

ACCRA (Reuters) - Ghana's President John Atta Mills is refusing to accept traditional 
Christmas gifts such as hampers this year because they may be efforts to corrupt him, a 
spokesman said on Thursday. 

It is common practice in Ghana for individuals and businesses to send hampers packed with 
gifts to friends and people in authority during the festive season. 

While some gifts signify traditional sharing, others are given out in appreciation of past or 
future favors -- something Mills's government has vowed to stamp out since he became 
leader of a nation set to become Africa's next oil producer in 2010. "He has made it clear 
that it was not his disposition to accept Christmas hampers and other gifts," said 
presidential spokesman Mahama Ayariga, adding that disappointed gift-bearers had handed 
some presents out to presidential staff instead. 

"(Mills's) disposition is that you never know what is in the mind of the giver of the gift, so it's 
always better not to accept them," Ayariga said. 

Mills, who assumed office in January on a pledge to wage a "relentless war" against 
corruption, is generally regarded, even by his critics, as a modest leader and not corrupt, 
compared to his predecessors. 

However, his present-snubbing was not praised by everyone. 

Vitus Azeem, the head of Ghana Integrity Initiative, the local chapter of Transparency 
International, said the president's actions would do little in stemming corruption among 
fellow government officials. 

"His campaign would have been more meaningful if he had given out specific directives to 
his ministers and other top officials to also turn away the hampers and the goats driven to 
their homes and offices," said Azeem. 

Opposition to the president's initiative also came from James Agbagana, a traditional chief, 
who warned that he was going too far with his anti-corruption drive as he might destroy the 
Ghanaian tradition of hospitality in the process. 

Ghana is seen as one of West Africa's most attractive investment destinations, largely due to 
political stability and the prospects of oil starting to flow in 2010 from its Jubilee oil field, 
which is estimated to hold some 1.8 billion barrels. 

Given the negative impact of oil in other oil-producing nations in West and Central Africa, 
Ghanaians are watchful of the impact on corruption, once the coffers start swelling with 
petro-dollars.

Abductions in Phoenix, which has become known as America's kidnapping 


capital, were on track to decrease modestly in 2009, according to police, 
who pointed to better efforts at targeting the drug- and immigrant- 
smugglers who are committing a majority of those crimes. 

The latest figures show that Phoenix had 302 kidnappings in the first 11 
months of 2009, when it recorded an average of 27 abductions each month. 
The city had reached a 10-year high in 2008 with 359 kidnappings. The 
expected decline in 2009 would mark the first since 2005, when the city had 
228 kidnappings. 

"I am cautiously optimistic that we are making an impact," said Sgt. Tommy 
Thompson, a spokesman for the Phoenix Police Department, which did not 
yet have kidnapping figures available for December. 

Over the past several years, smugglers have snatched rivals, associates or 
their family members as a way to collect unpaid debts for lost trafficking 
loads or to make quick money from crews flush with cash, or as retaliation 
for earlier abductions.

The Egyptian reality matches the Nilo-Saharan/ Niger-Kordofania n reality.

Greetings Sekmet 


I wouldnt be so quick to dismiss the work or the overall contention of the 
work as he is not the first scholar to note the African origins of the earliest 
people of Arabia. He rightfully cites Chiekh Anta Diop, Wayne Chandler, 
Runoko Rashidi and Ivan Van Sertima on these facts. I am not disputing 
that. As Diop notes in African Origins of Civilization (pgs, 126-7) is that: 


The ancient religion (of ancient Arabia) was of Kushite originIt would 
remain the same until the advent of Islamall of the elements necessary for 
the blossoming of Islam were in place more than 1000 years before the 
birth of Mohammad. Islam would appear as a purification of Sabaeanism by 
the Messenger of God. 


His book, in many ways, supports some of the contentions of Dr. Winters in 
regards to the cultural continuity of the Kushites in Arabia going down into 
India. Unlike Winters, however, he doesnt include the Africans of the now 
Sahara. 


What I am seeking clarity on is whether the system as an organized religion 
of Islam was created by African people and if it is an African religion 
because black people created it, or that it actually fits into an African 
character? In other words, what makes Islam comparable to any of the 
major African systems? 

In regards to Ra being introduced into Egypt, he cites authors who state not 
until the 3rd dynasty. My issue with this is, as I have demonstrated, the 
term RA is not an import into Egypt. The actual depictions make it clear 
that RA is associated with the sun which has the same name. RA, as the sun, 
is an inherited term, that matches other Black African languages around 
Egypt and far reaching parts of Africa. This term for the sun does NOT exist 
in the so-called Semitic languages.

Inflation Biggest Threat to U.S. Economy in 2010 

In 2009, we saw the monetary inflation created by the Federal 
Reserve's zero percent interest rates drive up the prices of U.S. 
stocks, without dramatically increasing the prices of U.S. consumer 
goods. We consider 2009 to have been a brief period of euphoria, 


before a rapid increase in the prices of food, energy, clothes and 
other necessities Americans need to live and survive. With Goldman 
Sachs and JP Morgan employees taking home record bonuses this 
month, it's only a matter of time before this money works its way 
through the system. 

We saw an artificial boost in the U.S. GDP this year because of 
government stimulus spending. In our documentary 'The Dollar 
Bubble’ we spoke about how the destructive 'Cash for Clunkers' 
program accounted for 42% of the U.S. government's reported 
3.53% GDP growth in the 3Q of 2009. However, on December 22nd, 
the U.S. Bureau of Economic Analysis revised 3Q GDP growth down 
to 2.24%. After this latest revision, 'Cash for Clunkers' now accounts 
for the overwhelming majority of the reported GDP growth in the 3Q. 
Adjusted for real inflation, U.S. GDP is actually contracting today. 
The current rate of U.S. inflation based on the U.S. government's 
reported CPI index on a year-over-year basis is 1.84%. However, it is 
our belief that the U.S. government's CPI index is understating 
inflation and real price inflation in the U.S. is already well above 5%. 
The CPI index is no longer calculated based on Americans 
maintaining the same standard of living, but is instead calculated 
based on an expected continual decline in the standard of living in 
America. 

Decades ago, the CPI index tracked the price of a fixed basket of 
goods. Today, the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) uses 
geometric weighting to decrease the weighting of goods that 
increase in price and increase the weighting of goods that decrease 
in price. The BLS also uses hedonic adjustments so that if a 
household appliance increases in price, they can justify it to being 
more energy efficient and say the price didn't rise, because you are 
enjoying increased pleasure from it.

Rah's eastern origin seems confirmed by the Egyptian 
sources. 


In Papyrus Boulag (17, II, 5) Amun-Re, the Sun -God, was called "the 
Beautiful-of- face, who comes (from) Ta-Neter." We Have demonstrated that 
Ta-Neter is Afrabia. We have here what appears to be an acknowledgment 
of Rah's Afrabian derivation. But the Semetic solar deity was not named 
‘Rah,’ it was Alah. We know that certain early hieroglyphics originally had 
Semitic values that were later Egyptianized. Rah's hieroglyph no doubt 
conceals a Semitic original. The following is the hieroglyph for Rah. 


The disk, stroke and crouching figure are all determinatives. The only 
glyphs with phonetic value are thus: 


<;image of mouth + arm glyphs> 


The first glyph, the open mouth, is the Egyptian 'r', but it also doubles as 'l' 
when translating or transliterating foreign words that include an 'I'. 
Because Old Egyptian did not posses an 'l' phonetic value, when receiving 
foreign words that do, the foreign 'l' is converted to the Egyptian <mouth 
glyph>. The second glyph, the forearm transliterated as 'a', is a strong 
guttural sound like Arabic 'ayn' or 'ah' sound, equivalent to the Proto- 
Semitic, ah. Rah's name thus possesses the same two phonemes as does the 
name fo the Semitic solar deity, 'al'. Underneat the hieroglyphic Rah is no 
doubt the Semitic (a)lah. 


Rah had a female complement, Rat. Like the Arabic al-Lah and al-Lat, the 


goddesses' name is created simply by adding the feminine marker to the 
god's name: 


Allah = Rah, Allat = Rat

So here are my issues: 1) Ta-Neter (the land of the ancestors) being in 


Arabia and 2) Ra being an import from Arabia by Black Arabs or other wise. 


The question becomes how does Ra become an "import" from Arabia when 
they have the terminology inherent in their own language for Ra as the sun?

So in other words, nothing changed except the 
perpetrators of racism. However, upon reading the book he is stating that 
the change, when Mohammad came about, was a reform movement. At this 
period Mohammad went to war with other black Arab Muslims to get rid of 
the other deities that were being worshipped to bring back the true worship 
of ALLAH as the supreme being. 


This is problematic in this wise: if that is all that changed, that means all of 
the issues people have with Islam are legitimate regardless of Black or 
White because people have a problem with the culture of Islam regardless 
of phenotype.

Has anyone read Dr. Wesley Muhammad's book Black Arabia and the African Origins of 
Islam? 


If so, what is your take? | just received my copy in the mail and have read the first three 
chapters. I have some issues with some of the information thus far and here is 
just one of my issues. 


I want to post an excerpt from his book that I have an issue with. Here is 
what Dr. Muhammad (2009:114-117) : 


[QUOTE] What are some of these Semetic elements within Egyptian 
religion? The English Egyptologist and Assyriologist informs us, differing 
with his mentor: 


We find no trace of Sun-worship inthe religious beliefs of the Neolithic 
Egyptians. It is the old veneration of the sacred animalsthat are so 
characteristically Egyptianthe sun-god invaded from the EastHe bore a 
Semetic name (Ra) 


Nor did Egyptologist Elise J. Baumgartel, in her examination of Predynastic 
cultures, find any evidence of sun-worship. Renowned American 
archaeologist, biblical scholar and linguist William Foxwell Albright made 
an important remark in his study, Notes on Egypto-Semetic Etymology: 


The Egyptian Religion is the syncresis of African totemism and animism 
with Semitic nature worshipsuch divine names as [Ra], Amun, Ptah, Min, 
etc. are almost certainly Semetic. 


While such terms as totemism animism and nature worship are dated and 
inappropriate not to say inaccurate descriptions of African and Semitic 
religious traditions, the larger point appears sound: the sun-god of Egypt is 
an eastern deity with a Semitic name. 


American sociologist, historian and former chair of Standfords African 
American Studies program, Sr. Clair Drake, in his landmark work, Black 
Folks Here and There, suggests that Rah is perhaps a solar god from 
Mesopotamia. Rahs eastern origin seems confirmed by the Egyptian 
sources. 


In Papyrus Boulag (17, II, 5) Amun-Re, the Sun God, was called the 
Beautiful-of- face, who comes (from) Ta-Neter. We Have demonstrated that 
Ta-Neter is Afrabia. We have here what appears to be an acknowledgment 
of Rahs Afrabian derivation. But the Semetic solar deity was not named 
Rah, it was Alah. We know that certain early hieroglyphics originally had 
Semitic values that were later Egyptianized. Rahs hieroglyph no doubt 
conceals a Semitic original. The following is the hieroglyph for Rah. 


The disk, stroke and crouching figure are all determinatives. The only 
glyphs with phonetic value are thus:

The first glyph, the open mouth, is the Egyptian r, but it also doubles as 1 
when translating or transliterating foreign words that include an 1. Because 
Old Egyptian did not posses an | phonetic value, when receiving foreign 
words that do, the foreign | is converted to the Egyptian <mouth glyph>. 
The second glyph, the forearm transliterated as a, is a strong guttural sound 
like Arabic ayn or ah sound, equivalent to the Proto-Semitic, ah. Rahs name 
thus possesses the same two phonemes as does the name fo the Semitic 
solar deity, al. Underneat the hieroglyphic Rah is no doubt the Semitic 
(a)lah. 


Rah had a female complement, Rat. Like the Arabic al-Lah and al-Lat, the 
goddesses name is created simply by adding the feminine marker to the 
gods name: 


Allah = Rah, Allat = Rat

So here are my issues: 1) Ta-Neter (the land of the ancestors) being in 
Arabia and 2) Ra being an import from Arabia by Black Arabs or other wise. 


The question becomes how does Ra become an "import" from Arabia when 
they have the terminology inherent in their own language for Ra as the sun? 
Not only that, it has cognates with other Black African languages. Observe 
the difference:

The Egyptian reality matches the Nilo-Saharan/ Niger-Kordofania n reality. 
Again, Egypt didn't have to import anything from Arabia as the term is 
inherit in the language and thus why the deity is associated with the sun in 
Egyptian cosmology. 


So again, the question becomes how was Ra an import when the Semitic 
word for sun doesn't match that for the rest of Black Africa, including the 
Egyptian? Because you do not see predynastic figures of "ra" as a "sun-god" 
does that mean that there wasn't any reference to the sun as Ra, which was 
later personified as such? 


In my interactions with living African traditions, the sun is NEVER 
worshiped and when the sun is referenced, it is not the sun they are talking 
about, it is always the power of the sun as a symbol or they refer to the 
emanation of light rays in relation to creation: as all things are a form of 
light. Thus why Ra is the "creator" God. 


This same creative power of light is stil present in the Yoruba system of Ifa 
as ALA (white light) and in the name OBATALA (king of white light). 
Obatala, like Ra (ALA) is the "creator" "god". This is an inherent feature in 
Black African languages, not an import from Semitic. So how would he 
explain RA (ALA) in Yoruba? Did the Black Asian Semites introduce them as 
well? 


The Yoruba cognate for Allah as God however is OLU or OLUWA. Again, 
inherent terms not loan words.

Harlem political pioneer, dies at 89 


APFILE - Percy Sutton, who rescued the Apollo 
Theater in New York City from extinction eight years ago,

NEW YORK Percy Sutton, the pioneering civil rights attorney who 
represented Malcolm X before launching successful careers as a political 
power broker and media mogul, has died. He was 89. 
Marissa Shorenstein, a spokeswoman for Gov. David Paterson, confirmed 
that Sutton died Saturday. She did not know the cause. His daughter, 
Cheryl Sutton, declined to comment Saturday when reached by phone at 
her New York City home. 
The son of a former slave, Percy Sutton became a fixture on 125th Street in 
Harlem after moving to New York City following his service with the famed 
Tuskegee Airmen in World War II. His Harlem law office, founded in 1953, 
represented Malcolm X and the slain activist's family for decades. 
The consummate politician, Sutton served in the New York State Assembly 
before taking over as Manhattan borough president in 1966, becoming the 
highest-ranking black elected official in the state. 
Sutton also mounted unsuccessful campaigns for the U.S. Senate and mayor 
of New York, and served as political mentor for the Rev. Jesse Jackson's two 
presidential races. 
Jackson recalled Sutton talking about electing a black president as early as 
1972. Sutton was influential in getting his 1984 campaign going, he said. 
"He never stopped building bridges and laying the groundwork," Jackson 
said Sunday. "We are very glad to be the beneficiaries of his work." 


In a statement released Saturday night, Gov. David Paterson called Sutton a 
mentor and "one of New York's and this nation's most influential African- 
American leaders." 


"Percy was fiercely loyal, compassionate and a truly kind soul," Paterson 
said. "He will be missed but his legacy lives on through the next generations 
of African-Americans he inspired to pursue and fulfill their own dreams and 
ambitions." 


President Barack Obama called Sutton "a true hero" to African-Americans 
across the country. 


"His life-long dedication to the fight for civil rights and his career as an 
entrepreneur and public servant made the rise of countless young African- 
Americans possible," Obama said in a statement. 


In 1971, with his brother Oliver, Sutton purchased WLIB-AM, making it the 
first black-owned radio station in New York City. His Inner City 
Broadcasting Corp. eventually picked up WBLS-FM, which reigned for years 
as New York's top-rated radio station, before buying stations in Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, Detroit and San Antonio between 1978-85. 


The Texas purchase marked a homecoming for the suave and sophisticated 
Sutton, born in San Antonio on Nov. 24, 1920, the youngest of 15 children. 


Among Sutton's other endeavors was his purchase and renovation of the 
famed Apollo Theater when the Harlem landmark's demise appeared 
imminent. 


"The Apollo and its staff stand on the shoulders of Mr. Sutton as the theater 
continues to flourish," said Jonelle Procope, president and CEO of Apollo 
Theater Foundation Inc. "(He) will be greatly missed and will always be an 
integral part of the Apollo legacy." 


Sutton's father, Samuel, was born into slavery just before the Civil War. The 
elder Sutton became principal at a segregated San Antonio high school, and 
he made education a family priority: All 12 of his surviving children 
attended college. 


When he was 13, Percy Sutton endured a traumatic experience that drove 
him inexorably into the fight for racial equality. A police officer approached 
Sutton as the teen handed out NAACP pamphlets. "N-----, what are you 
doing out of your neighborhood?" he asked before beating the youth. 


When World War II arrived, Sutton's enlistment attempts were rebuffed by 
Southern white recruiters. The young man went to New York, where he was 
accepted and joined the Tuskegee Airmen. 


After the war, Sutton earned a law degree in New York while working as a 
post office clerk and a subway conductor. He served again as an Air Force 
intelligence officer during the Korean War before returning to Harlem in 
1953 and establishing his law office with brother Oliver and a third partner, 
George Covington. 


In addition to representing Malcolm X for a decade until his 1965 
assassination, the Sutton firm handled the cases of more than 200 


defendants arrested in the South during the 1963-64 civil rights marches. 
Sutton was also elected to two terms as president of the New York office of 
the NAACP. 

After Malcolm's assassination, Sutton worked as lawyer for Malcolm's 
widow, Betty Shabazz. He represented her grandson, 12-year-old Malcolm 
Shabazz, when the youth was accused of setting a 1997 fire that caused her 
death. 


Sutton was elected to the state Legislature in 1965, and quickly emerged as 
spokesman for its 13 black members. His charisma and eloquence led to his 
selection as Manhattan borough president in 1966, completing the term of 
Constance Baker Motley, who was appointed federal judge. 

Two years later, Sutton announced a run for the U.S. Senate seat held by 
Jacob Javits, although he pulled out of the Democratic primary to back Paul 
O'Dwyer. 

Sutton remained in his Manhattan job through 1977, the same year he 
launched a doomed campaign for mayor that ended with Edward I. Koch 
defeating six competitors for the Democratic nomination. 

Sutton was among the first voices raised against the Vietnam War, 
surrendering his delegate's seat at the 1968 Democratic convention in 
protest and supporting anti-war candidate George McGovern four years 
later against incumbent President Richard Nixon. 

In addition to his radio holdings, Sutton also headed a group that owned 
The Amsterdam News, the second largest black weekly newspaper in the 
country. The paper was later sold. 

Sutton's devotion to Harlem and its people was rarely more evident than 
when he spent $250,000 to purchase the shuttered Apollo Theater in 1981. 
The Apollo turned 70 in 2004, a milestone that was unthinkable until Sutton 
stepped in to save the landmark. 


Sutton "retired" in 1991, but his work as an adviser, mentor and confidante 
to politicians and businessmen never abated. He was among a group of 
American businessmen selected during the Clinton administration to attend 
meetings with the Group of Seven (G-7) Nations in 1995-96. 

"He was a great man," said Charles Warfield Jr., the president and chief 
operating officer of ICBC Broadcast Holdings Inc., when reached early 
Sunday. He declined to comment further out of respect for the wishes of 
Sutton's family. 

The Rev. Al Sharpton said he last visited Sutton in a nursing home 
Wednesday. He recalled meeting Sutton for the first time at age 12; Four 
years later, Sutton paid for his trip to a national black political convention 
because the teenage Sharpton couldn't afford to go. 

"He personified the black experience of the 20th century," Sharpton said. 
"He started the century where blacks were victims. We ended as victors." 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg announced Sunday that flags on city buildings 
would be lowered in Sutton's honor.

Ghana's Mills sourns Christmas hampers on graft fears

ACCRA (Reuters) - Ghana's President John Atta Mills is refusing to accept traditional 
Christmas gifts such as hampers this year because they may be efforts to corrupt him, a 
spokesman said on Thursday. 

It is common practice in Ghana for individuals and businesses to send hampers packed with 
gifts to friends and people in authority during the festive season. 

While some gifts signify traditional sharing, others are given out in appreciation of past or 
future favors -- something Mills's government has vowed to stamp out since he became 
leader of a nation set to become Africa's next oil producer in 2010. "He has made it clear 
that it was not his disposition to accept Christmas hampers and other gifts," said 
presidential spokesman Mahama Ayariga, adding that disappointed gift-bearers had handed 
some presents out to presidential staff instead. 

"(Mills's) disposition is that you never know what is in the mind of the giver of the gift, so it's 
always better not to accept them," Ayariga said. 

Mills, who assumed office in January on a pledge to wage a "relentless war" against 
corruption, is generally regarded, even by his critics, as a modest leader and not corrupt, 
compared to his predecessors. 

However, his present-snubbing was not praised by everyone. 

Vitus Azeem, the head of Ghana Integrity Initiative, the local chapter of Transparency 
International, said the president's actions would do little in stemming corruption among 
fellow government officials. 

"His campaign would have been more meaningful if he had given out specific directives to 
his ministers and other top officials to also turn away the hampers and the goats driven to 
their homes and offices," said Azeem. 

Opposition to the president's initiative also came from James Agbagana, a traditional chief, 
who warned that he was going too far with his anti-corruption drive as he might destroy the 
Ghanaian tradition of hospitality in the process. 

Ghana is seen as one of West Africa's most attractive investment destinations, largely due to 
political stability and the prospects of oil starting to flow in 2010 from its Jubilee oil field, 
which is estimated to hold some 1.8 billion barrels. 

Given the negative impact of oil in other oil-producing nations in West and Central Africa, 
Ghanaians are watchful of the impact on corruption, once the coffers start swelling with 
petro-dollars.

I ask my questions starting around 1 hour and 2 minutes 


His answer to the first series of questions was that he is defining Islam 
based on the veneration of ALLAH as supreme being and because of the 
rituals surrounding the visits of pilgrims to the KaBa. I also asked him what 
is the difference between the White Arab Islam and the Indigenous Black 
Arab Islam and his answer was that Islam went from Pro-Black, Anti-White 
to Pro-White, Anti-Black. So in other words, nothing changed except the 
perpetrators of racism. However, upon reading the book he is stating that 
the change, when Mohammad came about, was a reform movement. At this 
period Mohammad went to war with other black Arab Muslims to get rid of 
the other deities that were being worshipped to bring back the true worship 
of ALLAH as the supreme being. 


This is problematic in this wise: if that is all that changed, that means all of 
the issues people have with Islam are legitimate regardless of Black or 
White because people have a problem with the culture of Islam regardless 
of phenotype. This means prior to Mohammad, women were still secondary 
citizens and they promoted slavery (as he states when he says the Blacks 
enslaved the Whites). He will argue that Ta-Meri had slaves, which is true, 
but he cant argue that the slavery was sanctioned by the God of the 
Egyptians: only that one, maybe two had enslaved in a particular deities 
(and we can rightfully argue ancestors) name. That is different than a 
religious sponsored slavery like the Pope did with Christianity. 


So basically there is no difference between White Arab Islam and Black 
Arab Islam other than the getting rid of Allat and the daughters/sons of 
Allah and Allat as patron deities in the pantheon. If anything, this is where 
the true African character lies and this is when it ceased to be African. I still 
have to finish the book so I can discuss more after that, but again, you can 
listen to the dialogue and I would be more than happy to discuss further my 
issues with certain aspects of this book.

Why Kenya's farmers can now predict the rains 

By Daniel Howden in Machakos 


Computers have transformed the accuracy of 
Kenya's weather forecasts - and the fortunes 
of those who rely on them. 


What a difference two days make. Forty-eight little hours. In the 
case of Titus Kitabu it was the difference, during last season's 
drought, between getting a modest crop and getting nothing at 
all. 

His hillside farm outside the small town of Machakos in central 
Kenya was the only one to beat the dry spell that shrivelled his 
neighbours’ crops, and his haul of 15 bags of maize was the 
equivalent of a fortune in an epically bad harvest. The reason he 
was able to produce anything at all was because Titus knew 
when the "short rains" would come, allowing him to plant two 
days beforehand. 

Today, his terraced slope of swaying maize, half-a-dozen cows, 
some chickens and a field of beans are the envy of the area. And 
Titus' new-found wealth is being set in stone, as a four-bedroom 
house rises from the baked earth next to the chicken coop. 

He was not born a man of the soil, and there is no history of 
farming in his family; indeed, he looks more like a golfer in his 
immaculate blue slacks and striped polo shirt. He used to runa 
shop in town until he decided to buy a "big farm", which here 
amounts to about four acres. 

Titus' uncanny knack for managing the unpredictable rains has 
nothing to do with instinct or experience - it's simply a question 
of listening to the weatherman. But until the recent arrival of 
computers at the local meteorological office, even that would 
have been a waste of time. 

Jackson Mwangangi sits in his shed-like office at the weather 
station in nearby Katumani staring at his computer screen with 
an air of concentration born of novelty. Satellite images show an 
almost cloudless sky over all of Kenya, with only a small low 
pressure area huddled over Lake Victoria to the west. 

With an easy smile he admits that the plastic box on his desk has 
transformed his work from drudgery into a proper career. The 
"weatherman", as his village likes to call him, describes how his 
day used to be spent. He would take readings on air and soil 


temperatures, solar radiation, wind, rain and evaporation, then 
glance at the colonial-era barometer and write his report. This 
would be sent by post to headquarters in Nairobi, arriving about 
a week later. They would analyse his findings according to their 
weather models and a forecast would be posted back to him. 

"By the time I got it was useless," he says with a shrug. "We 
weren't able to assess daily or seasonal forecasts - we would just 
do manual data entry." The largely pointless work would then be 
painstakingly filed, he adds, pointing to a cupboard covering the 
entire office wall. 

Two years ago all of that changed when Computer Aid - one of 
the three charities for which The Independent is raising funds in 
this year's Christmas Appeal - equipped Jackson's meteorological 
station with refurbished PCs and gave him and his colleagues the 
training to use them. 

Now the morning's readings are fed straight into a live system 
and then modelled into a forecast which is available instantly on 
the internet. "That means we can forecast the start of the rains, 
their seasonal length, the length of the dry spells. All at the touch 
of a button," he beams. "It's much more interesting and I feel 
more motivated to work." 


The arrival of the digital age hasn't just cheered up Jackson, it's 
begun to change the way that farmers in the region are working. 
"It's helping them to decide which crops to plant, which fertiliser 
to use and when to plant," he says. The station, which is attached 
to the Kenya Agricultural Research Institute, has developed its 
own breed of drought resistant "Katumani maize". 

The new fast forecasts are available to anyone with an internet 
connection or a phone. They are also circulated by more old- 
fashioned means via a motorcycle dispatch rider, who takes them 
to the local chiefs to be distributed to the hundreds of 
smallholders in the locals hills. 


The arrival of computing power has also helped the weatherman 
to confirm a more worrying phenomenon - climate change. "The 
weather is not behaving well, this climate change has upset the 
system so we get rains when we are not supposed to and then 
when they're expected they don't come," he says. 


All of which makes the met man's job even more important. A 
farmer himself in his spare time, Jackson has noticed that his 
neighbours are carefully watching what he sows and when he 
sows it. With the right timing, yields can be increased up to five- 
fold, he reveals. In a good year farmers like Titus are now getting 
70 bags of maize, compared with 15 before. 

"At first I didn't even know there was a weather centre at 
Katumani but now I call them two times a week," says Titus as he 
inspects progress on the new farmhouse. 

For his part the weatherman was supposed to have retired 
already to spend more time with his own fields. Pointing at some 
faded bar charts on the wall of his office he explains that he has 
elected to stay on for another five years instead. He speaks 
proudly of a recent presentation he has given to colleagues in 
Nairobi on the regional impacts of climate change. "I don't want 
to retire," the 55-year-old laughs. "I'm enjoying my job too 
much."

Lil Wayne has hometown farewell show before jail

NEW ORLEANS Lil Wayne emerged as a top-selling musician known for his 
clever wordplay and risque lyrics, but like rappers before him, he's staring 
down a year behind bars at the peak of his career. 

The artist returned to his hometown of New Orleans for a performance 
Monday on what he's calling his farewell tour. 

"I'm nothing without you," he told the screaming crowd of thousands of fans 
at the New Orleans Arena after opening the concert with "A Milli," which 
last year earned him a Grammy for best rap solo. 

The 27-year-old rapper, whose real name is Dwayne Carter, pleaded guilty 
in October to a weapons possession charge and will be sentenced Feb. 9. 
His plea deal calls for a year in jail. 

The charge stemmed from a 2007 traffic stop of his tour bus in New York 
when authorities said they smelled marijuana, and as they approached, he 
tossed aside a bag with a loaded .40-caliber handgun. 

In a separate case, he also faces trial in March on felony drug possession 
and weapons charges in Yuma County, Ariz. More recently, he had to 
postpone a show one day after authorities stopped two of his buses in Texas 
and found marijuana. The case has been referred to the sheriff's office. 
Some of those at Monday's concert said they were disappointed with the 
rapper's legal troubles. 

"It's kinda sad, the stereotype and that he fell into it," said 19-year-old Lee 
Farrell of New Orleans. 

Lil Wayne is set to follow some of rap music's biggest names from Tupac 
Shakur, Lil' Kim, Beanie Sigel and Shyne to New Orleans natives Mystikal 
and C-Murder who have served a few months to several years behind bars 
for crimes committed after they became famous. 

Corey "C-Murder" Miller was convicted earlier this year of second-degree 
murder for the 2002 shooting of a fan during a nightclub brawl. He was 
sentenced to life in prison. 

T.I. reported to a federal prison in May for his conviction on weapons 
charges. He is expected to serve a year and a day. 

"I hope Lil Wayne will follow in T.I.'s footsteps," said 32-year-old Jed Wright 
of Metairie, who brought his 11-year-old stepson to the show as a Christmas 
present. "T.I. promised to turn his life around. Lil Wayne can do the same 
thing." 

Lil Wayne has been rapping since he was a teenager. Over the past two 
years, his career has reached new heights with several Grammys and gold 


records. His "Tha Carter III" topped all album sales in 2008 with 2.8 million 
copies sold. The record had the No. 1 smash "Lollipop." 

"He's very unique," said 18-year-old April Nguyen, of Metairie, La. "He 
expands his genre, even does rock music, and is constantly reinventing 
himself." 


Lil Wayne's next album, "Rebirth," is due for release Feb. 1. After New 
Orleans, he is scheduled to play a couple of dates in Texas and another 
show in southern Louisiana.

Where Unity is divided by oil 
Peace Direct is working hard to ensure the 
riches underneath Sudanese soil do not 


reignite civil war. Daniel Howden reports 


There is a straight line crossing the swamps of Nuerland where 
the earth has been methodically scorched and plugged. Rusting 
metal caps lie beneath fetid ponds of water six feet across. They 
are the only physical evidence of what will soon be the next 
generation of Sudan's oil wells. 

They sit atop man-made hills, bulldozed from the burnt marshes 
and waiting to be connected to high-pressure pipelines that will 
pump the crude out of the ground of Unity State and send it 
north to Port Sudan. 

The line of the plugs is matched by the fearsome symmetry of 
raised and graded roads that have been cut through the fringes 
of the great Sudd Swamp. This grid of dead-straight scars in the 
wetlands is a lasting reminder of a brutal meeting between the 
industrial world and the pastoral life that existed before the 
discovery of oil. 

Nyadiat Kuol, 21, has a scar of her own. It splices her top lip and 
stays as a more personal reminder of the helicopter gunships 
that came to clear the way for the roads. 

It is nearly 10 years since Sudan's North-South civil war came to 
her village. The government in Khartoum had relaunched oil 
exploration in Unity State after making peace with one faction of 
the south's strained guerrilla alliance. It began a scorched-earth 
Campaign to empty the land of its people and make way for the 
oil companies to expand drilling and explore further south. 

The helicopters were sent to strafe the villages that stood in the 
way before paid militia would mop up stragglers and survivors, 
killing anyone they found. 

The onslaught came at Nyadiat's village at first light. She 
remembers four gunships that came in the morning and returned 


at dusk two days in a row. "When they came, some escaped to 
the river, some to the forest," she says. Her own escape was 
made harder by flying shrapnel that cut open her face and 
wounded her leg. There was no option of resting her injuries 
though. 

"The soldiers were following behind to burn everything left 
standing," says Peter Gatlec. Two years ago, Nyadiat, Peter and 
the other survivors returned to their village. There was nothing 
left standing. 

Now a line of tear-drop shaped huts once more divides their 
pasture land from their crops. People and animals live cheek by 
jowl. The smaller houses, called duels, are spaced evenly among 
the larger enclosures for the animals, known as luaks. 

On the mud walls of the duel in which Nyadiat is sitting, the 
names of the children that live there have been written in chalk. 
John Kahn Diew and Samuel Lak Bowm have scrawled their 
names in spidery script, a skill they learned at the recently 
opened school nearby. 

These uncertain letters are a sign of an uneasy peace that holds 
for now in Unity State, one of the handful of territories that sit on 
either side of the line that divides North and South Sudan. The 
contested states are also home to the bulk of the half a million 
barrels of oil that Sudan produces every day - reserves that many 
analysts believe could create another bloody chapter in the 
history of Africa's largest country. 

Unity's own history has betrayed its name, and its oil wealth has 
proved to be a curse. The state has been fought over in a series 
of guerrilla wars and local conflicts that have allowed foreign oil 
companies to exploit its resources without reference to its 
people. 

For Tom Gillhespy from Peace Direct - one of the charities for 
which this year's Independent Christmas Appeal is raising funds - 
the state is a terrifying example of how not to manage oil. 
Despite the immense challenges in a country that holds its first 
national elections in 25 years this coming April and from which 
the South is expected to vote overwhelmingly to secede in 2011, 
Mr Gillhespy believes that smart intervention can stop some of 
the mistakes of the past from being repeated. 


Peace Direct has been working across the deep divide left by 
Africa's longest war with the practical aim of getting oil 
companies to behave better, getting communities to resolve their 
differences without violence, and getting politicians to respond 
to the root causes of conflict. In a country with seemingly scant 
prospects for reconciliation the results can be surprising. 

"It's not just that we are coming to the North for the first time in 
20 years," said George Ngoha, director of Sudan Women in 
Development and Peace (SWIDAP), a partner of Peace Direct. 
"It's also to find that our brothers in the North are doing the 
same work as we are doing in the South. The veil has been torn 
down." 

The most effective device for tearing it down has been the Sudan 
Oil and Human Security Initiative (SOHSI), which brings 
together oil companies, the government and representatives of 
the communities affected by exploration to develop trust and 
work together on issues such as security and the environment. 
According to Mr Gillhespy the point of SOHSI "is to work in co- 
operation with oil companies to avoid what has happened 
elsewhere" from happening in the states in which SOHSI is 
working. 

Those states include the contested South Kordofan, currently 
within the domain of Arab-dominated northern Sudan but which 
many residents feel should join the mainly Christian South. 
Duria Adam is a "peacebuilder" with the charity, which began 
working in Sudan in 2006. One of the northern pioneers of the 
Collaborative for Peace in Sudan, Duria (whose name has been 
changed for her own protection) has recently returned from 
mediating a dispute over oil compensation in South Kordofan. 
The project began with workshops on elections with local people 
attending. The people were given the chance to elect their own 
peace committee at the end of the workshop to give them a taste 
of democracy and also to provide an elected body to address 
local conflicts. 

During the workshop, Duria was approached by a member of the 
local Koyat people who warned that his tribe had recently bought 
40 weapons. Separately, a member of the neighbouring Kolba 
tribe approached her to reveal that young men he knew had been 


sent to Kenya for military training. All the ingredients were in 
place for a fight with wider ramifications. 

Duria tasked the newly elected peace committee with mapping 
out all of the local points of conflict. 

It turned out that oil compensation was at the bottom of the 
Kolba-Koyat dispute with one tribe claiming a health clinic 
should have been given to them; two years before, three people 
had been killed and 14 injured in fighting over this. Using a 
“Rapid Response Fund" of $3,000 the committee was able to 
intervene quickly. 

The voluntary group spent a fortnight visiting the tribes involved. 
Once the groundwork was done they got the heads of the tribes 
together, along with the local government, security forces and 
the oil companies concerned. Thanks to Duria, it was agreed the 
firm would provide a second health clinic for the community that 
had previously missed out. "Had the project not existed this 
would have undoubtedly led to further bloodshed on a large scale 
and it is this kind of approach that we are looking to replicate in 
Unity," says Mr Gillhespy. 

As Sudan enters its most critical period since the 2005 
Comprehensive Peace Agreement, which ended the civil war of 
20 years, Peace Direct believes its work building relationships 
with local partners can be a model for keeping the peace in one 
of Africa's most complicated crises. 

The replacement of the usual NGO and aid agency structures 
with funding given directly to local organisations means money 
can be used more effectively and efficiently, Peace Direct argues. 
“This demonstrates how, even when oil companies try to do the 
right thing, they could get it wrong," says Mr Gillhespy. "And it 
shows how valuable a local body like SOHSI is, not just to the 
peace of the local communities but to the oil companies 
themselves." With the support of Peace Direct, and generous 
giving by Independent readers, women like Duria can continue to 
build peace in this troubled region.

Has anyone read Dr. Wesley Muhammad's book Black Arabia and the African Origins of 
Islam? 


If so, what is your take? | just received my copy in the mail and have read the first three 


chapters. I have some issues with some of the information thus far and here is 
just one of my issues. 


I want to post an excerpt from his book that I have an issue with. Here is 
what Dr. Muhammad (2009:114-117) : 


[QUOTE] What are some of these Semetic elements within Egyptian 
religion? The English Egyptologist and Assyriologist informs us, differing 
with his mentor: 


We find no trace of Sun-worship inthe religious beliefs of the Neolithic 
Egyptians. It is the old veneration of the sacred animalsthat are so 
characteristically Egyptianthe sun-god invaded from the EastHe bore a 
Semetic name (Ra) 


Nor did Egyptologist Elise J. Baumgartel, in her examination of Predynastic 
cultures, find any evidence of sun-worship. Renowned American 
archaeologist, biblical scholar and linguist William Foxwell Albright made 
an important remark in his study, Notes on Egypto-Semetic Etymology: 


The Egyptian Religion is the syncresis of African totemism and animism 
with Semitic nature worshipsuch divine names as [Ra], Amun, Ptah, Min, 
etc. are almost certainly Semetic. 


While such terms as totemism animism and nature worship are dated and 
inappropriate not to say inaccurate descriptions of African and Semitic 
religious traditions, the larger point appears sound: the sun-god of Egypt is 
an eastern deity with a Semitic name. 


American sociologist, historian and former chair of Standfords African 
American Studies program, Sr. Clair Drake, in his landmark work, Black 
Folks Here and There, suggests that Rah is perhaps a solar god from 
Mesopotamia. Rahs eastern origin seems confirmed by the Egyptian 
sources. 


In Papyrus Boulag (17, I, 5) Amun-Re, the Sun God, was called the 
Beautiful-of- face, who comes (from) Ta-Neter. We Have demonstrated that 
Ta-Neter is Afrabia. We have here what appears to be an acknowledgment 
of Rahs Afrabian derivation. But the Semetic solar deity was not named 
Rah, it was Alah. We know that certain early hieroglyphics originally had 
Semitic values that were later Egyptianized. Rahs hieroglyph no doubt 
conceals a Semitic original. The following is the hieroglyph for Rah. 


The disk, stroke and crouching figure are all determinatives. The only 
glyphs with phonetic value are thus:

The first glyph, the open mouth, is the Egyptian r, but it also doubles as 1 
when translating or transliterating foreign words that include an 1. Because 
Old Egyptian did not posses an | phonetic value, when receiving foreign 
words that do, the foreign | is converted to the Egyptian <mouth glyph>. 
The second glyph, the forearm transliterated as a, is a strong guttural sound 
like Arabic ayn or ah sound, equivalent to the Proto-Semitic, ah. Rahs name 
thus possesses the same two phonemes as does the name fo the Semitic 
solar deity, al. Underneat the hieroglyphic Rah is no doubt the Semitic 
(a)lah. 


Rah had a female complement, Rat. Like the Arabic al-Lah and al-Lat, the 
goddesses name is created simply by adding the feminine marker to the 
gods name: 


Allah = Rah, Allat = Rat

So here are my issues: 1) Ta-Neter (the land of the ancestors) being in 
Arabia and 2) Ra being an import from Arabia by Black Arabs or other wise. 


The question becomes how does Ra become an "import" from Arabia when 
they have the terminology inherent in their own language for Ra as the sun? 
Not only that, it has cognates with other Black African languages. Observe 
the difference:

The Egyptian reality matches the Nilo-Saharan/ Niger-Kordofania n reality. 
Again, Egypt didn't have to import anything from Arabia as the term is 
inherit in the language and thus why the deity is associated with the sun in 
Egyptian cosmology. 


So again, the question becomes how was Ra an import when the Semitic 
word for sun doesn't match that for the rest of Black Africa, including the 
Egyptian? Because you do not see predynastic figures of "ra" as a "sun-god" 
does that mean that there wasn't any reference to the sun as Ra, which was 
later personified as such? 


In my interactions with living African traditions, the sun is NEVER 
worshiped and when the sun is referenced, it is not the sun they are talking 
about, it is always the power of the sun as a symbol or they refer to the 
emanation of light rays in relation to creation: as all things are a form of 
light. Thus why Ra is the "creator" God. 


This same creative power of light is stil present in the Yoruba system of Ifa 
as ALA (white light) and in the name OBATALA (king of white light). 
Obatala, like Ra (ALA) is the "creator" "god". This is an inherent feature in 
Black African languages, not an import from Semitic. So how would he 
explain RA (ALA) in Yoruba? Did the Black Asian Semites introduce them as 
well? 


The Yoruba cognate for Allah as God however is OLU or OLUWA. Again, 
inherent terms not loan words.

I will not be in NY anytime soon, so I will miss that particular discourse. 
However, I had an opportunity briefly to discuss with him some questions in 
regards to his book prior to me receiving his book. I asked these questions: 
What makes the religion African? Is African because some Black people 
invented it or because it shares affinities with other African religions?

I ask my questions starting around 1 hour and 2 minutes 


His answer to the first series of questions was that he is defining Islam 
based on the veneration of ALLAH as supreme being and because of the 
rituals surrounding the visits of pilgrims to the KaBa. I also asked him what 
is the difference between the White Arab Islam and the Indigenous Black 
Arab Islam and his answer was that Islam went from Pro-Black, Anti-White 
to Pro-White, Anti-Black. So in other words, nothing changed except the 


perpetrators of racism. However, upon reading the book he is stating that 
the change, when Mohammad came about, was a reform movement. At this 
period Mohammad went to war with other black Arab Muslims to get rid of 
the other deities that were being worshipped to bring back the true worship 
of ALLAH as the supreme being. 


This is problematic in this wise: if that is all that changed, that means all of 
the issues people have with Islam are legitimate regardless of Black or 
White because people have a problem with the culture of Islam regardless 
of phenotype. This means prior to Mohammad, women were still secondary 
citizens and they promoted slavery (as he states when he says the Blacks 
enslaved the Whites). He will argue that Ta-Meri had slaves, which is true, 
but he cant argue that the slavery was sanctioned by the God of the 
Egyptians: only that one, maybe two had enslaved in a particular deities 
(and we can rightfully argue ancestors) name.

Has anyone read Dr. Wesley Muhammad's book Black Arabia and the African Origins of 
Islam? 


If so, what is your take? | just received my copy in the mail and have read the first three 
chapters. I have some issues with some of the information thus far and here is 
just one of my issues. 


I want to post an excerpt from his book that I have an issue with. Here is 
what Dr. Muhammad (2009:114-117) : 


[QUOTE] What are some of these Semetic elements within Egyptian 
religion? The English Egyptologist and Assyriologist informs us, differing 
with his mentor: 


We find no trace of Sun-worship inthe religious beliefs of the Neolithic 
Egyptians. It is the old veneration of the sacred animalsthat are so 
characteristically Egyptianthe sun-god invaded from the EastHe bore a 
Semetic name (Ra) 


Nor did Egyptologist Elise J. Baumgartel, in her examination of Predynastic 
cultures, find any evidence of sun-worship. Renowned American 
archaeologist, biblical scholar and linguist William Foxwell Albright made 
an important remark in his study, Notes on Egypto-Semetic Etymology: 


The Egyptian Religion is the syncresis of African totemism and animism 
with Semitic nature worshipsuch divine names as [Ra], Amun, Ptah, Min, 
etc. are almost certainly Semetic. 


While such terms as totemism animism and nature worship are dated and 
inappropriate not to say inaccurate descriptions of African and Semitic 
religious traditions, the larger point appears sound: the sun-god of Egypt is 
an eastern deity with a Semitic name. 


American sociologist, historian and former chair of Standfords African 
American Studies program, Sr. Clair Drake, in his landmark work, Black 
Folks Here and There, suggests that Rah is perhaps a solar god from 
Mesopotamia. Rahs eastern origin seems confirmed by the Egyptian 
sources. 


In Papyrus Boulag (17, II, 5) Amun-Re, the Sun God, was called the 
Beautiful-of- face, who comes (from) Ta-Neter. We Have demonstrated that 
Ta-Neter is Afrabia. We have here what appears to be an acknowledgment 
of Rahs Afrabian derivation. But the Semetic solar deity was not named 
Rah, it was Alah. We know that certain early hieroglyphics originally had 
Semitic values that were later Egyptianized. Rahs hieroglyph no doubt 
conceals a Semitic original.

This is an inherent feature in 
Black African languages, not an import from Semitic. So how would he 
explain RA (ALA) in Yoruba? Did the Black Asian Semites introduce them as 
well? 


The Yoruba cognate for Allah as God however is OLU or OLUWA. Again, 
inherent terms not loan words.

I will not be in NY anytime soon, so I will miss that particular discourse.

I ask my questions starting around 1 hour and 2 minutes 


His answer to the first series of questions was that he is defining Islam 
based on the veneration of ALLAH as supreme being and because of the 
rituals surrounding the visits of pilgrims to the KaBa. I also asked him what 
is the difference between the White Arab Islam and the Indigenous Black 
Arab Islam and his answer was that Islam went from Pro-Black, Anti-White 
to Pro-White, Anti-Black. So in other words, nothing changed except the 
perpetrators of racism. However, upon reading the book he is stating that 
the change, when Mohammad came about, was a reform movement. At this 
period Mohammad went to war with other black Arab Muslims to get rid of 
the other deities that were being worshipped to bring back the true worship 
of ALLAH as the supreme being. 


This is problematic in this wise: if that is all that changed, that means all of 
the issues people have with Islam are legitimate regardless of Black or 
White because people have a problem with the culture of Islam regardless 
of phenotype. This means prior to Mohammad, women were still secondary 
citizens and they promoted slavery (as he states when he says the Blacks 
enslaved the Whites). He will argue that Ta-Meri had slaves, which is true, 
but he cant argue that the slavery was sanctioned by the God of the 
Egyptians: only that one, maybe two had enslaved in a particular deities 
(and we can rightfully argue ancestors) name. That is different than a 


religious sponsored slavery like the Pope did with Christianity. 


So basically there is no difference between White Arab Islam and Black 
Arab Islam other than the getting rid of Allat and the daughters/sons of 
Allah and Allat as patron deities in the pantheon. If anything, this is where 
the true African character lies and this is when it ceased to be African. I still 
have to finish the book so I can discuss more after that, but again, you can 
listen to the dialogue and I would be more than happy to discuss further my 
issues with certain aspects of this book.

American may be as little as 1 percent West African or as much as 


99 percent -- just one finding of a large-scale, genome-wide study of 


African and African-American ancestry. 


An international research team led by scientists from the University 


of Pennsylvania and Cornell University has collected and analyzed 
genotype data from 365 African-Americans, 203 people from 12 
West African populations and 400 Europeans from 42 countries to 
provide a genome-wide perspective of African and African- 
American ancestry. 


The data reveal genomic diversity among African and African- 


American populations far more complex than originally thought and 
reflect deep historical, cultural and linguistic impacts on gene flow 
among populations. The data also point to the ability of geneticists 
to reliably discern ancestry using such data. Scientists found, for 
example, that they could distinguish African and European ancestry 
at each region of the genome of self-identified-African Americans. 


Sarah Tishkoff, a geneticist at Penn, and Carlos Bustamante, a 
computational biologist at Cornell, led the study to analyze 300,000 
genetic markers from across the genome from West African, 
African-American and European-American populations to see 
whether they could reliably distinguish ancestry. 


The team found that, while some West African populations are 
nearly indistinguishable, there are clear and discernible genetic 
differences among some groups, divided along linguistic and 
geographic lines. 


This newly acquired genetic data revealed a number of important 
advances, including: 

«e The rich mosaic of African-American ancestry. Among the 365 
African-Americans in the study, individuals had as little as 1 
percent West African ancestry and as much as 99 percent. 
There are significant implications for pharmacogenomic 
studies and assessment of disease risk. It appears that the 
range of genetic ancestry captured under the term African- 
American is extremely diverse, suggesting that caution should 
be used in prescribing treatment based on differential 
guidelines for African-Americans. 

« A median proportion of European ancestry in African- 
Americans of 18.5 percent, with large variation among 
individuals. 

e The predominately African origin of X chromosomes of 
African-Americans.

"Africa, which is the homeland of all modern humans, contains 
more than 2,000 ethnolinguistic groups and harbors great genetic 
and phenotypic diversity; however, little is known about fine-scale 
population structure at a genome-wide level," said Tishkoff, 
professor in the departments of genetics and biology at Penn. "We 
were able to distinguish among closely related West African 
populations and showed that genetically inferred ancestry 
correlates strongly with geography and language, reflecting 
historic migration events in Africa. 


"We were also able to show that there is little genetic 
differentiation among African-Americans in the African portion of 
their ancestry, reflecting the fact that most African-Americans have 
ancestry from several regions of western Africa. The greatest 
variation among African-Americans is in their proportion of 
European ancestry, which has important implications for the design 
of personalized medical treatments." 


The study focused primarily on the genetic structure of West 
African populations, as previous genetic and historical studies 
suggested that the region was the source for most of the ancestry 
of present-day African-Americans. The results suggest that there 
are clear and discernible genetic differences among some of the 


West African populations, whereas others appear to be nearly 
indistinguishable, even when comparing more than 300,000 genetic 
markers. The researchers note that a larger sample size would 
likely reveal further substructure and diversity between these 
populations. 


Analyzing patterns of population structure and individual ancestry 
in Africans and African-Americans illuminates the history of human 
populations and is critical for undertaking medical genomic studies 
on a global scale. 


Understanding ancestry not only provides insight into historical 
migration patterns, human origins and greater understanding of 
evolutionary forces, but also allows researchers to examine disease 
susceptibility and pharmacogenic response, and to develop 
personalized drugs and treatments, a frontier in public health. 


There is also strong reason to believe that high-density genotype 
data from African and African-American populations may pinpoint 
more precisely the geographic origin of African ancestry in African- 
Americans, the researchers said. The study appears online in the 
Proceedings of the National Academy of Sciences.

Science Foundation, David and Lucile Packard and Burroughs 
Wellcome Foundation.

WASHINGTON - Conjuring up a name for the decade that will come to a 
close on Thursday night has become a popular media parlor game. 

Not surprisingly, many commentators have been quick to recall events they 
believe illustrate what went wrong in the 2000s from Sept. 11 to Hurricane 
Katrina to the Great Recession. 

I would argue that its been more of a mixed bag, wrapped around a 
paradox. This was a time when the Internet and cell phones bound us 
together as never before, bringing us all sorts of new benefits. 


At the same time, that very technology helped magnify our divisions, 
sometimes with disastrous consequences call it the Decade of 
Disconnection. 


Driven by technology, globalization grew exponentially. The trend was 
brought home every time an American consumer made a purchase online or 
spoke to a cheerful customer service representative on another continent. 


This year, we even celebrated that interwoven-ness by awarding the Oscar 
for Best Picture to "Slumdog Millionaire," a movie about a call center 
worker from Mumbai who becomes a game show sensation. 


Yet for all the boons of global exchange, the decade also taught us how 
virulently a small subculture of the world hates America and everything it 
stands for. 


And the race between the nation's ability to use technology to enhance its 
security and the ability of terrorists to use it to their advantage remained a 
very close-run thing.

Once upon a time, millions actually read books that actually taught 
something (like the historical novels of James Michener), and hundreds of 
millions took the time to watch edifying television dramas (like Roots).

We all end up talking about Tiger 
Woods and the other celebrity scandals of the day because they are among 
the few things we all know something about. 

So as we ring in a new decade, what should we wish for? 

First, perhaps, for the resolve to pay closer attention to how advances in 
technology can not only instantly change our lives but also gradually drive 
our history for better and for worse. 

And second, for the wisdom to understand that more interconnectedness 
does not necessarily make for stronger community, let alone greater 
personal security or spiritual fulfillment.

Independent Appeal: Jennipher, the woman thrown to the dogs 


When Nathan Awoloi bought his wife for two cows, he believed it gave him 
the right to treat her like an animal. Claire Soares reports from Pallisa, 
Uganda, on the charity that saved her

Hunched over a sewing machine, Jennipher Alupot is an unlikely poster girl 
for the women's rights movement. In fact, the young Ugandan mother is 


totally unaware of how her story almost too horrific to be believed has 
caused waves across the country and down the corridors of power, 
ultimately giving thousands of abused women the chance of justice. 


For seven years, Jennipher was forced to breastfeed the puppies of her 
husband's hunting dogs. After drinking and smoking heavily, Nathan Alowoi 
would appear at the marital bed, bind his young wife's legs and hands 
together and force the mewling animals to her nipple. 

He had handed over two cows to his father-in-law as part of the "bride 
price" for his new wife. So, he reasoned, if the cows were no longer around 
to provide milk then his new purchase would have to provide for the pups. 
"I had to feed them all through the night; then in the morning he would 
untie me," his wife, now 26, explains matter-of-factly. 

Her ordeal began out in the rural east in 2002 with the arrival of her first- 
born, a daughter called Achom. There was a reprieve with the second child, 
a boy named after his father as tradition dictates and thus protected from 
the indignity of having to share his mother's breast with the puppies. But 
when the third child, another son, Olinga, was born, a new litter was 
brought to suckle. 

That baby, she recalls, started having fits and foaming at the mouth. Olinga 
died just before his second birthday. "I think it could have been something 
to do with the dogs," his mother says. 

Jennipher had tried to resist her husband before and had alerted her own 
family, her in-laws and tribal elders to her suffering. She had even dared to 
go to the police in the nearest town, Pallisa. All in vain. 

After her baby son's death, she hoped her husband's perversion might at 
least end. Then this March, she gave birth to another daughter, Apunyo, 
and the abuse started up once more, only more violently. One night when 
she protested, her husband pierced her with a spear under the chin. 


This time she snapped. She fled to the women's refuge in Pallisa. Not only 
did the centre supported by ActionAid, one of the charities in this year's 
Independent Christmas Appeal give Jennipher and her baby daughter a roof 
over their heads, but they are also helping her bring legal action against her 
husband. 

The case made front-page headlines around the East African nation, with 
commentators lining up to denounce the shocking abuse. A bill to tighten up 
domestic violence laws that had been languishing in the Ugandan 
parliament for more years, was rushed through last month. "That bill was 
passed because of Jennipher," said Caroline Odoi, ActionAid's coordinator in 
Pallisa. "Her case opened so many people's eyes; it unblocked everything." 
"The women's movement built up the pressure very effectively," agreed 
Sylvia Tamale, the dean of law at Makerere University in the capital, 
Kampala. "Our government generally just pays lip service to women's 
rights; they only take action when it becomes politically expedient." 
Although the particularly grim abuse that Jennipher suffered appears to be 


a one-off, domestic violence against women is widespread in Uganda. 
According to a 2006 government survey, more than two in three women 
have suffered some form of abuse at the hands of a spouse. 


Mifumi, a group campaigning for women's rights in the country, believes 
the "bride price" practice is a leading contributor to the spiralling levels of 
domestic violence in Uganda. 


Tribal custom dictates that a prospective husband sends a delegation to his 
chosen bride's home. Her family then set a value on their daughter's worth, 
usually expressed in a mixture of livestock and shillings. The haggling 
begins, and continues until a deal is struck. "Bride price renders the notion 
that a man has purchased a wife, including her sexual consent, labour and 
obedience," says Atuki Turner, Mifumi's director. 


At the women's refuge in Pallisa, legal officer Hope Iceduna, sees first-hand 
the legacy of this custom: a steady stream of women arriving at her office. 
There was Florence, thrown out of her home after telling her husband of 
many years she was HIV-positive. He then demanded a refund of the bride 
price, but the cattle had long since died, the money long since spent; so 
instead he tried to appropriate some of her father's land. There was 
Annette, "inherited" by the brother of her deceased husband, because the 
family still considered her their property; and Grace, whose in-laws tried to 
seize her marital home once her husband died. 


The bride price can often complicate efforts to get justice for these 
mistreated and dispossessed women. Sometimes a magistrate can rule that 
a bride price must be refunded, before the case will even be heard. 


The women's centre in Pallisa was established in June 2008. From then until 
the beginning of 2009, it dealt with 79 complaints an average of 13 a 
month. In the first 11 months of this year, it has handled 310 an average of 
28. Most of the complaints are resolved through mediation in Ms Iceduna's 
office, where the parties in dispute perch on plastic chairs and set out their 
case. A dozen or so have made it to court. 

ActionAid has been campaigning at the regional level, working with the 
district's tribal leaders to draw up a revised charter of traditional customs. 
One of the key goals is to transform the "bride price" into a "bride prize". "If 
it's a gift there are no strings attached and it is not refundable," Ms Odoi, 
the charity's point person in Pallisa, explains. 


At one recent meeting around 40 clan heads some in military fatigues, 
others in traditional caps gathered in a church strung with festive bunting, 
to discuss the new best practices. The chair wrote up the proposals on a 
flipchart in red marker pen, and with schoolboy diligence the clan heads 
copied it down. 

Item number one on the agenda was the age girls should marry and the 
minimum age for losing their virginity. Next came the issue of female 
inheritance and the traditional tasks around the home that should be passed 
on from mother to daughter alongside formal schooling. 


The eighth point for discussion read: "There should be NO bride price but a 
non-refundable bride prize or kichaitma, hence the dowry should be 
abolished." 


The ensuing floor debate threw up some interesting queries. "What if our 
clan agrees to this but our daughter marries someone from a different 
tribe?" said one. "Does this mean my daughter is worth nothing?" said 
another. And "What happens if the day after I pay kichaitma, my bride runs 
off?" The chair's response to the last concern was blunt. "Well, it's up to you 
to make sure she's satisfied and has no reason to leave you," he says to 
laughs from the audience. 

There was a show of hands. All were in favour of abolishing the bride price. 
So did this mean the practice is no more at least in the area around Pallisa? 
“We represent our communities," one clan leader said firmly. "And whatever 
we agree here, we will take back and they will accept." 

The reality of weeding out such a deep-rooted tradtion might be slightly 
more complicated, but Ms Odoi is confident change is coming. 

Alongside the negotiations with the male chieftains, ActionAid is also 
working to empower women, from running adult literacy lessons to forming 
community circles where women can air their concerns. 

Back at the women's refuge, Jennipher is coming to the end of her seventh 
month there. Her case is currently before the Human Rights Commission, 
but if it fails there, she can seek justice within the framework of the newly 
passed Domestic Violence Act which is simply awaiting the signature of 
President Yoweri Museveni to become law. 

ActionAid are helping to build Jennipher a two-bedroom house, to which she 
hopes to move in the new year, and she is being taught to be a seamstress 
so she can support herself. As she cuddles baby Apunyo, she talks of her 
hopes for 2010. "My two eldest children are still with their father. I miss 
them a lot. I want just to be together with all my children again."

I will not be in NY anytime soon, so I will miss that particular discourse. 
However, I had an opportunity briefly to discuss with him some questions in 
regards to his book prior to me receiving his book. I asked these questions: 
What makes the religion African? Is African because some Black people 
invented it or because it shares affinities with other African religions?

I ask my questions starting around 1 hour and 2 minutes 


His answer to the first series of questions was that he is defining Islam 
based on the veneration of ALLAH as supreme being and because of the 
rituals surrounding the visits of pilgrims to the KaBa. I also asked him what 
is the difference between the White Arab Islam and the Indigenous Black 
Arab Islam and his answer was that Islam went from Pro-Black, Anti-White 
to Pro-White, Anti-Black. So in other words, nothing changed except the 
perpetrators of racism. However, upon reading the book he is stating that 
the change, when Mohammad came about, was a reform movement. At this 
period Mohammad went to war with other black Arab Muslims to get rid of 
the other deities that were being worshipped to bring back the true worship 
of ALLAH as the supreme being. 


This is problematic in this wise: if that is all that changed, that means all of 
the issues people have with Islam are legitimate regardless of Black or 
White because people have a problem with the culture of Islam regardless 
of phenotype. This means prior to Mohammad, women were still secondary 
citizens and they promoted slavery (as he states when he says the Blacks 
enslaved the Whites). He will argue that Ta-Meri had slaves, which is true, 
but he cant argue that the slavery was sanctioned by the God of the 
Egyptians: only that one, maybe two had enslaved in a particular deities 
(and we can rightfully argue ancestors) name. That is different than a 
religious sponsored slavery like the Pope did with Christianity. 


So basically there is no difference between White Arab Islam and Black 
Arab Islam other than the getting rid of Allat and the daughters/sons of 
Allah and Allat as patron deities in the pantheon. If anything, this is where 
the true African character lies and this is when it ceased to be African. I still 
have to finish the book so I can discuss more after that, but again, you can 
listen to the dialogue and I would be more than happy to discuss further my 
issues with certain aspects of this book.

Has anyone read Dr. Wesley Muhammad's book Black Arabia and the African Origins of 
Islam? 


If so, what is your take? | just received my copy in the mail and have read the first three 
chapters. I have some issues with some of the information thus far and here is 
just one of my issues. 


I want to post an excerpt from his book that I have an issue with. Here is 
what Dr. Muhammad (2009:114-117) : 


[QUOTE] What are some of these 'Semetic elements’ within Egyptian 
religion? The English Egyptologist and Assyriologist informs us, differing 
with his mentor: 


"We find no trace of Sun-worship in.the religious beliefs of the Neolithic 
Egyptians. It is the old veneration of the sacred animals.that are so 
characteristically Egyptian.the sun-god invaded from the East.He bore a 
Semetic name (Ra)." 


Nor did Egyptologist Elise J. Baumgartel, in her examination of Predynastic 
cultures, find any evidence of sun-worship. Renowned American 
archaeologist, biblical scholar and linguist William Foxwell Albright made 
an important remark in his study, "Notes on Egypto-Semetic Etymology": 


"The Egyptian Religion is the syncresis of African totemism and animism 
with Semitic nature worship.such divine names as .[Ra], Amun, Ptah, Min, 


etc. are almost certainly Semetic." 


While such terms as 'totemism' 'animism' and 'nature worship' are dated 
and inappropriate - not to say inaccurate - descriptions of African and 
Semitic religious traditions, the larger point appears sound: the sun-god of 
Egypt is an eastern deity with a Semitic name. 


American sociologist, historian and former chair of Standford's African 
American Studies program, Sr. Clair Drake, in his landmark work, Black 
Folks Here and There, suggests that Rah is "perhaps a solar god from 
Mesopotamia. " Rah's eastern origin seems confirmed by the Egyptian 
sources. 


In Papyrus Boulag (17, II, 5) Amun-Re, the Sun -God, was called "the 
Beautiful-of- face, who comes (from) Ta-Neter." We Have demonstrated that 
Ta-Neter is Afrabia. We have here what appears to be an acknowledgment 
of Rah's Afrabian derivation. But the Semetic solar deity was not named 
‘Rah,’ it was Alah. We know that certain early hieroglyphics originally had 
Semitic values that were later Egyptianized. Rah's hieroglyph no doubt 
conceals a Semitic original. The following is the hieroglyph for Rah. 


The disk, stroke and crouching figure are all determinatives. The only 
glyphs with phonetic value are thus: 


<;image of mouth + arm glyphs> 


The first glyph, the open mouth, is the Egyptian 'r', but it also doubles as 'l' 
when translating or transliterating foreign words that include an 'I'. 
Because Old Egyptian did not posses an 'l' phonetic value, when receiving 
foreign words that do, the foreign 'l' is converted to the Egyptian <mouth 
glyph>. The second glyph, the forearm transliterated as 'a', is a strong 
guttural sound like Arabic 'ayn' or 'ah' sound, equivalent to the Proto- 
Semitic, ah. Rah's name thus possesses the same two phonemes as does the 
name fo the Semitic solar deity, 'al'. Underneat the hieroglyphic Rah is no 
doubt the Semitic (a)lah. 


Rah had a female complement, Rat. Like the Arabic al-Lah and al-Lat, the 
goddesses' name is created simply by adding the feminine marker to the 
god's name: 


Allah = Rah, Allat = Rat

So here are my issues: 1) Ta-Neter (the land of the ancestors) being in 
Arabia and 2) Ra being an import from Arabia by Black Arabs or other wise. 


The question becomes how does Ra become an "import" from Arabia when 
they have the terminology inherent in their own language for Ra as the sun?

Taharga was a pharaoh of Egypt during the 25th dynasty. He is the son of 
the first ruler of the dynasty, Piya (Piankhy). 

The 25th dynasty is a Kushite dynasty. This means that the pharaohs were 
from Nubia and drew their power from there. Despite his Nubian ancestry 
Taharga ruled his empire from Memphis. He began a program of temple 
building that saw construction take place beyond the capital at places such 
as Qasr Ibrim, Napata, Thebes and Abydos. 


Chief rival of Taharga was the Assyrian Empire who, by the time of his rule, 
had pushed their borders up against the Egyptians. Around 679 BC the 
pharaoh led small campaigns in Lebanon and Palestine.

In 674 BC the Assyrians launched an invasion of the 
Nile Delta, an attack that the Egyptians rebuffed. In 671 Esarhaddon 
attacked again, this time successfully driving Taharga back to the Sudan. 
The Assyrian king recognized the first king of the Sais dynasty Necho I, as 
ruler of Egypt. Although Taharga attempted to return, he found himself 
unable to overcome the Assyrians. He was defeated by Esarhaddons 
successor Ashurbanipal in 667 BC. Once again Taharga fled south to Nubia, 
where he died in 664 BC.

Blue Moon to Occur New Year's Eve

New Year's Eve brings us the second of two full moons for North Americans 
this month. Some almanacs and calendars assert that when two full moons 
occur within a calendar month, that the second full moon is called the "blue 
moon." 

The term has a very interesting history, riddled with misconceptions and 
errors. More on that lower down. First, what will (and won't) happen: 

The full moon that night will likely look no different than any other full 
moon (other than the fact that a partial eclipse will occur across most of 
Europe, Africa, and Asia). 

But the moon can change color in certain conditions. After forest fires or 
volcanic eruptions, the moon can appear to take on a bluish or even 
lavender hue. Soot and ash particles, deposited high in the Earth's 
atmosphere, can sometimes make the moon appear bluish. 

In one example, smoke from widespread forest fire activity in western 
Canada created a blue moon across eastern North America in late 
September 1950. In the aftermath of the massive eruption of Mount 
Pinatubo in the Philippines in June 1991 there were reports of blue moons 
(and even blue suns) worldwide.

Independent Appeal: Jennipher, the woman thrown to the dogs 

When Nathan Awoloi bought his wife for two cows, he believed it gave him 
the right to treat her like an animal. Claire Soares reports from Pallisa, 
Uganda, on the charity that saved her

e "Independent Appeal’ 
Hunched over a sewing machine, Jennipher Alupot is an unlikely poster girl 
for the women's rights movement. In fact, the young Ugandan mother is 
totally unaware of how her story almost too horrific to be believed has 
caused waves across the country and down the corridors of power, 
ultimately giving thousands of abused women the chance of justice. 


For seven years, Jennipher was forced to breastfeed the puppies of her 
husband's hunting dogs. After drinking and smoking heavily, Nathan Alowoi 
would appear at the marital bed, bind his young wife's legs and hands 
together and force the mewling animals to her nipple. 

He had handed over two cows to his father-in-law as part of the "bride 
price" for his new wife. So, he reasoned, if the cows were no longer around 
to provide milk then his new purchase would have to provide for the pups. 
"I had to feed them all through the night; then in the morning he would 
untie me," his wife, now 26, explains matter-of-factly. 

Her ordeal began out in the rural east in 2002 with the arrival of her first- 
born, a daughter called Achom. There was a reprieve with the second child, 
a boy named after his father as tradition dictates and thus protected from 
the indignity of having to share his mother's breast with the puppies. But 
when the third child, another son, Olinga, was born, a new litter was 
brought to suckle. 

That baby, she recalls, started having fits and foaming at the mouth. Olinga 
died just before his second birthday. "I think it could have been something 
to do with the dogs," his mother says. 


Jennipher had tried to resist her husband before and had alerted her own 
family, her in-laws and tribal elders to her suffering. She had even dared to 
go to the police in the nearest town, Pallisa. All in vain. 

After her baby son's death, she hoped her husband's perversion might at 
least end. Then this March, she gave birth to another daughter, Apunyo, 
and the abuse started up once more, only more violently. One night when 
she protested, her husband pierced her with a spear under the chin. 


This time she snapped. She fled to the women's refuge in Pallisa. Not only 
did the centre supported by ActionAid, one of the charities in this year's 
Independent Christmas Appeal give Jennipher and her baby daughter a roof 
over their heads, but they are also helping her bring legal action against her 
husband. 

The case made front-page headlines around the East African nation, with 
commentators lining up to denounce the shocking abuse. A bill to tighten up 
domestic violence laws that had been languishing in the Ugandan 
parliament for more years, was rushed through last month. "That bill was 
passed because of Jennipher," said Caroline Odoi, ActionAid's coordinator in 
Pallisa. "Her case opened so many people's eyes; it unblocked everything." 


"The women's movement built up the pressure very effectively, " agreed 


Sylvia Tamale, the dean of law at Makerere University in the capital, 
Kampala. "Our government generally just pays lip service to women's 
rights; they only take action when it becomes politically expedient." 
Although the particularly grim abuse that Jennipher suffered appears to be 
a one-off, domestic violence against women is widespread in Uganda. 
According to a 2006 government survey, more than two in three women 
have suffered some form of abuse at the hands of a spouse. 

Mifumi, a group campaigning for women's rights in the country, believes 
the "bride price" practice is a leading contributor to the spiralling levels of 
domestic violence in Uganda. 

Tribal custom dictates that a prospective husband sends a delegation to his 
chosen bride's home. Her family then set a value on their daughter's worth, 
usually expressed in a mixture of livestock and shillings. The haggling 
begins, and continues until a deal is struck. "Bride price renders the notion 
that a man has purchased a wife, including her sexual consent, labour and 
obedience," says Atuki Turner, Mifumi's director. 

At the women's refuge in Pallisa, legal officer Hope Iceduna, sees first-hand 
the legacy of this custom: a steady stream of women arriving at her office. 
There was Florence, thrown out of her home after telling her husband of 
many years she was HIV-positive. He then demanded a refund of the bride 
price, but the cattle had long since died, the money long since spent; so 
instead he tried to appropriate some of her father's land. There was 
Annette, "inherited" by the brother of her deceased husband, because the 
family still considered her their property; and Grace, whose in-laws tried to 
seize her marital home once her husband died. 


The bride price can often complicate efforts to get justice for these 
mistreated and dispossessed women. Sometimes a magistrate can rule that 
a bride price must be refunded, before the case will even be heard. 


The women's centre in Pallisa was established in June 2008. From then until 
the beginning of 2009, it dealt with 79 complaints an average of 13 a 
month. In the first 11 months of this year, it has handled 310 an average of 
28. Most of the complaints are resolved through mediation in Ms Iceduna's 
office, where the parties in dispute perch on plastic chairs and set out their 
case. A dozen or so have made it to court. 

ActionAid has been campaigning at the regional level, working with the 
district's tribal leaders to draw up a revised charter of traditional customs. 
One of the key goals is to transform the "bride price" into a "bride prize". "If 
it's a gift there are no strings attached and it is not refundable," Ms Odoi, 
the charity's point person in Pallisa, explains. 

At one recent meeting around 40 clan heads some in military fatigues, 
others in traditional caps gathered in a church strung with festive bunting, 
to discuss the new best practices. The chair wrote up the proposals on a 
flipchart in red marker pen, and with schoolboy diligence the clan heads 
copied it down. 


Item number one on the agenda was the age girls should marry and the 
minimum age for losing their virginity. Next came the issue of female 
inheritance and the traditional tasks around the home that should be passed 
on from mother to daughter alongside formal schooling. 

The eighth point for discussion read: "There should be NO bride price but a 
non-refundable bride prize or kichaitma, hence the dowry should be 
abolished." 

The ensuing floor debate threw up some interesting queries. "What if our 
clan agrees to this but our daughter marries someone from a different 
tribe?" said one. "Does this mean my daughter is worth nothing?" said 
another. And "What happens if the day after I pay kichaitma, my bride runs 
off?" The chair's response to the last concern was blunt. "Well, it's up to you 
to make sure she's satisfied and has no reason to leave you," he says to 
laughs from the audience. 

There was a show of hands. All were in favour of abolishing the bride price. 
So did this mean the practice is no more at least in the area around Pallisa? 
"We represent our communities, " one clan leader said firmly. "And 
whatever we agree here, we will take back and they will accept." 

The reality of weeding out such a deep-rooted tradtion might be slightly 
more complicated, but Ms Odoi is confident change is coming. 

Alongside the negotiations with the male chieftains, ActionAid is also 
working to empower women, from running adult literacy lessons to forming 
community circles where women can air their concerns. 

Back at the women's refuge, Jennipher is coming to the end of her seventh 
month there. Her case is currently before the Human Rights Commission, 
but if it fails there, she can seek justice within the framework of the newly 
passed Domestic Violence Act which is simply awaiting the signature of 
President Yoweri Museveni to become law. 

ActionAid are helping to build Jennipher a two-bedroom house, to which she 
hopes to move in the new year, and she is being taught to be a seamstress 
so she can support herself. As she cuddles baby Apunyo, she talks of her 
hopes for 2010. "My two eldest children are still with their father. I miss 
them a lot. I want just to be together with all my children again."

Hunched over a sewing machine, Jennipher Alupot is an unlikely poster girl 
for the women's rights movement. In fact, the young Ugandan mother is 
totally unaware of how her story almost too horrific to be believed has 
caused waves across the country and down the corridors of power, 
ultimately giving thousands of abused women the chance of justice. 


For seven years, Jennipher was forced to breastfeed the puppies of her 
husband's hunting dogs. After drinking and smoking heavily, Nathan Alowoi 
would appear at the marital bed, bind his young wife's legs and hands 
together and force the mewling animals to her nipple. 

He had handed over two cows to his father-in-law as part of the "bride 
price" for his new wife. So, he reasoned, if the cows were no longer around 
to provide milk then his new purchase would have to provide for the pups. 
"I had to feed them all through the night; then in the morning he would 
untie me," his wife, now 26, explains matter-of-factly. 

Her ordeal began out in the rural east in 2002 with the arrival of her first- 
born, a daughter called Achom. There was a reprieve with the second child, 
a boy named after his father as tradition dictates and thus protected from 
the indignity of having to share his mother's breast with the puppies. But 
when the third child, another son, Olinga, was born, a new litter was 
brought to suckle. 


That baby, she recalls, started having fits and foaming at the mouth. Olinga 
died just before his second birthday. "I think it could have been something 
to do with the dogs," his mother says. 

Jennipher had tried to resist her husband before and had alerted her own 
family, her in-laws and tribal elders to her suffering. She had even dared to 
go to the police in the nearest town, Pallisa. All in vain. 


After her baby son's death, she hoped her husband's perversion might at 
least end. Then this March, she gave birth to another daughter, Apunyo, 
and the abuse started up once more, only more violently. One night when 
she protested, her husband pierced her with a spear under the chin. 

This time she snapped. She fled to the women's refuge in Pallisa. Not only 
did the centre supported by ActionAid, one of the charities in this year's 
Independent Christmas Appeal give Jennipher and her baby daughter a roof 
over their heads, but they are also helping her bring legal action against her 
husband. 

The case made front-page headlines around the East African nation, with 
commentators lining up to denounce the shocking abuse. A bill to tighten up 
domestic violence laws that had been languishing in the Ugandan 
parliament for more years, was rushed through last month. "That bill was 
passed because of Jennipher," said Caroline Odoi, ActionAid's coordinator in 
Pallisa. "Her case opened so many people's eyes; it unblocked everything." 
"The women's movement built up the pressure very effectively, " agreed 
Sylvia Tamale, the dean of law at Makerere University in the capital, 


Kampala. "Our government generally just pays lip service to women's 
rights; they only take action when it becomes politically expedient." 


Although the particularly grim abuse that Jennipher suffered appears to be 
a one-off, domestic violence against women is widespread in Uganda. 
According to a 2006 government survey, more than two in three women 
have suffered some form of abuse at the hands of a spouse. 


Mifumi, a group campaigning for women's rights in the country, believes 
the "bride price" practice is a leading contributor to the spiralling levels of 
domestic violence in Uganda. 


Tribal custom dictates that a prospective husband sends a delegation to his 
chosen bride's home. Her family then set a value on their daughter's worth, 
usually expressed in a mixture of livestock and shillings. The haggling 
begins, and continues until a deal is struck. "Bride price renders the notion 
that a man has purchased a wife, including her sexual consent, labour and 
obedience," says Atuki Turner, Mifumi's director. 


At the women's refuge in Pallisa, legal officer Hope Iceduna, sees first-hand 
the legacy of this custom: a steady stream of women arriving at her office. 
There was Florence, thrown out of her home after telling her husband of 
many years she was HIV-positive. He then demanded a refund of the bride 
price, but the cattle had long since died, the money long since spent; so 
instead he tried to appropriate some of her father's land. There was 
Annette, "inherited" by the brother of her deceased husband, because the 
family still considered her their property; and Grace, whose in-laws tried to 
seize her marital home once her husband died. 


The bride price can often complicate efforts to get justice for these 
mistreated and dispossessed women. Sometimes a magistrate can rule that 
a bride price must be refunded, before the case will even be heard. 


The women's centre in Pallisa was established in June 2008. From then until 
the beginning of 2009, it dealt with 79 complaints an average of 13 a 
month. In the first 11 months of this year, it has handled 310 an average of 
28. Most of the complaints are resolved through mediation in Ms Iceduna's 
office, where the parties in dispute perch on plastic chairs and set out their 
case. A dozen or so have made it to court. 


ActionAid has been campaigning at the regional level, working with the 
district's tribal leaders to draw up a revised charter of traditional customs. 
One of the key goals is to transform the "bride price" into a "bride prize". "If 
it's a gift there are no strings attached and it is not refundable," Ms Odoi, 
the charity's point person in Pallisa, explains. 


At one recent meeting around 40 clan heads some in military fatigues, 
others in traditional caps gathered in a church strung with festive bunting, 
to discuss the new best practices. The chair wrote up the proposals on a 
flipchart in red marker pen, and with schoolboy diligence the clan heads 
copied it down. 


Item number one on the agenda was the age girls should marry and the 


minimum age for losing their virginity. Next came the issue of female 
inheritance and the traditional tasks around the home that should be passed 
on from mother to daughter alongside formal schooling. 


The eighth point for discussion read: "There should be NO bride price but a 
non-refundable bride prize or kichaitma, hence the dowry should be 
abolished." 


The ensuing floor debate threw up some interesting queries. "What if our 
clan agrees to this but our daughter marries someone from a different 
tribe?" said one. "Does this mean my daughter is worth nothing?" said 
another. And "What happens if the day after I pay kichaitma, my bride runs 
off?" The chair's response to the last concern was blunt. "Well, it's up to you 
to make sure she's satisfied and has no reason to leave you," he says to 
laughs from the audience. 

There was a show of hands. All were in favour of abolishing the bride price. 
So did this mean the practice is no more at least in the area around Pallisa? 
"We represent our communities, " one clan leader said firmly. "And 
whatever we agree here, we will take back and they will accept." 

The reality of weeding out such a deep-rooted tradtion might be slightly 
more complicated, but Ms Odoi is confident change is coming. 

Alongside the negotiations with the male chieftains, ActionAid is also 
working to empower women, from running adult literacy lessons to forming 
community circles where women can air their concerns. 

Back at the women's refuge, Jennipher is coming to the end of her seventh 
month there. Her case is currently before the Human Rights Commission, 
but if it fails there, she can seek justice within the framework of the newly 
passed Domestic Violence Act which is simply awaiting the signature of 
President Yoweri Museveni to become law. 

ActionAid are helping to build Jennipher a two-bedroom house, to which she 
hopes to move in the new year, and she is being taught to be a seamstress 
so she can support herself. As she cuddles baby Apunyo, she talks of her 
hopes for 2010. "My two eldest children are still with their father. I miss 
them a lot. I want just to be together with all my children again."

The southern-most boundary of Upper Egypt 
was around modern day Aswan, specifically at Qustul, material remainsfrom 
which were published by Bruce Williamsas the Royal [L32] Cemetery of Ta- 
Seti (for his Ph.D. thesis). This region was also the political "border"with 
Lower Nubia.

HALTING ELDER ABUSE

NEW YORK (MarketWatch) -- When a New York City jury recently convicted 
Anthony Marshall, 85, the only child of millionaire-socialite-philanthropist 
Brooke Astor, of 14 counts of fraudulently squeezing huge sums out of his 


late mother's $180 million estate, many observers thought it was simply an 
isolated case of financial patricide among the super rich. 


No way! 


Abuse of wealthy elderly parents by their greedy adult children and other 
relatives 

is as Common as sin -- so common that legal eagles have coined a name for 
it: elder abuse. More than 500,000 reports of such abuse against elderly 
Americans are sent to legal authorities every year, and millions more cases 
are thought to go unreported. Indeed, U.S. Senate sources estimate that 
only 16% of all elder abuse cases are reported. 


A comprehensive survey by the MetLife Mature Market Institute concludes 
that 

financial loss by victims of elder abuse is at least $2.6 billion a year. 
Figuring 

that there are still plenty more cases to be found, district attorneys have set 
up 

their own elder abuse offices in New York, Los Angeles, San Diego, 
Brooklyn, Seattle and many other places. 


While elder abuse commonly involves a relative of the victim, there are 
plenty of 

other hucksters after older folks' dough. There is an endless variety of 
telemarketing fraud alone; offenders simply make cold calls to solicit money 
for all 

manner of fraudulent investments, insurance policies, travel packages, 
mortgage fraud and predatory lending. 


As for the victims, older people control the largest single share of the 
nation's 
personal wealth, so they are obvious targets for predators. 


Legal authorities say that the fraudsters themselves tend to betray certain 
characteristics. For example, they show an excessive interest in the 
targeted older person's assets, demonstrate excessive control of an older 
person, act hostile during appointments or on the phone and try to control 
telephone use. 


To prevent becoming victimized yourself by elder abuse, you simply must 
practice 

basic caution. For example, do not leave items of value out in the open. 
Beware of 

advisers who try to control you during interviews. Beware also of advisers 
who 


attempt to overcharge you, or use "out of sync" bank checks. 


Don't be a financial victim 


Here are some thoughtful recommendations from California Advocates for 
Nursing Home Reform: 


-- Document financial arrangements. Put all financial instructions in writing. 
Keep 
updated records of all financial transactions in a safe place. 


-- Practice preventive banking. Use direct deposit. Keep checks in a safe 
place and don't sign a blank check allowing someone else to fill in the 
amount. Never give someone your ATM, credit card or PIN or Social 
Security number. Check your bank statements carefully for unauthorized 
withdrawals. Be careful of joint accounts as both parties have equal access 
to the money. When in doubt, contact the bank to stop payments or checks, 
to flag or put a hold on the account or to close an account. 


-- Be cautious of signing powers of attorney. Before signing a power of 
attorney for 

a bank account, general purposes or for financial management, know and 
trust the 

person that you are naming as the agent. 


-- Be aware that a power of attorney is a powerful legal document. It 
sometimes can be used by unscrupulous persons to "legally steal" 
someone's money and assets. Consult an attorney or make an appointment 
with legal services before executing power of attorney. 


-- Establish relationships with financial professionals. Get to know your 
bank, 

attorney and financial officers. They can help detect changes or unusual 
activity 

that might signal extravagant promises. 


-- Be aware of scams. Just say no to bogus prize offers, travel packages, 
get-rich-quick schemes, and even ideas plucked from unknown charitable or 
religious organizations in telephone solicitations. Never give your credit 
card or Social Security number over the phone. 


-- Check your health-care bills, question bills or notices for services that you 
do 
not understand and report providers that have suspicious billing practices. 


Also, 

never give your Medicare number to unauthorized providers for "free" 
health care 

services. 

Most of the above may seem familiar, but as many a victim of elder fraud 
can tell 

you, it's better to be safe than sorry.

Will the Euro Become the Most Hated 

Currency for 2010?

Dear Subscriber, 

For the better part of 2009 the U.S. dollar was the 
world's most hated currency. But it's looking 


increasingly likely the tables could turn in 2010. And 
the euro could take over that unenviable title. 

In recent weeks we've seen a surge in scrutiny over 
sovereign debt. First, it was announced that Dubai 
would be "restructuring" its debt (i.e. default). And 
then the focus quickly turned toward the Eurozone's 
weakest Link namely Greece. 

This type of scrutiny can snowball quickly. Now other 
weak spots in the Eurozone, such as Spain, Italy, 
Ireland and Portugal are getting more attention. All of 
these countries are running massive budget deficits, 
many have huge debt burdens and all have muted 
prospects for growth. 

That's a recipe of trouble. Consequently, yields on 
government bonds in these countries have surged in 
recent weeks, reflecting the rising uncertainty 
Surrounding their ability to meet debt obligations. 
Weak spots could threaten the Eurozone's stability. 
Investors are concerned about a spillover of debt 
defaults that could escalate into in a sovereign debt 
crisis. That is, debt defaults that spread throughout 
emerging market countries, perhaps even the 
industrialized world. 

These problems aren't new. And they're occurring in the 
Same European countries that have been vulnerable from 
the outset of the global financial crisis. 

But the attention for much of 2009 has been squarely on 
the U.S. And because of that, these weak countries have 
gotten a free pass for quite a while. 

Flaws of the Euro 

Countries that have joined the euro currency have 
unique challenges when economic times are tough. And 
we'll likely find that the range of problems within the 
Eurozone will present a major threat to the euro's 
Lifespan. 

The monetary union in Europe consists of a common 
currency and a common monetary policy. But fiscal 
policy is determined by each individual country. And to 
patrol those fiscal decisions, the European Union 


established its Growth and Stability Pact that, among 
other things, sets two criteria for member countries: 
1) Deficit spending by its member countries cannot 
exceed three percent of GDP, and 

2) Total government debt cannot exceed 60 percent of 
GDP. 

As you can see in my table below, those Limitations 
have been completely ignored by the countries that are 
having the biggest financial problems, exposing the 
structural flaws of the monetary union 


In short, the euro member countries are in trouble for 
all of the reasons Milton Friedman, one of the most 
influential economists of the 20th century, cited prior 
to the euro's inception 10 years ago. 

I'll paraphrase four of Friedman's statements and 
follow each with how it's playing out: 

A one-size fits all monetary policy doesn't give the 
member countries the flexibility needed to stimulate 
their economies. 

The European Central Bank's mandate is inflation 
targeting, not growth. A premature exit from easy money 
policies could drive weaker European countries further 
into recession. 

A fractured fiscal policy forced to adhere to rigid EU 
rules doesn't enable member governments to navigate 
their country-specific problems, such as deficit 
Spending and public works projects. 

Milton Friedman offered an insightful look at the flaws 
of a single currency. 

A majority of the sixteen countries in the monetary 
union have completely disregarded the EU's Stability 
and Growth Pact by running excessive deficits. 
Nationalism will emerge. Healthier countries will not 
see fit to spend their hard earned money to bail out 
their less responsible neighbors. 

The cornerstone of the euro, Germany, has rejected the 
notion of big spending to bail-out troubled countries. 
And German citizens are in a protectionist mode. 


A common currency can act as handcuffs in perilous 
times. Exchange rates can be used as a tool to revalue 
debt and improve competitiveness of one's economy. 
Under the euro, weak member countries are helpless. 
Italy has a history of competitive devaluations of the 
lira during sour times. Now, in the euro regime, its 
economy is left flapping in the wind. 

Today, the most challenging issue facing the euro might 
be addressed in this statement by Friedman: 

"Political unity can pave the way for monetary unity. 
Monetary unity imposed under unfavorable conditions 
will prove a barrier to the achievement of political 
unity." 

Milton Friedman saw the vulnerability of this single 
currency concept coming and predicted the euro's demise 
within a decade. While the euro has outlasted that 
prediction, if a sovereign debt crisis defines 2010, 
look for the viability of the euro to come under attack 
again.

Two St. Louis officers deny lying on warrants, say probe chilling others

ST. LOUIS Two St. Louis police officers who retired six months ago under a 
cloud of suspicion say they were unfairly targeted by a "witch hunt" that has 


scared their old colleagues away from aggressive crime-fighting. 
William "Bill" Noonan and Shell Sharp, interviewed separately, insisted they 


never falsified search warrant applications or lied about informers, despite 
complaints by defense lawyers and concern of prosecutors. 


And they said fears of being similarly accused have chilled the efforts of 
other, once-aggressive cops. 


"The less you do, the better," said Sharp. 


One measure backs them up. The department was on track to finish 2009 
having 

obtained roughly half or less of the 457 search warrants of the year before. 
This, while warrants in the Kansas City area were up a tick and St. Louis 
County's up 19 percent. 


The city's numbers began dropping in March, the month when Circuit 
Attorney 

Jennifer Joyce dropped several of Sharp's and Noonan's cases, and rumors 
surfaced about search warrant problems. 


The St. Louis Police Officers Association echoed concerns about "witch 
hunts," 

and said there is anecdotal information that some officers are now more 
likely 

to wait for radio calls than be pro-active. 


Chief Dan Isom disputes it. "I've heard those rumors, but it doesn't reflect 
the work that's done on the street," he said in a recent telephone interview. 
He cited recent decreases in reported crimes and an increase in officers’ 
"self-initiated activity." No available arrest data reflect a change. 


Isom and Joyce said various factors are in play, including tougher 
standards, a 

change in officers’ priorities and stronger oversight by the department, 
prosecutors and judges. 


Both said that scrutiny improved quality. 


"The 200 that we've done (this year) can stand up to any public scrutiny," 
Isom 
said. "I didn't have that confidence in the 400 that were done last year." 


He and Joyce also insisted that the honest, hard-working officers who make 


up 
the vast majority of the force need not fear an investigation. 


As for any "witch hunts," Isom said there were initially three officers under 
investigation regarding search warrants, and as of now, it's still just the 
three. 


SPEAKING OUT 


In their first public discussion of the controversy, Sharp and Noonan told 
Post-Dispatch reporters in recent weeks that they want to clear their names 
and 

stop the investigation. 


Noonan said he was told that if he retired, internal affairs investigators 
would not continue to pursue others. He said he was dismayed to learn that 
another officer did come under suspicion in November. 


Joyce told the newspaper Nov. 30 that she had also lost confidence in 
Officer 

Mike Mathews, because of his refusal to submit to questions about one of 
his 

search warrants. 


Mathews' lawyer, Chet Pleban, said there was no wrongdoing, and angrily 
rejected Joyce's concerns. 


The officers association backs Noonan, Sharp and Mathews, saying they 
were 

victims of an overly aggressive department. "These guys are high-volume, 
high-output, high-quality operators," said the association's financial 
secretary, Bill McDonough. 


The three have not been charged with any crime. The allegations against 
them 

came during a 12-month period when more than a dozen other officers 
either were 

charged or publicly accused by the department or defense attorneys of 
wrongdoing. 


Prosecutors dismissed dozens of criminal cases that depended upon the 
Sorat in court including three dozen for Sharp and Noonan combined. 
The two retired "under charges" in June. 

ALLEGATIONS OF LYING 

To get a judge to authorize a search warrant, an officer must sign an 


affidavit 
describing why criminal evidence is likely to be found. 


Assistant Federal Public Defender Diane Dragan found almost identical 
affidavits in five different cases, and filed court papers accusing Sharp of 
lying about conducting surveillance and about the existence of his 
confidential 

informer. She suggested he just kept reusing the same words. Dragan's 
client's 

case was dropped by federal prosecutors before a judge could weigh in. 


Of 21 Sharp search warrant affidavits from 2007-08 that were obtained and 
reviewed by the Post-Dispatch, all but one outlined the same pattern of 
information from a confidential informer, surveillance and suspicious 
activity 

observed. 


Assistant Public Defender Richard Kroeger heard about Dragan's work and 
had his 

own suspicions about Noonan. Kroeger reviewed multiple warrants. After 
he 

blacked out the identical language, he said, nothing was left but names, 
personal information and addresses. 


Prosecutors dropped the case against Kroeger's client after the lawyer 
alleged 

in court documents that at least eight Noonan affidavits contained identical 
information, and that the officer had been off duty during one of the days of 
alleged surveillance. 


The department would later accuse Sharp and Noonan of claiming to 
receive 
information from informers who were either dead or in jail at the time. 


Mathews also encountered questions about his claim of conducting 
surveillance 
on a day when records showed he was off duty. 


DEFENDING THEIR WORD 


Sharp and Noonan insist that their affidavits were true and their informers 
alive at the time. Pleban declined to make Mathews available for an 
interview. 


Sharp said two of his informers have since died; Noonan said one of his is 
now 

dead. Noonan noted that by their nature, informers usually live a high-risk 
lifestyle. He also said he has spoken to informers while they were in jail. 
"They have phones ..."," he explained. 


The two ex-officers said it was not unusual to conduct surveillance while off 
duty. 


The president of the officers association, Tom Walsh, backed them up. 
"We're 

policemen 24 hours a day," he said, noting that informers may call at any 
hour. 


Said Noonan: "They still call. They can't get that I'm retired." 


Sharp and Noonan said drug house warrants are necessarily similar 
because of 

legal jargon and their supervisors' insistence on certain elements: three 
days 

of surveillance, an informer who had been inside the target location and 
illegal activity seen there within the previous 24 hours. 


Ed Clark, recording secretary of the officers association, said, "There's only 
so many ways to write a dope search warrant." 


Sharp said his warrant affidavits had more similarities than most because 
he 
relied heavily on one informer. 


Noonan acknowledged that he may have been sloppy, saying, "I could've 
been more 
specific about things." 


He also admits he has had problems an eight-day suspension for a bar fight 
and a drunken-driving arrest. But he said he had no reason to lie on search 
warrants. 


"You can get the guy the right way," he said. "You don't have to cut 
corners." 


Noonan said that he always did warrants the same way and was never 
before 
criticized for it. "We're not scholars, we're just street cops," he explained. 


Noonan has a copy of a departmental PowerPoint presentation from several 
years 
back, showing that at least some officers were warned about their affidavits. 


"No cutting and pasting affidavits. (What do you want to go to jail!) Be sure 
to do a thorough investigation," it says. 


CHANGES IN PROCEDURES 
The investigation prompted changes in the department and the courthouse. 


Isom said officers now must identify the informers. He said they don't have 
to 
be named in the documents, but they "can't be unknown to the department." 


Patrol officers, who once did a large number of the drug search warrants, 
are 

being asked to work with narcotics officers, who have more training and 
experience. 


Officers are receiving additional training from a federal prosecutor and 
from 

Ed Postawko, a top assistant to Joyce. 

They are being told that reusing information is unacceptable, that they must 
"start with a blank sheet of paper," Joyce said. 

Isom said judges are scrutinizing warrant affidavits more closely now, and 
are 

more likely to reject them. 

Also, photos and videos are showing up with search warrant affidavits, and 
more 

information is being included. 

"The quality of search warrants has really improved," Joyce said. 

ENDED CAREERS 

Noonan, 45, and Sharp, 48, are both decorated, 20-year department 
veterans who 

spent most of their careers in specialized anti-crime units. 

After allegations surfaced, Sharp was assigned to answer phones, and 
Noonan to 


process prisoners. 


Both said that they cooperated with the investigation until they felt that the 
department would never be satisfied. "I started looking at the writing on the 


wall," Sharp said. These people didn't want me here, so why fight it?" 


Noonan said officials strongly suggested that he retire. "They said if I 
didn't, they were going to go after my partner next," he said. 


Noonan said he felt he could win a fight but figured he would have been put 
on 
unpaid leave in the meantime; he was considering retirement anyway. 


Chief Isom said Sharp and Noonan made the decision to leave and "not be 
subject 

to that investigation. So they did have an opportunity to present a case to 
the 

Police Department defending themselves against these accusations and they 
chose 

not to." 


Noonan now works in construction and was mulling over a job in private 
security 
in Afghanistan. He said his parents have pleaded with him not to go. 


Sharp said he has been close several times to getting a job in private or 
court 
security, only to be turned down because of the scandal. 


"I was branded as a liar in the newspaper, and it's tough when my family 
sees 
that," he said. 


Both said they still love police work. Noonan said he still hears from 
confidential informers and passes their tips to old colleagues. Sharp still 
wears a gold ring on his right hand, a small-scale version of his old St. Louis 


police badge, No. 3183.

Cleaning up Lake of the Ozarks a vast challenge

LAKE OF THE OZARKS -- The county health official could barely believe her 
eyes when she spotted the do-it-yourself septic tank.There it was, buried in 
the yard -- an old car with a sewer pipe running into the front and out the 
back, leaking sewage everywhere.Bizarre septic tanks are only one 
challenge in any plan to clean up the Lake of the Ozarks. 


But a cleanup has quickly become a priority after a state agency withheld 
information earlier this year about bacteria levels in the water, creating a 
firestorm of criticism.Missouri Gov. Jay Nixon has since proclaimed he 
wants a clean lake, and he is expected to receive recommendations Dec. 31 
on improving the health of the lake. A state Senate committee also will hold 
a hearing soon. 


The Kansas City Star has found, however, that stopping the frequent flows 
of 

sewage will take a lot of money, manpower, regulatory changes-- and 
willpower. 


No one knows the extent of contamination, but decades of studies have 
warned of the dangers, and few disagree that it needs to be addressed.As 
Nixon said in September in announcing his cleanup initiative: 

"It is not in dispute that present water quality is unacceptable." 


The numbers are daunting: Tens of thousands of unregulated septic tanks, 
many 

of them leaking into the lake. A hundred or so of the 400 wastewater 
treatment 

plants violating state law."This is a long-term problem that requires long- 
term solutions," said George Connor, a professor of political science at 
Missouri State University in Springfield. "The solution would require 
making lots of people do many different things." 


Some state officials are optimistic."I cannot account for decades-long delay 
in addressing these issues," said Bill Bryan, the deputy director of the 
Department of Natural Resources. "The record shows that we haven't 
followed up on what we have learned."That is going to change," said Bryan, 
whom Nixon appointed in September as part of a reorganization of the 
department after disclosures about the lake. 


The contamination may not be as bad as the perception, said Greg Gagnon, 
the 

president and CEO of the Central Bank of the Lake of the Ozarks. He said 
most 

of the bacteria tests have been normal, and he expects the problem will be 
very 

manageable."In the short run, obviously the headlines have a negative 
impact on Lake of the Ozarks," he said. "But in the long run, I'm glad that 
the governor has 

shown so much interest in Lake of the Ozarks as well as the rest of the 
state." 


Gagnon and nearly everyone agree that the lake is a state treasure that 
needs 

protecting. Tourism is big business. According to the Tri-County Lodging 
Association, 5 million people visit the lake annually, and some estimates say 


those visitors spend more than $1 billion. 


Yet the state faces several high hurdles in its quest for a cleanup, The Star 
found: 


-- Inertia. Since 1981, at least six studies have warned that the pollution at 
times creates a danger to human health. The studies for the most part were 
shelved, leading to no major reform. 


-- Stretched thin. It will take money to crack down on leaky sewage plants. 
The 

Natural Resources Department only has the staff to inspect those plants 
every 

five years unless someone complains. 


-- Septic chaos. Septic systems are responsible for much of the waste 
problem 
at the lake, but many families cannot afford to fix their aged, broken 
systems. 


None of those problems is easy to solve, said Ken Midkiff, an author on 
Missouri water-quality issues."It is going to take a lot of money, and it is 
also going to take a lot of time," he said. "This has developed over decades, 
so it will probably take decades to solve the problem." 


The Lake of the Ozarks came under the spotlight last summer after The Star 


revealed that Natural Resources officials sat almost four weeks on a report 
that showed dangerous levels of E. coli in the lake. E. coli, which is in the 
intestines of humans and warm-blooded animals, is an indicator of fecal 
contamination. 


After The Star's report, several top officials and others were fired or left 
the agency. Director Mark Templeton was suspended for two weeks. 


The scandal expanded to Nixon's office, where his staff had denied any 
knowledge of the DNR's decision to withhold the report. It turned out that 
at 

least two top aides knew about the report. By September, Nixon stood 
lakeside and promised a cleanup. 


INERTIA 


Nixon's initiative was unprecedented. For decades, no bold campaigns have 
been launched despite many warnings about lake contamination. 


For example, in 1991, a state health department official said the lake was at 


high risk."Quite frankly, we've been surprised, almost amazed, that the lake 
has handled the sewage being dumped into it as well as it has," Nix 
Anderson told The Star at the time. "But one of these days, if we don't get 
on it and get the 

installation systems in right and maintained correctly, we're going to turn 
the 


lake into a polluted mess, unsuitable for anything." 


The Star also found that for decades studies had shown the lake at times 
had 
high E. coli levels. Among the studies: 


-- A Springfield firm reported in 1981 that the flow of sewage from a 
number of 

sources at times created a "definite health hazard" in certain areas. 
"Swimmers were commonly observed in the vicinity of several of the larger 
discharge plumes," said Consulting Analytical Services International. 


The study warned the implications were enormous and could provoke 
government action. "The areas simply could be closed to whole-body contact 
by existing law 

and regulation," according to the report, which was paid for with federal 
and 

state money for Osage Beach. 


-- The state health department conducted a study from 1997 to 2001 before 
ending it prematurely. The department wanted to see how effective a new 
law was in controlling sewage discharges into the lake, said Patrick Phillips, 
a 

department scientist who conducted the study. 


The study showed spikes in E. coli, especially after rainstorms, but to be 
viable, the sampling should have continued for seven years, Phillips said. 
"I was shut off," said Phillips, who has since retired. He said his superiors 
gave him no explanation. 


Kit Wagar, the department's communications director, provided raw data 
from the study but said he could find no one in the department who knew 
anything about 

it. He said no department officials or scientists would speak to the media 
about water-quality studies at the lake or other contamination issues. 


-- Ina 1999 study, HNTB, a Kansas City-based engineering firm, collected 
other 

reports and concluded that contamination was significant enough to 
warrant 

action.The study recommended one sewer district be formed. Each of the 
lake's four county commissions would have had to approve a resolution, but 
that never 

happened, said Michael F. Bollinger, an environmental scientist for 
AmerenUE 

who represented the utility on the task force that commissioned the study. 


Bollinger said that because of the E. coli scandal last summer, he 
redistributed the report to some managers at AmerenUE, which owns the 
lake. The report made its way to other lake and government officials, some 
of whom were reading it for the first time. 


At a recent Lake Area Chamber of Commerce meeting, Donna Swall, the 
executive director of the Lake of the Ozarks Watershed Alliance, said she 
was working to get a $1 million grant to fund a study of the HNTB 
recommendations. 


Midkiff blamed much of the inaction of decades on political and business 
interests seeking to avoid bad publicity."The Lake of the Ozarks is an 
enormous generator of income, and nobody wanted to mess with that," said 
Midkiff, who is chairman of the Sierra Club Clean Water Campaign in 
Missouri. So news about lake contamination "would really have impacted a 
lot of those resorts, boat sales and T-shirt shops." 


Gagnon, of Central Bank, disagreed that business interests have blocked 
progress. He said they have invested millions of dollars in state-of-the-art 
sewer systems, and he thinks contamination may be less now than in 1976, 
when he moved to the lake. 


Businesses want the lake to be pristine, said Jim Divincen, executive vice 
president of the Tri-County Lodging Association. Lake contamination needs 
more study to determine its severity and especially its source, which could 
be fecal matter from wild animals and flocks of geese at water's edge, he 
said."If it's not, if it's from raw sewage from a resident or commercial 
facility, it needs to be corrected," he said.Divincen said he already has seen 
signs of change -- a recent chamber breakfast for the first time included a 
discussion of a lakewide sewer system. 


As for political pressure, Sen. Brad Lager thinks that after this year's events 
there finally may be enough capital to pass legislation."This is a problem 
that has spanned multiple governors from both Democratic and Republican 
parties," said Lager, a Maryville Republican who leads the Senate 
committee that is investigating the E. coli controversy. 

"This has really highlighted for me that not only did we have a breakdown in 
the process with DNR's decision to cover up the report, there has been a 
conscious effort spanning back to the administration of Gov. Mel Carnahan 
where they have openly ignored recommendations to deal with the issue." 


Nixon deferred comment for this story to Bryan, who agreed there may 


finally be 

enough momentum to overcome the decades of inertia."We have a different 
situation today than we did in the past," Bryan said. "We have different 
branches of government looking at the same challenges and expressing the 
will to move forward."Bryan said that the Dec. 31 report from DNR should 
provoke action early next year in the legislature. 


STRETCHED THIN 


When Nixon vowed to clean up the lake, he ordered inspections of the more 
than 

400 permitted wastewater treatment facilities, which are more 
sophisticated 

than septic tanks.The Natural Resources Department found that about 100 
bars, condominiums, resorts and others violated state law. 


When the department inspected its own plant at the Lake of the Ozarks 
State 

Park, it found an inadequate chlorinating system, and the agency had to 
write 

itself up. 


The DNR plant shows -- and the department concedes -- that its system for 
detecting contamination is far from watertight.Indeed, department officials 
and others say that inspections at the lake should be more frequent and 
more stringent than state law requires.To do that would take resources, 
Bryan said, but the DNR doesn't have the manpower or money for better 
oversight. 


Currently, the law only requires the DNR to inspect wastewater treatment 
systems once every five years. Inspectors who find problems sometimes 
have no 

time to follow up. 


And what happens in those five years -- for example, leaks sprouting, pipes 
breaking -- only the owner knows for sure unless someone 
complains.Usually when the DNR receives a complaint, inspectors try to 
work with the violator to fix the problem. This sometimes takes years, and 
sometimes problems remain. 


Some legislators are talking about expanding inspections and water 
sampling, 

but beefing up the DNR's staff could be difficult at a time of large state 
budget deficits. More than 100 employees in the department's state parks 
division have been laid off, and more layoffs are expected in the DNR. 


Bryan hopes to find more money, though. "It's not fair to Missourians who 
are 
following the law to let those who don't follow the law off scot-free," he said. 


Tougher restrictions also could be coming from AmerenUE. Unlike federally 
owned lakes that require a large setback from the shoreline for 
development, AmerenUE has allowed building right to the shoreline. But 
that is changing. 


To get its license renewed for 40 years, the utility came up with a shoreline 
plan that would prohibit new development to the water's edge. New sewage 


systems no longer would be permitted close to the shore. 
The federal government, which ordered the plan, is still considering it. 


AmerenuE also had to come up with a stormwater plan, but after approving 
it two years ago, the DNR has not assessed whether the plan is being put 
into action. 

Jeff Green, the manager of AmerenUE's shoreline management plan office, 
defended the way the lake developed."What makes the Lake of the Ozarks 
great is the fact that you can own your own piece of lakefront property," he 
said. 


SEPTIC CHAOS 


When it comes to septic tanks at Lake of the Ozarks, health officials have 
seen 

it all. Buried cars. Deep freezes. A boat lift.Tracy Rank, an environmental 
public health specialist for Benton County, remembers one tank that had 
failed."And the lady who lived there actually had a Shop-Vac, and she would 
pump the tank and just blow it into the lake. There was black sludge all 
along the edge of the lake." 


Some residents don't even bother with septic tanks."There's still plenty of 
straight pipes that go from the house to the lake," Rank said. "It comes out 
through the bluffs."Rank said she had no idea how many residential waste 
systems were dumping into the lake, but "in all honesty, it would probably 
really scare you to know.""I don't swim in the lake," she added. "Haven't for 
years." 


Katherine Gigrich, an environmental public health specialist for Miller 
County, 

said she once saw a 55-gallon drum used as a septic tank."It's pretty 
appalling," she said. "I think whatever people think will hold liquid has 
probably been tried." 


A report submitted by the Camden County Sewer District in 2006 noted that 
many of the septic systems in one subdivision were inadequate. "Raw 
sewage has been spotted on the ground," the report said.Health officials 
and others said there are at least three problems with septic tanks at the 
lake, and they all are difficult to fix: 


-- Wrong soil. In a septic system, sewage drains into an underground tank 
and 

settles. The wastewater then is distributed into the soil through a system of 
underground pipes and ditches. The soil naturally filters the dangerous 
chemicals and substances out of the sewage. 


But soil experts say much of the ground around the lake is too porous and 
hilly. 

"We could replace all the septic tanks at Lake of the Ozarks, and we'd still 
have 75 percent of the problem there," said Randy Miles, an associate 
professor 

of soil science at the University of Missouri in Columbia. 


Indeed, the 1999 study by HNTB said: "In general, soils in the area near the 


lake are considered unsuitable for on-site wastewater treatment systems." 
Also, the farther from the lake, the less chance septic tanks will empty into 
it. Unlike lakes that the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers oversees, septic 
tanks 

at Lake of the Ozarks have been placed near the shoreline. 


-- Feeble regulation. In 1996, Missouri set minimum statewide standards for 


septic systems. They require permits for new septic tanks or major repairs 
to 

existing systems on residential lots of less than 3 acres, lots adjoining the 
lake, businesses and multifamily homes. 


The problem: The regulations exempted septic tanks that were in place 
before 

1996.No one knows precisely how many septic tanks are at the lake -- 
estimates range up to 50,000, but it is clear that most have no permits and 
have never been inspected. Many are leaking."Local and state health 
officials believe that up to 70 or 80 percent of the on-site wastewater 
treatment systems are not in compliance with current regulations or may 
not be functioning properly," the HNTB report said. 


Adding to the problem is a patchwork system of regulation."We have this 
Byzantine maze of who regulates wastewater disposal," said the DNR's 


Bryan. "I think time is beginning to prove it hasn't worked very well in some 
areas." No single agency in Missouri regulates septic tank systems, which 
fall under 

the authority of a county or city agency if a local on-site sewage ordinance 
has been adopted. If not, the state health department oversees septic tanks. 
Three of the four counties encompassing Lake of the Ozarks -- Benton, 
Camden 

and Morgan -- have their own ordinances. The state health department 
handles 

Miller County.Moreover, under Missouri law, a complaint has to be filed by 
an "aggrieved party" -- someone directly affected by the sewage -- in order 
for officials to act. 


Rank came across one violation a few months ago while inspecting a new 
septic 

tank. At an old house next door, she saw a sewer pipe coming out of a 
retaining 

wall above the lake.Rank said she couldn't issue a notice of violation 
because the neighbor did not want to lodge a complaint."I know it's not 
right, but I can't do anything about it because nobody's complained," she 
said. 


Even if Rank received a complaint, Benton County, like many others, does 
not 

fine violators. The county sends a warning letter, and homeowners who 
don't 

comply can be turned over to the county prosecutor -- but that's rare, health 


officials said."Since I've been here, I have not seen that happen," said 
Gigrich of Miller County. 


-- Full-timers. Health officials say the problem probably will get worse as 
more people move to the lake and stay."They're starting to move here full 
time, or instead of coming once a month. They're here every single weekend 
and bringing all of their buddies with them," Rank said. 


"A lot of the cabins were built many, many years ago, and they were used as 


weekend cabins. Now, you put a washing machine in there, you put a 
dishwasher in there. ... That's what we blame a lot of our system failures 
on." 


The Camden County study in 2006 noted the threat from growth: "A failure 
to act 

in addressing wastewater collection and treatment needs could spell 
environmental disaster for the Lake of the Ozarks."Experts say that 


reducing the sewage leaking from septic tanks will take money, education 
and tougher regulations."There needs to be large pots of money made 
available at some level for people to fix their septic systems," said Rank of 
Benton County. "The people that have money are building nice houses, and 
they're putting in proper septic systems. It's the people that don't have 
money that don't have a choice. They just let it flow." 


Replacing a septic tank can cost from $4,000 to more than $25,000, 
depending on the size and soil conditions.Miles, the MU professor, said the 
solution requires public education, too. "Many people believe that once they 
flush something, it's out of sight, out of mind," he said. 


Miles said one proposal he hears a lot -- creating one sewer system for the 
entire lake -- is unrealistic. "With the elevation, there would be a need for 
too many lift stations and pumps," he said. 


But other improvements, such as helping homeowners pump out their 
tanks, are 

possible and have worked elsewhere."There's not going to be any one magic 
bullet," Miles said. "We won't turn it around overnight, but I think we can 
make a strong dent in the problem." 


FROM DIRT TO LAKE 


In 1912, Kansas City developer Ralph Street came up with the idea to build 
a 

hydroelectric power plant on the Osage River. In 1924, he and Walter 
Cravens, 

also of Kansas City, put together the initial funding, formed the Missouri 
Hydro-Electric Power Co., and began building roads and other support 
structures 

needed to begin construction of a dam. But in the mid-1920s, the financing 
dried up, and the plan was abandoned. 


In 1929, the Union Electric Light & Power Co. of St. Louis -- now AmerenUE 


resumed the project on a much larger scale to provide power for its 
customers. 


As the dam was being built near the small river town of Bagnell, the lake 
was 

referred to as Osage Reservoir or Lake Osage. The Missouri General 
Assembly 

passed legislation in 1929 to name it Lake Benton after Sen. Thomas Hart 


Benton, a statesman described in the legislation as "Missouri's greatest 
senator." But the governor vetoed the bill, objecting to the high praise for 
Benton. In another legislative session, the name Lake McClurg was 
proposed to 

honor a former governor, but that didn't go anywhere, either. The lake 
eventually became known as Lake of the Ozarks, though in regulatory 
documents it still is called the Osage Project. 


Finished 78 years ago upon the completion of Bagnell Dam, Lake of the 
Ozarks 
was the world's largest artificial lake when it opened in May 1931. The total 


cost of the project was $30 million. 


A pamphlet published by Union Electric in 1931 said the lake was "destined 
to 

become the playground of the Middle West."Indeed it did. Today, Lake of 
the Ozarks -- which comprises 55,000 acres and about 1,150 miles of 
shoreline -- attracts more than 5 million visitors a year.

What's the deal with the holy roles? 


Every one of the actors has to help a white guy find his soul or there won't 
be a happy ending. Bruce (Jim Carrey) won't get the girl. Neo (Keanu Reeves) 
won't become the next Messiah. And klutzy guy Peter (Steve Martin) won't 
get his groove on. 


In movie circles, this figure is known as a "magic Negro," a term that dates 
back to the late 1950s, around the time Sidney Poitier sacrifices himself to 
save Tony Curtis in "The Defiant Ones." Spike Lee, who satirizes the 
stereotype in 2000's "Bamboozled," goes even further and denounces the

" [Filmmakers] give the black character special powers and underlying 
mysticism," says Todd Boyd, author of "Am I Black Enough for You?" and co- 
writer of the 1999 film "The Wood." "This goes all the way back to 'Gone with 
the Wind.' Hattie McDaniel is the emotional center, but she is just a pawn. 
Pawns help white people figure out what's going wrong and fix it, like Whoopi 
Goldberg's psychic in 'Ghost."" 


It isn't that the actors or the roles aren't likable, valuable or redemptive, but 
they are without interior lives. For the most part, they materialize only to 
rescue the better-drawn white characters. Sometimes they walk out of the 
mists like Will Smith's angelic caddy in "The Legend of Bagger Vance." 
Thanks to Vance, the pride of Savannah (Matt Damon) gets his "authentic 


swing" back. 


A case of the yips hardly seems to call for divine intervention, but then 
neither does Carrey's crisis in "Bruce Almighty." He's a TV funny guy who 
wants to be a news anchor. After he loses out to another contender, he 
verbally lambastes the Lord (played by Freeman with as much dignity as he 
can muster), and the Lord takes an interest. 


Freeman's God can walk on water. But when He first appears, God is 
mopping the floors. Yes, He humbles Himself to teach the title character, 
Bruce, about humility. He then hands his powers over to him, popping in 
from time to time to save the world from Bruce's bumbling. 


In "The Family Man," a 2000 version of "It's a Wonderful Life," Don Cheadle 
turns up as Cash, a meddlesome guardian angel disguised as a street tough. 
Cash shows Wall Street wheeler-dealer Jack Campbell (Nicolas Cage) how 
things would have been if he hadn't ditched his college sweetheart to pursue 
his career. When the fantasy ends, Jack must choose between love or 
money. Thanks to Cash, Jack has a chance to make amends for his 
capitalistic piggishness. Cue the heavenly chorus.

Her Highness's 
performance "is especially unusual because most of these characters are 
male," says Jacqueline Bobo, chair of women's studies at the University of 
California at Santa Barbara. "When women do show up, they end up in 
exoticized roles like Halle Berry's in ‘Monsters Ball." 


Cedric Robinson, author of "Black Marxism" and a colleague of Bobo's at 
UCSB, says, "Males, more problematic in the American imagination, have 
become ghostly. The black male simply orbits above the history of white 
Supremacy. He has no roots, no grounding. In that context, black anger has 
no legitimacy, no real justification. The only real characters are white. Blacks 
are kind of like Tonto, whose name meant fool." 


Audiences black and white seem to be accepting of these one-note roles, 
judging by the financial success of "Bringing Down the House," which 
brought in about $130 million, and "Bruce Almighty," which has raked in 
$149 million and was ranked No. 2 at the box office.

'Queen' status." 


The mystic icon that first comes to mind with many of today's moviegoers 
and film aficionados is Michael Clarke Duncan in "The Green Mile." Duncan 
received an Oscar nomination for the role of gentle giant John Coffey, a 
healer wrongly convicted of murdering two children. In the movie, Coffey 
cures the jaded prison guard of corrosive cynicism and a kidney infection. He 
also saves the lives of the warden's wife and the prison mouse.

They 
aren't out there trying to change the world; they are just trying to tell a good 
story." 


Morpheus (Fishburne), named for the Greek god of dreams, has an 
interesting mission, to ensure the rise of the messiah, Neo (Reeves). But 
Morpheus is the ultimate outsider. He and 100,000 or so others have been 
enslaved by the Matrix. 


Morpheus, a captain in the war against the Matrix, is both a free-thinking 
renegade and a religious zealot. In other words, he is more complex than 
similar characters.

Such a worthy cause is no consolation for those who would prefer a fulfilling 
life of their own, rather than the power to change someone else's.

Hi 

The debate has raged during the past decade. The Aryan invasion theory 
stated that the Aryans entered a civilizaed India, where the Dravidian and 
other people lived in wall cities. The AIT made it clear, as indicated by the 
Vedic literature that the Aryans were clearly nomads who attacked the 
cities of North India. Since there was nothing in the Vedic literature which 
idetified them as civilized,the Indus Valley Civilization was credited to the 
Dravidian people. 

In the 1990's population genetics became popular. At first the science was 
used to identify connections in a positive fashion. As more and more 
research was done it was recognize that many Eurasians carried African 
genes. 


Although history and archaeology illustrated that Africans had migrated to 
Eurasia since 3500 BC, the geneticist began to refine their methods to 
differentiate between Africans and Europeans who carried the same gene 
by refining their methods and giving the same gene held by different 
groups, diferent names. 

Based on the monogentic theory that man originated in Africa, geneticist 
accepted the fact that anatomically modern humans (amh)originated in 
Africa between 200-100,000 years ago (kya). Next, the geneticist claimed 
that amh left Africa 60kya. 

On the surface this was a neutral conclusion, but in reality it had deep 
implications for anthropology. First of all radio-carbon dates and skeletal 
remains make it clear that their is no single African Black population.As 
mankind developed in Africa different people appeared at different types 
which were allsimilar in color but had selected features which indicated 
differences. Thus we have: 

1) TheAustralian people have curly, wavy or straight hair and abundant 
body hair and sloping brows and with prominent ridges. 

2) The next group were the San whohave curly hair , the browswere vertical 
and without prominent eyebrow ridges . The San were of medium build. 
3)The next group were thePgymyhave curly hair , the browswere vertical 
and without prominent eyebrow ridges . The San were short in stature. 

4) Finally we havethe African-Melanesian-Oceanic typewhohave curly hair , 
the browswere vertical and without prominent eyebrow ridges . TheAfrican- 
Oceanic typeis tall in stature. 

These types of Negroes are supported by craniometric and skeletal remains 
recovered from archaeological excavations. This evidence supports multiple 
migrations. 

Because the archaeological evidence supports Africans existing in Europe 
and Eurasia generally it explained why Eurasiatic people carry African 
genes.They carry African genes because they were carried to Eurasia in 
recent times. 

Genetics, like the other sciences is Eurocentric. So these researchers used 
the genetic data that Eurasians carried African genes to imply that since the 
out of Africa (OOA) event occured only once in 60kya, any genes carried by 
Eurasians that are derived from African genes must be the result of a back 
migration (i.e., Europeans took the African genes they acquired after 60kya 
back to Africa). 

The main problem with this theory was that it is not supported by the 
skeletal remains and archaeology which show that Blacks entered the areas 
at different times since 60kya. Although the genetics have no archaeological 
and skeletal evidence to support the presence of European and mongoloid 
people in this or that region, they use statistical methods to claim that 
Eurasians possessed this or that gene earlier than the same gene in Africa. 
Now Eurocentrist can claim that yea, Blacks were in Eurasia, but these 
Blacks are all derived from the OOA event--not recent migrations. 

There was only one problem with this idea:the Dravidians. The Dravidians 


have long been recognized as Negroes by anthropologist. They shared blood 
type and cultural features. 

In 1999 Kivisild et al, wrote a paper claiming that Dravidians carried the M1 
haplogroup. This was evidence that the Dravidians must be related to 
Africans because hg M1 is primarially found in Africa, especially Ethiopia. 
Later Hindu nationalists took over the India government. They began to 
fund researchers and the 1999 Kivisild article was ignored, and geneticists 
began to claim that hg M1 did not exist in India, eventhough we have the 
Kivisild et al 1999 study. 

Today the Hindu nationalist claim that Dravidians originated in India and 
since they share genes with the Indo-Aryan speakers they too must be 
native to India. Their reasoning continues, that if the Indo-Aryan people 
were in India since time memorial and they live in North India, while the 
Dravidians live in South India, it was the Indo-Aryan people who founded 
the Indus Valley civilization and probably spread the Indo-European 
languages to Europe. The myth that Indo-Aryan people have always lived in 
India--provided the Hindu nationalists with the fuel to claim that the Aryan 
invasion was a myth created by the European colonists. 

This meant that the only way the Indo-Aryans can claim an insitu origination 
is based on genetic evidence. Genetic research is being used to revise India 
history by erasing Dravidians from Indian history and replacing them with 
Indo-Aryan speakers. 

What the Hindu nationalists did not know is that the archaeology, linguistics 
and the 1999 Kivisild et al article point to a recent (c. 3000-2500) migration 
of Dravidians from Africa to India--not an insitu development of Dravidian 
speakers in India. The Hindu nationalist must support genetic research to 
provide them with a prominent role. 

In summary Indo-Aryans attack the Aryan Invasion theory (AIT) because it 
makes them recent immigrants to India. To deny the AIT "whites" out 
Dravidians from India history. The attacks on AIT by Hindu Nationalists is 
made to give Indo-Aryan people a history they do not deserve.

It isn't that the actors or the roles aren't likable, valuable or redemptive, but 
they are without interior lives. For the most part, they materialize only to 
rescue the better-drawn white characters. Sometimes they walk out of the 
mists like Will Smith's angelic caddy in "The Legend of Bagger Vance." 
Thanks to Vance, the pride of Savannah (Matt Damon) gets his "authentic 


swing" back. 


A case of the yips hardly seems to call for divine intervention, but then 
neither does Carrey's crisis in "Bruce Almighty." He's a TV funny guy who 
wants to be a news anchor. After he loses out to another contender, he 
verbally lambastes the Lord (played by Freeman with as much dignity as he 
can muster), and the Lord takes an interest. 


Freeman's God can walk on water. But when He first appears, God is 
mopping the floors. Yes, He humbles Himself to teach the title character, 
Bruce, about humility. He then hands his powers over to him, popping in 
from time to time to save the world from Bruce's bumbling. 


In "The Family Man," a 2000 version of "It's a Wonderful Life," Don Cheadle 
turns up as Cash, a meddlesome guardian angel disguised as a street tough. 
Cash shows Wall Street wheeler-dealer Jack Campbell (Nicolas Cage) how 
things would have been if he hadn't ditched his college sweetheart to pursue 
his career. When the fantasy ends, Jack must choose between love or 
money. Thanks to Cash, Jack has a chance to make amends for his 
capitalistic piggishness. Cue the heavenly chorus.

In 1943 alone, black men became the moral conscience of white characters 
in four World War II movies: "Sahara, " "Bataan," "Crash Dive" and "Life 
Boat." Cripps is especially fond of the example set by actor Rex Ingram in 
"Sahara," the tale of a tank full of men lost in the desert. "When they decide 
to get rid of somebody so the rest can survive, who stands up and says, 'We 
either all live or we all die together’? Ingram. The black man becomes the 
spokesman for Western democracy." 


Like Ingram's soldier and Queen Latifah's salty soul sister, many black 
exemplars don't have halos, but they still work miracles. Her Highness's 
performance "is especially unusual because most of these characters are 
male," says Jacqueline Bobo, chair of women's studies at the University of 
California at Santa Barbara. "When women do show up, they end up in 
exoticized roles like Halle Berry's in ‘Monsters Ball." 


Cedric Robinson, author of "Black Marxism" and a colleague of Bobo's at 
UCSB, says, "Males, more problematic in the American imagination, have 
become ghostly. The black male simply orbits above the history of white 
Supremacy. He has no roots, no grounding. In that context, black anger has 
no legitimacy, no real justification. The only real characters are white. Blacks 
are kind of like Tonto, whose name meant fool." 


Audiences black and white seem to be accepting of these one-note roles, 
judging by the financial success of "Bringing Down the House," which 
brought in about $130 million, and "Bruce Almighty," which has raked in 
$149 million and was ranked No. 2 at the box office.

"Almighty Council of Blackness has unanimously voted to revoke your 
'Queen' status." 


The mystic icon that first comes to mind with many of today's moviegoers 
and film aficionados is Michael Clarke Duncan in "The Green Mile." Duncan 
received an Oscar nomination for the role of gentle giant John Coffey, a 
healer wrongly convicted of murdering two children. In the movie, Coffey 
cures the jaded prison guard of corrosive cynicism and a kidney infection. He 
also saves the lives of the warden's wife and the prison mouse. 


Ariel Dorfman sees sinister forces, something disturbing in such portrayals. 


"The magic Negro is an easy way of making the characters and the 
audiences happy. And | am for happiness, but the real joy of art is to reveal 
certain intractable ways in which humans interact.

Morpheus, a captain in the war against the Matrix, is both a free-thinking 
renegade and a religious zealot.

The debate has raged during the past decade. The Aryan invasion theory 
stated that the Aryans entered a civilizaed India, where the Dravidian and 
other people lived in wall cities. The AIT made it clear, as indicated by the 
Vedic literature that the Aryans were clearly nomads who attacked the 
cities of North India. Since there was nothing in the Vedic literature which 
idetified them as civilized,the Indus Valley Civilization was credited to the 
Dravidian people. 

In the 1990's population genetics became popular. At first the science was 
used to identify connections in a positive fashion. As more and more 
research was done it was recognize that many Eurasians carried African 
genes. 


Although history and archaeology illustrated that Africans had migrated to 
Eurasia since 3500 BC, the geneticist began to refine their methods to 
differentiate between Africans and Europeans who carried the same gene 
by refining their methods and giving the same gene held by different 
groups, diferent names. 

Based on the monogentic theory that man originated in Africa, geneticist 
accepted the fact that anatomically modern humans (amh)originated in 
Africa between 200-100,000 years ago (kya). Next, the geneticist claimed 
that amh left Africa 60kya. 

On the surface this was a neutral conclusion, but in reality it had deep 
implications for anthropology. First of all radio-carbon dates and skeletal 
remains make it clear that their is no single African Black population.As 
mankind developed in Africa different people appeared at different types 
which were allsimilar in color but had selected features which indicated 
differences. Thus we have: 

1) TheAustralian people have curly, wavy or straight hair and abundant 
body hair and sloping brows and with prominent ridges. 

2) The next group were the San whohave curly hair , the browswere vertical 
and without prominent eyebrow ridges . The San were of medium build. 
3)The next group were thePgymyhave curly hair , the browswere vertical 
and without prominent eyebrow ridges . The San were short in stature. 

4) Finally we havethe African-Melanesian- Oceanic typewhohave curly hair , 
the browswere vertical and without prominent eyebrow ridges . TheAfrican- 
Oceanic typeis tall in stature. 

These types of Negroes are supported by craniometric and skeletal remains 
recovered from archaeological excavations. This evidence supports multiple 
migrations. 

Because the archaeological evidence supports Africans existing in Europe 
and Eurasia generally it explained why Eurasiatic people carry African 
genes.They carry African genes because they were carried to Eurasia in 
recent times. 

Genetics, like the other sciences is Eurocentric. So these researchers used 
the genetic data that Eurasians carried African genes to imply that since the 
out of Africa (OOA) event occured only once in 60kya, any genes carried by 
Eurasians that are derived from African genes must be the result of a back 
migration (i.e., Europeans took the African genes they acquired after 60kya 
back to Africa). 

The main problem with this theory was that it is not supported by the 
skeletal remains and archaeology which show that Blacks entered the areas 
at different times since 60kya. Although the genetics have no archaeological 
and skeletal evidence to support the presence of European and mongoloid 
people in this or that region, they use statistical methods to claim that 
Eurasians possessed this or that gene earlier than the same gene in Africa. 
Now Eurocentrist can claim that yea, Blacks were in Eurasia, but these 
Blacks are all derived from the OOA event--not recent migrations. 

There was only one problem with this idea:the Dravidians. The Dravidians 


have long been recognized as Negroes by anthropologist. They shared blood 
type and cultural features. 

In 1999 Kivisild et al, wrote a paper claiming that Dravidians carried the M1 
haplogroup. This was evidence that the Dravidians must be related to 
Africans because hg M1 is primarially found in Africa, especially Ethiopia. 
Later Hindu nationalists took over the India government. They began to 
fund researchers and the 1999 Kivisild article was ignored, and geneticists 
began to claim that hg M1 did not exist in India, eventhough we have the 
Kivisild et al 1999 study. 

Today the Hindu nationalist claim that Dravidians originated in India and 
since they share genes with the Indo-Aryan speakers they too must be 
native to India. Their reasoning continues, that if the Indo-Aryan people 
were in India since time memorial and they live in North India, while the 
Dravidians live in South India, it was the Indo-Aryan people who founded 
the Indus Valley civilization and probably spread the Indo-European 
languages to Europe. The myth that Indo-Aryan people have always lived in 
India--provided the Hindu nationalists with the fuel to claim that the Aryan 
invasion was a myth created by the European colonists.

The site is located approximately 350 km northeast of the modern Sudanese 
capital of Khartoum ? in the general vicinity of the fifth Nile cataract. 

In addition to Taharga, archaeologists have found statues of two other 
Napatan kings at the site- Senkamanisken and Aspelta. Neither of these 
rulers controlled Egypt. 


The announcement was made on the blog of Dr. Caroline Rocheleau of the 
Reyat Ontario MuseumNorth Carolina Museum of Art.A scholarly article 
was also publishedrecently in the journal Nubia & Sudan. 

Thestatues were found in 2008 buttheir discoveryhas not been made public 
until now. 

I contacted Dr. Rocheleau for an interview. She told me that dig director Dr.

" [Filmmakers] give the black character special powers and underlying 
mysticism," says Todd Boyd, author of "Am I Black Enough for You?" and co- 
writer of the 1999 film "The Wood." "This goes all the way back to 'Gone with 
the Wind.' Hattie McDaniel is the emotional center, but she is just a pawn. 
Pawns help white people figure out what's going wrong and fix it, like Whoopi 
Goldberg's psychic in 'Ghost.'" 


It isn't that the actors or the roles aren't likable, valuable or redemptive, but 
they are without interior lives. For the most part, they materialize only to 
rescue the better-drawn white characters. Sometimes they walk out of the 
mists like Will Smith's angelic caddy in "The Legend of Bagger Vance." 
Thanks to Vance, the pride of Savannah (Matt Damon) gets his "authentic 


swing" back. 


A case of the yips hardly seems to call for divine intervention, but then 
neither does Carrey's crisis in "Bruce Almighty." He's a TV funny guy who 
wants to be a news anchor. After he loses out to another contender, he 
verbally lambastes the Lord (played by Freeman with as much dignity as he 
can muster), and the Lord takes an interest. 


Freeman's God can walk on water. But when He first appears, God is 
mopping the floors. Yes, He humbles Himself to teach the title character, 
Bruce, about humility. He then hands his powers over to him, popping in 
from time to time to save the world from Bruce's bumbling. 


In "The Family Man," a 2000 version of "It's a Wonderful Life," Don Cheadle 
turns up as Cash, a meddlesome guardian angel disguised as a street tough. 
Cash shows Wall Street wheeler-dealer Jack Campbell (Nicolas Cage) how 
things would have been if he hadn't ditched his college sweetheart to pursue 
his career. When the fantasy ends, Jack must choose between love or 
money. Thanks to Cash, Jack has a chance to make amends for his 
capitalistic piggishness. Cue the heavenly chorus.

"Sahara," the tale of a tank full of men lost in the desert. "When they decide 
to get rid of somebody so the rest can survive, who stands up and says, 'We 
either all live or we all die together’? Ingram. The black man becomes the 
spokesman for Western democracy." 


Like Ingram's soldier and Queen Latifah's salty soul sister, many black 
exemplars don't have halos, but they still work miracles. Her Highness's 
performance "is especially unusual because most of these characters are 
male," says Jacqueline Bobo, chair of women's studies at the University of 
California at Santa Barbara. "When women do show up, they end up in 
exoticized roles like Halle Berry's in ‘Monsters Ball." 


Cedric Robinson, author of "Black Marxism" and a colleague of Bobo's at 
UCSB, says, "Males, more problematic in the American imagination, have 
become ghostly. The black male simply orbits above the history of white 
Supremacy. He has no roots, no grounding. In that context, black anger has 
no legitimacy, no real justification. The only real characters are white. Blacks 
are kind of like Tonto, whose name meant fool." 


Audiences black and white seem to be accepting of these one-note roles, 
judging by the financial success of "Bringing Down the House," which 
brought in about $130 million, and "Bruce Almighty," which has raked in 
$149 million and was ranked No. 2 at the box office.

"Almighty Council of Blackness has unanimously voted to revoke your 
'Queen' status." 


The mystic icon that first comes to mind with many of today's moviegoers 
and film aficionados is Michael Clarke Duncan in "The Green Mile." Duncan 
received an Oscar nomination for the role of gentle giant John Coffey, a 
healer wrongly convicted of murdering two children. In the movie, Coffey 
cures the jaded prison guard of corrosive cynicism and a kidney infection. He 
also saves the lives of the warden's wife and the prison mouse. 


Ariel Dorfman sees sinister forces, something disturbing in such portrayals. 


"The magic Negro is an easy way of making the characters and the 
audiences happy. And | am for happiness, but the real joy of art is to reveal 
certain intractable ways in which humans interact.

Morpheus (Fishburne), named for the Greek god of dreams, has an 
interesting mission, to ensure the rise of the messiah, Neo (Reeves).

Morpheus, a captain in the war against the Matrix, is both a free-thinking 
renegade and a religious zealot.

A massive one ton granite statue of the pharaoh Taharga has been found in 
Dangeil, deep inside Sudan. Taharga was a pharaoh of the 25th dynasty of 
Egypt. This was a period of Kushite rule, which means that Taharga and his 
fellow rulers were from Nubia and drew their power-base from there. 

The site is located approximately 350 km northeast of the modern Sudanese 
capital of Khartoum in the general vicinity of the fifth Nile cataract. 

In addition to Taharga, archaeologists have found statues of two other 
Napatan kings at the site- Senkamanisken and Aspelta. Neither of these 
rulers controlled Egypt. 

The announcement was made on the blog of Dr. Caroline Rocheleau of the 
Reyalt Ontario MuseumNorth Carolina Museum of Art.A scholarly article 
was also publishedrecently in the journal Nubia & Sudan. 

Thestatues were found in 2008 buttheir discoveryhas not been made public 
until now. 

I contacted Dr. Rocheleau for an interview. She told me that dig director Dr. 
Julie Anderson, of the British Museum, will be handling media inquiries 
about the find howeverAndersonwill not be returning until January 6. 

So we will have to wait a bit to get an interview and (hopefully) some 
pictures of the discovery. 

In her blog Dr. Rocheleau describes the Taharqa statue as, "more than life- 
size and weighs over one ton." TheTaharga and Senkamanisken statueshave 
“great muscular bodies with an inscribed back pillar... and lovely feet on the 
statue base, but we are missing their heads and their lower legs." 

She continues, "as for Aspelta, it completely the opposite: we have his 
beautiful head, lower legs and his feet, but not his body." 

The find was a surprise to Rocheleau's team. There are no granite sources 
near the site and the finds at Dangeil, prior to this discovery, date tothe 
time of thekingdom of Meroe (3rd century BC 3rd century AD).

Dr. Cheikh Anta Diop 


Dr. Cheikh Anta Diop is considered to be the most respected scholar of 
Kemet. An Egyptologist and linguist, he had the revolutionary idea to use 
the scientific method to disprove the many myths surrounding ancient 
Kemet. He developed a way to test the levels of melanin in Egyptian 
mummies, which revealed that the ancient Egyptians were, indeed, 
Africans. He also argued that the Egyptian language was related to African 
dialects and can be connected to the Wolof language of today. By far, the 
most important theory that he sought to prove was that human life began in 
Africa. 

Diop argued that the first civilizations emerged in the Nile Basin on the 
eastern coast of Africa. It is from this basin that African people fanned out 
across the continent and onto other lands around the 6th century BC. There 
exist two theories of human origin: monogenetic and polygenetic. The 
monogenetic view states that there is one source for mankind; man was 
born in one place and became different due to the climatic conditions to 
which he was exposed. The polygenetic opinion claims that man has several 
locations of origin, which would explain the physiological differences 


between the races. Followers of this theory believe that man was born in 
Africa, Europe, and Asia and there was no evolutionary or climatic 
development. Diop states that there are two reasons why this theory is 
faulty. He says that nature never strikes twice in its evolution; she doesn't 
create the same being twice. In addition, complete fossils have been found 
on the African continents, which proves that life began there. No such 
fossils have been found anywhere else in the world. In 1912, a British 
geologist attempted to prove that life had begun in England by piecing 
together a fake fossil supposedly found on British soil. The fabricated skull 
was later found to have been a fake by an English anthropologist in the 
1950's. It was determined to have been constructed using the mandible and 
canine teeth of a monkey. Diop reinforces his belief in the monogenetic 
theory by saying "If Africans never left Africa, the rest of the world would be 
an unpeopled desert."2

A massive one ton granite statue of the pharaoh Taharga has been found in 
Dangeil, deep inside Sudan. Taharga was a pharaoh of the 25th dynasty of 
Egypt. This was a period of Kushite rule, which means that Taharga and his 
fellow rulers were from Nubia and drew their power-base from there. 

The site is located approximately 350 km northeast of the modern Sudanese 
capital of Khartoum in the general vicinity of the fifth Nile cataract. 

In addition to Taharga, archaeologists have found statues of two other 
Napatan kings at the site- Senkamanisken and Aspelta. Neither of these 
rulers controlled Egypt. 

The announcement was made on the blog of Dr. Caroline Rocheleau of the 
Reyat Ontario MuseumNorth Carolina Museum of Art.A scholarly article 
was also publishedrecently in the journal Nubia & Sudan. 

Thestatues were found in 2008 buttheir discoveryhas not been made public 
until now. 

I contacted Dr. Rocheleau for an interview. She told me that dig director Dr. 
Julie Anderson, of the British Museum, will be handling media inquiries 
about the find howeverAndersonwill not be returning until January 6. 

So we will have to wait a bit to get an interview and (hopefully) some 


pictures of the discovery. 

In her blog Dr. Rocheleau describes the Tahargqa statue as, "more than life- 
size and weighs over one ton." TheTaharga and Senkamanisken statueshave 
“great muscular bodies with an inscribed back pillar... and lovely feet on the 
statue base, but we are missing their heads and their lower legs." 

She continues, "as for Aspelta, it completely the opposite: we have his 
beautiful head, lower legs and his feet, but not his body." 

The find was a surprise to Rocheleau's team. There are no granite sources 
near the site and the finds at Dangeil, prior to this discovery, date tothe 
time of thekingdom of Meroe (3rd century BC 3rd century AD).

ROME (Reuters) - A nativity scene featuring a dark-skinned Jesus, Mary and Joseph that has 
gone on display in a Verona courthouse has created heated debate in a city with strong links 
to Italy's anti-immigration Northern League party. 
The nativity's appearance coincides with the League's controversial operation "White 
Christmas," a two-month sweep ending on Christmas Day to ferret out foreigners without 
proper permits in Coccaglio, a small League-led town east of Milan. 
The Christmas scene -- featuring a dark-skinned baby Jesus dressed in a red shirt and lying 
in a manger -- was the idea of Mario Giulio Schinaia, the chief Public Prosecutor in Verona. 
"History teaches us that baby Jesus and his parents were very probably dark-skinned," 


Schinaia told Reuters. "This nativity belongs to a universal Christmas tradition that brings 
together the whole of Christianity in celebration." 

The nativity has caused heated reactions in the rich northern town, where resentment 
toward foreigners has spread as the number of immigrants, particularly from north Africa 
and eastern Europe, continues to rise. 

"It is a useless act of provocation, just like the suggestion not to have a nativity scene at all, 
in order not to offend Muslims," Northern League farm minister Luca Zaia told one paper, 
referring to proposals in recent years that town halls and stores should no longer sponsor 
Christmas scenes. 

"Magistrates have other problems to deal with: | hope they spend as much time thinking 
about lawsuits and trials," he said. 

The Northern League, an ally of conservative Prime Minister Silvio Berlusconi with key 
cabinet posts including the interior ministry, has used its growing political clout to secure 
tough new laws including making illegal immigration a crime. 

League proposals have ranged from separate buses and trains for immigrants to banning 
new mosques and forbidding the serving of Chinese food and kebabs in towns under its 
control. 

Schinaia defended his black nativity scene, saying it was not intended to be polemical but to 
encourage debate. 

"There shouldn't be a white or black Christmas, only a merry Christmas for everyone, of 
every skin color, ethnic background and nationality."

" [Filmmakers] give the black character special powers and underlying 
mysticism," says Todd Boyd, author of "Am I Black Enough for You?" and co- 
writer of the 1999 film "The Wood." "This goes all the way back to 'Gone with 
the Wind.' Hattie McDaniel is the emotional center, but she is just a pawn. 
Pawns help white people figure out what's going wrong and fix it, like Whoopi 
Goldberg's psychic in 'Ghost.'" 


It isn't that the actors or the roles aren't likable, valuable or redemptive, but 
they are without interior lives. For the most part, they materialize only to 
rescue the better-drawn white characters. Sometimes they walk out of the 
mists like Will Smith's angelic caddy in "The Legend of Bagger Vance." 
Thanks to Vance, the pride of Savannah (Matt Damon) gets his "authentic 


swing" back. 


A case of the yips hardly seems to call for divine intervention, but then 
neither does Carrey's crisis in "Bruce Almighty." He's a TV funny guy who 
wants to be a news anchor. After he loses out to another contender, he 
verbally lambastes the Lord (played by Freeman with as much dignity as he 
can muster), and the Lord takes an interest. 


Freeman's God can walk on water. But when He first appears, God is 
mopping the floors. Yes, He humbles Himself to teach the title character, 
Bruce, about humility. He then hands his powers over to him, popping in 
from time to time to save the world from Bruce's bumbling. 


In "The Family Man," a 2000 version of "It's a Wonderful Life," Don Cheadle 
turns up as Cash, a meddlesome guardian angel disguised as a street tough. 
Cash shows Wall Street wheeler-dealer Jack Campbell (Nicolas Cage) how 
things would have been if he hadn't ditched his college sweetheart to pursue 
his career. When the fantasy ends, Jack must choose between love or 
money. Thanks to Cash, Jack has a chance to make amends for his 
capitalistic piggishness. Cue the heavenly chorus.

> His answer to the first series of questions was that he is defining Islam 
based on the veneration of ALLAH as [Jsupreme being[] and because of the 
rituals surrounding the visits of pilgrims to the Ka[jBa. I also asked him 
what is the difference between the White Arab Islam and the Indigenous 
Black Arab Islam and his answer was that Islam went from Pro-Black, Anti- 
White to Pro-White, Anti-Black. So in other words, nothing changed except 
the perpetrators of racism. However, upon reading the book he is stating 
that the change, when Mohammad came about, was a [Jreform[{] movement. 
At this period Mohammad went to war with other [Jblack{] Arab Muslims to 
get rid of the other [Įdeities[] that were being worshipped to [bring back{] 
the [jtrue{] worship of ALLAH as the supreme being.

We don't want to encourage anybody to leave the U.S. The purpose 
of NIA is to educate Americans about the crisis that is ahead, so 
that hopefully we can encourage our elected officials to reverse 
course immediately and save the country before hyperinflation 
arrives. 

If you choose to apply for a dual citizenship somewhere, we believe 
Australia should be one of your top choices. Australia's central 
bank was ahead of the curve as the first to raise interest rates. We 
believe Australia will have one of the strongest currencies and 
economies for the next decade out of all English speaking 
countries. 

There is currently labor shortages in Australia. Construction is 
beginning on their largest ever development, the Gorgon liquefied 
natural-gas project, and there aren't enough qualified workers. 
The Australian government estimates an extra 70,000 workers will 
be needed for about 80 new resource projects to be developed over 
the next decade. 

If we don't see hyperinflation could we still see a substantial 
increase in the value of gold? 


First of all, gold does not increase in value. Gold is real money and 
when gold rises it is because the dollar is losing its purchasing 
power. Gold simply retains its purchasing power. 

After the really bad inflation of the 1970s, gold rose to a high of 
$850 per ounce, which is $2,300 per ounce in today's dollars. We 
believe inflation will definitely be worse than the 1970s and gold 
will most certainly rise above $2,300 per ounce. 

If we see hyperinflation, then there is no limit to how high gold 
could go. With hyperinflation, gold could rise to billions of dollars 
per ounce. 

When we speak about gold potentially rising to $5,400 per ounce, 
we are speaking about a best case scenario for the U.S. economy 
where Washington reverses course immediately and prevents 
hyperinflation. 

Is their any information on how gold might act if the collapse 
of the dollar happens and we move to a new currency called 
the Amero? 

The Amero is just a rumor and any discussion out there in regards 
to the Amero is nothing but speculation. 

If the dollar collapses and a new currency is created, we believe 
gold will have to play a major roll in backing this currency. Nobody 
is going to trust a new currency unless it is backed by gold. 
Therefore, we believe those who buy gold now will be best off and 
the creation of a new currency won't negatively affect gold in any 
way. 

What will happen to gold's bull market if the Fed raises 
interest rates in early 2010? 

Anything can happen to gold on a day to day basis. If the Fed raises 
interest rates, there's always a chance gold could decline for days 
or weeks afterwards. However, we don't believe the Fed raising 
interest rates will put a damper on the long-term secular bull 
market in gold. 

When the Fed starts raising rates, they will likely ease rates higher 
very slowly, possibly a quarter basis point at a time. Interest rates 
of 1% or 2%, although higher than 0%, are still very inflationary. 
We would need to see artificially high rates of 10% or more for an 
extended period of time, to counteract the damage being done 
today. Of course, that would mean a tremendous increase in the 
interest payments on our national debt, which we would have no 
way of paying without printing money. 


Therefore, we don't think it is possible to put a stop to inflation and 
gold's bull market unless the government dramatically reduces its 
size and cuts spending, which we very much doubt will happen. 

I own a $24 million business in telecom and wind energy. 
Does it make sense to sell now and diversify out of dollar 
based assets while the business has value allowing me to be 
flexible and portable? 

Right now is a great time to sell a business because bankers have 
plenty of excess capital on the sidelines looking to use for 
acquisitions. We believe this is probably just a small window of 
opportunity. If it was your goal to eventually sell your business to 
begin with, you should definitely consider selling it now and using 
the money to diversify into precious metals and mining companies. 
Long-term, we are very bullish on the future of the wind energy 
industry worldwide. However, in the short-term we have natural 
gas inventories at record highs. Many developers of wind farms are 
having trouble finding financing and we don't see the situation 
improving until natural gas prices rise substantially higher, making 
wind energy more attractive. 

How much silver would I need to survive per day if 
hyperinflation hits the U.S.? 

If you are supporting only yourself, then you should be able to 
survive pretty well with an ounce of silver per day.

1 ounce of silver per day or 365 ounces per year is only worth 
about $6,200 at $17 per ounce, but we expect to see about a four 
times increase in purchasing power for those with silver compared 
to gold. 

Therefore, we believe if you have 1 ounce of silver per day, you will 
be able to afford food, shelter and heat. 

If I were to buy a silver mining company stock and it went up 
1,000%, yet the dollar had become worthless wouldn't the 
dollars received from selling this investment be worthless 
offsetting any gains? 

It's possible that there could be some silver mining stocks that gain 
1,000% or more with the dollar just losing 50% of its purchasing 
power. In that case, you could see a tremendous increase in your 
purchasing power. 


If the dollar loses all of its value, companies will likely delist from 
the U.S. and list on foreign exchanges, allowing you to sell your 
shares for a more stable foreign currency.

A massive one ton granite statue of the pharaoh Taharga has been found in 
Dangeil, deep inside Sudan. Taharga was a pharaoh of the 25th dynasty of 
Egypt. This was a period of Kushite rule, which means that Taharga and his 
fellow rulers were from Nubia and drew their power-base from there. 

The site is located approximately 350 km northeast of the modern Sudanese 
capital of Khartoum in the general vicinity of the fifth Nile cataract. 

In addition to Taharga, archaeologists have found statues of two other 
Napatan kings at the site- Senkamanisken and Aspelta. Neither of these 
rulers controlled Egypt. 

The announcement was made on the blog of Dr. Caroline Rocheleau of the 


Reyalt Ontario MuseumNorth Carolina Museum of Art.A scholarly article 


was also publishedrecently in the journal Nubia & Sudan. 

Thestatues were found in 2008 buttheir discoveryhas not been made public 
until now. 

I contacted Dr. Rocheleau for an interview. She told me that dig director Dr. 
Julie Anderson, of the British Museum, will be handling media inquiries 
about the find howeverAndersonwill not be returning until January 6. 

So we will have to wait a bit to get an interview and (hopefully) some 
pictures of the discovery. 

In her blog Dr. Rocheleau describes the Tahargqa statue as, "more than life- 
size and weighs over one ton." TheTaharga and Senkamanisken statueshave

She continues, "as for Aspelta, it completely the opposite: we have his 
beautiful head, lower legs and his feet, but not his body."

A massive one ton granite statue of the pharaoh Taharga has been found in 
Dangeil, deep inside Sudan. Taharga was a pharaoh of the 25th dynasty of 
Egypt. This was a period of Kushite rule, which means that Taharga and his 
fellow rulers were from Nubia and drew their power-base from there. 

The site is located approximately 350 km northeast of the modern Sudanese 
capital of Khartoum in the general vicinity of the fifth Nile cataract. 


In addition to Taharga, archaeologists have found statues of two other 

Napatan kings at the site- Senkamanisken and Aspelta. Neither of these 

rulers controlled Egypt. 

The announcement was made on the blog of Dr. Caroline Rocheleau of the 
North Carolina Museum of Art.A scholarly article 

was also publishedrecently in the journal Nubia & Sudan. 

Thestatues were found in 2008 buttheir discoveryhas not been made public 

until now. 

I contacted Dr. Rocheleau for an interview. She told me that dig director Dr. 

Julie Anderson, of the British Museum, will be handling media inquiries 

about the find howeverAndersonwill not be returning until January 6. 

So we will have to wait a bit to get an interview and (hopefully) some 

pictures of the discovery. 

In her blog Dr. Rocheleau describes the Taharqa statue as, "more than life- 

size and weighs over one ton." TheTaharga and Senkamanisken statueshave 

“great muscular bodies with an inscribed back pillar... and lovely feet on the 

statue base, but we are missing their heads and their lower legs." 

She continues, "as for Aspelta, it completely the opposite: we have his 

beautiful head, lower legs and his feet, but not his body." 

The find was a surprise to Rocheleau's team. There are no granite sources 

near the site and the finds at Dangeil, prior to this discovery, date tothe 

time of thekingdom of Meroe (3rd century BC 3rd century AD).

> His answer to the first series of questions was that he is defining Islam 
based on the veneration of ALLAH as supreme being and because of the 
rituals surrounding the visits of pilgrims to the KaBa. I also asked him what 
is the difference between the White Arab Islam and the Indigenous Black 
Arab Islam and his answer was that Islam went from Pro-Black, Anti-White 
to Pro-White, Anti-Black. So in other words, nothing changed except the 
perpetrators of racism. However, upon reading the book he is stating that 
the change, when Mohammad came about, was a reform movement. At this 
period Mohammad went to war with other black Arab Muslims to get rid of 
the other deities that were being worshipped to bring back the true worship 
of ALLAH as the supreme being.

> This is problematic in this wise: if that is all that changed, that means all 
of the issues people have with Islam are legitimate regardless of Black or 
White because people have a problem with the culture of Islam regardless 
of phenotype.

A massive one ton granite statue of the pharaoh Taharga has been found in 
Dangeil, deep inside Sudan. Taharga was a pharaoh of the 25th dynasty of 
Egypt. This was a period of Kushite rule, which means that Tahargqa and his 
fellow rulers were from Nubia and drew their power-base from there. 

The site is located approximately 350 km northeast of the modern Sudanese 
capital of Khartoum in the general vicinity of the fifth Nile cataract. 

In addition to Taharga, archaeologists have found statues of two other 
Napatan kings at the site- Senkamanisken and Aspelta. Neither of these 
rulers controlled Egypt. 

The announcement was made on the blog of Dr. Caroline Rocheleau of the 
Reyat Ontario MuseumNorth Carolina Museum of Art.A scholarly article 
was also publishedrecently in the journal Nubia & Sudan. 

Thestatues were found in 2008 buttheir discoveryhas not been made public 
until now. 

I contacted Dr. Rocheleau for an interview. She told me that dig director Dr. 
Julie Anderson, of the British Museum, will be handling media inquiries 
about the find howeverAndersonwill not be returning until January 6. 

So we will have to wait a bit to get an interview and (hopefully) some 
pictures of the discovery. 

In her blog Dr. Rocheleau describes the Taharqa statue as, "more than life- 
size and weighs over one ton." TheTaharga and Senkamanisken statueshave 
“great muscular bodies with an inscribed back pillar... and lovely feet on the 
statue base, but we are missing their heads and their lower legs." 

She continues, "as for Aspelta, it completely the opposite: we have his 
beautiful head, lower legs and his feet, but not his body." 

The find was a surprise to Rocheleau's team. There are no granite sources 
near the site and the finds at Dangeil, prior to this discovery, date tothe 
time of thekingdom of Meroe (3rd century BC 3rd century AD).

Despite his Nubian ancestry 
Taharga ruled his empire from Memphis. He began a program of temple 
building that saw construction take place beyond the capital at places such 
as Qasr Ibrim, Napata, Thebes and Abydos. 

Chief rival of Taharga was the Assyrian Empire who, by the time of his rule, 


had pushed their borders up against the Egyptians. Around 679 BC the 
pharaoh led small campaigns in Lebanon and Palestine. 

The rise of the Assyrian king Esarhaddon (681669 BCE) proved to be a 
disaster for Taharga. In 674 BC the Assyrians launched an invasion of the 
Nile Delta, an attack that the Egyptians rebuffed. In 671 Esarhaddon 
attacked again, this time successfully driving Taharga back to the Sudan. 
The Assyrian king recognized the first king of the Sais dynasty Necho I, as 
ruler of Egypt. Although Taharga attempted to return, he found himself 
unable to overcome the Assyrians. He was defeated by Esarhaddons 
successor Ashurbanipal in 667 BC. Once again Taharga fled south to Nubia, 
where he died in 664 BC.

[Avatar: A Critique] 
After having viewed the latest box office hit Avatar, themes which seemingly 


resonate timelessly, find their expression once again. 
The story takes place on the distant planet of Pandora. This planet is 


bountiful in its natural resources and in particular Unobtainium. This 
precious mineral is highly coveted universally, as a business interest from 
the distant planet Earth seeks to exploit the planet in gathering this 
resource for its own entrepreneurial purposes. Such an endeavor would be 
easily undertaken if not for the indigenous population of the planet, the 
Navi. 

This group of highly intelligent, disciplined and physically gifted beings are 
a deeply spiritual people, who demonstrate complete deference for all forms 
of nature as they derive their sense of being and purpose from their deity 
known as Eywa, the source of all living things.

If society is to emancipate itself from such orchestrated tapestries of 
confusion, those among the masses able to discern the workings of the 
purveyors of this brand of cerebral control must remain vigilant in sounding 
the alarm, so as to impel media forces to more regularly reflect truth. If 
such a phenomenon fails to emerge, those transmissions designed to 
maintain and reinforce existing inequitable social arrangements and 
attending precepts will continue to flourish. Such is the net effect of the 
movie industries latest instrument- Avatar.

Man bombed Ark. med board chair in revenge

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. Police interviewed Dr. Randeep Mann the day a 
homemade bomb exploded in the driveway of an Arkansas home, leaving the 
chairman of the state medical board severely burned and without an eye. 
After all, officials said, Mann was one of multiple doctors disciplined by the 
Arkansas State Medical Board who were looked at following the February 
2009 bombing that injured Dr. Trent Pierce. 
The board headed by Pierce had twice stripped Mann of his right to 
prescribe narcotics temporarily in 2003, then permanently in 2006 after 10 
of his patients fatally overdosed. Federal judges had thrown out two 
lawsuits filed by Mann, including one in which the naturalized U.S. citizen 
alleged discrimination by the medical board because he was a Hindu from 
India. 
Three months later, the bomb went off in Pierce's driveway. Mann was 
indicted Wednesday on charges of using a weapon of mass destruction 


against a person or property, using an explosive to destroy Pierce's sport 
utility vehicle and possession of the anesthetic chloroform, which 
prosecutors said was found in Mann's jail cell. He was being held on federal 
weapons charges. 

Court documents say Mann, a federally licensed gun dealer, showed state 
police a registered grenade launcher during their interview. So when city 
workers stumbled across a canister containing 98 military grenades ina 
wooded area near Mann's home the next month, authorities returned to the 
quiet luxury enclave on a cliff overlooking Lake Dardanelle. 

Authorities publicly had insisted that the weapons case against Mann was 
unrelated to the bombing investigation. But an agent with the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives called Mann a "person of 
interest" in the bombing and another referred to him as the "prime suspect" 
during an August court hearing. 

"The theory of the United States' case is that the motivation was retaliatory 
against Dr. Pierce and his service on the board, and for the board's actions 
in connection with Dr. Mann's professional licensing matters," U.S. Attorney 
Jane Duke said Wednesday in announcing the new charges. 

A conviction on the charge of using a weapon of mass destruction could 
land Mann in prison for life. 

Mann's attorney, Blake Hendrix, declined to comment Wednesday and calls 
to Pierce's home and office rang unanswered. Prosecutors said Pierce would 
not comment on the new charges. 

"Dr. Pierce was, and remains, a dedicated professional committed to the 
health and healing of others," Duke said. "We believe that very dedication 
exemplified through his service on the Arkansas State Medical Board was 
what caused him to be targeted by Dr. Mann in this heinous act." 

Family and friends of Pierce said the bomb was planted in a tire placed 
behind Pierce's vehicle in his driveway, and that it detonated when he 
reached down to move the tire. ATF agents have said the bomb was 
homemade, not manufactured military explosives or dynamite. 

Mann already faced charges of obstruction of justice and possessing 
unregistered weapons after more than $1 million worth of weapons were 
found during a search of his home and surrounding area that followed the 
grenades discovery by the city workers. 

Federal agents have said more than 100 guns ranging from M-16s toa 
tripod-mounted .50-caliber sniper weapon were found lying on the floor, in 
closets and in safes during the search. A majority of the firearms were 
legally registered to Mann. 

He has pleaded not guilty to those charges and is scheduled to go to trial 
March 15. His wife, Sangeeta Mann, is charged with obstructing the 
investigation, concealing signed, blank checks and making false statements 
to a grand jury. If convicted of obstruction, she could face up to 20 years in 
prison. 

Prosecutors also claimed in earlier court hearings that Mann's father was 
an international arms dealer, but defense attorneys dismissed the allegation 


as unfounded and the Indian national has not faced criminal charges. 

The state medical board's 2006 investigation found that Mann prescribed 
excessive amounts 15 to 26 bottles per month of the pain reliever 
butorphanol for one patient. Along with the 10 patients who died, several 
survived overdoses, including one who suffered brain injury. 

During the 2006 board hearing, Mann testified that in some cases, he didn't 
know patients had overdosed and continued to prescribe narcotic pain 
relievers because he hadn't received records from a hospital's emergency 
room that would have reflected the overdoses. 

In other cases, he said, patients overdosed on medications prescribed by 
other doctors, or cases were mischaracterized by the hospital as overdoses. 
One patient identified in records as Shelly G. overdosed and died on Oct. 4, 
2005, at Conway Regional Medical Center. Mann's records show that the 
woman, who was in her 20s, had a history of drug abuse and suicide 
attempts, according to a report by a consultant hired by the medical board. 
Mann prescribed the woman 120 Lorcent and 60 Xanax in the month before 
her death. 

In 2007, Mann again appeared before the medical board, asking it to 
reinstate his U.S. Drug Enforcement permit to prescribe narcotics. His 
request was denied, and Pierce told him he shouldn't try again for "any 
foreseeable time," according to news accounts at the time.

One Dead, Several Injured In ABB Workplace

ST. LOUIS, MO (KPLR11.com) - At least three people have been shot at a 
local plant and police are searching for Tim Hendron St. Louis Police are 


now putting out a APB for a vehicle associated with the shooting at ABB 
Power. It is a 2001 nissan truck, pewter in color with Missouri tags "OKK 
696". FOX 2 has tracked information on the vehicle and it's registered to a 
man and woman who reside in Webster Groves. Police have shut down 
Interstate 70 between Jennings Station and Union in both directions near 
the shooting scene. Several employees have been able to leave the ABB 
plant. 


Police are confirming that three people have been shot. Their conditions are 
not know. Police are still looking for the shooting. It happened at 6:30 a.m. 
Several At least five people have been injured at the ABB plant in St. Louis. 
Fire officials confirm one person is dead and two others critically injured. 
One person suffered serious injuries and another, minor injuries. St. Louis 
Police have put out an APB for a vehicle associated with the shooting. It is a 
2001 Nissan truck, pewter in color with Missouri tags "OKK 696". The 
suspect's name is Timothy Hendron, according to DMV records. Police have 
shut down Interstate 70 between Jennings Station and Union in both 
directions near the shooting scene. Several employees have been able to 
leave the ABB plant. 


The shooting happened at 6:30 a.m. Several family members of employees 
say a man walked into the plant and opened fire. They say the shooter is a 
disgruntled worker. 


People inside the building were hiding in the building and texting family 
members saying they were okay. Police have a building surrounded in the 
4300 block of Semple. It is believed to be at the ABB plant. According to the 
Associated Press, Swiss-based ABB Group makes power transmission and 
industrial automation equipment. The company manufactures transformers 
at the St. Louis site, according to its Web site. It wasn't immediately known 
how many people work at the plant. 


Police say the subject is armed with an assault rifle. The ABB plant is 
located near the Mark Twain building. Semple and Bircher are closed. 


Neighbors in the area say the man may have been an employee for 25 years 
or more. They say the man saw two employees on the parking lot and fired 
shots at them. We will update the story as more information becomes 
available.

The Tomb of Sa-Iset at Dashur 


The 19" century was a time of great discoveries in Egypt.However, at that 
time there were no standard methods of mapping and recording sites, so 
important things were lost.Excavators would record that they found a tomb, 
but not describe the exact location, so later scholars would not be able to 
find them easily.A good example of this is found at Dashur, the pyramid site 
just south of Saqqara.

Jacques de Morgan, in his excavations at Dashur in 1894-1895, discovered 
an important tomb just south of the 12" Dynasty cemetery of Amenemhat 
II.The tomb is located between the pyramid of Amenemhat II and the black 
pyramid of Amenemhat III.The tomb owner chose a good location, on a 
small mound that overlooks the whole area, including the 4" Dynasty 
pyramids of Snefru and the royal cemetery east of the red pyramid of 
Snefru. 

De Morgan, in his excavations, did not publish the details of this tomb, or 
the architectural plan, but he did find and record a group of funerary stelae, 
which are now in the Egyptian Museum in Cairo.These four funerary stelae 
represent the owner of the tomb, a man named Sa-Iset.He is shown in each 


stela seated in front of an offering table with a list of offerings as well as his 
name and titles.These stelae are inscribed in bas-relief and they show some 
of the best 12“ Dynasty inscriptions, and perhaps some of the best of the 
whole Middle Kingdom, because the inscriptions are beautifully done and 
the details of the faces and bodies of the figures are exquisite. 

Some of the titles of Sa-Iset are recorded in each of the stelae.These titles 
include that he was the higher prince, the chief of the lector priests, a 
scribe of the sacred books, holder of the seals of the south, sole friend of the 
king,overseer of the treasury, overseer of the pyramid city, vizier, judge, 
and overseer of the six chapels.Some of these are very prestigious titles, 
showing that he was a very important man in his time. 

In 2006, the archaeological team at Dashur led by Husseini began to work 
in the area midway between the pyramids of Amenemhat IT and Amenemhat 
III in order to rediscover this tomb.We knew of the existence of the tomb, 
but not its exact location or many details about it.Rediscovering the tomb of 
Sa-Iset was an important goal, as it could reveal more information about the 
reign of Amenemhat II and the Middle Kingdom.

The tomb was found soon after excavation work began, and it was evident 
that the superstructure had been destroyed.Hundreds of stone blocks were 
found scattered all around, and these can give us an idea about the 
architectural plan of the superstructure and chapel of the tomb.It was built 
of fine white limestone and the walls were inscribed with false doors that 
included lines of hieroglyphic inscriptions including the name and titles of 
the tomb owner.These titles matched those of Sa-Iset recorded on his 
funerary stelae in the Egyptian Museum.However, the inscriptions inside 


the tomb are incised on a much bigger scale, to match the size of the 
exterior of the chapel and the ten large blocks found.We also found smaller 
limestone blocks and pieces that came from the interior of the chapel that 
show the decoration.Here we found a scene of the family of Sa-Iset giving 
him offerings.With him are his brothers, sisters, father, mother, and 
grandmother and grandfather.These scenes are very interesting because 
they are unique to this tomb. 

The substructure of the tomb starts with a ramp that slopes down into the 
north-facing entrance.The western wall extended for about 10 meters and is 
86.5 cm thick. It is made of five courses of mudbrick laid in steps.The 
eastern wall of the ramp is about 11.70 meters long.The ramp slopes down 
until it reaches two thick walls that were constructed in order to protect the 
lower part of the tomb.The ramp leads into a tunnel lined with mudbrick 
before the antechamber and burial chamber.At some point the sealed 
antechamber was opened, perhaps by ancient thieves or possibly during de 
Morgans excavations.The sealed chamber has a vaulted ceiling lined with 
large limestone blocks.This rectangular chamber is about 5.5 meters long 
and 2 meters wide.The floor slopes down, and we can see the remains of the 
mortar used between the blocks, which may indicate that the tomb was 
finished in a hurry. 

The first vaulted chamber leads to the burial chamber.It is a small room, 
about 3.4 meters by 1.75 meters, and the sarcophagus occupies the entire 
floor.The huge lid of the sarcophagus is made of green diorite.On the 
eastern side of the room are two small niches carved into the lower half of 
the wall.The southern niche contains a canopic box of green diorite, that is 
cracked and broken in places.The northern niche is empty.The vaulted 
ceiling of the burial chamber is lined with limestone, and the limestone 
walls are decorated with Pyramid Texts in vertical rows colored in 
green.Each row contains the name of Sa-Iset at either the beginning or the 
end of each spell. These Pyramid Texts are similar in style to those in the 5" 
Dynasty pyramid of Unas at Saqqara, which means that the artist in the 12 
Dynasty who decorated Sa-Isets tomb was likely imitating the texts from 
Unas pyramid.

It is interesting to note that both chambers with vaulted ceilings were lined 
with limestone, while the first chamber in mudbrick did not have a vaulted 
ceiling.This tomb has a unique architectural style; it is the only tomb at the 
site of Dashur, and even in the area of Memphis, that has this plan.The use 
of Pyramid Texts is also very unusual.The tomb was left unfinished, perhaps 
because the burial was completed in a hurry.We can see that some of the 
red artists lines used to define the inscriptions still remain.Also, the lid of 
the sarcophagus is still very rough and was not polished.The walls of the 
first vaulted limestone chamber were also never finished, they are not 
polished or decorated, but bear the remains of tool marks. 


We are planning to continue the excavation of this tomb, and in January, we 
hope to open the sarcophagus.De Morgan attempted to open it, but it 
proved impossible, as the lid of the sarcophagus is just touching the walls. If 
the lid were lifted, it might scrape the walls and damage the texts.Therefore 
I consulted with the archaeologists at Dashur as well as Reis Talal.Reis 
Talal comes from a famous family that is known for being able to move any 
heavy object. They worked with myself and Miroslav Verner on the tomb of 
Iufaa at Abusir.They also worked with me to move the lid of the 
sarcophagus of the governor of Bahariya Oasis, and six months ago, we 
lifted the lid of the sarcophagus inside the subsidiary pyramid of Teti.Reis 
Talal presented me with his plan for lifting the lid of the sarcophagus of Sa- 
Iset.He will open a shaft outside the tomb and bring in construction 
equipment that will hold a weight.The weight will be about 15 tons, one and 
a half times the weight of the sarcophagus lid, to counter-balance the lid.In 
this way, the lid will be lifted slowly by the weight outside the burial 
chamber.We will move very slowly and carefully; the process will take at 
least 5 days.I am really looking forward to opening the sarcophagus and 
revealing what is hidden inside the sarcophagus of this important man, the 
vizier Sa-Iset.

Vast Slave Graveyard Found On St. Helena

Probably the largest-ever slave graveyard, containing the mortal 
remains of some 10,000 young Africans, has been found on the 
mid-Atlantic island of St .Helena. Many of the bodies were those 
of children, who died between 1840 and 1874. 


<http://digitaljourn al.com/image/ 60738> wikipedia 
A team of British archaeologists found the graves last year 
during preparations to build a new airport on this isolated British 
territory,Times Online <http://women. timesonline. co.uk/tol/ 
life_and_style/women/ the way _we_live/article6950 288.ece> 
reports. 
Ironically, most of the victims of the 19th-century slave trade had 
been taken there not by slave traders, but by British Royal Navy 
patrols hunting slavers, following the abolition of slavery in 
Britain in 1807. The captured ships were taken to the island after 
the slavers were arrested and the young African slaves liberated. 


For many, freedom came too late. Many were already dead as a 
result of the inhuman conditions they had been exposed to, 
packed together in the fetid holds of the ships, enduring heat, 
hunger and thirst, and many died soon after their arrival at 
Ruperts Valley, near the capital, Jamestown. 
St. Helena, famous as the island where Napoleon was exiled and 
later died (he was subsequently re-buried in France,) was the 
headquarters of the Royal Navys West Africa Squadron. 
Tragically, smallpox, dysentery and other communicable diseases 
killed many of the liberated slaves, who were already weak from 
their ordeal. Most had been en route to Cuba, Brazil the United 
States and other parts of the New World from slave depots in 
Africa, before being rescued by the Royal Navy. 
The website quoted an observer from 1861, who described the 
dreadful conditions he found on a slave ship that had just landed: 
The whole deck, as I picked my way from end to end, in order to 
avoid treading on them, was thickly strewn with the dead, dying 


and starved bodies of what seemed to me a species of ape that I 
had never seen before.. Yet these miserable, helpless objects 
being picked up from the deck and handed over the ships side, 
one by one, living, dying and dead alike, were really human 
beings. Their arms were worn down to about the size of a 
walking stick. Many died as they were passed from the ship to 
the boat, but there was no time to separate the living from the 
dead. 
Dr Andrew Pearson, an archaeologist working for the 
Department of International Development, led the dig. Saying 
the discovery would advance understanding of the 19th-century 
European and American slave trade, he added:

Halfway between the decaying slave forts of West Africa and the 
overgrown plantations of the New World, on the tiny island of St 
Helena, archaeologists have uncovered one of the largest slave 
graveyards anywhere in the world. 


The bones of some 10,000 young Africans lie buried in the rocky 
valleys of this isolated British territory in the South Atlantic, 
victims of the ruthless trade that Britain dominated in the 18th 
century but fought to suppress after the abolition of slavery. 


A team of British archaeologists uncovered the first graves last 
year after preparation had begun to build an access road to the 
site of the planned new airport on St Helena. 


The bodies, many of them children, were discovered where they 
had been buried after being brought to St Helena between 1840 
and 1874 by Royal Navy patrols hunting the slavers. The 
captured ships were forced into the island where the traders 
were arrested and their victims liberated. By then, however, 
many were already dead in the fetid holds where they had been 
packed together for the long journey. 


Many of the survivors also died soon after they were brought to 
Ruperts Valley, near the capital Jamestown. It was used as a 
treatment and holding depot by the navys West Africa Squadron. 
Smallpox, dysentery and other diseases claimed many of those 
who had endured hunger, thirst and the terrible conditions below 
decks. 


The discovery of so many bones is of enormous importance in 
researching the history of slavery. Few graves have been found 
of captives who died before they were sold in Cuba, Brazil, the 
United States and other parts of the New World. The find may 
stimulate fresh emotional debate, especially in the US and other 
countries involved in the slave trade until the mid-19th century. 


The excavations raise very sensitive issues, not least on St 
Helena itself. The island, a vital staging post on the route to 
India, was governed for almost 200 years by the East India 
Company, and slaves were used there until long after Britain 
outlawed the slave trade in 1807. Many St Helenians are 
themselves descendants of these early slaves, who remained on 
the island after they were freed, and there is some reluctance to 
acknowledge that most people can trace their origins partly to 
slavery as well as to the early British settlers and labourers 
brought in from the far corners of the British Empire. 


The dig was led by Dr Andrew Pearson, an archaeologist working 


on behalf of the Department for International Development and 
the environmental consultantcy Aecom. He said the discovery 
will advance understanding of the 19th-century slave trade and 
the political machinations behind its abolition. It will also bring a 
voice to a forgotten people who died in limbo, in a place 
physically and conceptually between freedom and slavery. 


Some 325 skeletons have been excavated. They are now being 
examined by a research team in Jamestown to determine their 
age, sex, life history and cause of death. So far, the vast majority 
have been males, with a significant proportion of children or 
young adults, some less than a year old. Often buried in groups, 
the individuals were occasionally interred with personal effects, 
jewellery and fragments of clothing, as well as a few metal tags 
and artefacts that relate to their enslavement and subsequent 
rescue. The dry conditions have led to extremely high levels of 
preservation and hair has been found on some skulls. 


Evidence of disease or malnutrition is easy to establish. Bone 
specialists osteologists can also detect fractures, trauma, 
osteoarthritis and other conditions. Many of the young captives 
appear to have had a hard-working life before being shipped out 
of Africa. Between 1840 and 1850, 15,000 Africans were landed 
on St Helena, of whom nearly 5,000 died. The liberation centre 
did not finally close until 1874. 


Further research will be carried out in Britain, using, for 
example, isotope analysis to trace the signature in the bones left 
by groundwater. This may help to pinpoint some of the captives 
origins. No one in the 19th century, however, could tell where 
the slaves came from. Naval officers could not speak their tribal 
languages, and it was hard to repatriate them to their homeland. 


Some of the most striking evidence of their origins, however, 
comes from their teeth. Most had front teeth filed in particular 
tribal patterns either as an M or an inverted U or with a V notch 
cut into their front incisors. Some of the patterns were made by 
chipping at the teeth with stones. Often the result was infection 
and terrible abcesses, which left marks on the jawbones. 


Anthropologists may be able to relate tooth patterns to the 
customs of certain tribes. 


The excavation in summer 2008 took 10 weeks. All the graves 
were found in a swath stretching a few feet on either side of 
where the airport road will run. Thousands more skeletons still 
lie in Ruperts Valley, but no more digs are planned, as there is no 
intention to disturb the other graves. A decision is pending 
whether the bodies will be reburied in Ruperts Valley, or placed 
within an ossuary close to their original place of burial. 


An observer in 1861 described the terrible scene when a slave 
ship landed at Ruperts. The whole deck, as I picked my way from 
end to end, in order to avoid treading on them, was thickly 
strewn with the dead, dying and starved bodies of what seemed 
to me a species of ape that I had never seen before. Yet these 
miserable, helpless objects being picked up from the deck and 
handed over the ships side, one by one, living, dying and dead 
alike, were really human beings. Their arms were worn down to 
about the size of a walking stick. Many died as they were passed 
from the ship to the boat, but there was no time to separate the 
living from the dead. 


The only consolation to those whose ancestors suffered such 
Belsen-like conditions is that most traders tried to keep the 
Captives fed and fit enough to fetch good prices at the slave 
markets in America. The journey in sailing ships across the 

Atlantic took weeks, and if most had died there would have been 
little profit for the slavers. 


The Royal Navys West Africa Squadron was based in St Helena 
and Ascension Island, settled by Britain in only 1815. It was an 
arduous and dangerous job catching the slavers, especially as 
warships rarely fired on the elusive traders for fear of killing the 
captives. There were too few warships to patrol an enormous 
stretch of coast, and most were slower than the fast American- 
built vessels used by the traders.. Only when steam warships 
were used did the navy really gain a decisive advantage. 


Dr Pearson said the analysis of the bones will be completed by 
next May and the findings published by the Council for British 
Archaeology.

But the neighborhood is in the midst of a profound and accelerating shift. In 
greater Harlem, which runs river to river, and from East 96th Street and 
West 106th Street to West 155th Street, blacks are no longer a majority of 
the population a shift that actually occurred a decade ago, but was largely 
overlooked. 


By 2008, their share had declined to 4 in 10 residents. Since 2000, central 
Harlems population has grown more than in any other decade since the 
1940s, to 126,000 from 109,000, but its black population about 77,000 in 
central Harlem and about twice that in greater Harlem is smaller than at 
any time since the 1920s. 

In 2008, 22 percent of the white households in Harlem had moved to their 
present homes within the previous year. By comparison, only 7 percent of 
the black households had. 

It was a combination of location and affordability, said Laura Murray, a 31- 
year-old graduate student in medical anthropology at Columbia, who moved 
to Sugar Hill near City College about a year ago. I feel a community here 
that I dont feel in other parts of the city. 

Change has been even more pronounced in the narrow north-south corridor 
defined as central Harlem, which planners roughly define as north of 110th 
Street between Fifth and St. Nicholas Avenues. 

There, blacks account for 6 in 10 residents, but those born in the United 
States make up barely half of all residents. Since 2000, the proportion of 
whites living there has more than doubled, to more than one in 10 residents 
the highest since the 1940s. The Hispanic population, which was 
concentrated in East Harlem, is now at an all-time high in central Harlem, 
up 27 percent since 2000. 

Harlem, said Michael Henry Adams, a historian of the neighborhood and a 
resident, is poised again at a point of pivotal transition. 

Harlem is hardly the only ethnic neighborhood to have metamorphosed 
because of inroads by housing pioneers seeking bargains and more space 


Little Italy, for instance, has been largely gobbled up by immigrants 
expanding the boundaries of Chinatown and by creeping gentrification from 
SoHo. But Harlem has evolved uniquely. 
Because so much of the community was devastated by demolition for urban 
renewal, arson and abandonment beginning in the 1960s, many newcomers 
have not so much dislodged existing residents as succeeded them. In the 
1970s alone, the black population of central Harlem declined by more than 
30 percent. 
This place was vacated, said Howard Dodson, director of Harlems 
Schomburg Center for Research in Black Culture. Gentrification is about 
displacement. 
Meanwhile, the influx of non-Hispanic whites has escalated. The 1990 
census counted only 672 whites in central Harlem. By 2000, there were 
2,200. The latest count, in 2008, recorded nearly 13,800. 
Theres a lot of new housing to allow people to come into the area without 
displacing people there, said Joshua S. Bauchner, who moved to a Harlem 
town house in 2007 and is the only white member of Community Board 10 
in central Harlem. In Manhattan, there are only so many directions you can 
go. North to Harlem is one of the last options. 
In 1910, blacks constituted about 10 percent of central Harlems population. 
By 1930, the beginnings of the great migration from the South and the 
influx from downtown Manhattan neighborhoods where blacks were feeling 
less welcome transformed them into a 70 percent majority. Their share of 
the population (98 percent) and total numbers (233,000) peaked in 1950. 
In 2008, according to the census, the 77,000 blacks in central Harlem 
amounted to 62 percent of the population. 
The number of blacks living in greater Harlem hit a high of 341,000 in 
1950, but their share of the population didnt peak until 1970, when they 
made up 64 percent of the residents. In 2008, there were 153,000 blacks in 
greater Harlem, and they made up 41 percent of the population. 
About 15 percent of Harlems black population is foreign-born, mostly from 
the Caribbean, with a growing number from Africa.

A federal appeals court overturned Washington state's ban on voting by convicted 
felons Tuesday in a ruling that could extend ballots to prisoners in other states 
where studies showed racial bias in the criminal justice system. 


In a 2-1 decision, the Ninth U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in San Francisco said the 


Washington law violates the federal Voting Rights Act because evidence showed 
discrimination against minorities at every level of the state's legal system: arrest, 
bail, prosecution and sentencing. 

If the ruling survives, it will be binding in the circuit's other eight states, 
including California, which denies voting rights to 283,000 convicted felons in 
prison or on parole, according to a report from the nonprofit Sentencing Project

Ruled 690-664 BC 

Taharga was a pharaoh of Egypt during the 25th dynasty. He is the son of 
the first ruler of the dynasty, Piya (Piankhy). 

The 25th dynasty is a Kushite dynasty. This means that the pharaohs were 
from Nubia and drew their power from there. Despite his Nubian ancestry 


Taharga ruled his empire from Memphis. He began a program of temple 
building that saw construction take place beyond the capital at places such 
as Qasr Ibrim, Napata, Thebes and Abydos. 

Chief rival of Taharga was the Assyrian Empire who, by the time of his rule, 
had pushed their borders up against the Egyptians. Around 679 BC the 
pharaoh led small campaigns in Lebanon and Palestine. 

The rise of the Assyrian king Esarhaddon (681669 BCE) proved to be a 
disaster for Taharqa. In 674 BC the Assyrians launched an invasion of the 
Nile Delta, an attack that the Egyptians rebuffed. In 671 Esarhaddon 
attacked again, this time successfully driving Taharga back to the Sudan. 
The Assyrian king recognized the first king of the Sais dynasty Necho I, as 
ruler of Egypt. Although Taharga attempted to return, he found himself 
unable to overcome the Assyrians. He was defeated by Esarhaddons 
successor Ashurbanipal in 667 BC. Once again Taharga fled south to Nubia, 
where he died in 664 BC.

I am just reading over Dr. Wesley Muhammad's latest book Black Arabia 
and the African Origins of Islam. In Chapter 2 he, citing other historians like 


Petrie, is making the claim that the Badarians arrived from Asia, "resettled" 
into the Sudan and created Pharaonic Egypt. Although he tries to downplay

Giuliani: We Had No Domestic 
Attacks Under Bush

The former New York City mayor who has sometimes been mocked for 
using "a noun, a verb and 9/11" in stump speeches appears to have 
forgotten -- or has mentally reclassified -- the worst terrorist attack on 
American soil. "We had no domestic attacks under Bush," Rudy Giuliani told 
ABC's George Stephanopoulos Friday. 

Even if Giuliani doesn't consider the attacks on 9/11 a "domestic" attack 
then surely he forgot about the anthrax attacks of 2001. 

While ABC's George Stephanopolous let Giuliani get away with his 
misstatement both during the interview and on his blog, ABC's Jake Tapper 
called the former mayor out. "Giuliani's comments that there were zero 
terrorist attacks under Bush, 1 under Obama, is false no matter how you 
slice it," tweeted Tapper. 

Giuliani's remark came amidst a jeremiad against President Barack 
Obama's handling of the Christmas day Detroit airliner bombing suspect 


and appears at about 3:21 in the below clip. 

“What he should be doing is following the right things that Bush did," 
Giuliani said. "One of the right things he did was treat this as a war on 
terror -- we had no domestic attacks under Bush; we had one under 
Obama." 

The former mayor criticized Obama for opting to handle the alleged 
bomber's case in civilian court, essentially saying that the problem with 
civilian courts is that suspects are given lawyers. 

"If you put someone in a civilian court, within a short period of time a 
lawyer is appointed and the person shuts up," he remarked. "If you have a 
person in the military system, you can question him endlessly for as long as 
you have to to make sure you've got the full scope of information." 

Giuliani then praised Obama for using the phrase "war on terror." 

"I'm very hopeful that President Obama turned a corner yesterday," he said. 
"He first used the words, thank goodness, 'War on Terror.'"" 

In 2007, while campaigning for the Republican nomination for president, 
Giuliani told a New Hampshire crowd that America would ultimately prevail 
against terrorists but that if a Democrat was elected president the United 
States would suffer more casualties. 

"But the question is how long will it take and how many casualties will we 
have?" Giuliani said. "If we are on defense [with a Democratic president], 
we will have more losses and it will go on longer." 

"I listen a little to the Democrats and if one of them gets elected, we are 
going on defense," Giuliani continued. "We will wave the white flag on Iraq. 
We will cut back on the Patriot Act, electronic surveillance, interrogation 
and we will be back to our pre-Sept. 11 attitude of defense." 

"The Democrats," he added, "do not understand the full nature and scope of 
the terrorist war against us." 

Curiously, Giuliani is the third high profile Republican to conveniently 
suggest that no domestic terror attacks occurred on President Bush's watch 
or to try to blame the Clinton administration for 9/11. Former White House 
Press Secretary Dana Perino and GOP operative Mary Matalin also recently 
said similar things during TV appearances blasting President Obama for 
allegedly ignoring terrorism.

Broadcasters' woes could spell 
trouble for free TV

NEW YORK For more than 60 years, TV stations have broadcast 
news, sports and entertainment for free and made their money 
by showing commercials. That might not work much longer. 

The business model is unraveling at ABC, CBS, NBC and Fox and 
the local stations that carry the networks' programming. Cable 
TV and the Web have fractured the audience for free TV and 
siphoned its ad dollars. The recession has squeezed advertising 
further, forcing broadcasters to accelerate their push for new 
revenue to pay for programming. 

That will play out in living rooms across the country. The 
changes could mean higher cable or satellite TV bills, as the 
networks and local stations squeeze more fees from pay-TV 
providers such as Comcast and DirecTV for the right to show 
broadcast TV channels in their lineups. The networks might even 
ditch free broadcast signals in the next few years. Instead, they 
could operate as cable channels a move that could spell the end 
of free TV as Americans have known it since the 1940s. 

“Good programing is expensive," Rupert Murdoch, whose News 
Corp. owns Fox, told a shareholder meeting this fall. "It can no 
longer be supported solely by advertising revenues." 

Fox is pursuing its strategy in public, warning that its broadcasts 
including college football bowl games could go dark Friday for 
subscribers of Time Warner Cable, unless the pay-TV operator 
gives Fox higher fees. For its part, Time Warner Cable is asking 
customers whether it should "roll over" or "get tough" in 
negotiations. 

The future of free TV also could be altered as the biggest pay-TV 
provider, Comcast Corp., prepares to take control of NBC. 
Comcast has not signaled plans to end NBC's free broadcasts. 


But Jeff Zucker, who runs NBC and its sister cable channels such 
as CNBC and Bravo, told investors this month that "the cable 
model is just superior to the broadcast model." 

The traditional broadcast model works like this: CBS, NBC, ABC 
and Fox distribute shows through a network of local stations. The 
networks own a few stations in big markets, but most are 
"affiliates," owned by separate companies. 

Traditionally the networks paid affiliates to broadcast their 
shows, though those fees have dwindled to near nothing as local 
stations have seen their audience shrink. What hasn't changed is 
where the money mainly comes from: advertising. 

Cable channels make most of their money by charging pay-TV 
providers a monthly fee per subscriber for their programing. On 
average, the pay-TV providers pay about 26 cents for each 
channel they carry, according to research firm SNL Kagan. A 
channel as highly rated as ESPN can get close to $4, while some, 
such as MTV2, go for just a few pennies. 

With both advertising and fees, ESPN has seen its revenue grow 
to $6.3 billion in 2009 from $1.8 billion a decade ago, according 
to SNL Kagan estimates. It has been able to bid for premium 
events that networks had traditionally aired, such as football 
games. Cable channels also have been able to fund high-quality 
shows, such as AMC's "Mad Men," rather than recycling movies 
and TV series. 

That, plus a growing number of channels, has given cable a 
bigger share of the ad pie. In 1998, cable channels drew roughly 
$9.1 billion, or 24 percent of total TV ad spending, according to 
the Television Bureau of Advertising. By 2008, they were getting 
$21.6 billion, or 39 percent. 

Having two revenue streams advertising and fees from pay-TV 
providers has insulated cable channels from the recession. By 
contrast, over-the-air stations have been forced to cut staff, and 
at least two broadcast groups sought bankruptcy protection in 
2009. 

Fox illustrates the trend: Its broadcast operations reported a 54 
percent drop in operating income for the quarter that ended in 
September. Its cable channels, which include Fox News and FX, 
grew their operating income 41 percent. 

Analyst Tom Love of ZenithOptimedia estimates that ad revenue 


at the big networks dropped 9 percent in 2009 and will be 
followed by an 8 percent drop in 2010 and zero growth in 2011. 
A small chunk of the ad revenue is being recouped online, where 
the networks sell episodes for a few dollars each or run ads 
alongside shows on sites such as Hulu. Media economist Jack 
Myers projects online video advertising will grow into a $2 billion 
business by 2012, from just $350 million to $400 million in 2009. 
But that is not significant enough to make up for the lost ad 
revenue on the airwaves. Advertisers spent $34 billion on 
broadcast commercials in 2008, down by $2.4 billion from two 
years earlier, according to the Television Bureau of Advertising. 
So rather than wait for the Internet to become a bigger source of 
income, the networks and local stations are mimicking what 
cable channels do: They're charging pay-TV companies a monthly 
fee per subscriber to carry their programming. 

Since 1994, the Federal Communications Commission has let 
networks and their affiliates seek payments for including their 
programming in the pay-TV lineup. Not everyone demanded 
payments at first. Instead they relied on the broader audience 
that cable and satellite gave them to increase what they could 
charge advertisers. 

The big networks also were content to let their broadcast 
stations essentially be subsidized by higher fees for the cable 
channels that fell under the same corporate umbrella. A pay-TV 
company negotiating with the Walt Disney Co., which owns ABC, 
is likely paying more for the ABC Family channel than it 
otherwise would, with the extra assumed to help Disney cover its 
costs for the ABC network broadcasts. 

But over time such contracts generally run about three years 
more networks began demanding payments for the stations they 
own. And affiliates already receiving the fees have bargained for 
more money. 

Some talks have been tense. In 2007, Sinclair Broadcast Group, 
which operates 32 network-affiliated stations around the country, 
pulled its signals for nearly a month from Mediacom 
Communications Corp., which provides cable TV to about 1.3 
million subscribers, mainly in small cities. 

Mediacom may again lose signals from Sinclair's affiliates in 
markets as large as Des Moines and Cedar Rapids, Iowa, after 


last-ditch negotiations on fees Monday failed to produce a 
replacement for an agreement expiring Friday. Mediacom 
spokesman Tom Larsen said Sinclair wants a 50 percent hike in 
fees, though neither company would provide specific figures. 
Sinclair's general counsel, Barry Faber, said no new talks have 
been scheduled. 

The American Cable Association says its members mainly small 
cable TV providers have seen their costs for carrying local TV 
stations more than triple over the past three years. The group's 
head, Matt Polka, says those fees have gone "straight to 
consumers' pocketbooks" through higher cable bills. 

Gannett Co., for instance, which operates 23 stations, has taken 
in $56 million in fees from pay-TV operators in 2009 after 
negotiating a new batch of agreements, up from $18 million in 
2008. Dave Lougee, president of Gannett's broadcast arm, 
defends the fees, saying "broadcasters were late to the game in 
really starting to go after the fair market value of their signals." 
Analysts estimate CBS managed to get as much as 50 cents per 
subscriber in its most recent talks with pay-TV providers that 
carry CBS-owned stations. CBS Corp. chief Leslie Moonves said 
such fees should add "hundreds of millions of dollars to revenues 
annually." 

That could be just the beginning. CBS and Fox are also asking for 
a portion of the fees that their affiliates get, arguing that the 
networks’ shows are what give local stations the leverage to ask 
for fees. 

Over time, the networks might be able to get even more money 
by abandoning the affiliate structure and undoing a key element 
of free TV. 

Here's why: Pay-TV providers are paying the networks only for 
the stations the networks own. That amounts to a little less than 
a third of the TV audience, which means local affiliates recoup 
two-thirds of the fees. If a network operated purely as a cable 
channel and cut the affiliates out, the network could get the fees 
for the entire pay-TV audience. 

If forced to go independent, affiliates would have to air their own 
programming, including local news and syndicated shows. 

Fitch Ratings analyst Jamie Rizzo predicts that at least one of the 
four broadcast networks "could explore" becoming a cable 


channel as early as 2011. 

Any shift would take years, as the networks untangle 
complicated affiliate contracts. At an analyst conference in 2008, 
CBS's Moonves called the idea an "a very interesting 
proposition." But he added that it "would really change the 
universe that we're in."

This psychosocial program is disseminated 
unrelentingly everywhere through news releases in magazine articles, 
radio, television, press releases, documentaries, and false census 
reports. It is being deployed in all sectors - government, media, 

health and welfare, entertainment, and education, etc. Furthermore, it 
is the most detrimentally proficient racist system ever deplored 

against African Americans because most remain totally oblivious of its 
existence. 

For the great majority of people any story or view point will gain 
acceptance if it is reiterated repeatedly or in such a way as to remain 

in the memory. This is just one of the many examples of the scientific 
manipulators shaping the opinions and beliefs of Black people. Black 
children have been hit hard with propaganda not only on TV or movies 
but also in their class rooms. Public schools are the laboratory for 
shaping the perfect slave, they are converting young black minds to 
accept white dominance by teaching them to respect all most exclusively 
the achievements of whites while learning very little of their own 
achievements as a race. 

The usage of deploring misinformation to mass manipulate is rarely 
considered when discussing method of emitting white racism; however it 
was logical that governments would eventually use its proven methods of 
mass manipulation programs to defend its position of white dominance 
against its minority group. This was a logical progressive choice 
because information management is a powerful tool. It is the single 
most important thing that moves the world economy, influences political 
regimes, defines meaningful thoughts and constructs human behavior. 
This method of control also provides America s white elites with a more 
socially acceptable method of ensuring the continuance of its White 
racial hierarchy given that it is not as easily recognized.Unlike the

national setting of where in which Blacks are more easily mistreated 
and suppressed. This psychosocial programs distorted deplorable 
depiction of African Americans also changes the root problem of racism 
in America to be due to Blacks behavior rather than Whites proclivity 
for racism. This creates a shift of victimizationin favor of whites-- 

that engenders acrimonious beliefs about African Americans that makes 
the nation and the entire world insensitive to their plight, 

tranquilizes efforts on their behalf, lessens pressure for social 

change on their behalf and makes any serious criticism of White racism 


almost impossible today. 

This produces false justifications for the legal systems mistreatment 

of African Americans. Wherein they are disproportionately incarcerated, 
given stiffer sentences, and are more likely than other racial groups 

to be treated brutally, beaten, and fired upon by police officers while 
they are unarmed. These injustices now goes ignored because the 
perception has become that its all now justified. 

When contempt of Blacks is made to appear to be justifiable, it is the 
most fiercest and effective type of racism because its witnesses, 
bystanders, and even world audiences will sit by idly allowing African 
Americans to be brutally mistreated disproportionately incarcerated 
under the belief that it is justified.] It also affects attitudes that 

when enacted through governmental policies, laws, and other legislation 
actions, serve to ensure that African Americans will not advance. Its 
effects are manifested in ideas, education, governmental policies, 
economic stratification, social segregation, housing markets, hiring 

and promotion practices, psychological issues, and minority access to a 
variety of social services and opportunity. 

The objective of the United States government has always been to 
maintain its White dominance over its Black population, and clearly, 
this mass media psychological manipulation campaign meets this 
needbecause it covertly manipulates the self perceptions of African 
Americans and creates a national climate that allows the government to 
consensually suppress the advancement of its African American 
population-thus maintaining its White racial dominance and control. In 
order for those who have been misled to begin to see correctly, they 
must have a clear, analytical understanding of the origin, strategies, 
mechanics, purpose and methods of the device that has blinded them in 
the first place.

CHENNAI, INDIA, December 29, 2009: Madras high court has ordered the 
trustees of a temple in Pottai village in Villupuram district to allow the the 
temple car to go through a dalit colony. 


Passing orders on two writ petitions, one filed by the trustee of Aru lmighu 
Poottai Mariamman Temple near Sankarapuram and an opposing one filed 
by 10 dalits belonging to the village, Justice K.. Chandru said that the 
trustees petition cannot be accepted by this court. Any such order in their 
favor will amount to perpetuating untouchability, which has been 
specifically prohibited by Article 17 of the Constitution. 


The festival turned controversial in 2007 when Dalits staked their religious 
rights over the temple, which is under the control of the state governments 
Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowment Department. Last year, the 
authorities were able to broker peace by running a sagadai, which is a 
small-sized temple car, through the Dalit colony. This year no amount of 
persuasion and peace committee meetings could solve the tangle.

I am just reading over Dr. Wesley Muhammad's latest book Black Arabia 
and the African Origins of Islam. In Chapter 2 he, citing other historians like 
Petrie, is making the claim that the Badarians arrived from Asia, "resettled" 
into the Sudan and created Pharaonic Egypt. Although he tries to downplay 
it by stating that it wasn't a "massive" amount of what he calls "Afrabians" 
who settled in this area, his language suggest that the influential and most 
prominent deities, farming techniques and language derive from these 
"Asians" who "happen" to be Black although they were a "minority" 
according to his research. 

I find this problematic for many reasons that would take an academic article 


to explain. But my main beef is that he doesn't cite any material that 
suggest migrations from the Sahara or inner Africa. My question to him 
would be, if Asia is the "source" of the culture of Egypt, why do we find the 
"inner" and "west" Africans still practicing the culture and has the deep rich 
meaning behind their rituals and concepts? Why can we ONLY go into 
Africa to explain Egypt but can't go into Arabia, black or what not, to 
discover the nuances that make pharaonic Egypt what we know it today? 
He argues that Kush is Arabia and that Ta-Netcher is Arabia (primarily) that 
has some "spillage" into Africa towards what is now Ethiopia. I've argued 
before that Netcher, not only means divine, but "ancestors" and subsequent 
research into inner African languages further supports this premise.

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The Tomb of Sa-Iset at Dashur 

The 19" century was a time of great discoveries in Egypt.However, at that 
time there were no standard methods of mapping and recording sites, so 
important things were lost.Excavators would record that they found a tomb, 
but not describe the exact location, so later scholars would not be able to 
find them easily.A good example of this is found at Dashur, the pyramid site 
just south of Saqqara.

Jacques de Morgan, in his excavations at Dashur in 1894-1895, discovered 
an important tomb just south of the 12" Dynasty cemetery of Amenemhat 
II.The tomb is located between the pyramid of Amenemhat II and the black 
pyramid of Amenemhat III.The tomb owner chose a good location, on a 
small mound that overlooks the whole area, including the 4*® Dynasty 
pyramids of Snefru and the royal cemetery east of the red pyramid of 
Snefru. 

De Morgan, in his excavations, did not publish the details of this tomb, or 
the architectural plan, but he did find and record a group of funerary stelae, 
which are now in the Egyptian Museum in Cairo.These four funerary stelae 
represent the owner of the tomb, a man named Sa-Iset.He is shown in each 
stela seated in front of an offering table with a list of offerings as well as his 
name and titles.These stelae are inscribed in bas-relief and they show some 
of the best 12“ Dynasty inscriptions, and perhaps some of the best of the 
whole Middle Kingdom, because the inscriptions are beautifully done and 
the details of the faces and bodies of the figures are exquisite. 

Some of the titles of Sa-Iset are recorded in each of the stelae.These titles 
include that he was the higher prince, the chief of the lector priests, a 
scribe of the sacred books, holder of the seals of the south, sole friend of the 
king,overseer of the treasury, overseer of the pyramid city, vizier, judge, 
and overseer of the six chapels.Some of these are very prestigious titles, 
showing that he was a very important man in his time. 

In 2006, the archaeological team at Dashur led by Husseini began to work 
in the area midway between the pyramids of Amenemhat IT and Amenemhat 
III in order to rediscover this tomb.We knew of the existence of the tomb, 
but not its exact location or many details about it.Rediscovering the tomb of 
Sa-Iset was an important goal, as it could reveal more information about the 
reign of Amenemhat II and the Middle Kingdom.

The tomb was found soon after excavation work began, and it was evident 
that the superstructure had been destroyed.Hundreds of stone blocks were 
found scattered all around, and these can give us an idea about the 
architectural plan of the superstructure and chapel of the tomb.It was built 
of fine white limestone and the walls were inscribed with false doors that 
included lines of hieroglyphic inscriptions including the name and titles of 
the tomb owner.These titles matched those of Sa-Iset recorded on his 
funerary stelae in the Egyptian Museum.However, the inscriptions inside 
the tomb are incised on a much bigger scale, to match the size of the 
exterior of the chapel and the ten large blocks found.We also found smaller 
limestone blocks and pieces that came from the interior of the chapel that 
show the decoration.Here we found a scene of the family of Sa-Iset giving 
him offerings.With him are his brothers, sisters, father, mother, and 
grandmother and grandfather.These scenes are very interesting because 
they are unique to this tomb. 

The substructure of the tomb starts with a ramp that slopes down into the 
north-facing entrance.The western wall extended for about 10 meters and is 
86.5 cm thick. It is made of five courses of mudbrick laid in steps.The 
eastern wall of the ramp is about 11.70 meters long.The ramp slopes down 
until it reaches two thick walls that were constructed in order to protect the 
lower part of the tomb.The ramp leads into a tunnel lined with mudbrick 
before the antechamber and burial chamber.At some point the sealed 
antechamber was opened, perhaps by ancient thieves or possibly during de 
Morgans excavations.The sealed chamber has a vaulted ceiling lined with 
large limestone blocks.This rectangular chamber is about 5.5 meters long 


and 2 meters wide.The floor slopes down, and we can see the remains of the 
mortar used between the blocks, which may indicate that the tomb was 
finished in a hurry. 

The first vaulted chamber leads to the burial chamber.It is a small room, 
about 3.4 meters by 1.75 meters, and the sarcophagus occupies the entire 
floor.The huge lid of the sarcophagus is made of green diorite.On the 
eastern side of the room are two small niches carved into the lower half of 
the wall.The southern niche contains a canopic box of green diorite, that is 
cracked and broken in places.The northern niche is empty.The vaulted 
ceiling of the burial chamber is lined with limestone, and the limestone 
walls are decorated with Pyramid Texts in vertical rows colored in 
green.Each row contains the name of Sa-Iset at either the beginning or the 
end of each spell. These Pyramid Texts are similar in style to those in the 5" 
Dynasty pyramid of Unas at Saqqara, which means that the artist in the 12" 
Dynasty who decorated Sa-Isets tomb was likely imitating the texts from 
Unas pyramid.

It is interesting to note that both chambers with vaulted ceilings were lined 
with limestone, while the first chamber in mudbrick did not have a vaulted 
ceiling.This tomb has a unique architectural style; it is the only tomb at the 
site of Dashur, and even in the area of Memphis, that has this plan.The use 
of Pyramid Texts is also very unusual.The tomb was left unfinished, perhaps 
because the burial was completed in a hurry.We can see that some of the 
red artists lines used to define the inscriptions still remain.Also, the lid of 
the sarcophagus is still very rough and was not polished.The walls of the 
first vaulted limestone chamber were also never finished, they are not 
polished or decorated, but bear the remains of tool marks. 


We are planning to continue the excavation of this tomb, and in January, we 
hope to open the sarcophagus.De Morgan attempted to open it, but it 
proved impossible, as the lid of the sarcophagus is just touching the walls. If 
the lid were lifted, it might scrape the walls and damage the texts.Therefore 
I consulted with the archaeologists at Dashur as well as Reis Talal.Reis 


Talal comes from a famous family that is known for being able to move any 
heavy object. They worked with myself and Miroslav Verner on the tomb of 
Iufaa at Abusir.They also worked with me to move the lid of the 
sarcophagus of the governor of Bahariya Oasis, and six months ago, we 
lifted the lid of the sarcophagus inside the subsidiary pyramid of Teti.Reis 
Talal presented me with his plan for lifting the lid of the sarcophagus of Sa- 
Iset.He will open a shaft outside the tomb and bring in construction 
equipment that will hold a weight.The weight will be about 15 tons, one and 
a half times the weight of the sarcophagus lid, to counter-balance the lid.In 
this way, the lid will be lifted slowly by the weight outside the burial 
chamber.We will move very slowly and carefully; the process will take at 
least 5 days.I am really looking forward to opening the sarcophagus and 
revealing what is hidden inside the sarcophagus of this important man, the 
vizier Sa-Iset.

Broadcasters' woes could spell 
trouble for free TV

NEW YORK For more than 60 years, TV stations have broadcast 
news, sports and entertainment for free and made their money 
by showing commercials. That might not work much longer. 

The business model is unraveling at ABC, CBS, NBC and Fox and 
the local stations that carry the networks' programming. Cable 
TV and the Web have fractured the audience for free TV and 
siphoned its ad dollars. The recession has squeezed advertising 
further, forcing broadcasters to accelerate their push for new 
revenue to pay for programming. 

That will play out in living rooms across the country. The 
changes could mean higher cable or satellite TV bills, as the 
networks and local stations squeeze more fees from pay-TV 
providers such as Comcast and DirecTV for the right to show 
broadcast TV channels in their lineups. The networks might even 
ditch free broadcast signals in the next few years. Instead, they 
could operate as cable channels a move that could spell the end 
of free TV as Americans have known it since the 1940s. 

“Good programing is expensive," Rupert Murdoch, whose News 
Corp. owns Fox, told a shareholder meeting this fall. "It can no 
longer be supported solely by advertising revenues." 

Fox is pursuing its strategy in public, warning that its broadcasts 
including college football bowl games could go dark Friday for 
subscribers of Time Warner Cable, unless the pay-TV operator 
gives Fox higher fees. For its part, Time Warner Cable is asking 
customers whether it should "roll over" or "get tough" in 
negotiations. 

The future of free TV also could be altered as the biggest pay-TV 


provider, Comcast Corp., prepares to take control of NBC. 
Comcast has not signaled plans to end NBC's free broadcasts. 
But Jeff Zucker, who runs NBC and its sister cable channels such 
as CNBC and Bravo, told investors this month that "the cable 
model is just superior to the broadcast model." 

The traditional broadcast model works like this: CBS, NBC, ABC 
and Fox distribute shows through a network of local stations. The 
networks own a few stations in big markets, but most are 
"affiliates, " owned by separate companies. 

Traditionally the networks paid affiliates to broadcast their 
shows, though those fees have dwindled to near nothing as local 
stations have seen their audience shrink. What hasn't changed is 
where the money mainly comes from: advertising. 

Cable channels make most of their money by charging pay-TV 
providers a monthly fee per subscriber for their programing. On 
average, the pay-TV providers pay about 26 cents for each 
channel they carry, according to research firm SNL Kagan. A 
channel as highly rated as ESPN can get close to $4, while some, 
such as MTV2, go for just a few pennies. 

With both advertising and fees, ESPN has seen its revenue grow 
to $6.3 billion in 2009 from $1.8 billion a decade ago, according 
to SNL Kagan estimates. It has been able to bid for premium 
events that networks had traditionally aired, such as football 
games. Cable channels also have been able to fund high-quality 
shows, such as AMC's "Mad Men," rather than recycling movies 
and TV series. 

That, plus a growing number of channels, has given cable a 
bigger share of the ad pie. In 1998, cable channels drew roughly 
$9.1 billion, or 24 percent of total TV ad spending, according to 
the Television Bureau of Advertising. By 2008, they were getting 
$21.6 billion, or 39 percent. 

Having two revenue streams advertising and fees from pay-TV 
providers has insulated cable channels from the recession. By 
contrast, over-the-air stations have been forced to cut staff, and 
at least two broadcast groups sought bankruptcy protection in 
2009. 

Fox illustrates the trend: Its broadcast operations reported a 54 
percent drop in operating income for the quarter that ended in 
September. Its cable channels, which include Fox News and FX, 


grew their operating income 41 percent. 

Analyst Tom Love of ZenithOptimedia estimates that ad revenue 
at the big networks dropped 9 percent in 2009 and will be 
followed by an 8 percent drop in 2010 and zero growth in 2011. 
A small chunk of the ad revenue is being recouped online, where 
the networks sell episodes for a few dollars each or run ads 
alongside shows on sites such as Hulu. Media economist Jack 
Myers projects online video advertising will grow into a $2 billion 
business by 2012, from just $350 million to $400 million in 2009. 
But that is not significant enough to make up for the lost ad 
revenue on the airwaves. Advertisers spent $34 billion on 
broadcast commercials in 2008, down by $2.4 billion from two 
years earlier, according to the Television Bureau of Advertising. 
So rather than wait for the Internet to become a bigger source of 
income, the networks and local stations are mimicking what 
cable channels do: They're charging pay-TV companies a monthly 
fee per subscriber to carry their programming. 

Since 1994, the Federal Communications Commission has let 
networks and their affiliates seek payments for including their 
programming in the pay-TV lineup. Not everyone demanded 
payments at first. Instead they relied on the broader audience 
that cable and satellite gave them to increase what they could 
charge advertisers. 

The big networks also were content to let their broadcast 
stations essentially be subsidized by higher fees for the cable 
channels that fell under the same corporate umbrella. A pay-TV 
company negotiating with the Walt Disney Co., which owns ABC, 
is likely paying more for the ABC Family channel than it 
otherwise would, with the extra assumed to help Disney cover its 
costs for the ABC network broadcasts. 

But over time such contracts generally run about three years 
more networks began demanding payments for the stations they 
own. And affiliates already receiving the fees have bargained for 
more money. 

Some talks have been tense. In 2007, Sinclair Broadcast Group, 
which operates 32 network-affiliated stations around the country, 
pulled its signals for nearly a month from Mediacom 
Communications Corp., which provides cable TV to about 1.3 
million subscribers, mainly in small cities. 


Mediacom may again lose signals from Sinclair's affiliates in 
markets as large as Des Moines and Cedar Rapids, Iowa, after 
last-ditch negotiations on fees Monday failed to produce a 
replacement for an agreement expiring Friday. Mediacom 
spokesman Tom Larsen said Sinclair wants a 50 percent hike in 
fees, though neither company would provide specific figures. 
Sinclair's general counsel, Barry Faber, said no new talks have 
been scheduled. 

The American Cable Association says its members mainly small 
cable TV providers have seen their costs for carrying local TV 
stations more than triple over the past three years. The group's 
head, Matt Polka, says those fees have gone "straight to 
consumers' pocketbooks" through higher cable bills. 

Gannett Co., for instance, which operates 23 stations, has taken 
in $56 million in fees from pay-TV operators in 2009 after 
negotiating a new batch of agreements, up from $18 million in 
2008. Dave Lougee, president of Gannett's broadcast arm, 
defends the fees, saying "broadcasters were late to the game in 
really starting to go after the fair market value of their signals." 
Analysts estimate CBS managed to get as much as 50 cents per 
subscriber in its most recent talks with pay-TV providers that 
carry CBS-owned stations. CBS Corp. chief Leslie Moonves said 
such fees should add "hundreds of millions of dollars to revenues 
annually." 

That could be just the beginning. CBS and Fox are also asking for 
a portion of the fees that their affiliates get, arguing that the 
networks’ shows are what give local stations the leverage to ask 
for fees. 

Over time, the networks might be able to get even more money 
by abandoning the affiliate structure and undoing a key element 
of free TV. 

Here's why: Pay-TV providers are paying the networks only for 
the stations the networks own. That amounts to a little less than 
a third of the TV audience, which means local affiliates recoup 
two-thirds of the fees. If a network operated purely as a cable 
channel and cut the affiliates out, the network could get the fees 
for the entire pay-TV audience. 

If forced to go independent, affiliates would have to air their own 
programming, including local news and syndicated shows. 


Fitch Ratings analyst Jamie Rizzo predicts that at least one of the 
four broadcast networks "could explore" becoming a cable 
channel as early as 2011. 

Any shift would take years, as the networks untangle 
complicated affiliate contracts. At an analyst conference in 2008, 
CBS's Moonves called the idea an "a very interesting proposition. 
" But he added that it "would really change the universe that 
we're in."

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> The Tomb of Sa-Iset at Dashur 
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> The 19th century was a time of great discoveries in Egypt. However, at 
that time there were no standard methods of mapping and recording sites, 
so important things were lost. Excavators would record that they found a 
tomb, but not describe the exact location, so later scholars would not be 
able to find them easily. A good example of this is found at Dashur, the 
pyramid site just south of Saqqara. 

> 

> 

> The first hall, lined with mudbrick, of the tomb of Sa-Iset. (Photo: Jennifer 
Willoughby)Jacques de Morgan, in his excavations at Dashur in 1894-1895, 
discovered an important tomb just south of the 12th Dynasty cemetery of 
Amenemhat II. The tomb is located between the pyramid of Amenemhat II 
and the black pyramid of Amenemhat III. The tomb owner chose a good 
location, on a small mound that overlooks the whole area, including the 4th 
Dynasty pyramids of Snefru and the royal cemetery east of the red pyramid 
of Snefru. 

> 

> De Morgan, in his excavations, did not publish the details of this tomb, or 
the architectural plan, but he did find and record a group of funerary stelae, 
which are now in the Egyptian Museum in Cairo. These four funerary stelae 
represent the owner of the tomb, a man named Sa-Iset. He is shown in each 
stela seated in front of an offering table with a list of offerings as well as his 
name and titles. These stelae are inscribed in bas-relief and they show some 
of the best 12th Dynasty inscriptions, and perhaps some of the best of the 
whole Middle Kingdom, because the inscriptions are beautifully done and 
the details of the faces and bodies of the figures are exquisite. 

> 

> Some of the titles of Sa-Iset are recorded in each of the stelae. These 
titles include that he was the higher prince, the chief of the lector priests, a 
scribe of the sacred books, holder of the seals of the south, sole friend of the 
king,overseer of the treasury, overseer of the pyramid city, vizier, judge, 
and overseer of the six chapels. Some of these are very prestigious titles, 
showing that he was a very important man in his time. 

> 


> In 2006, the archaeological team at Dashur led by Husseini began to work 
in the area midway between the pyramids of Amenemhat IT and Amenemhat 
III in order to rediscover this tomb. We knew of the existence of the tomb, 
but not its exact location or many details about it. Rediscovering the tomb 
of Sa-Iset was an important goal, as it could reveal more information about 
the reign of Amenemhat II and the Middle Kingdom.

> 

> The first vaulted chamber, lined with fine limestone. At the end of the 
chamber, the sarcophagus lid is visible. (Photo: Jennifer Willoughby)The 
tomb was found soon after excavation work began, and it was evident that 
the superstructure had been destroyed. Hundreds of stone blocks were 
found scattered all around, and these can give us an idea about the 
architectural plan of the superstructure and chapel of the tomb. It was built 
of fine white limestone and the walls were inscribed with false doors that 
included lines of hieroglyphic inscriptions including the name and titles of 
the tomb owner. These titles matched those of Sa-Iset recorded on his 
funerary stelae in the Egyptian Museum. However, the inscriptions inside 
the tomb are incised on a much bigger scale, to match the size of the 
exterior of the chapel and the ten large blocks found. We also found smaller 
limestone blocks and pieces that came from the interior of the chapel that 
show the 

> decoration. Here we found a scene of the family of Sa-Iset giving him 
offerings. With him are his brothers, sisters, father, mother, and 
grandmother and grandfather. These scenes are very interesting because 
they are unique to this tomb. 

> 

> The substructure of the tomb starts with a ramp that slopes down into the 
north-facing entrance. The western wall extended for about 10 meters and 
is 86.5 cm thick. It is made of five courses of mudbrick laid in steps. The 
eastern wall of the ramp is about 11.70 meters long. The ramp slopes down 
until it reaches two thick walls that were constructed in order to protect the 
lower part of the tomb. The ramp leads into a tunnel lined with mudbrick 
before the antechamber and burial chamber. At some point the sealed 
antechamber was opened, perhaps by ancient thieves or possibly during de 
Morganl[js excavations. The sealed chamber has a vaulted ceiling lined with 
large limestone blocks. This rectangular chamber is about 5.5 meters long 
and 2 meters wide. The floor slopes down, and we can see the remains of 
the mortar used between the blocks, which may indicate that the tomb was 
finished in a hurry. 

> 

> The first vaulted chamber leads to the burial chamber. It is a small room, 
about 3.4 meters by 1.75 meters, and the sarcophagus occupies the entire 
floor. The huge lid of the sarcophagus is made of green diorite. On the 
eastern side of the room are two small niches carved into the lower half of 


the wall. The southern niche contains a canopic box of green diorite, that is 
cracked and broken in places. The northern niche is empty. The vaulted 
ceiling of the burial chamber is lined with limestone, and the limestone 
walls are decorated with Pyramid Texts in vertical rows colored in 

green. Each row contains the name of Sa-Iset at either the beginning or the 
end of each spell. These Pyramid Texts are similar in style to those in the 
5th Dynasty pyramid of Unas at Saqqara, which means that the artist in the 
12th Dynasty who decorated Sa-Iset{[Js tomb was likely imitating the texts 
from Unas[] pyramid.

> 

> The burial chamber of Sa-Iset, showing the sarcophagus lid, Pyramid 
Texts, vaulted ceiling and side niches. (Photo: Jennifer Willoughby)It is 
interesting to note that both chambers with vaulted ceilings were lined with 
limestone, while the first chamber in mudbrick did not have a vaulted 
ceiling. This tomb has a unique architectural style; it is the only tomb at the 
site of Dashur, and even in the area of Memphis, that has this plan. The use 
of Pyramid Texts is also very unusual. The tomb was left unfinished, 
perhaps because the burial was completed in a hurry. We can see that some 
of the red artist[s lines used to define the inscriptions still remain. Also, the 
lid of the sarcophagus is still very rough and was not polished. The walls of 
the first vaulted limestone chamber were also never finished, they are not 
polished or decorated, but bear the remains of tool marks. 

> We are planning to continue the excavation of this tomb, and in January, 
we hope to open the sarcophagus. De Morgan attempted to open it, but it 
proved impossible, as the lid of the sarcophagus is just touching the walls. If 
the lid were lifted, it might scrape the walls and damage the 

texts. Therefore I consulted with the archaeologists at Dashur as well as 
Reis Talal. Reis Talal comes from a famous family that is known for being 
able to move any heavy object. They worked with myself and Miroslav 
Verner on the tomb of Iufaa at Abusir. They also worked with me to move 
the lid of the sarcophagus of the governor of Bahariya Oasis, and six months 
ago, we lifted the lid of the sarcophagus inside the subsidiary pyramid of 
Teti. Reis Talal presented me with his plan for lifting the lid of the 
sarcophagus of Sa-Iset. He will open a shaft outside the tomb and bring in 
construction equipment that will hold a weight. The weight will be about 15 
tons, one 

> and a half times the weight of the sarcophagus lid, to counter-balance the 
lid. In this way, the lid will be lifted slowly by the weight outside the burial 
chamber. We will move very slowly and carefully; the process will take at 
least 5 days. I am really looking forward to opening the sarcophagus and 
revealing what is hidden inside the sarcophagus of this important man, the 
vizier Sa-Iset.

CHENNAI, INDIA, December 29, 2009: Madras high court has ordered the 
trustees of a temple in Pottai village in Villupuram district to allow the the 
temple car to go through a dalit colony. 


Passing orders on two writ petitions, one filed by the trustee of Aru lmighu 
Poottai Mariamman Temple near Sankarapuram and an opposing one filed 
by 10 dalits belonging to the village, Justice K.. Chandru said that the 
trustees petition cannot be accepted by this court. Any such order in their 
favor will amount to perpetuating untouchability, which has been 
specifically prohibited by Article 17 of the Constitution. 


The festival turned controversial in 2007 when Dalits staked their religious 
rights over the temple, which is under the control of the state governments 
Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowment Department. Last year, the 
authorities were able to broker peace by running a sagadai, which is a 
small-sized temple car, through the Dalit colony. This year no amount of 
persuasion and peace committee meetings could solve the tangle.

Not only have African men had the practice of taking more thatn one 
wife, but they have also been in the practice of taking young boys as their 
long time lovers - even paying a dowry to the boys father for the priviledge 
of keeping the boy. Here is an excerpt from the book BOY-WIVES AND 
FEMALE HUSBANDS: Studies in African Homosexualities by Stephen 
O. Murray and Will Roscoe; this is an Ethnology recorded within a tribe in 
Angola: 

"A young, unmarried, circumcised male, around eighteen years old, sees a 
boy of about twelve years that pleases him. He goes to the father and aska if 
he could receive the boy for a katumua (a lover). In return for a present -- a 
cow, a piece of cloth, or about 40.50$00 [sic] -- the father agrees, and the 
boy draws his older friend into his hut. They are now recognized as being in 
that "relation". If the older one later marries this changes nothing to his 
katumua (lover); alternately with his wife and his boyfriend, until finally the 
boyfriend, growing up, wants to marry. Then the older one brings the 
younger back to his father and pays the agreed price.

So it comes to be that almost every man without exception, whether single

Polygny (one man having more than one wife), only creats more 
of an inbalance within the society. An old man may take a young 
teenage wife - leaving a young teenage boy without a suitable 
mate until he is middle aged. Therefore that young teenage boy 
will bacome an old man's lover a.k.a. Boy-Wife. The really sad 
part is that many African women are accepting of this practice. 
Here is another excerpt of a similar man-boy relationship, but this 
time it was arranged by the man's wife. This is an Ethnology 
recorded about the Ovambo tribe in South WesternAfrican: 

“The homosexuality ofthe Ovambos, one of the most 
exceptionally powerful Bantu tribes, is, one might almost say, 
proverbial in this country. This is due to the unfortunate sexual 
relations at the diamond fields at Luderitzbucht, where the 
Ovambos compose the Chief contigent of workers. However, even 
in the Ovambo areas that are closed to whites, homosexual 
intercourse occurs....one frequently noticesamong them small 
lads of ten to twelve years who, being to young for work, were not 
tolerated at all by the police. Should one then ask the Ovambos 
where these young fellows are being taken, one usually gets the 
answer that they are going along as "kitchen boys," as helpers 
with the cooking, to be used to fetch wood and water, and for 
similar work. But this answer is only half of ot, for although these 
boys do perform these duties, the real reason for their 
accompanying the grown-ups is essentially something else. that 
is, they serve the others as passive pederasts on the journey 
and during the term of service at the [mine] fields. Indeed -- and 
this is the remarkable thing about it -- these boys are 
given to the young men usually by their wives or 


bethrothed: "to keep the men faithful," as was explained to 
me by an old Ovambo, to whom | am much indebted for this 


information. Obviously, we are dealing here primarily with 
pseudo-homosexuality, which is clear from the fact that these 
Same men, who make use of those boys while in the fields, are in 
part already married or bethrothed, and truly of heterosexual 
natures. Naturally, single one are found among them who are 
actual homosexuals". -- Taken from the chapter titled, 


“Homosexuality among the Natives of Southwest Africa", pages 
188-189. 

Now since African American are trying to take more than one 
wife, like their African counter-parts, can we expect them to also 
take young boy lovers just like their African counterparts? It is no 
wonder African insist their women be circumscised - so that they 
will remain docile while their men have sexual relations with 
young boys. 

Looking at the state of Africa today, and the results of their 
societies that have been ruled by these pediphile married men, | 
would caution us to make the similar mistakes.

Broadcasters' woes could spell 
trouble for free TV

NEW YORK For more than 60 years, TV stations have broadcast 
news, sports and entertainment for free and made their money 
by showing commercials. That might not work much longer. 

The business model is unraveling at ABC, CBS, NBC and Fox and 
the local stations that carry the networks' programming. Cable 
TV and the Web have fractured the audience for free TV and 
siphoned its ad dollars. The recession has squeezed advertising 
further, forcing broadcasters to accelerate their push for new 
revenue to pay for programming. 

That will play out in living rooms across the country. The 
changes could mean higher cable or satellite TV bills, as the 
networks and local stations squeeze more fees from pay-TV 
providers such as Comcast and DirecTV for the right to show 
broadcast TV channels in their lineups. The networks might even 
ditch free broadcast signals in the next few years. Instead, they 
could operate as cable channels a move that could spell the end 
of free TV as Americans have known it since the 1940s. 

"Good programing is expensive," Rupert Murdoch, whose News 
Corp. owns Fox, told a shareholder meeting this fall. "It can no 
longer be supported solely by advertising revenues." 


Fox is pursuing its strategy in public, warning that its broadcasts 
including college football bowl games could go dark Friday for 
subscribers of Time Warner Cable, unless the pay-TV operator 
gives Fox higher fees. For its part, Time Warner Cable is asking 
customers whether it should "roll over" or "get tough" in 
negotiations. 

The future of free TV also could be altered as the biggest pay-TV 
provider, Comcast Corp., prepares to take control of NBC. 
Comcast has not signaled plans to end NBC's free broadcasts. 
But Jeff Zucker, who runs NBC and its sister cable channels such 
as CNBC and Bravo, told investors this month that "the cable 
model is just superior to the broadcast model." 

The traditional broadcast model works like this: CBS, NBC, ABC 
and Fox distribute shows through a network of local stations. The 
networks own a few stations in big markets, but most are 
"affiliates, " owned by separate companies. 

Traditionally the networks paid affiliates to broadcast their 
shows, though those fees have dwindled to near nothing as local 
stations have seen their audience shrink. What hasn't changed is 
where the money mainly comes from: advertising. 

Cable channels make most of their money by charging pay-TV 
providers a monthly fee per subscriber for their programing. On 
average, the pay-TV providers pay about 26 cents for each 
channel they carry, according to research firm SNL Kagan. A 
channel as highly rated as ESPN can get close to $4, while some, 
such as MTV2, go for just a few pennies. 

With both advertising and fees, ESPN has seen its revenue grow 
to $6.3 billion in 2009 from $1.8 billion a decade ago, according 
to SNL Kagan estimates. It has been able to bid for premium 
events that networks had traditionally aired, such as football 
games. Cable channels also have been able to fund high-quality 
shows, such as AMC's "Mad Men," rather than recycling movies 
and TV series. 

That, plus a growing number of channels, has given cable a 
bigger share of the ad pie. In 1998, cable channels drew roughly 
$9.1 billion, or 24 percent of total TV ad spending, according to 
the Television Bureau of Advertising. By 2008, they were getting 
$21.6 billion, or 39 percent. 

Having two revenue streams advertising and fees from pay-TV 


providers has insulated cable channels from the recession. By 
contrast, over-the-air stations have been forced to cut staff, and 
at least two broadcast groups sought bankruptcy protection in 
2009. 

Fox illustrates the trend: Its broadcast operations reported a 54 
percent drop in operating income for the quarter that ended in 
September. Its cable channels, which include Fox News and FX, 
grew their operating income 41 percent. 

Analyst Tom Love of ZenithOptimedia estimates that ad revenue 
at the big networks dropped 9 percent in 2009 and will be 
followed by an 8 percent drop in 2010 and zero growth in 2011. 
A small chunk of the ad revenue is being recouped online, where 
the networks sell episodes for a few dollars each or run ads 
alongside shows on sites such as Hulu. Media economist Jack 
Myers projects online video advertising will grow into a $2 billion 
business by 2012, from just $350 million to $400 million in 2009. 
But that is not significant enough to make up for the lost ad 
revenue on the airwaves. Advertisers spent $34 billion on 
broadcast commercials in 2008, down by $2.4 billion from two 
years earlier, according to the Television Bureau of Advertising. 
So rather than wait for the Internet to become a bigger source of 
income, the networks and local stations are mimicking what 
cable channels do: They're charging pay-TV companies a monthly 
fee per subscriber to carry their programming. 

Since 1994, the Federal Communications Commission has let 
networks and their affiliates seek payments for including their 
programming in the pay-TV lineup. Not everyone demanded 
payments at first. Instead they relied on the broader audience 
that cable and satellite gave them to increase what they could 
charge advertisers. 

The big networks also were content to let their broadcast 
stations essentially be subsidized by higher fees for the cable 
channels that fell under the same corporate umbrella. A pay-TV 
company negotiating with the Walt Disney Co., which owns ABC, 
is likely paying more for the ABC Family channel than it 
otherwise would, with the extra assumed to help Disney cover its 
costs for the ABC network broadcasts. 

But over time such contracts generally run about three years 
more networks began demanding payments for the stations they 


own. And affiliates already receiving the fees have bargained for 
more money. 

Some talks have been tense. In 2007, Sinclair Broadcast Group, 
which operates 32 network-affiliated stations around the country, 
pulled its signals for nearly a month from Mediacom 
Communications Corp., which provides cable TV to about 1.3 
million subscribers, mainly in small cities. 

Mediacom may again lose signals from Sinclair's affiliates in 
markets as large as Des Moines and Cedar Rapids, Iowa, after 
last-ditch negotiations on fees Monday failed to produce a 
replacement for an agreement expiring Friday. Mediacom 
spokesman Tom Larsen said Sinclair wants a 50 percent hike in 
fees, though neither company would provide specific figures. 
Sinclair's general counsel, Barry Faber, said no new talks have 
been scheduled. 

The American Cable Association says its members mainly small 
cable TV providers have seen their costs for carrying local TV 
stations more than triple over the past three years. The group's 
head, Matt Polka, says those fees have gone "straight to 
consumers' pocketbooks" through higher cable bills. 

Gannett Co., for instance, which operates 23 stations, has taken 
in $56 million in fees from pay-TV operators in 2009 after 
negotiating a new batch of agreements, up from $18 million in 
2008. Dave Lougee, president of Gannett's broadcast arm, 
defends the fees, saying "broadcasters were late to the game in 
really starting to go after the fair market value of their signals." 
Analysts estimate CBS managed to get as much as 50 cents per 
subscriber in its most recent talks with pay-TV providers that 
carry CBS-owned stations. CBS Corp. chief Leslie Moonves said 
such fees should add "hundreds of millions of dollars to revenues 
annually." 

That could be just the beginning. CBS and Fox are also asking for 
a portion of the fees that their affiliates get, arguing that the 
networks’ shows are what give local stations the leverage to ask 
for fees. 

Over time, the networks might be able to get even more money 
by abandoning the affiliate structure and undoing a key element 
of free TV. 

Here's why: Pay-TV providers are paying the networks only for 


the stations the networks own. That amounts to a little less than 
a third of the TV audience, which means local affiliates recoup 
two-thirds of the fees. If a network operated purely as a cable 
channel and cut the affiliates out, the network could get the fees 
for the entire pay-TV audience. 

If forced to go independent, affiliates would have to air their own 
programming, including local news and syndicated shows. 

Fitch Ratings analyst Jamie Rizzo predicts that at least one of the 
four broadcast networks "could explore" becoming a cable 
channel as early as 2011. 

Any shift would take years, as the networks untangle 
complicated affiliate contracts. At an analyst conference in 2008, 
CBS's Moonves called the idea an "a very interesting proposition. 
" But he added that it "would really change the universe that 
we're in."

> The Tomb of Sa-Iset at Dashur

> The 19th century was a time of great discoveries in Egypt. However, at 
that time there were no standard methods of mapping and recording sites, 
so important things were lost. Excavators would record that they found a 
tomb, but not describe the exact location, so later scholars would not be 
able to find them easily. A good example of this is found at Dashur, the 
pyramid site just south of Saqqara. 

> 

> 

> The first hall, lined with mudbrick, of the tomb of Sa-Iset. (Photo: Jennifer 
Willoughby)Jacques de Morgan, in his excavations at Dashur in 1894-1895, 
discovered an important tomb just south of the 12th Dynasty cemetery of 
Amenemhat II. The tomb is located between the pyramid of Amenemhat II 
and the black pyramid of Amenemhat III. The tomb owner chose a good 
location, on a small mound that overlooks the whole area, including the 4th 
Dynasty pyramids of Snefru and the royal cemetery east of the red pyramid 
of Snefru. 

> 

> De Morgan, in his excavations, did not publish the details of this tomb, or 
the architectural plan, but he did find and record a group of funerary stelae, 
which are now in the Egyptian Museum in Cairo. These four funerary stelae 
represent the owner of the tomb, a man named Sa-Iset. He is shown in each 
stela seated in front of an offering table with a list of offerings as well as his 
name and titles. These stelae are inscribed in bas-relief and they show some 
of the best 12th Dynasty inscriptions, and perhaps some of the best of the 
whole Middle Kingdom, because the inscriptions are beautifully done and 
the details of the faces and bodies of the figures are exquisite. 

> 

> Some of the titles of Sa-Iset are recorded in each of the stelae. These 
titles include that he was the higher prince, the chief of the lector priests, a 
scribe of the sacred books, holder of the seals of the south, sole friend of the 
king,overseer of the treasury, overseer of the pyramid city, vizier, judge, 
and overseer of the six chapels. Some of these are very prestigious titles, 
showing that he was a very important man in his time. 

> 

> In 2006, the archaeological team at Dashur led by Husseini began to work 
in the area midway between the pyramids of Amenemhat IT and Amenemhat 
III in order to rediscover this tomb. We knew of the existence of the tomb, 
but not its exact location or many details about it. Rediscovering the tomb 
of Sa-Iset was an important goal, as it could reveal more information about 
the reign of Amenemhat II and the Middle Kingdom.

> 

> The first vaulted chamber, lined with fine limestone. At the end of the 
chamber, the sarcophagus lid is visible. (Photo: Jennifer Willoughby)The 
tomb was found soon after excavation work began, and it was evident that 
the superstructure had been destroyed. Hundreds of stone blocks were 
found scattered all around, and these can give us an idea about the 
architectural plan of the superstructure and chapel of the tomb. It was built 
of fine white limestone and the walls were inscribed with false doors that 
included lines of hieroglyphic inscriptions including the name and titles of 
the tomb owner. These titles matched those of Sa-Iset recorded on his 
funerary stelae in the Egyptian Museum. However, the inscriptions inside 
the tomb are incised on a much bigger scale, to match the size of the 
exterior of the chapel and the ten large blocks found. We also found smaller 
limestone blocks and pieces that came from the interior of the chapel that 
show the 

> decoration. Here we found a scene of the family of Sa-Iset giving him 
offerings. With him are his brothers, sisters, father, mother, and 
grandmother and grandfather. These scenes are very interesting because 
they are unique to this tomb. 

> 

> The substructure of the tomb starts with a ramp that slopes down into the 
north-facing entrance. The western wall extended for about 10 meters and 
is 86.5 cm thick. It is made of five courses of mudbrick laid in steps. The 
eastern wall of the ramp is about 11.70 meters long. The ramp slopes down 
until it reaches two thick walls that were constructed in order to protect the 
lower part of the tomb. The ramp leads into a tunnel lined with mudbrick 
before the antechamber and burial chamber. At some point the sealed 
antechamber was opened, perhaps by ancient thieves or possibly during de 
Morgan’s excavations. The sealed chamber has a vaulted ceiling lined with 
large limestone blocks. This rectangular chamber is about 5.5 meters long 
and 2 meters wide. The floor slopes down, and we can see the remains of 
the mortar used between the blocks, which may indicate that the tomb was 
finished in a hurry. 

> 

> The first vaulted chamber leads to the burial chamber. It is a small room, 
about 3.4 meters by 1.75 meters, and the sarcophagus occupies the entire 
floor. The huge lid of the sarcophagus is made of green diorite. On the 
eastern side of the room are two small niches carved into the lower half of 
the wall. The southern niche contains a canopic box of green diorite, that is 
cracked and broken in places. The northern niche is empty. The vaulted 
ceiling of the burial chamber is lined with limestone, and the limestone 
walls are decorated with Pyramid Texts in vertical rows colored in 

green. Each row contains the name of Sa-Iset at either the beginning or the 
end of each spell. These Pyramid Texts are similar in style to those in the 


oth Dynasty pyramid of Unas at Saqqara, which means that the artist in the 
12th Dynasty who decorated Sa-Iset’s tomb was likely imitating the texts 
from Unas’ pyramid.

> 

> The burial chamber of Sa-Iset, showing the sarcophagus lid, Pyramid 
Texts, vaulted ceiling and side niches. (Photo: Jennifer Willoughby)It is 
interesting to note that both chambers with vaulted ceilings were lined with 
limestone, while the first chamber in mudbrick did not have a vaulted 
ceiling. This tomb has a unique architectural style; it is the only tomb at the 
site of Dashur, and even in the area of Memphis, that has this plan. The use 
of Pyramid Texts is also very unusual. The tomb was left unfinished, 
perhaps because the burial was completed in a hurry. We can see that some 
of the red artist’s lines used to define the inscriptions still remain. Also, the 
lid of the sarcophagus is still very rough and was not polished. The walls of 
the first vaulted limestone chamber were also never finished, they are not 
polished or decorated, but bear the remains of tool marks. 

> We are planning to continue the excavation of this tomb, and in January, 
we hope to open the sarcophagus. De Morgan attempted to open it, but it 
proved impossible, as the lid of the sarcophagus is just touching the walls. If 
the lid were lifted, it might scrape the walls and damage the 

texts. Therefore I consulted with the archaeologists at Dashur as well as 
Reis Talal. Reis Talal comes from a famous family that is known for being 
able to move any heavy object. They worked with myself and Miroslav 
Verner on the tomb of Iufaa at Abusir. They also worked with me to move 
the lid of the sarcophagus of the governor of Bahariya Oasis, and six months 
ago, we lifted the lid of the sarcophagus inside the subsidiary pyramid of 
Teti. Reis Talal presented me with his plan for lifting the lid of the 
sarcophagus of Sa-Iset. He will open a shaft outside the tomb and bring in 
construction equipment that will hold a weight. The weight will be about 15 
tons, one 

> and a half times the weight of the sarcophagus lid, to counter-balance the 
lid. In this way, the lid will be lifted slowly by the weight outside the burial 
chamber. We will move very slowly and carefully; the process will take at 
least 5 days. I am really looking forward to opening the sarcophagus and 
revealing what is hidden inside the sarcophagus of this important man, the 
vizier Sa-Iset.

I am just reading over Dr. Wesley Muhammad's latest book Black Arabia 
and the African Origins of Islam. In Chapter 2 he, citing other historians like 
Petrie, is making the claim that the Badarians arrived from Asia, "resettled" 
into the Sudan and created Pharaonic Egypt. Although he tries to downplay 
it by stating that it wasn't a "massive" amount of what he calls "Afrabians" 
who settled in this area, his language suggest that the influential and most 
prominent deities, farming techniques and language derive from these 
"Asians" who "happen" to be Black although they were a "minority" 
according to his research. 

I find this problematic for many reasons that would take an academic article 
to explain. But my main beef is that he doesn't cite any material that 
suggest migrations from the Sahara or inner Africa. My question to him 
would be, if Asia is the "source" of the culture of Egypt, why do we find the 
"inner" and "west" Africans still practicing the culture and has the deep rich 
meaning behind their rituals and concepts? Why can we ONLY go into 
Africa to explain Egypt but can't go into Arabia, black or what not, to 
discover the nuances that make pharaonic Egypt what we know it today? 
He argues that Kush is Arabia and that Ta-Netcher is Arabia (primarily) that 
has some "spillage" into Africa towards what is now Ethiopia. I've argued 
before that Netcher, not only means divine, but "ancestors" and subsequent 
research into inner African languages further supports this premise. The 
concept of "God's land" is "anti-African" since ALL land is "sacred" to 
African people: thus why in indigenous cultures land "ownership" is taboo. 
The concept of one plot of land as "God's" land doesn't fit the general 
African unifying cultural substratic paradigm. 

Another issue in regards to the farming: if the Asians brought farming with 
them to Africa, where are the "Asiatic" terminology for farming, its tools 
and crops among the Egyptians, and subsequently the rest of Africa? Who 
taught all of the other Africans how to "farm?" Also he claims that the Anu 
were these same Black Arabs from Arabia. Again, the key players, the key 
attributes which created Egypt comes from Arabia.

Howard president's tenure marked by turmoil

James E. Cheek, 77, who was president of Howard University during a 
tumultuous 20-year period from 1969 to 1989 and left the university in the 
wake of a student uprising, died Jan. 8 in Greensboro, N.C., where he was 
living. The cause of death could not be learned. 

Dr. Cheek came to the historically black university in the heart of 
Washington after the school had been rocked by two years of 
demonstrations and student boycotts. Only 37 when he took office in 
September 1969, Dr. Cheek sometimes appeared in dashikis and seemed to 
speak the language of a new generation. 

He pledged to launch a "new era" at the university and to help Howard 
maintain its standing as one of the nation's preeminent black educational 
institutions. 

In his first year, as riots and student disruptions engulfed campuses 
nationwide, Howard students demanded reforms in the faculty and 
curriculum. Grades were temporarily suspended, and all students were 
assured of passing. 

Dr. Cheek vowed to stand up to the students. 

"Your president will not attempt to administer under intimidation, violence 
or coercion of any kind," he said. "Those who resort to such tactics 
demonstrate their unworthiness to be members of our academic 
community." 

He decided to redefine the school's mission as a "second emancipation of 
blacks in America," with a curriculum more reflective of the African 
American experience. 

While preaching black power to the students, Dr. Cheek also knew the 
importance of green power and proved to be an especially skillful 
fundraiser, cultivating major players at the highest levels of business and 
government. He increased Howard's budget from $43 million in 1969 to 
$417 million 20 years later and launched ambitious building programs at 
the university's medical school and other colleges. 

Dr. Cheek's desire to raise the school's academic standards and to improve 
the faculty had mixed success. Howard found itself facing the same realities 
confronting other historically black colleges during the era of integration as 
it became increasingly difficult to recruit top students and teachers. 

Within a few years, Dr. Cheek also began to see a backlash over what some 
considered his autocratic and arrogant style of management. In 1977, the 
university's security guards went public with protests that Dr. Cheek used 
them as his personal chauffeurs and bodyguards. 

He issued new rules forbidding any member of the faculty to write a news 


release, hold a news conference or invite anyone on campus without the 
consent of his office. 

In 1983, a new round of student demonstrations broke out after Dr. Cheek 
expelled a student editor who published a report accusing a top university 
official of sex discrimination. 

After allowing eight students to graduate from law school in 1986 without 
completing the full academic requirements, Dr. Cheek was criticized by the 
dean of the law school. The dean was charged with incompetence and asked 
to resign. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Cheek had been quietly developing a warm relationship 
with Republican Party leaders for many years, dating to when President 
Richard M. Nixon appointed him a White House liaison to black colleges. 
Dr. Cheek became especially close to the administration of President Ronald 
Reagan, who awarded Dr. Cheek the presidential Medal of Freedom, the 
nation's highest civilian honor, in 1983. 

In 1989, Dr. Cheek led an effort to have Lee Atwater, Republican National 
Committee chairman, named to the Howard board of trustees. More than 
2,000 students demonstrated against Atwater's appointment, interrupting a 
university convocation with Bill Cosby. The students occupied the 
administration building during a tense, three-day standoff in March 1989. 
Atwater resigned from the board, and, a month later, Dr. Cheek announced 
his resignation from the university's presidency. 

"It was perceived as heavy-handed," Ronald Walters, a former Howard 
political science professor told The Washington Post in 1989. "We're not 
naive about Republican ties ... but there was a sense of [Cheek's] imposing 
[Atwater] on our community." 

James Edward Cheek was born Dec. 4, 1932, in Roanoke Rapids, N.C., and 
grew up in Greensboro. He served in the Air Force in the early 1950s and 
graduated from Shaw University in Raleigh, N.C., in 1955. Three years 
later, he graduated from the Colgate Rochester Crozer Divinity School in 
Rochester, N.Y. In 1962, he received a doctorate from Drew University in 
New Jersey. 

He was teaching theology at Virginia Union University in Richmond when 
he was named president of Shaw in 1963. In six years, he transformed the 
struggling university, gaining contributions from major corporations and 
increasing the annual budget from $700,000 to $5.9 million. 

Coming to Howard in 1969, Dr. Cheek brought academic credibility and 
fundraising skills. When he resigned under fire in 1989, his annual salary of 
$190,000 ranked in the top 1 percent of all university presidents. 

As president of Howard, Dr. Cheek was named to the board of United 
National Bank, which faced federal investigation after a series of 
questionable loans. 

In 1997, the Internal Revenue Service seized $63,000 from Dr. Cheek's 
bank accounts for not paying back taxes. Dr. Cheek, who had acquired four 
houses, three yachts, three cars, a 250-gallon aquarium and $10,000 worth 
of model trains, filed for bankruptcy. 


In December 1999, many of Dr. Cheek's possessions were auctioned in the 
palatial house he had once occupied on 16th Street NW. He had since lived 
in North Carolina. 

Survivors include his wife of 56 years, Celestine Williams Cheek; two 
children, James E. Cheek Jr. and Janet E. Cheek; and two grandchildren.

I am just reading over Dr. Wesley Muhammad's latest book Black Arabia 
and the African Origins of Islam. In Chapter 2 he, citing other historians like 
Petrie, is making the claim that the Badarians arrived from Asia, "resettled" 
into the Sudan and created Pharaonic Egypt. Although he tries to downplay 
it by stating that it wasn't a "massive" amount of what he calls "Afrabians" 
who settled in this area, his language suggest that the influential and most 
prominent deities, farming techniques and language derive from these 
"Asians" who "happen" to be Black although they were a "minority" 
according to his research. 

I find this problematic for many reasons that would take an academic article 
to explain. But my main beef is that he doesn't cite any material that 
suggest migrations from the Sahara or inner Africa.

"inner" and "west" Africans still practicing the culture and has the deep rich 
meaning behind their rituals and concepts? Why can we ONLY go into 
Africa to explain Egypt but can't go into Arabia, black or what not, to 
discover the nuances that make pharaonic Egypt what we know it today? 
He argues that Kush is Arabia and that Ta-Netcher is Arabia (primarily) that 
has some "spillage" into Africa towards what is now Ethiopia. I've argued 
before that Netcher, not only means divine, but "ancestors" and subsequent 
research into inner African languages further supports this premise.

There any many practices in traditional african culture that need to be left 
behind. Not only have African men had the practice of taking more thatn one 
wife, but they have also been in the practice of taking young boys as their 
long time lovers - even paying a dowry to the boys father for the priviledge 
of keeping the boy. Here is an excerpt from the book BOY-WIVES AND 
FEMALE HUSBANDS: Studies in African Homosexualities by Stephen 
O. Murray and Will Roscoe; this is an Ethnology recorded within a tribe in 
Angola: 

"A young, unmarried, circumcised male, around eighteen years old, sees a 
boy of about twelve years that pleases him. He goes to the father and aska if 
he could receive the boy for a katumua (a lover). In return for a present -- a 


cow, a piece of cloth, or about 40.50$00 [sic] -- the father agrees, and the 
boy draws his older friend into his hut. They are now recognized as being in 
that "relation". If the older one later marries this changes nothing to his 
katumua (lover); alternately with his wife and his boyfriend, until finally the 
boyfriend, growing up, wants to marry. Then the older one brings the 
younger back to his father and pays the agreed price. The younger now, for 
hispart, takes a boyfriend, while the older looks for a new katumua (lover). 
So it comes to be that almost every man without exception, whether single 
or married, has his (boy) lover". - Taken from the chapter titled, "Same-Sex 
Life among A Few Negro Tribes of Angola", pages 168-169. 

Polygny (one man having more than one wife), only creats more 
of an inbalance within the society. An old man may take a young 
teenage wife - leaving a young teenage boy without a suitable 
mate until he is middle aged. Therefore that young teenage boy 
will bacome an old man's lover a.k.a. Boy-Wife. The really sad 
part is that many African women are accepting of this practice. 
Here is another excerpt of a similar man-boy relationship, but this 
time it was arranged by the man's wife. This is an Ethnology 
recorded about the Ovambo tribe in South WesternAfrican: 

“The homosexuality ofthe Ovambos, one of the most 
exceptionally powerful Bantu tribes, is, one might almost say, 
proverbial in this country. This is due to the unfortunate sexual 
relations at the diamond fields at Luderitzbucht, where the 
Ovambos compose the Chief contigent of workers. However, even 
in the Ovambo areas that are closed to whites, homosexual 
intercourse occurs....one frequently noticesamong them small 
lads of ten to twelve years who, being to young for work, were not 
tolerated at all by the police. Should one then ask the Ovambos 
where these young fellows are being taken, one usually gets the 
answer that they are going along as "kitchen boys," as helpers 
with the cooking, to be used to fetch wood and water, and for 
similar work. But this answer is only half of ot, for although these 
boys do perform these duties, the real reason for their 
accompanying the grown-ups is essentially something else. that 
is, they serve the others as passive pederasts on the journey 
and during the term of service at the [mine] fields. Indeed -- and 
this is the remarkable thing about it -- these boys are 
given to the young men usually by their wives or 


bethrothed: "to keep the men faithful," as was explained to 
me by an old Ovambo, to whom | am much indebted for this 


information. Obviously, we are dealing here primarily with 


pseudo-homosexualit y, which is clear from the fact that these 
Same men, who make use of those boys while in the fields, are in 
part already married or bethrothed, and truly of heterosexual 
natures. Naturally, single one are found among them who are 
actual homosexuals" . -- Taken from the chapter titled, 
“Homosexuality among the Natives of Southwest Africa", pages 
188-189.

Ptolemy VIII Physcon and Cleopatra III of Egypt, see 
Cleopatra Selene I. 

Cleopatra Selene II (Greek:? ??e?p?t?a Se????, 25 December 40 BC-6), 
also known as Cleopatra VIII of Egypt or Cleopatra VIII was a Ptolemaic 
Princess and was the only daughter to Greek Ptolemaic queen Cleopatra VII 
of Egypt and Roman triumvir Mark Antony. She was the fraternal twin of 
Ptolemaic prince Alexander Helios. Her second name in ancient Greek 
means "moon", being the counterpart of her twin brothers second name 
Helios, meaning "sun". She was of Greek and Roman heritage. Cleopatra 
was born, raised and educated in Alexandria, Egypt. In late 34 BC, during 
the Donations of Alexandria, she was made ruler of Cyrenaica and Libya 


Early Life 


Her parents were defeated by Octavian (future Roman Emperor Caesar 
Augustus), during a naval battle at Actium, Greece in 31 BC. In 30 BC, her 
parents committed suicide as Octavian and his army invaded Egypt. 
Octavian took Cleopatra and her brothers from Egypt to Italy. Octavian 
celebrated his military triumph in Rome by parading the three orphans in 
heavy golden chains in the streets. The chains were so heavy that they 
couldnt walk. Octavian gave the siblings to Octavia Minor to be raised in 
her household in Rome. Octavia Minor became their guardian, was 
Octavian's second eldest sister and was their father's former wife. P 


Marriage 

Between 26 BC-20 BC, Augustus arranged for Cleopatra to marry African 
King Juba II of Numidia in Rome. The Emperor gave to Cleopatra as a 
wedding present a huge dowry and she became an ally to Rome. By then 
her brothers, Alexander Helios and Ptolemy Philadelphus had died, 
probably from illness. When Cleopatra married Juba, she was the only 
surviving member of the Ptolemaic dynasty, ®! 

Juba and Cleopatra could not return to Numidia as it had been 
provincialized in 46 BC. The couple was sent to Mauretania, an unorganized 
territory that needed Roman supervision. They renamed their new capital 
Caesarea (modern Cherchell, Algeria), in honor of the Emperor. "! 
Cleopatra is said to have exercised great influence on policies that Juba 
created. Through her influence, the Mauretanian Kingdom flourished. 
Mauretania exported and traded well throughout the Mediterranean. The 
construction and sculptural projects at Caesarea and at another city 
Volubilis, were built and display a rich mixture of Ancient Egyptian, Greek 
and Roman architectural styles (Roller, pp.91162). The children of 
Cleopatra and Juba were Ptolemy of Mauretania (1 BC-40) and Drusilla of 


Mauretania (born 5), although she may have been a granddaughter. Queen 
of Syria, Zenobia of Palmyra claimed descent from Cleopatra, although this 
is unlikely. ©! 


Historical Evidence 


There are few surviving written sources on the life of Cleopatra. Surviving 
coins and monuments suggest that Cleopatra inherited the iron will and 
perseverance of the Ptolemaic women. Her various titles on surviving 


means Queen Cleopatra. These titles were also used on coinage by her 
late mother. Another title she used on coinage was C???N? or Selene. ® 
Cleopatra seemed to have been religious, patriotic of her Egyptian Greek 
heritage, though she ignored her Roman heritage. She wanted to retain and 
continue the Ptolemaic Legacy. 
When Cleopatra died, she was placed in the Royal Mausoleum of 
Mauretania east of Caesarea that was built by her and Juba, which is still 
visible. A fragmentary inscription was dedicated to Juba and Cleopatra, as 
the King and Queen of Mauretania. The following epigram by Greek 
Epigrammatist Crinagoras of Mytilene is considered to be Cleopatras 
eulogy. A 

The moon herself grew dark, rising at sunset,

Sarah Palin, who regularly rips the media, is becoming a television pundit at 
a place where she's likely to feel at home. 


A Fox News executive says the network will shortly announce that the 
former vice-presidential nominee is signing on as a contributor. 


Palin, who resigned as governor of Alaska last summer, will appear as a 
commentator on various Fox shows. She will also host an occasional 
program that will examine inspirational tales involving ordinary Americans. 


Palin will join Mike Huckabee as a Fox contributor who was also involved in 
the 2008 campaign. The exposure can only help Palin if she decides to 
pursue a 2012 presidential bid. 


At the moment, Palin makes pronouncements mainly through her Facebook 
page. The Fox connection would give her a platform on the nation's top- 
rated cable news channel. 


Palin is extremely popular with her conservative base, which has fueled the 
sales of her best-selling memoir. But she is a divisive political figure who 
not only draws the ire of liberals but some Republicans, including staffers 
who deal with her during her run as John McCain's running mate. Steve 
Schmidt, a top McCain strategist, said on "60 Minutes" last night that "there 
were numerous instances that she said things that were -- that were not 
accurate that ultimately, the campaign had to deal with." 


Hiring Palin could further boost the popularity of Rupert Murdoch's 
network among conservative viewers. The network already employs former 
Bush White House aide Karl Rove and former House speaker Newt Gingrich 
as highly visible commentators.

Potlatch from Wikipedia - 

Before the arrival of the Europeans, gifts included storable food (oolichan 
[candle fish] oil or dried food), canoes, and slaves among the very wealthy, 
but otherwise not income-generating assets such as resource rights. The 
influx of manufactured trade goods such as blankets and sheet copper into 
the Pacific Northwest caused inflation in the potlatch in the late eighteenth 
and earlier nineteenth centuries. Some groups, such as the 
Kwakwaka'wakw, used the potlatch as an arena in which highly competitive 
contests of status took place. In some cases, goods were actually destroyed 
after being received, or instead of being given away. The catastrophic 
mortalities due to introduced diseases laid many inherited ranks vacant or 
open to remote or dubious claimproviding they could be validatedwith a 


suitable potlatch. 

The potlatch was a cultural practice much studied by ethnographers. 
Sponsors of a potlatch give away many useful items such as food, blankets, 
worked ornamental mediums of exchange called "coppers", and many other 
various items. In return, they earned prestige. To give a potlatch enhanced 
ones reputation and validated social rank, the rank and requisite potlatch 
being proportional, both for the host and for the recipients by the gifts 
exchanged. Prestige increased with the lavishness of the potlatch, the value 
of the goods given away in it. 


[edit] Potlatch ban 


Potlatching was made illegal in Canada in 1885! and the United States in 
the late nineteenth century, largely at the urging of missionaries and 
government agents who considered it "a worse than useless custom" that 
was seen as wasteful, unproductive which was not part of "civilized" values. 
[9] 

The potlatch was seen as a key target in assimilation policies and agendas. 
Missionary William Duncan wrote in 1875 that the potlatch was by far the 
most formidable of all obstacles in the way of Indians becoming Christians, 
or even civilized.!°! Thus in 1885, the Indian Act was revised to include 
clauses banning the potlatch and making it illegal to practice. The official 
legislation read, 

Every Indian or other person who engages in or assists in celebrating the 
Indian festival known as the "Potlatch" or the Indian dance known as the 
“Tamanawas' is guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable to 
imprisonment for a term not more than six nor less than two months in a jail 
or other place of confinement; and, any Indian or other person who 
encourages, either directly or indirectly an Indian or Indians to get up such 
a festival or dance, or to celebrate the same, or who shall assist in the 
celebration of same is guilty of a like offence, and shall be liable to the same 
punishment. 

[citation needed] 

Eventually it became amended to be more inclusive as earlier discharged on 
technicalities. Legislation was then expanded to include guests who 
participated in the ceremony. The indigenous people were too large to 
police, and enforce. Duncan Campbell Scott convinced Parliament to change 
the offense from criminal to summary, which meant the agents, as justice of 
the peace, could try a case, convict, and sentence.”

Sustaining the customs and culture of their ancestors, indigenous people 
now openly hold potlatch to commit to the restoring of their ancestors' 
ways. Potlatch now occur frequently and increasingly more over the years 
as families reclaim their birthright. The ban was only repealed in 1951 .!%#2tion

There any many practices in traditional african culture that need to be left 
behind. Not only have African men had the practice of taking more thatn one 
wife, but they have also been in the practice of taking young boys as their 
long time lovers - even paying a dowry to the boys father for the priviledge 
of keeping the boy. Here is an excerpt from the book BOY-WIVES AND 
FEMALE HUSBANDS: Studies in African Homosexualities by Stephen 
O. Murray and Will Roscoe; this is an Ethnology recorded within a tribe in 
Angola: 

awrite unmarried, circumcised male, around eighteen years old, sees a 
boy of about twelve years that pleases him. He goes to the father and aska if 
he could receive the boy for a katumua (a lover). In return for a present -- a 
cow, a piece of cloth, or about 40.50$00 [sic] -- the father agrees, and the 
boy draws his older friend into his hut. They are now recognized as being in 
that "relation". If the older one later marries this changes nothing to his 
katumua (lover); alternately with his wife and his boyfriend, until finally the 
boyfriend, growing up, wants to marry. Then the older one brings the 
younger back to his father and pays the agreed price. The younger now, for 
hispart, takes a boyfriend, while the older looks for a new kKatumua (lover). 
So it comes to be that almost every man without exception, whether single 
or married, has his (boy) lover". - Taken from the chapter titled, "Same-Sex 
Life among A Few Negro Tribes of Angola", pages 168-169. 

Polygny (one man having more than one wife), only creats more 
of an inbalance within the society. An old man may take a young 
teenage wife - leaving a young teenage boy without a suitable 
mate until he is middle aged. Therefore that young teenage boy 
will bacome an old man's lover a.k.a. Boy-Wife. The really sad 
part is that many African women are accepting of this practice. 
Here is another excerpt of a similar man-boy relationship, but this 
time it was arranged by the man's wife. This is an Ethnology 
recorded about the Ovambo tribe in South WesternAfrican: 

“The homosexuality ofthe Ovambos, one of the most 
exceptionally powerful Bantu tribes, is, one might almost say, 
proverbial in this country. This is due to the unfortunate sexual 
relations at the diamond fields at Luderitzbucht, where the 
Ovambos compose the Chief contigent of workers. However, even 
in the Ovambo areas that are closed to whites, homosexual 
intercourse occurs....one frequently noticesamong them small 
lads of ten to twelve years who, being to young for work, were not 
tolerated at all by the police. Should one then ask the Ovambos 
where these young fellows are being taken, one usually gets the 


answer that they are going along as "kitchen boys," as helpers 
with the cooking, to be used to fetch wood and water, and for 
similar work. But this answer is only half of ot, for although these 
boys do perform these duties, the real reason for their 
accompanying the grown-ups is essentially something else. that 
is, they serve the others as passive pederasts on the journey 
and during the term of service at the [mine] fields. Indeed -- and 
this is the remarkable thing about it -- these boys are 


given to the young men usually by their wives or 


bethrothed: "to keep the men faithful," as was explained to 
me by an old Ovambo, to whom | am much indebted for this 


information. Obviously, we are dealing here primarily with 
pseudo-homosexualit y, which is clear from the fact that these 
Same men, who make use of those boys while in the fields, are in 
part already married or bethrothed, and truly of heterosexual 
natures. Naturally, single one are found among them who are 
actual homosexuals" . -- Taken from the chapter titled, 
“Homosexuality among the Natives of Southwest Africa", pages 
188-189. 

Now since African American are trying to take more than one 
wife, like their African counter-parts, can we expect them to also 
take young boy lovers just like their African counterparts? It is no 
wonder African insist their women be circumscised - so that they 
will remain docile while their men have sexual relations with 
young boys.

I am just reading over Dr. Wesley Muhammad's latest book Black Arabia 
and the African Origins of Islam. In Chapter 2 he, citing other historians like 
Petrie, is making the claim that the Badarians arrived from Asia, "resettled" 
into the Sudan and created Pharaonic Egypt. Although he tries to downplay 
it by stating that it wasn't a "massive" amount of what he calls "Afrabians" 
who settled in this area, his language suggest that the influential and most 
prominent deities, farming techniques and language derive from these 
"Asians" who "happen" to be Black although they were a "minority" 
according to his research. 

I find this problematic for many reasons that would take an academic article 
to explain. But my main beef is that he doesn't cite any material that 
suggest migrations from the Sahara or inner Africa. My question to him 
would be, if Asia is the "source" of the culture of Egypt, why do we find the 
"inner" and "west" Africans still practicing the culture and has the deep rich 
meaning behind their rituals and concepts? Why can we ONLY go into 
Africa to explain Egypt but can't go into Arabia, black or what not, to 
discover the nuances that make pharaonic Egypt what we know it today? 
He argues that Kush is Arabia and that Ta-Netcher is Arabia (primarily) that 
has some "spillage" into Africa towards what is now Ethiopia. I've argued 
before that Netcher, not only means divine, but "ancestors" and subsequent 
research into inner African languages further supports this premise. The 


concept of "God's land" is "anti-African" since ALL land is "sacred" to 
African people: thus why in indigenous cultures land "ownership" is taboo. 
The concept of one plot of land as "God's" land doesn't fit the general 
African unifying cultural substratic paradigm.

Myths, Lies and Other Untruths 


CAIRO Egypt displayed on Monday newly discovered tombs more than 4,000 
years old and said they belonged to people who worked on the Great 
Pyramids of Giza, presenting the discovery as more evidence that slaves did 
not build the ancient monuments. The series of modest nine-foot-deep shafts 
held a dozen skeletons of pyramid builders, perfectly preserved by dry 
desert sand along with jars that once contained beer and bread meant for 
the workers’ afterlife. The mud-brick tombs were uncovered last week in the 
backyard of the Giza pyramids, stretching beyond a burial site first 
discovered in the 1990s and dating to the 4th Dynasty (2575 B.C. to 2467 
B.C.), when the great pyramids were built on the fringes of present-day 
Cairo. The ancient Greek historian Herodotus once described the pyramid 
builders as slaves, creating what Egyptologists say is a myth later 
propagated by Hollywood films. KATARINA KRATOVAC, Associated Press

All cultures engage in myth building. Myths are an important means to 
provide group identify, esteem and a disseminate to the members a sense of 
how the group fits into the overarching scheme of things. Myths are an 
essential part of a racial or ethnic groups psychological well being. What is 
tragic is when one groups myths distort actual history and have a negative 
impact on the self-image, esteem and place in history of another group. 
Recent archeological findings suggest the prevailing myth that the pyramids 
of Giza were constructed by slave labor are a gross misrepresentation of the 
facts. Tombs discovered outside of Cairo not far from the pyramids of Giza 
prove the laborers who helped construct the giant edifices on the Giza 
plateau were paid workers not slaves, a notion propagated by many 
adherents and devotees of the Jewish and Christian religions. This new found 
information validates the teachings of Afrocentric scholars who challenged 
the notion that foreigners or captives built the pyramids. Afrocentric 
researchers stated with authority the pyramids were built by Nile Valley 
Africans who shared the cultural values of the pyramids designers and an 
affinity with the project. In his book Nile Valley Contributions to Civilization, 
Anthony T. Browder says on page 104, One of the greatest misconceptions 
regarding the Great Pyramid is that it was constructed by Jews during their 
enslavement in Kemet. Examination of a time line will show the error of this 
belief. Abraham who was the founder of Judaism, was said to have been born 
around 1675 B.C.E., which was at least 900 year after the Great Pyramid was 
believed to have been constructed. 


The latest archeological discoveries were reported by the Associated Press. 


In the article carried by Yahoo News Egypts head of archeology who is of 
Arab extraction, not an indigenous African stated, The builders came from 
poor Egyptian families from the north and the south, and were respected for 
their work so much so that those who died during construction were 
bestowed the honor of being buried in the tombs near the sacred pyramids 
of their pharaohs. Their proximity to the pyramids and the manner of burial 
in preparation for the afterlife backs this theory. No way would they have 
been buried so honorably if they were slaves. 


| have heard African scholars say on numerous occasions the builders of the 
pyramids were Africans who did it out of a deep seated sense of devotion 
and commitment. These laborers were artists and artisans who gave of 
themselves, shared their talents, skills and expertise for the good of the 
society. | have been to Kemet on several occasions and | can tell you 
unequivocally the temples, pyramids and other monuments there would not 
have stood the test of time had they been created and constructed under 
duress. The giant stone blocks used to construct the pyramids came from the 
interior of the Nile Valley because the Nile River flows South from the interior 
North into the Mediterranean Sea. The Nile River is one of only two rivers on 
the planet that flow South to North! Since the Africans knew they originally 
came from the interior, the orientation of the builders was a Southernly or 
interior one. They venerated their ancestors who had traveled down the Nile 
from the interior of Africa so much they used stones from the South to 
construct their great monuments. They transported the stones by barge 
down the Nile River. 


Mythical teaching buffeted in modern times by fictitious images of white 
Egyptians helped conceal our legacy, allow Europeans to plagiarize our 
culture and pillage our history. The fact of the matter is, early Egypt was an 
African civilization, not Indo-European, Caucasian or mixed. This fact along 
with the recent discoveries should put to rest the lie foreigners (Hebrews) 
built the pyramids and absolve their religious devotees of their inaccurate 
role as victims of Egyptian oppression. Of course if they are honest with 
themselves and value truth, they will be forced to alter their myths about the 
Hebrews mythical sojourn in Kemet, the plagues, the Exodus and other tales. 
But | suspect the truth will be ignored since they have too much vested in 
their religion to let a small matter like the truth get in their way. 


Myths are allegorical, metaphorical and often contain symbolic, 
psychological and deep lessons of ethical, moral and character development. 
Myths play an important role in society. Myths can be historically accurate or 
fictitious. What does it say about a people who create myths that over 
exaggerate their accomplishments, lie about their history and denigrate 
others who when the truth is told, when the facts are compared have a far 
more extensive history and legacy of accomplishment then they do? Is their 
over exaggeration a psychological need and attempt to compensate for 


feelings of inferiority? 


White supremacy is not a myth. It is a delusional attempt to overcompensate 
for what the perpetrators know is a short and rather so so legacy of 
accomplishment on the stage of human existence. This is not to discredit 
European history or accomplishment. For their relatively brief appearance on 
the world stage, they have done some impressive things; both good and bad. 
However, others like the Africans, the Chinese, Southern Asiatics and Native 
Americans have a longer, more vibrant and humane history. If Europeans 
were not so insecure about their lack of melanin, their real history and 
accomplishments they would give credit where credit is due. It is obvious 
their deep seated inferiority complex and their need for a compensatory self- 
image precludes them from seeing human history as it truly is: a continuum 
of trial and error, great leaps and bounds, setbacks, reversals and cycles. For 
Europeans to disingenuously put themselves at the epicenter of human 
history and accomplishment when they are the most recent group to emerge 
on the world stage is preposterous.

The Tomb of Montuemhat (TT34) 


Montuemhat's status as "Mayor of the City of Thebes 

and Fourth Prophet of Amun" and one of the most 

powerful officials in South Egypt was high regarded, and 

as such, his tomb was one which reflected this. TT34, 

the Tomb of Montuemhat was one of the most lavishly 

decorated and largest tombs discovered belonging to a 
non-royal. 
He was responsible for overseeing the construction 
projects being undertaken in Thebes. Supervising the 
works at Medinet Habu and Karnak, Montuemhat 
operated under Kings Taharga and Tanutamun. During 
this time, the Mut Temple was rebuilt using materials 
from other earlier temples for construction. A small 

chapel was dedicated to Montuemhat in the east wall of 

the Mut Temple. 


After Thebes was destroyed by invading Assyrian forces, 

Montuemhat became the ruler of Upper Egypt, and 

would later become the highest authority in Thebes. 

Found inside the tomb was the sarcophagus of 

Montuemhat's son Nesptah. Wearing a wig common in 

the Twenty-Second Dynasty, the long wig extended down to the shoulders 
but left the ears uncovered. 


Nesptah was the deputy of Thebes, or a second in 
command to his father Montuemhat. In a video interview 
with Dr Gomaa (Watch the Video here), he tells us 
how Nesptah's burial chamber was discovered thanks to 
the actions of would-be thieves. The tomb 
robbers went inside the archaeological 

site and burned the wooden sarcophagus of Nesptah is order 

to light up the room and look for treasures to steal. However, 

the smoke from the fire alerted the attention of the 

authorities, and it wasn't long before the police came to 

arrest them! 


Work on excavating the tomb was originally started in 1941 

by Zakaria Goneim who unfortunately committed suicide 

before the excavation was finished; a story recounted by Dr 

Zahi Hawass in another fascinating video (Watch the video). Dr Farouk 
Gomaa now leads the team excavating the tomb as they continue their 
search through the several chambers and passages to find the burial 
chamber of Montuemhat.

Dr Farouk Gomaa talks about his excavations in el-Assasif, Thebes and his 
work in TT34 - the Tomb of the diplomat Montuemhat. He shows the finds in 
the tomb so far, including the sarcophagus of Nespta, the son of 
Montuemhat. Dr Gomaa explains that although his team have not found the 
chamber of Montuemhat himself, or his sarcophagus, he remains hopeful of 
uncovering them soon.
